Levy, who called his visit a "great minion/' was 
scheduled to leave e€u*ly Tuesday far a we^-long visit, 
which originally was scheduled for ^rly August but 
postponed because of the Iraqi invasiai Kuwait. He 
planned to meet Baker Wednesday. 

The foreign minister, who took office in June, said 
he and his .American counterpart would talk ab<mt 
"ever>'thing that happens m the Persian Gulf Even 
though we keep a low profile, we are not on a distant 
contii^nt. We are here." 

Israel has em^vwed to diMance itself firom events 
in the gulf, claimto^ they were the result of an inter- 
Arab dispute. 

Before t he gulf crisis, the moribuiKi peace process 
dominated Israeli American relations and was 
expected to be the main topic of Levy's trip to 
Washington. 

The Iraqi invasion, however, overshadowed any 
plans to revive tte process and eased pressure on 
Prine Mlnu^r Yitdiak Sluuur s right wing 
i^vemn^t to (fem<H^trate its siwrerity in finding a 
solution to the Palestinian problem.

If you are truly a Tallahassean. you could not have mis^ied

It was also tauf^t that "land develc^iers*' per ^ 
should not be mi^aken fw community planners by any 
means The profit m<Ri\*e is the American way in all things 
but it (k)es not necessarily meet the criteria of compreheniri^ 
city community planning Developers are ""a" means 

We as Urban Fellows and future "planners" were further 
taught, "the great issues and perplexing problems of 
city community planning m our times are not the results of 
invalid principles, institutions, or ideals. They are the result 
of those principles.. instituti<ms awl ideals ov^bun^ned with 
peculation growth, aiKi o(HM»iilrati«is <tf people, bound 
to the too o^n selfish ambitions of {nrivate into^ests brought 
to |»-e^ire, so much so. that the good of government is either 
ground to a halt or is driven off in dir^ions that are not 
to t he public good." It was l<^cal to me then and it is Ic^cal 
to me today. 

In Tallahassee the development of our community is not 
driven by natural resources ready to be exploited Therefore, 
there is little need to build communities to aax)modate these 
industri^. Fwth^, if we look f«- growth, it cannot be to fill 
the n^i fcH- existing indusdy. This is the dilemma for 
Tallaha^ee. U 6eveloper% \mi\d many new houses and fill 
them tl^n the city is pr^Kd to develop new jok^ for^ new 
arrivals. This is {mtting the cart before the horse 

Tallahassee is a good place to live ai«l raise a family It 
should CHr the state nwcca of intellectual and human 
development. It does not have to be the hea\y -industry, 
polluted, congested, bustling demonstration of a New York 
or Miami. It can be a city m another right. 

When the city leaders indkated a stop to building 
^mewhat fcH* a while it showed intelligent^, kadership of 
high caliber and foresi^t. We understand the pressures of 
vested interest; we know the devekypCTS must develi^, and 
builders must build, and the creation of unemployment is 
not good in any part f the economy But the public good is 
inevitably tied to the end product of a healthy community 
over all It is the job erf" city fathers leaders to make the correct 
decision for its citi^ns.

At home 
m the I'nited States there is an overwhelming amount of support for 
our forces arvd m the international community there has never betMi such 
a show of solidarity This hardly seems like isolation to me. It would 
be well to also remember that the deposed leaders of Kuwait were the 
first to cry alcnid for U.S. military help. 

Mr. Pea<% then goes on to a<%me the United States of selectively 
invading Panama, selectively invading Gremida and of selectively 
marshallii^ forces in Saudi Arabia. Acknowledging Uiat we should have 
cut our ties with Noreiga »)oner, I believe he is now where he belongs.

Gt?neral D>-namics and partner Tadiran Ltd got a $4 million subsidy 
from the city of Tallahassee m 19SS to come to town and build hightech 
combat radios for the Department of Defense The citv owns the buildings 
where the companies are located and leases them to each company for 
$1 a year. 

In May, City Purchasing Administrator Lu Williams declared General 
EKnamics in violation of the city's anti-apartheid ordinance which 
requires that any company doing business with the city first sign an 
affidax It disclosing any business ties with South Africa. 

Williams made the decision when Creneral D>-namics turned in an 
atTidavit revealing that one of its subsidiaries— Cessna .Aircraft -sold 
planes to Aircraft Distributors of Southern AlVica. a South African 
company. 

After that, the IRRC investigated General D>namics. Cooper said 

"The city of Tallahassee sent me a copy of the affidavit they filed with 
the city. " she said. 

General D\ namics' Tallahassee Plant Manager Bill Widmer appealed

Florida A&M University students who ride the bus 
will be a little dner this fall, thanks to a new hus stop 
that will soon be built by TalTran The station will 
be the first covered bus stop on the FAMl' campus. 

"I think the students will have a vast improvement 
on all accounts," said FAMU Director of Physical 
Planning Robert Goodwin. 

The bus stop— on Martin Luther King Boulevard 
between Palmer Street and the student union— is one 
of three proposed new stops. The other two will be in 
the Southgate Area, to ser\'e FSU, and m Frenchtown. 
The new terminal has been design^ to fit into the 
style of the campus. 

According to Larry Carter of TalTran. a federal 
grant will pay for 80 percent of the bus stop's 
estimated $400,269 cost. State and county funds will 
pay for the remaining 20 percent. There will be no 
increase in bus fare to TalTran patrons aiwi no extra

Construction is set to begin in mid-September, and 
according to Goodwin is expected to take four months. 
Once construction conunences. Martin Luther King 
Boulevard will be permanently closed to traffic, with 
the exception of service vehicles, emergency vehicles, 
and. of course, busses But officials said it should be 
worth the inconvenience. 

"I think it's going to add to the overall campus plan 
of FAMU and provide amenities to patrons to 
encourage more utilization of the public 
transportation system," said Carter.

Shooting victim dies 

The victim of an Aug. 26 shooting at the Skeeter 
Hole Lounge died at 8:55 a.m. Friday, said Leon 
County Sheriff s Office spokesperson Dick Simpson. 

Reginald Thompson, 26. was shot in the head when 
he walked outside of the bar after hearing gunfire. 
After the shooting, he was listed in critical condition 
at Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical Center. 

SherifTs deputies arrested two suspects last 
Tuesday in eonneetion with Thompson's shooting, 
Simpson said. Mc^s St^hens Jr., 20, who gave his 
sMkiress as Riwite 3, Box was diarged with two 

counts of attempted second-degree murder and one 
count of aggravated battery. Daniel Seabrooks, 20, 
of Thomasville. Ga., was charged with two counts of 
aggi'avated battery and one count of shooting at an 
occupied vehicle They were taken to Leon County jail 
and are being held without bond. 

According to Simpson, sherifTs deputies and the 
State Attorney's office are locking into up^ading the 
two su^>ects* charges, but no speciflis were available. 

Motorcycle driver killed 

A 32-year-old man was killed when his 1971 Honda 
motorcycle (»llid^ with a car on Smitheast Capital 
Circle at 5:30 Fri&y evming, said Tallahassee Police 
I^partment spokesperson Phil Kiracofe. 

The cycle driver, William Cullum, of Woonsocket. 
R.l . was driving southbound at a high rate of speed 
when he crossed a double yellow line, attempting to 
pass a bus, witnesses told police. Sue Ann Dixon, who 
was driving a 1988 Ford was making a left hand turn 
onto Capital Circle from Monday Street. Kiracofe said 
Dixon, of 4236 Benchmar Dr, did not see Cullum. 

Cullum smashed into the left side of Dixon's car, 
suffer^ m^y^ive head ii\juriM and was pronounced 
^d at TMRMC. 

PoHm ha^ filed no charges against Dixon. The 
damage was estimated at $8,000 for the car and 
$3,000 for the motorcycle. 

Woman Icidnsppsd 

An 18-year-old woman was kidnapped at knife-point 
early Saturday morning Kiracofe said. 

The victim went to visit a friend around 1 a m at 
the Econo Lodge when she was approached in the 
parking lot by a man on a bicycle who said he needed 
a ride. When she refused, the man allegedly pulled 
a knife, cut her across the right side of her body and 
demanded she drive him around. 

According to Kiracofe, the man fondled her while

When they returned to the Econo Lodge, at 1350

and called police. 

Police don't have a suspect, but they have leads. The 
man is described as a 40-years-old with a large pot 
belly He was last seen wearing blue jeans and a 
T-shirt. 

The victim, who had a 6-inch gash in her side, was 
taken to TMRMC and received more than 40 stiches. 



No other information was available about the 
victim.

(Mikers arrested Salter near the University Square 
AfMurtments at 410 Etewey St., charged him with 
aggravated battery and took him to Leon County Jail. 

He is being held without bond. 

Harris was taken to TMRMC and treated for 
multiple stab wounds and a collapsed lung. He is 
listed in stable condition.

Ao^rding to Kiracofe, Roberts walked outside the 
club-located at 12(^ S. Ackms St.-to look for his 
girlfriend when he and the women were attacked. 

Roberts and his friends got into their 1983 Mercury 
Cougar, but several of the attackers kicked out the 
back window and brake lights, causing $500 worth 
of damage Kiracofe said. 

Robert> and the others were taken to TMRMC. 
treated and released. No arrests have been made, but 
the investigation is continuing, said Kiracofe. 

Unauthorized withdrawal

According to Jerry G., a two ounce to three ounce bag expands to make 
a gallon of green, blue, red, pink, or yellow earth. 
"It's non toxic, and you have to add your own nutrients,*' said Jerry 

G. "It's just for plants though; you're not supposed to eat it." 

For somt reason Jerry G. is also selling toothbrushes with dental floss 
built into the handles. 

"Same prices for the earth and the toothbrushes: $3 each, or two for 

$5," he said. 

Walter, from Tampa, also wouldn't give his last name. He said he"s 
been coming to the flea market for 'about three or four years. " He sells 
an assortment of used power tools, including sanders, drills, routers, 
circular saws and generators. 

We got all kinds, including the best, Makita and Milwaukee," said 
Walter. 

RobtM ta Eustis. from near Orlando, has rented about six spaces to allow 
room from her large selection of plants. She has everything from $1 roses 
to $20 ficus trees There are areca palms, dilTen bachia, aloe vera plants 
and an assortment of cacti. 

"For the college kids I've reduced everything, " she said. "Got to protect 
our future." 

On down the line a bit you can ch(K)se from socks, tires and salad 
dressing. 

One Tallahassean is even selling a five horsepower, heavy-duty, three 
cylinder castiron air compressor and an 80-gallon tank, made in the 
I SA. with a full factory warranty: was $1595, iww $1195. She doesn't 
know how heavy it is. 

There are records for sale in excellent condition— the Eagles, Jimmy 
Buffet. Springsteen, the Beach Boys. Phil Collins, the Who— at only $2 
a throw. They also have some new and used compact discs. 

A few steps onward, you can choc^ from surgical scissors and tweezers, 
perfume and earrings, or baseball caps that say things like "I need 
^meone to share my joint with" or "I got kicked out of the Cub Scouts 
for eating Brow nies." 

But be careful about touching things; it's probably a good idea to 
establish some kind of rapport with the vendor before you handle their 
wares. 

One woman chewed me out for handling some flourescent shoelaces— 
"You'll make them dirtyl" 

Owner Springer points out that he has been regularly selling out all 
of his vending spaces, and is working on adding 125 spaces for a total 
<d 550 spa^s. 

"One rea^n we've been successful is we keep thin^ clean and we deal 
with people professionally," Springer said. "This type of market, you 
^e the grass-roots business people— you get back to the real basics of 
business. A lot of people who start^i out here now have their own stores 

in town" 

Springer also points out that the flea market has done some fund- 
raising for the Tree House, a state facility for abused children. 

"W^e've been doing it tor about three years now, " Springer said. "Last 
year we raised about $3,5(K), and the vendors contributed enough toys 
and merchandise to take care of Christmas and the rest of the year." 

If what was mentioned already isn*t enough for your taste, consider: 
Fred's Seafood, fresh crawfish caught in Carabelle, smok^ mullet and 
shrimp combined with the smells of the fried foods at the concession stand 
for a rich aroma, watermelon, peacl^ from North Carolina, ear-piercing, 
palm readers, underwear, and washers and dryers.

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White man's greed forces Native Americans off their lands

In traditional histories, the removal of the native resident > 
ot America to lands west ol the Mississippi was a necessity. 
But research done at Florida State University shows that 
^reed and the prejudices of a few powerful men were behind 
this "necessity." These same reasons forced the Seminole out 
of the Tallahassee area, according to local historians. 

" This was a form of genocide driven by greed." said Joe 
Queione of the Governor's Council on Indian Affairs. 

Native removal in this area started when Tallahassee, a 
site for the territorial capital, was secured after negotiations 
with the native residents in the early 1820's. 

During: the negotiations, the representatives of two Native 
American tn-oups. Neamathla and Chifixico. gave up the 
rights to their land and villages in the Tallahassee area. 

William Rodgers. professor of history at FSU, said the 
United States wanted Florida because the land was valuable 
to farmers. 

The United States was interested in opening up Florida 
to development of plantation agriculture," Rodgers said. 
■'Tallahassee, with its rich soil, w^as particularly important 
to the planters of tobacco and cotton." 

This policy of removal, as researched in Edna Hoffman's 
1935 thesis at FSU on native removal, had its roots in the 
Bnti>h policy of confinement and racial separation This was 
m stark contrast to the methods of both the French and the 
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LOCAL HISTORY 



Spanish, wlu) lived side by side with the natives as allies and 
trading partners. 

In her thesis Hoffman states that as early as 1651 a policy 
of setting aside land for the natives was given a treaty basis. 
But population pressures along the Atlantic coast soon made 
further grants of land to the natives impo^ible. This resulted 
in a series of congresses in 1765. 

These congresses dealt with the four largest southern 
tribes: the Choctaw. Chickasaw. Upper and Lower Creeks. 
They are important historically because they began, for the 
South and the West, the policy of extinguishing by treaty 
the land titles given the native residents of the region. The 
British saw these grants as inhibiting southwestern 
expansion. TTiis new policy toward land grants was continued 
by the fledgling American government. 

"The United States just continued the policies set down 
by the British." explained Edward Keuchel. also a professor 
of history at FSU. 

Before 1800. the American government was too weak to 
press the issue of expansionism with the southern tribes and 
a native uprising would have been disastrous. The 
Federalists planned to leave the natives in their own 



territories with an American ovei-seer. The government 
realized with the four tribes holding all of present Mississippi 
and Alabama, most of Georgia. Tennessee, Kentucky and the 
Carolinas that room would have to be secured if America 
were to expand 

•The U S. settlers felt they had a right to any property 
owned by the I' S . " said Kodgers. 

As earlv as 1776 Thomas Jefferson wrote to John Page. 
"Nothing will reduce these wTetches (natives) so soon as 
pushing war into the heart of their country. But I would not 
stop there. I would never cease pursuing them while one of 
them still remained on this side of the Mississippi." 

When Jefferson became president, policy towai-d natives 
took a very radical turn. In defending the legality of his 
purchase of Louisiana. Jefferson used his ideas on native 
removal Louisiana would be used as a place for native 
removal. Jefferson even drew up a proposal to amend the 
constitution to cover this questionable use of the president's 
treaty making power. 

"The central idea of this amendment was native removal," 
said Hoffman. 

Congress would have the power to exchange lands west of 
the Mississippi north of 31 degrees latitude for lands held 
by natives within the L-nited States east of the Mississippi. 
Hoffman also points out that this was the first explicit 
advcH*acy of native removal by a L'.S. ofilcial. The amendment 
failed 10 pass, but the principle of land exchange was later

made a law and used after 1817. 

Jefferson also spelled out ways to force the natives into leaving their 
lands. His method was to push trade and have individuals run up debt. 
When the debt became too high for individuals to pay, they would be 
much more likely to exchange land. 

"One technique was to isolate a minority within a tribe and i^et them 
i. i >ij4n a treaty, then represent the treaty as if it was from the majority," 
said Keuchel. 

In 1832, a treaty was signed whereby the Seminole in Florida would 
go wert ©f the Mississippi. Most of the tribe resisted the move. Under 
the leadership of Osceola, the Seminole fought the U.S. in the Second 
Seminole War. 

"The Seminole had already been pushed south from Alabama and 
Georgia, " said Rodgers. "They didn't want to give up their lands 

By 1843. all hut a handful of Seminole had been removed to thi' west 
Mohl of ihoso moved were desiilute. according to Hoffman, because ihe 
tools provided by the government were insufficient and they had been 
told to leave axes, hoes and household utensils behind. 

To add insult to injury, the government tri«i to force the Seminole 
to join the Creek Nation, some members of which had fought the 
Seminole in the ^minole Wars. Because of this and countless other 
injustices suffered by the Seminole, they retained considerable bitterness. 

"The natives negotiate better wuA fc«tter deals as time went on»" said 
Keuchel 

Finally in 1856, the U.S. government gave the Seminole a land of their 
own. .Sottlement was retarded by roving bands of natives from the plains. 

A tew years later the Confederate government made advances to the 
Seminole. Hoffman related. Part of the tribe supported the South and 
part supported the North. Those supporting the South moved to the Red 
River in Texm 

After the war the Seminole ceded back the land given in 1856 and were 
given a smaller tract land, now ^minete Munty in Oklahoma. 
Exploitation of natural gas and oil reserves as well as timber cutting 
brought Europeans once again into the land of the Seminole 

"Th^- U S. mining,' companies tMther bouiiht tht mineral rights for 
nothing or u.sed techniques such as sideways drilling to get the oil out,"" 
said Quetone. a Kiowa from Oklahoma. 

These are not the only Seminole though. A hwadful were not removed 
to the west with the <^ere. These l^minole e^aped to the swamps of 
the Everglades, where they still reside. 

The South Florida ^minole and Miax»uk«e live on ^ven i^servatioM 
N<Mth and West of the Miami area. TTiese reservations are the Hollywood, 
Big Cypre.ss, Brighton, Tampa and Immokalee. The Miccosukee live in 
the Miccosukee and .Alligator Alley reservations. Today the tribes have 
together alwut 2.500 members.

A Tuskegee spree; Rattlers lose, 39-34

Football fans in Tallahassee may be getting used to season- 
opening shockers. But Florida A&M's loss Saturday to 
Division II Tuskegee was a surprise no matter how shock- 
numb Tallahasseans have become 

A four-yard run by Mason Wilson vviih 52 seconds left 
provided the seventh, and final, lead change of the game, 
giving the Golden Tigers a 39-34 victory. 

Coming into the game, Tuskeg^ was expected to test 
FAMU's young secondary. They did just that, and it worked. 

After the Rattlers took a 3-0 lead on Jimmy Vertuno's 
20-yard field goal, Tuskegee came out throwing the ball. 
Ciolden Tigers quarterback Maurice Heard completed all five 
of his passes, capping ofT the first drive with a 20-yard 
touchdown strike to Chi istopher Holder 



Unfortunately for the Rattlers, this drive was only a sign 
of things to come. Heard dominated the entire game, 
completing 22 of his 31 passes for 283 yards and three 

touchdowns. 

A less than stellar etTort by the Rattlers defensive line also 
contributed to the loss. 

•'We stunk defensively." Coach Ken Riley said. "The main 
problem was up front. We had no pass rush." 

Mental mistakes and penalties added to FAMU's woes as 
two defensive players were ejected from the game after 
commit ing personal fouls. 

Senior linebacker Chris Blue, and junior defensive end 
Sean Brantley were both tossed after taking shots at 
Tuskegee's place kicker. Since both Blue and Brantley are 
counted on to put a heavy pass rush on, their loss definitely 
hurt. 



"Two of our best players were ejected." Riley said. "Those 
two guys are veteran players, and they didn't use their heads. 
I think the ejections were good calls by the of^'cials." 

Heard and Tuskegee's receivoi> wt're not the only worry 
for FAMU's defense. Junior tailback Mason W'll.^on took 
advantage of the huge holes opened by his offensive line as 
he ran the ball 23 times for 123 yards and two touchdowns. 

The Rattlers defense shut down the run in the first half, 
holding Tuskegee to just 24 yards on 15 carries. 

At halftime. the Rattlers led the contest 13-12 thanks to 
two field goals by Vertuno, and a 30 yard touchdown pass 
from Tony Ezell to senior split end Harrv Bi-own 

The secf)nd half was a different story Bolstered by the 
success of It.-- passing game. Tuskegee took advantage of an

FSU, which is virtually guaranteed to bring in it s 
share of athletic monies, seems a profitable prospect 
for the ACC. However, Corrigan expressed the 
concerns of some opponents to the expansion. 

One dissenting note is the fact that money earned 



within the conference would be split nine ways 
instead of eight. The expansion would also throw of f 
the ACC's current playoff situation, which perfectly 
matches all eight teams. But, according to Corrigan. 
one thing is for sure— the ACC is considering only 
FSU at present, and there has been no decision made 
as of vet 

"Our people are really close."" Corrigaa said. ""No 
one has come m and banged on the table and .said this 
is what we're going to do."" 

As for now . talk.- reniain where lhe\ "ve been tbi" a 
long time— in a holding pattern. 

"My next step is to continue with the process." Goin 
said. "Ultimately the president of this university will 
haw to make a decision on whether FSU will .stay 
independent or join a conference."

Election officials said about 33 percent of tfie regi^red voters 
participated in Tuesday's balloting. 

In other races, at least one and maybe two of tlwfour primarv' contests 
for the Florida Cabinet appeared headed for run-<rf& Tl^sday night with 
roughly a third of the ballots counted. 

The closest contest was the three-way Democratic primary for 
Secretary of State. With 39 percent of the state s 4,582 precincts 
reporting, former Tallahassee DemocrcU editorial writer Jim Minter, 
of Tallahassee, led with 38 percent of the vote. 

Ousted federal judge Alcee H^ngs, of Miami, and former Ku Klux 
Klan leatfer John Paul Rodgers, oi Lake Wales, each had 31 percent. 
The winner of the Democratic primi\r\ will face Republican incumbent 
Jim Smith in November's general election. 

In the Republican primary for Agriculture Commissioner, also with 
39 percent of the state s precincts reporting, Charles Bronson had 47 



percent of the vote, followed by Jack Dodd with 36 percent and Ron 
Howard with 17 percent. 

Republicans have targeted the Agriculture Commissioner race in the 
November general election as their best hope of winning— for the first 
time in Florida history— a majority on the Florida Cabinet. The winner 
of the GOP primary will face Senate President Bob Crawford in 
November. 

In the Treasurer and Insurance Commissioner race, state Sen. George 
Stuart held a 3-to-l lead over Jake Crouch. The winner will face 
Republican incumbent Tom Gallagher. And in the race for Education 
Commissioner, former Gov. Claude Kirk with 54 percent of the vote 
led fellow Republicans Ken Stepp and Amefika Gueka. The winner 
there will face Democratic incumbent Betty Castor. 

.\t press time. Pete Peterson led Bob Boyd by a 3-to-2 margin in the 
Democratic primary race for U.S. House of Representatives District 2 
The winner will face former Democrat Bill Grant in the general election 

In other action, voters shot down two landmark referendums in 
dit'ferent parts of the state. Broward County rejected an amendment 
that would have outlawed discrimination m jobs and housing based 
on %xual orientation. 

And in SarascAa County, voters drfeated a referendum to impose a 
two-year moratorium on growth. Su[^rters claimed the initiative, the 
most restrictive develi^ent ordinance in Florida, would have saved 
the natural environment, while opponents warned it would wreck the 
local economy.

When ro\ i.^ed plan.< tor the I'niversity Center Academic Center 
were introduced hist week, they included a scaled-down versi(^ii 
ot the original propo.<;al The initial plans, introduced more than 
a year atro. called for a single. 60-foot wide building that would 
ha\t' wrapped around Doak Campbell Stadium, Besides 
administrative and classroom space, the proposal included large 
booster skyboxes with overnight accomodations and wet bars. 

Since the project's inception, pundits have lashed out at the "jock 
palace" for what they say is waste and inefTiciency . 

They've said the long, ribbon-like building would have been too 
expensive lo beat and cocl. and would not have been practical tor 
classroom space They akso wondered why the faculty conmuttee 
charged with studying the feasibility of the project m 1988 didn't 
lcK>k at any alternatives, and they questioned how planners and 
builders would deal with the drainage problems that plague the 
stadium site. 

In the meantime, FSU officials forged ahead with the project, 
^curing funds from ^ate and private sources. T ^^ a ^ent out flashy 
literature (tescribing the virti»s of the center ai^HHinique design, 
and traveled across the ^te telling booster groups what a great 
plan it was. 

But now that infom^ prc^sssionals like Tallahas^e architect 
David Fronczak and Board of Regents Vice Chancellor for Budget 
and Finance Roberta Maddox hav« gotten hold of the plans, 
administrators are being forced to see the logistical problems and 
awept revi^rf plans for the project. 

The preliminary proposal unveiled last week calls for several 
ii^to^MbiM^ttcAures to be built, connected intermittently to the 
stadium, rather than one long building. 

It also i^dr^^s the ii^rartructure modifications that will be 
ne<»^a^' at the site, for the flr^ time taking a serious look at long- 
term, rapmal MlMlMw^^iffic, ^wteaytiMltAllity pnAlems. 

With the presentation of the new • plans, maybe FSU 
a^bninirtr^m will finally mulme that a mtm ptmAi^ Gilding 
could be put on the stadium site, and that the whole area 
surrounding the ttadhun will ha^ to revami^ to i^mMlate 
such a massive building project.

Screening of Longtime Companion 
benefits AIDS education, awareness

It's been almost a decade since AIDS made national 
headlines m 1981. but many people are still 
uninformed about the disease and its effects. One local 
gi-oup is tr>'ing to do sMnetha^ about that ignorance. 

A screening of the criticaUy acclaimed film 
Longtime Companion will be held t<might as a 
fundraiser for the Florida AIDS Legal Defense and 
Education Fund^ Inc. The defense fund is a non-profit 
^oup that raises money tor education and works a.s 
an advcxate on legal issues afTectini: individuals with 
problem- related to Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome 

JetT Peters, president of the drfense and education 
fund, said the film was ch(^n because it deals with 
the di^ase in much the same way his cMrganization 
does. 

"We chose to bring in Lon^ime Companion because 



a big part of what we do is educatioii. ' Poit v- said 
"This ipovie shows the wide-ranging etVect.-^ ot this 
dist\ise . the movie really lets you into the minds 
of that small gi'oup of friends.'" 

Longtime Companion deals with a group of friends 
from the time when AII^ was known as the "gay 
cancer," to the present. It depicts the effects of the 
disea^ on them and the people around them. It's a 
film about relationships and the devastation that 
AIDS crt - for everyone— not just homosexuals 

As the muvu pt^irtrays it. the disease affects not ju-i 
the people stricken with the disease, but those around 
them— friends and families 

' I've had several frit nu.- who've died from AIDS. 
Peters said. "It s almost an unreal feeling because 
we're so used to seeing elderly |:^ople live to a ripe 
old age. It's very hard to see someone your own age

But still %vhat many people don t understand about 
th- ci-sease is that it isn't ""god's punishment for 
hvnk'sexuaiS. sexual deviants and druggies. It affects 
ever>- sexually active man and woman m the world, 
not to mention their utTsprmg. 

Leigh Fowler, co-director of the 
Lesbian Gay Sisexual ^udent Union at Florida 
State, said that she was upset over the fact that the 
Kovernment still only sees tte disea^ as gay white 
male related. 



'i'm sick of people who think AIDS is a gay. white 
male disease, " Fowler said "Women and people of 
color are dying very rapidly from the disease." 

Peters agi-eed with Fowler 

"It is a disease that alTects everyone." Peters said. 
"We've dealt with cases of AIDS babies, school 
children who have been kept out of school and people 
who*ve been fired from their jobs as well as having 
their insurance cancelled. It is a disease that is not 
concerned with class status, sexual-orientation or 
color "'

Starting defensive tackle Henr>- Ostaszes^^i, who injured his ankle, 
is doubtful for Saturday: his twin brother. Joe. was out temfKS-arily with 
an ankle inury, but has since returned; Deondi-i Clark, who injured his 

knee and his ankle, will likely miss 
this weekends game: and Dan 
Footman, who was moved to the line 
from his linebacker position, is out 
with dama^d knee ligaments. 

Defensive line coach Chuck Amato 
has had to deal with a make-shift line 
that includes a few converted 
linebackers. Needless to say, he's a bit 
awestruck 

"I've never been anywhere where 
one position has been injured as much 
as the defensive line."'

Maybe it's too good to be true, but Florida voters seemed to indicate in 
the Democratic primary Tuesday tl^t they are not as out-of-it as insulting 
political commercials suggest. 

.\rier dramatically bndgmg the gap between himself and tVont-runner 
Lawton Chiles over the summer. Bill Nelson decided the only way he could 
make up the lasl 10 percentage points of ground was by resorting to a 
tried-and-true political tool: mudslinging. 

Nelson attacked Chiles* ethics, implying financial improprieties on the 
former U.S. senator's part. And his running mate, Florida Speaker of the 
House Tom Gustafson, assert^ that Chiles' use <rf an anti-dep*^ant drug 
made him a suicide risk. 

The result'' Nelson lost Tuesday by a whopping 40 percentage points. 

I he implication? Those planning to run negative campaigns in the future 
max uant to think twice. 

Incumbent Republican Gov. Bob Martinez i> prohahly rolling over in 
his mansion. Despite glossy television ads indicating otherwise, the Guv s 
record is dismal. Running on the i^ues was never a consideration, and 
now it appears the negative campaigning alternative will guarantee failure 
as well. 

(^f coui\se, the Martinez camp probably disagrees. It worked in 1986, and 
Martinez s campaign manager, Mac Stipanovich, assures that if enough 

mud IS flung, another term is in the bag. 

Mavhe he's right But judging by Nel.son's trouncing, Florida's voters 
prefer their politics cleaner this time around. 



Not all of Tuesday's election lessons were encouraging. Judging by the 
returns, the fastest growing state in the country^ may also be the most 
homophobic. 

Broward County voters had the opportunity Tu^ay to pass a landmark 
referendum that w ould have outlaw^ed discrimination in jobs and housing 

based on sexual orientation. Had it succeeded, the amendment to the 
county 's Human Rights Act would have been the second of its kind. The 
first was passed in San Francisco. Calif 

Unfortunately. Broward county voters are more myopic than their West 
Coast counterparts. 

The United L itizen» tor Human Rights spent $30,000 pushing the 
amendment. They shouldn't have h^ to spend one red cent trying to pass 
something that the U.S. Constitution supposedly guarantees to all 
Americans— equality. 

But taking a gander through any newspaper— loaded down with stories 
on gay bashing, Jesse Helms' attacks on Robert Mapplethorpe's art and 
the cnnt inuing neglect of the AIDS epidemic— proves otherwise. Like any 
othei minority group, gays face discrimination evervday. Judging someone 
on their sexual orientation is as ludicrous as judging someone on their 
race or gendei- 

Yet these practices continue unabated. 

South P^loi ida isn't alone in its homophobia, of cour.^e. Ignorance is alive 
and kicking all over, including right here at Florida State University. 

Trey Traviesa, FSU's stuctent government president, recently rejected 
a bill similar to the Broward County measure that would have added 
sexual orientation to the discrimination clause in Mudent body 
Constitution 

Instead of worrying about someone's sexual preference, Broward county 
voters- led by "love thy neighbor" Ghri.-^tian fundamentalists—should have 
realized the Human Rights Act was established to protect everyone, not 
just tan heterosexuals comfortable in their beachside condos. Sexual 
orientation has nothing to do with job performance and real estate values 

South FlcNida voters just weren't thinking straight.

Corporate war

The United States .should not be in the Middle 
East because their objective is not .self- 
determination for Kuwait or any other country, but 
to insure that oil production in the Middle East is 
subordinate to U.S. corporate interests. 

Part of the process to justify American aggression 
in the Middle East is the depiction of Hussein as 
a Hitler and a madman by the corporate press. 
Undeniably, Hussein committed mass violations of 
human rights, but it is hypocritical that these 
charges are from the U S, government and press. 
It was the United States government that 
exterminated millions in Indochina and supplied a 
list names to the Indonesian generals in 1965 that 
resulted in at least 5(X),000 deaths. In Central 
America, death squads omtinue to (^rat« with 
implicit support from the U.S. Trained in tl« U.S. 
in torture and muixier. these killers have taken 
hundreds of thousands of lives. Remember the six 
priests, the cook, and her daughter that were 
mutilated by the El Salvodoran military last 
December'!* 

While the U.S. escalates its military spending in 
the Middle E)ast, at home the economy deteriorates. 
The massive military expenditure only robs precious 
r^oui^es from vital htmian needs. Eduction, 
health care, (fecent jobs and a clean ravironment 
are sacrifice for corporitfe greed.

medical care. 

The rebel leaders and their 
allies in the opposition Popular 
Movement seek a negotiated 
peace, not a military victory, and, 
unlike ARENA and the military, 
they are willing to submit their 
program to the voters in fair and 
free elections.

Detectives were trying to determine if bite marks 
left on at least one of the female victims could lead 
to a suspect, a technique used to help convict serial 
killer Ted Bundy, Gainesville police said. 

Investigators said they were also awaiting genetic 
test results to determine whether body fluids found 
at one of the crime scenes matched the genetic 
material in blood drawn from a prime suspect, 
Edward Lewis Humphrey. 

Humphrey, 18, a freshman at the University of 
Florida, was charged Tuesday in an unrelated 1988 
sex attack in Indian River County. He was already 
held on $1 million bail on charges involving an attack 
on his grandmother. 

Gainesville police have identified him as one of four 
prime suspects in the college student killings. But at 
a briefing Wednesday, police said they had m. new 
information that could lead to an ai-rest in the student 
killings. 

Humphrey was scheduled to appear at a bond 
hearing Thursday morning in the Brevard County 
Detention Center in Sharpes. His lawyer, James 
Russo. said he would ask the state to justify the bond 
set for his client on the aggi-avated assault charge in 
the attack on Humphrey's grandmother. 

Humphrey has been jailed >ince Aug. 30 on that 
charge. His bond was raised to Si million when 
Gainesville police identified him as a suspect m the 
student murders. 

On Tuesday, Russo called the bond "exorbitant" 
given the lack of charges in the Gainesville case and 
questioned why investigators had been unable to 



obtain a search warrant for Humphrey's Gainesville 

apart ment. 

Russ(.) also said Humphrey's legal rights may have 
been violated by investigators who mteiTogated him 
in the Brevard County Jail without a lawyer present, 
even though Humphrey had requested one. 

The victim in the 1988 incident identified 
Humphrey as her attacker after seeing his picture in 
news reports over the weekend, said Maureen Coogan, 
records clerk with the Indian River County Sheriffs 
Office. 

Based on the victim's statement. Indian River 
authorities issued a warrant charging Humphrey 
with armed burglarv and attempted sexual batterv. 

The sex attack occurred Sept. 6. 1988. when a nvan 
followed the woman into her home, tore her blouse 
and held a hunting knife to her throat. The woman 
pleaded with the man not to rape her, and the 
attacker agreed, but told her to take off her pants, 
Coogan said. 

The victim escaped after struggling with her 

attacker. 

Indian River detectives believe the same man was 
responsible for an attack 30 minutes earlier at tlu- 
Vero Beach mall. No one has been charged in that 
incident, in which the attacker grabbed the woman's 
clothes, cut her finger with a knife, then fled when 
the woman began to scream. 

Indian River investigators cited "similarities" 
between the 1988 attacks and the Gainesville 
investigation, hut would not releast^ specifics. 

Besides Humphrey, the only one of the eight 
suspects in the Gainesville case to he publiclv 
identified by police is Stephen Michael Bates, 30. a 
short-order cook from Lakeland. He has been held in 
the Polk County Jail in Bartow since Aug. 29, the day 
after the last two bodies were found in Gainesville.

A random phone survey of several other Tallahassee 
realty companies last week revealed that none of them 
ask prospective renters about fraternity or sorority 

affiliations. 

Although residents haven't had any conflicts with 
the company about the policy, some think it's unfair. 

"They're judging college kids by whether they 
belong to fraternities or sororities . . . that's definitely 
discrimination," said Nick Colosi, a Continental Oaks 
resident and an inactive member of Florida State 
University's Theta Chi fraternity. "It's like asking 
if you are black or white. That shouldn't even make 
a difference." 

John Dennis, a Sigma Chi fraternity member who 
lives in the complex, agi-eed. 

"I think they are discriminating more against the 
reputation that a fraternity has," Dennis said. "Not 
just one fraternity but the word "fraternity" as a 
whole." 

Area housing experts say Star Realty's screening 
of fraternity and sorority members does not violate 
any state or federal laws. 



The federal Fair Housing Act of 1968 prohibits 
discrimination on the basis of a person's race, color, 
religion, sex or national origin, according to Sandra 
Rodriguez, an instructor at Tallahassee's The Real 
Estate School Inc. And a 1988 amendment to the act 
prohibits discrimination based on a perK)n's marital 
status or physical handicap. 

She said the question of whether Star Realty is 
discriminating depends on what it does with the 
information. 

Dana Bau d, acting executive director of the Florida 
Commission on Human Relations, also said it's not 
against the law to ask a person about greek 
affiliations. But she said that under the 1977 Human 
Rights Act, the only reasons a landlord can refuse to 
rent to someone are bad credit ratings or unfavorable 
references from previous landlords. 

Bruce Vredenburg. president of FSU's Inter 
Fraternity Council, said Star Realty's practice of 
questioning whether applicants are members ot the 
greek community is puzzling. 

"It would concern me that that question was 
brought up in general," he said. "I feel it really 
doesn't have anything to do with leasing an 
apartment . . . that just has nothing to do with your 
ability to pay your rent."

approximately $10 million in sales tax money so that, 
in conjunction with another $2-million from the 
Legislature, construction to widen the road could 

begin 

But these funds were c{>ntingent upon the city 
allowing FDLE to move into the building first. 

Tallahassee resident Ted Bearfield. who lives in the 
Capital Circle area, recommended that the 
commission not let the FDLE move into the building 
until the area's traffic problem is alleviated. 

"We have a severe traffic problem out there," 
Bearfield said. 

Residents of some neighborhoods, including Melody 
Hills and Betton Hills, were concerned that 
commercial development at the nearby Hunter's 
Pointe site would increase when FDLE s building is 
occupied. 



Department of Law Enforcement Commissioner 
Tim Moore agr^d to see to it that at least 71 percent 
of FDLE's 746 employees work "staggered" hours in 
oitier to help relieve the traffic burden during peak 

periods. 

But Penny Herman, president of the Melody Hills 
Homeowners Association, argued that the flexible 
working hours plan is no guarantee for less traffic 

congestion. 

"There's still no assurance that it will be enforced 
and adhered to " she said. 

Commissioners approved the development after 
searching for ways to handle traffic flow until Capital 
Circle can be widened. 

Commissioner Bob Hightower proposed that a 
traffic light be constructed at the intersection of 
Miccosukee and Riggins roads, and Commissioner 
Jack McLean recommended a "Renl a-Cop ' program 
to help dirtH:t traffiic.

Looking into the life of 
a local literary light

Imagine opening your mail and finding stories 
about people having sex in small enclosed places like 
elevators and janit(»rs" closets And if a man sent you 
a copy of his erotic fantasy about making love to a 
woman \i\ a revolving door, you'd prt)bably send a 
Hnebacker oi' the moi-ality police at'ter him. 
But tor Barbara Hamby, it's just a part other day 
No, Hamby does not subscribe to some type of kmky 
sex magazine. She's simply a co-editor of the 
Apalachee Quarterly, a local ofT-beat literary 
magazine. 

"At one time sex-in-a-cubicle stories seemed to be 
popular, " Hamby said, referring to the numerous 
short stoi ir-> received by the publication. "The stories 
revolved around two people meeting and having .sex 
in a small area then going off in dilTerent directions." 

Though Hamby and the othei- editors spend an 
eternity reading and editing hundreds of manu.scripts 
that are sent to the quarterly, they don't always read 
through everything from beginning to end. 

"When I read the first sentence of a story, if it is 
someone waking up in bed . . . I just chunk it because 
that is the most boring opening to a story. " she said. 

Hamby. 'l^. joined the editorial board of the 
Ai)(i!i!chfr Qtnirtt'rlv in 1982. The literary 
publication .started in 197."^ to pi()\idc an outlet for 
talented wi'iters and poets who uere not being 
published by mainstream magazines 

"We take chances .so that it s not the same old .-^tulVy 
writing that you see in every other literary 
magazine." Hamby said. 

Since the publication is a non-profit organization. 
Hamby s involvement with the quarterly is a "labor 
<»f love." The magazine, which is the wily independent 
literary magazine in Tallahassee, sustains it.-elf 
through subscriptions and various grant.- including 
tho.^e from the Florida Arts Council and the National 
Kndowment of the .Arts. 

In 1988 the Apalachee Quarterly published its first 
full-fiedged book, Perched On Nothing's Branch, a 
compilation of poems by Hungarian poet Atilla Jozsef 
translated into English. The book garnered the press 
company the London Ti*anslation Prize from the 
Academy of American Poets.

with a master's degree in English, supports herself 
by working as a freelance consultant who writes and 
edits newsletters and training manuals for different 
businesses and state agencies. 

While studying at the university. Hamby met her 
husband. F.SU profes.sor David Kirby 

"He liked me so much." Hamby said. " I think 
women always like men who like them. It's really 
wonderful being married to someone who shares your 
interests. 

"When I'm reading a big book, he doesn't poke me 
and say 'What are you doing, come on pay attention 
to me.' He understand^ lu^cause he likes to read, too." 

Hamby and her husband svill surely pass on their 
love for literature to her spouse's two stepson>: one 
i> 1 1 years old and the other is 17 Though >he in'\ei- 
realh wanted to be a mother. Hamb\ i- thrilled tn 
have her step.suns. Being a .stepmother doe.- lia\ e it- 
advanta"ge8 she said. 

"It's like being an aunt. You can be friendly and 
sup(»rtive but you're not genetically implicated if <the 
children' become criminal. " Hamby joked. 

Hamby has ju.st completed a five vear effort to write 
a book The novel tells the story of a (ieorgia woman 
whose hu>band get.^ murdered. Tlie woman \»'nture-. 
to Miami to gather facts about her husband's death 
and enters a world of cult religions, dmgs and murder 

Hamby said in order to be an artist, you need to be 
a sponge and keep eyes and ears tuned to what s 
around you.

Iflhe judpng at the recent ArtsSeu s contest is any 
indication, the Florida State University Creative 
Writing Program is tops in the state. 

Out of 136 entrants in the contest, the winner. 
Heather Sellers, and top two finalists, Steve Watkins 
and Mary Jane Ryals, are all current or former 
students of the FSU program. 

"The work from Tallahassee was heads and 
shoulders above the other entries." said Susan 
Edwards, the editor in charge of the literary 
competition. 

According to Sellers, the reason for this success is 
the dedication of the people involved in the program. 

"The way that Jerry runs the show helps too," said 
Sellers. "He is willing to spend a lot ci time with each 
student and really enjoys what he does." 

Sellers was speaking of Jerome Stern, director of 
the creative writing program at FSU and member of 
the Flambeau board of directors Stern has been 
director of the program for the last five years and has 
seen it begin to get some national prominence. 

"Van Brock really got the poetry program going 
when he was director of creative writing about 15 
years ago," Stern said. "Janet Burroway really 
brought a lot of fNrestige and talent to the department. 
That has only increased." 

In addition to talent, all of the writers spoke of a 
sense of community and mutual su{^rt within the 
progi-am. 

"Everyone is very supportive of each other." said 
Ryals, currently gettintr ber doctorate in the FSU 
progi-am. "There isn't an attitude. People like Dave 
Kirby don't feel like they're better than you. It isn't 
a cutthroat, competitve department." 

The students of the FSU Creative Writing Program 
are achieving honors in other contests as well as the 
ArtNews. 

"In other state-wide competitions, such as the 
Florida .Arts Council contest which I have judged, the 
material coming out of Tallahassee has been of a 
superior quality of professionalism and this is 
consistant every year." said Edwards. 'This year was 
no different. Heather Sellers was clearly the winner. 
She was also the highlight of the reception and 
reading we had this year in Tampa. Sellers gave a 
very intense and personal reading to her work. The 
audience was spellbound." 

Sellers, who has writen over 100 stories while at 
FSU and published eight, said she likes to leave the 
reader with a sense of wonder. Her stories are all set

"The stories are not really made up," Sellers said, 
"i just write on the regular slough of domestic 
problems in my own life 
But don't think that Sellers is pedestrian. 
"Heather's work is poetic and imagistic," Ryals 
said. "I am honored to have my work mentioned in 
the same breath with hers." 

Ryals, a (cicmer Flambeau features editor, said this 
is the first contest of this type she has entered. Sellers, 
on the other hand, said she enters contests all the 
time 

"There is a bulletin board up in the department and 
something to enter every month," Sellers said, "It's 
sort of like a circuit with a lot of the same people 
entering each one. This is the biggest contest I've 
won." 

The winner of the contest received $200 and the 
runners-up $100 each. 

"It is important to give the writers even a little 
money," Edwards said. "A lot of lit^ary journals do 
not pay writers. That has got to change. We try to set 
an example on this point. The money is not much, but 
It he!p< Al>'. the writers are free to publish their work 
in the contest elsewhere." 

The fiction judge. Sandra Thomp.son, picked the 
pimes best suited for publishing without further 
editing. Thompson, a features ^itor for the St. 
Petersburg Times and an award-winning writer, 
picked the winning stories blind. That is 'Diompson 
did not know anything about the writer or whether 
the story had been previously published. 

"Not insisting on first publication is important," 
Edwards said. "It is unfair to literary artists, when 
most journals and magazines insist on first 
publication. This policy keeps artists from reaching 
the broadest possible audience with a piece of w riting. 
We didn't do that, we want to help artists, not hinder 
them, and we would like to see more magazines 
following suit." 

ArtNews is published by Hillsborough County Arts 
Council, a 23-year-old publically and privately funded

Well, they're dead, for one thing. But befw^ they shuffl«i off this mortal 
coil, they \sTote books. A lot of books, ranging fhan science, to^irituality. 

to speculations that the human race was once ruled by Nameless Things 
From Another Dimension, who are just waiting for The Right Time to 

take over again. 

Scary stuiY, huh? Well, if you're one of those New Age weiraos. and 
this sounds like your cup of tea. » Iannis Root, anyone ^. you might want 
to visit the Qastcmbury Book Shop, located at 2328 Appalachee Pai k\s a\ 

Named after the mythical burial place of King Arthur, the shop has 
been open for a little met two years. Owned and operated by Len 
Schweitzer, the store carries a wicte range of material, from Native 
American literature to reincarnation, p^chic healing. Zen Buddhism 
and Tantric Sex Yoga There's even room for some "serious" stuff like 
the Tao of Physics and some token Carl Sagan. 

"I guess I was always interested in mythology- for one thing, and the 
mystic side of religion," 3aid Schweitzer -'I grew up Catholic, and read 
my share of Lovecraft, and then some Zen m college. Did the Air Force 
from *68 to '72, and was hanging out with those sort' of people even 
then. That's when I firet heard about Aleister Crowley and I read his 
Confessions. 

The bookstore definitely reflects the wide range of Schweitzer's 
interests; in addition to the new books which line the shelves on one 
wall, the middle of the store contains racks of used books, current New 

Age magazines, about 20 different kinds of Tarot cards, some magick 
I not a t \ po i herbs, charcoals and incense, even some self-help and Tibetan 
music tapes. 

Schweitzer will also pay cash for good-condition used philosophy and 
religion books. He also likes to "network" people w ith related interests. 

"That's the fun of having a bookstore like this, " he said. "It's like a 
college-time experience all over again."

Magistrate refuses to lodge 
charges against art exhibit 

UNTTED PRESS INTERNATIONAL 

BOSTON— A clerk magistrate refused Wednesday to lodge criminal 
charges against the Institute (rf Contemporary Art where a <»ntroversial 
exhibit by the \sAe ph(rt^ographer Robert Mapplethorpe has been on 
display for over a month. 

Museum Director David Ro>- h.nled the decision as a "victory"" against 
censorship, but the anti-pornography group that had sought the charges 
pledged to continue its campaign to shut down the exhibit, saying the 
issue IS "too important to givt- up."" 

The exhibit. "Roben Mapplt-thorpe: The Perfect Moment " which 
contains several examples of homoeroticism, opened on Aug. 1 and was 
to run through #it. 4. From the outset Massachusetts Attorney General 
James Shannonj^id he plamwd no action because it did not ^late state 
laws. • 

Nevertheless, a coalition called Firfet Amendment Comimon Sense 
sought criminal charges against the museum and Ross. The group was 
particulary oflended by seven photographs in the exhibit, including one 
of a nude boy and another showing a young girl whose uplifted shirt 
exposes her genitalia 

.After a hearing in Boston Municipal Court. First Assi^r^ Clerk 
Rosemary Carr refused to issue criminal complaints. 

Cassandra Warshowsky . a lawyer representing the mus^im and Ross, 
said Carr's decision -was inevitable because there were no ^unds for 
charges. 'This is the ri^t thing," she said. 'This is the correct thing 
Warshowsky also iu>ted that Shannon and c^her law enforcement officials 
already had chosen not to take action against the exhibit. 

it IS a victory for those whi) believe that artists should be able to 
produce art as they like." said Rn-.- 

Warshowsky said she believed the exhibit would face nn more legal 
challenges, but a spokeswoman for the ^ti-pornography group said it 
would continue its battle. 

"We have a number of options that we are (X)nsidering. This is one 
battle but there is a war which we cannot give up," said Evelyn Dubel, 
who repre^nts First Amendment Common Sense. She said the group 
had 10 days to appeal the clerk's decision 

Dubel said the group was particul€ir\' offended by the inclusion in the 
exhibit of the two photos depicting children "'The entire exhibit was a 
highly Sexually 'charged' atmosphere," she said. "To put images of 
children in with tho.^e pictures of perverted and nude men with 
erections is absoiutelv abominable "

Pump Up The Volume offers 
something completely different 
compared to this summer's 
blockbusters.

Jack Nicholson Jr It also provides 
a fresh perspective of showing 
how one particular high school 
teenager copes with his problems. 

The film opens with Mark 
Hunter (Slater) firing up a pirate radio station from his room. He begins 
broadcasting every night at exactly 10 p.m. using the name, "Happy 
Harry Hardon." Hf plays banned rap and progressive music for his 
teenage li.steners and he addresses the problems of his school. Hubert 
Humphrey High. In fact, one night. "Hard Harry" calls up the schoors 
guidance counselor and airs their conversation on his show. 

Each day at school. Hunter keeps his secret to himself and goes through 
his day avoiding contact with people. None of the students realize that 
this smart quiet guy is really the outspoken D.J. who is fed up with 
society. 

As the movie progre^es, Harry's show becomes more pqpular and 
begins to affect the way the students perceive themselves. 

The best part of this movie is Slater's performance as the pirate disc 
jockey. Slater \y fiMrly new to the big screen, although he recently starred 
in Yiiun^ Guns II. as well as last year's, H^'athl'rs. He is definitely an 
up and coming young actor with a great deal of talent. He has even been 
compared to Jack Nicholson— and in this movie, he displays the same 
cynical attitude that Nicholson- is famous for. 

The only pn^lem with this movie is the somewhat disappointing 
ending. But then it was almost expected— considering all the hwrible 
conclusions to the good movies this summer. 

Overall Pump Up The Volume, written and directed by Allan Moyle, 
does an excellent job of getting its message across to the viewer. Any 
movie that makes you think about what you've seen, hours after you've 
left the theater, is certainly an entertaining and worthwhile experience.

organization that also provides grants to artists in need. 

"We try to help artists get to the next level in their work," said 
Edwards "Sometimes, as in the case with writers, that can mean helping 
buy a computer, but the idea is to help l<x:al artists progr^s whatever 

their medium," 

Stern, like the spon.^-oring council, also tries to help writers get to the 
next level in their art. 

"I try to understand what the writer is trying to do and help them 
accomplish it," Stern said. 

Sellers credits Stern with getting her interested in a writing caieer. 

"He took me under his wing ind suf^mted my writing," she said. 

All of t^ writers o^ntioned the need for support from the rtate 
Legislature. 

"You can't run a serious state on a sales tax,'" Stern said. "Cutbacks 
vears ago .seriously hurt us and we're still feeling the effects this far 
down the road We need more faculty and more funding. It would be nice 
to have some massive private funding, endowed chairs and the like, but 
we need the support of the Legislature."

I^lice have named Humphie) . ai: l'^ year-^nd I'niversity of Fionda 
freshman, as a prime suspect m the murders of Hve Ciamesville 
students early last week. Yet they have faiuu u publicly product 
any evidence linking him to the murders 

Meanwhile, newspapers across^ the nation have plastered 
Humphrey's name and face across their pa^es. and every form oi 
media has all but convicted Humphrey of the murders 

Although Humphrey faces charts in four separate a.>sau t 
incidents, l» hasn't been charged in ojnnection w iih the Gainesville 
murders. 

It s und^mandable that law enforwment officials want to find the 
person resjwnsible for tl^w brutal murders, and it's rea^nable for 
them to «>nsider Humphrey a su^^. They obviously must have 
some evidence to convinw a judge to set $1 million bail for the 
IndialantM man. 

However, they say they have three other "prime suspects," and 
I hey relea«d the nan» of anotl^ man being question^ abcmt the 
murders this week. In nc^rious cases, it usually isn't police 
ix>licy to rel^se the names of su^^ts. 

So why make a sca^gwit out of Humphrey? It makes no sense 
for poli<» to release the name d any suspect to the pre^. 

Humphrey may be tte man behind the stiMient murcters, but at 
this point it's also pebble that l» may newr be charge for the 
CTimes. Regardless, it will be a long time brfwe anyone forgets his 
name or faa. The fact that his nairo and the word "mimter* have 
been mentioned in tim Mane sentence hundn»te of times over the 
past w eek is ^ing to cast a long ^adow on his life: it will be with 
him forever. 

Releasing the susj^ct's name is more than a »rious breach of his 
civ:! rights. It also OMtes a dangerous situation in Gainesville. 
Lulled into a false sense of security, students may let their guard 
down and give the kiUcr an opj»rtunity to rtrike again. 

True, the Flambeau ran £ront-|mge stories last about 
Humphrey. But the wlx>le issue put us in an ethical quandary. 
Where do Journalists draw the line tetween informing the ^>ple— 
our most important resp- r sibility— and prot^ing the innocent? 

It s loo late now for Hum^rey. but maybe everyone— law 
enforcement officials and journalists alike— needs to go back and 
take a good, hard look at the U.S. constitution. Especially the part 
about innownt until proven guilty.

Hispanic is a race

The purpose ol' tii;> letter is to strongly protest 
.ii:ainst a new practice that is becomiiit; prevalent 
m some ^vernment offices. This is a new 
clarification of race that doM not include Hispanic. 
Topically such classification establirfies: White. 
Black. Asian. American Indian, etc but not

auvui m thai way and when someone asked \\ hy 
Hispanics were not included the answer was. 
■ Hi>panics are not a race." 

My question is; What do they mean Hispanics are 
not a race? What is the definition of ra<» that they 
are using, anyway? This cannot be a genetic or 
anthropol<^cal definition t^ause many of the 
people who classify tlwn^lves as Blacks share 
While ancestn* and a number of tlK^ who are 
classitled as White are also of mixed ancestrv. It is 
clear to me. therelbre. that this chissitlcation reters 
to cultural identity and heritage, more than 
anything else. So. why are you trying to force 
Hispanics to divide themselves into Blacks or 
Whites when this kind q€ categorization does not 
make any ai^ffie for us? 

The first time I persnnally faced the issue was 
when I w as filling out the questionnaire of the 1^0 
census. As alw ays, one of the first questions was 
atxvut my race and I quickly looked for the cell 
Hispanic. However. I could not find it A feeling of 
anger pervaded me as 1 started thinking about tht- 
possible intentions behind that kind of omission. 
"These people want me to classif\ myself according 
to their own standards and biases...*', I thought. I, 
as the overwhelming ma^rity of "latinos," am a 
product of racial mixtures and I am very proud of 
that. This fact is the ver>' essence oi our identity as 
a people. N« Indian, not Black, not ^»anish but the 
mixture --f the three races and the product of 
r'-an^^culturation cultural fusion is what defines us. 
Even though I look more Caucasian than Black I 
would never classify myself as White becau.^e that 
would mean u> rt- nounce and deny my identity and 
heritage. 

All these thmights were crossing my mind when 
1 realized there was no «11 for Hispanic in tim 
census qi^^on. So I elided to write ^iwn Hispanic 
as a new category and Mrked it as my race. Yes, 
Hispanic is my race no matter what the census 
people or the government may say I am sorrv- if that 
causes problems for the tabulation of the data, but 
your classification offends me and m\ rK-^pl-

CAIRO, Egypt—The Iraqi goverament confirmed 

Thursday its troops shot an American man in Kuwait, 
calling the incident an accident, and President Bush accepted 
an Iraqi invitation to address Iraqis on television. 

"Traqi forces fired at an American national, breaking his 
leg." Baghdad radio quoted Iraqi Information Director Xaji 
al Hadithi as saying 'This was a mistake. " al Hadithi was 
quoted as saying. 

A friend of the injur«l American told the U.S. consular 
(^cials the man was shot in the arm, not his leg, as he tried 
to flee his Kuwait City hotel room Wedne^y during a 
roundup of Americans. 

The shooting appears to be the first of an .American during 
the Persian Gulf conflict Britain accused Ii aqi authorities 
of shooting to death a British citizen last month as he tried 
to flee Kuwait for Saudi Arabia 

State Department spokesman Mark DiUen called the Iraqi 
action "outrageous behavior.** 

AMMAN, Jordan— International aid agencies 
Wednesday announ<^ new contributions of food, medicine 
and cAher relief in the rtru^le to help tens Uiousands of 
Asians stranded with little food and water in camps in Jordan 
and its desert border with Iraq. 

The new assistance came as thousands more refugees from 
Kuwait and Iraq reportedly poured into the tiny kingdom, 
whose limited resources have been severely strained by the 
massive exodus sparked by the Aug. 2 Iraqi invasion of 
Kuwait. 

Officials put the total number of refugees in camps in 
Jordan and the ^-mile '*no man's land" strip between its 
frontier and the Iraqi border at more than 120,000, an 
^imated 80,000 of them in three desert camps 

JOHANNESBURG, South AMca-Two unidentified 
black guniron opened fire Thursday night on a railway 
station platform in Johannesburg, killing five people and 
wounding nine others, police said. 

"They just walked up to the crowd, opened fire, and ran 
away." said Col. Frans Malherbe. "It's very bad." 

The gunmen struck without warning at the train station 
at Jeppe, on the outskirts of Johannesburg, shortly after 7 
p.m., Malterbe said. 

Malherbe said five people were killed and 14 injured. All 
of the victims were bl^k. 

He said it was unclear whether the killings were related 
to a nearly monthiong wave of urban strife that has erupted 



between rival black groups in townships surrounding 
Johannesburg, the country's financial and industrial center.

In the 
meantime, I hope the city parks will remain open to 
all the residents of the city, not like Thur«iay, when 
only those with the price of admission were allowed in.

The state also presented a document show ing that 
deputies had been called to the family home 12 times 
between 1989 and August 10.

Brevard County corrections officer Emily Glaab said 
Humphrey called himself •"John" while in jail The 
olTicer testified that once when being led past female 
inmates who were heckling him. Hiimphrev said. 
"That bitch IS going to die."... He said that "John 
doesn't take no prisoners." 

In Gainesville, police armed with a warrant 
marched the Hawaiian Village complex where 
Humphrey liv^. 

Investigators refused to discuss the warrant, which 
was sealed "primarily to preserve the integrity of the 
investigation. We don't want to risk anything at this 
point. ' Darnell said. 

-A task lorce also searchtxi a motel i-oom where 
Humphrey's gi-andmother suppc»sedl\ staved m 
August and the woman's Indialantic home, where 
investigators were looking for hair, fibers, weapons 
or clothing that might link the suspect to the killings, 
said Bru<^ McMann, an agent of the Florida 
Department of Law Enforcement. 

Investigators also towed Humphrey's black Cadillac 
to a FDLE crime lab in Jacksonville. 

Humphrey was charged Tuesday in a September 
1988 sex attack on a young woman m Indian River 
County. The victim identified him as her attacker 
after s^ing his picture in news reports.

"We told them to stay out of our way and out of 
traffic and they agreed." said TPD ofTicer JetTRimix 
"And the drums are keeping the rhythm— if they 
weren't playing them they'd get out of beat and make 
them sound real bad. I guess this is what makes 
America tick." 

According to TPD officials and the Leon County 
Sheriffs Office, no protesters were arrested. 

"Everybody who was prot^ting was real nice," said 
sheriff s oflfice spokesperson Dick Simpson.

Lynch's latest 
hits too hard

TTirough the surprising REVi EW 
mainstream success of 
I he television series Twin Peaks. David 
Lynch, once a cult figure, is on the verge nf 
becoming a hou.-^ehold namt\ 

It's unusual that the mass public w^uld 
cotton .^o immediately to Lvnch's darkeoniu 
visKin. Even m diluted. .>>chematic form on 
network TV. Lynch is something of a 
problem. His imagination, grounded m tht 
farthest reaches of absurdity, has enormous 
impact and app>eal. It's mostly this side of 
l.\ !uh that has informed Twin Peaks. 

His obsession with violence, moral decay 
vind sadism-more than a subtext in all his 
\Noi k-has ceased t(> he p.ilatable. It's onlv 
the power of Lynch's imagination that dis 
tmguishes his films from H(»llywood's wpw 
hensible gore and aggression. When the hnl 
liance of their ideas offset the inherent vio 
lence, Lynch's films have great fascination 

His new film. Wild At Heart, is almost all 
cruelty and violence. Excepting the abortive 
disaster of his 1984 film Dune, this is the 
worst thing Lynch has yet done 

In contrast to the admittedly lightwoight 
Twin Peaks, in which Lynch's work is 
radiant with ambition and self-assurance. 
Wild At Heart is c;u*eless; it .setmis to have 
been made with someone pointing a loaded 
revolve at Lynch's temple. He is so curiously 
disinterest^ in the film he frequentlv lets 
it fall to pi^^es. This is amateurish, grossly 
uneven work. 

Perhaps the film's major problem is that 
It doesn't come directly from Lynch's head. 
Taken from a novel hv Barr\ Gifford. a 
writer knovsTi for over romanticized banality 
Wild At Heart is a .self-conscious sling of pulp 
cliches, never sure whether it's serious or 
broadly comic.

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Gruel returns to home ground

Cjruel has returned 

AtUT an eight month sabbatical, the local power trio 
will be playing at Florida State University's the Club 
Dou nunder Saturday night with Insect Fear. 

To the musically enlightened this will come as 
joyous news. Called "probably Tally's best band" by 
the Tallahassee Democrat, Gruel has built up a devout 
following around town through its live shows and 
vmyl releases. The group has also developed a 
povvorful and tight sound that is at a level of 
sophistication tar beyond any other all-original band 
locally. 

Despite this, compared to the quality and critical 
pi.iise of its work, Gruel is relatively unknown. 

There are a lack of forums in Tallahassee for bands 
playing its own material, and even fewer really adept 
for Gruels huge sonic attack. With Planet Ten's 
demise— due to its high cost of maintenance— an 
important outlet for bands like Gruel, Darth Vader's 
Church. KRM, the Plug Uglies and the Singing 
Sptmns was taken away. 

Gruel's monstrous sound, far too powerful to be 
contained in a small bar or club, is a unique blend 
of hard-edged, thick punk pop with a strong melodic 
overtone. The band claims influences from Black 
Sabbath, Husker Du and Die Kreuzen. And these 
influences can be heard in its music, but the mixture 
is Gruel's own. 

Drummer Bruce Hamilton lays down heavy beats 
with a tight self-assured style mixing with Chris 
Glea<;man's booming, but melodic bass to create a 
thick foundation for its sound. Tommy Hamilton rips 
out gargantuan chords on guitar, filling out space 
with furK)usly plucked notes and pouring forth 
intense vocals that soar above the instruments. 

The band utilizes the trio ensemble superbly, 
playing off each other rhythmically and melodically. 
Its well thought out songs feature strong chordal 
structure and intricate, engrossing arrangements. 
The music has an intelligent pop sensibility that 
moves the songs along, fhe bass and guitar work 
tou. thor to fill up the sound in fluid interplay or 
mauimoth crunching force. The drums work off the 
nher members" accents m tasteful vet intriguing 
parts. The instruments in uni.son create a larger than 
life sound that draws in the audience with 
gravitational pull. 

A clue to how Gruel has achieved its tight sound 
may be that cousins Tommy and Bruce Hamilton 
have been playing together since the tender age of 
13. Gleasman joined them three years later. A few 
vt ars ago they comprised three-fourths of the group 
X Band with a different singer. They released an EP, 



The Pleasures of Life, selling it locally and through 
the mail. It garnered good reveiws from many of the 
publications they sent it to. After the departure of its 
original singer, the trio put out a nine song demo 
called Snapping Black Eye under the X-Band name. 

C hanging the band's name to Gruel in '87. they 
went to Atlanta to record new material .After 
shopping It around a little, the band got an otToi from 
Jungle Hop, a French label with some distribution 
Jungle Hop wanted to put an LP out with Gruel on 
one side and European metal band, Phobia, on the 
other. Gruel agreed. 

"We were happy to put out something at the time," 
said Tommy Hamilton 

The record is now out of print, but some people still 
think that Gruel has an album called Phobia. They 
also wonder why one side of it sucks. 

Gruel went on to record what would become its first 
full-length album, Something In My Room. It was put 
out on Wayne Gleasman's Tallahassee label. 
Manufacture, in conjunction with Jungle Hop. 
TTiough it got its share of good reviews, the band was 
not happy with the record's sound quality. 

Manufacture had sent the original masters of the 
recordings to France to be pressed on vinyl. Jungle 
Hop sent them back a test pressing of what the album 
would sound like. 

It was distorted. 

Gruel conjectured that the mastering at the pressing 
plant was done incorrectly. Wayne Gleason called 
Jungle Hop to tell them the pressing was 
unsatisfactory. Jungle Hop told him they had already 
pressed the whole run of the record 

Manufacture no longer works with Jungle Hop. 

The album is out of stock and Wayne Gleasman 
would like to get a hold of the original tapes. 

"We plan to remaster it and repress it to release 
in the Manufacture back catalogue. " said Wayne 
Gleason. "The original recordings came out 
beautifully." 

Currently in the catal(^e. Manufacture is offering 
Trash at a Glance^ a cassette featuring out takes from 
the split LP and Somethinf^ sessions 

Due to interfering work schedules and a desire to 
have an abundance of new material to perform live, 
no one has heard Gruel in the Capital City for a while 
The new .songs will appear on an upcoming album CD 
the band will start recording next week. It will be 
Manufacture's first compact disc if everything goes 
as planned. 

Gruel will be shaking the foundations of the Club 
Downunderon Saturday followed by the soothing salsa 
sounds of Insect Fear, an incredibly kick-ass band that 
stole its name from a comic book. Shoic starts at 9:30. 
Admission is free for students, $2 for the rest.

with usual incoherence by Nicolas Cage) and his girlfriend, Lula (Laura 
Dern>, are grandchildren of the noir figures in the novels of Jim 
Thompson and Horace McCnv They also bring to mind the fugitive 
lovers of Nicholas Ray's 1949 tVlni Tht'\ Lire B\ Xiiih!^ 

Ou the run from Lula's insanely possessne mother < Diane Ladd>. w ho 
hates Sailor because he previously spurned her sexual advances, the pan- 
hit the road in a battered Detroit hulk, intending to make the hallelujah 
land of California. Lula's maniacal mama soon sends a sluggish private 
eye (Harry Dean Stanton) after them; he's pursued by Santos (J.E. 
Freeman), a psychotic hitman who plans to kill both Sailor and the 
shamus. 

Lynch turns this fairly conventional noir plot into an episodic, intended 
voyage through human hell Too much of this territory has already been 
travelled bv Lynch, and little of it rings true. There are few of the 
majestic, resonant images of his former films. The delicate shrouds of 
the mystery that cloak Lynch's Ercuierhead, The Elephant Man and Blue 
Velvet are conspicuously ab^nt. 

When Lynch forgets to lighten up, his cruel streaks are hard to 
stomach. Like Alfred Hitchc(K:k, Lynch is a filmmaker who likes to see 
his subjects squirm in misery and physical/psychological torment. The 
violence of Wild At Heart comes out of nowhere; it is not sufiiciently 
anchored in the narrative as it was in Blue Velvet <a film that barely 
justifies its spectacle of human depravity'. At its worst, the brutality 
not only seriously interferes with Lynch's artistry, it devours his film 
and sucks away its marrow. 

The few successful moments in Wild At Heart have little to do with 
its vestigal storyline. During a post-coitus lull in a hotel room, Lula relays 
an unnervingly funny family memory about an ec^ntric relative who 
wanted every day to be Christmas, and who finally vanished without 
a trace. In less than a minute, this sequence shows the heights of 
inspiration and originality Lynch can achieve. Later in the film, there's 
an unexpectedly moving, eene sequence when Sailor and Lula. driving 
down a lonely highway m the middle of the night, come upon the grisly 
aftermath of a car wreck, and witness the final moments of the la.st 
remaining victim s life. Neither of these bits add to the film's forward 
thrust, but they're the only times when Lynch truly comes alive. They're 
also about all you walk away with when the film's over. 

Toward its end, a palpable sense of desf^ration drives WiUi At Heart 
into the ground. Lynch first introduces yet another of his Personified 
Evil characters (the second one to surface in the film), then broadly 
reverses the grim atmosphere with a cockeyed, leg-pulling ending that 
falls miserably flat. 

The few good moments in Wdd At Heart are perhaps enough to justify 
the spiritual and creative poverty that surround them. A film like this, 
however, can add nothing to Lynch's reputation. If he can sustain and 
improve Twin Peaks in its second season, or devise a truly original film 
that carefully balances his Jekyll-and-Hyde imagination, we may yet 
see more brilliant, transcendant work from David Lynch 

Wild At Heart plays at the Cinema Twin Theater, located in the 
Tallahassee Mall.

Experts say grapefruit is 
good, not diet wonder

The highly-touted "gi-apefruit diet" is still popular 
among those seeking the fa.st and easy track to w eight 
loss But it may not be all that it's cracked up to be 

Health experts warn that the diet isn't the miracle 
til at some ads promise. In fact, it may pose some 
health risks. 

"The medical profession does not endorse the 
effectiveness of grapefruit dieting," said Larry Sager, 
director of Physician's Weight Loss Clinic in 
Tallahassee. "This is like most fad diets— it just 
doesn't work. We have poeple here that have tried 



every fad diet there is. I don't know of anyone who 
has lost weight on a gi apefruit diet— and certainly not 
kept it ofT." 

Fad dieters claim that eating grapefruit causes the 
body to burn up more calories than it takes in. In turn, 

a miraculous weight loss is experienced. 

Sager said people who have constant weight 
problems are attracted to this claim. He said they 
would love to -^fKMid $1<) $15. and cure their obesity. 

According to Dr. William Wat.son, who operates a 
weight loss clinic in Tallahassee, the grapefruit diet 
won't cure weight problems. He said that the fad diet

Among the goals set tor the 199()s are reducing the mculeiut 
ol actjuired innnune deficiency syndrome: better nutiation; more 
ph\sical activity: less tobacco, alcohol and drug use: more 
immunization to prevent childhood diseases and lower infant 
mortalitv rates.

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Women exercisers need more iron

Wonit'n who spend 45 minutes or more 
t'xej cismg each day probably need to eat some 
(orni of meat or take supplements to get iron, 
a Florida State University researcher says. 

■'The person who is serious about physical 
ac tivity -whether it's distance running, aerobic 
(l.im-e or cycling— needs to consider whether she 
h.is enou^^h iron and particularly whether she 
ha- enough of the right kind of iron." Kmily 
Ha\nies. a profes>~(ir nf nutrition, food and 
niiAt nient sciences at FSU, said in a recent 
[M( -~~ rt'iease. 

Havmcs compared both the diets and the 
hl(Hi(i ifon li'N'els of distance runiier>. sprinte?-s 
;in(l ni( idt-rately active colle^^e students. She 
found that while all three groups consumed 
ahoul the .same amount of iron, the distance 
runners were almost three times as likely to 
lack sufficient levels of the mineral in their 
blood. 

The reason. Haymes said, is that about 14 
percent of the iron from red meat, poultry or fish 
is iibsorbed into the blood while iron from 
vegetables and grains is absorbed at a rate of 
A to >^ percent.

X'egetanan Liz Smith .--aid that news will not 
affect her eatm^^ hahit>. and she will continue 
to get her iron primarily from green leafy 
vegetables. 

"The cholesterol and fat found in red meat 
does more harm than good." said Smith, a 
senior at FSU. 

"It isn't so much the total amount of iron in 
the diet that is important as it is the form of 
the iron." Haymes >aid. '"We would suggest 
that, since 45 percent of the distance runners 



were iron depleted, a little more meat in their 
diets would be beneficial." 

According to Haymes' studies, highly active 
women lose a lot of iron through perspiration. 
She found that while men lose iron through 
sweat as well, the loss is more* pronounct^d in 
women because they lose significant amounts 
of the mineral through the menses. 

Iron is important in the formation of 
hemoglobin, which is the main carrier of oxygen 
in the blood. Iron deficiency also can interfere 
with the use of energ>" sources stored in the 
muscles.

X C.to affect the way that Florida State prepares for 
a ball game. I've got to assume that Florida State will 
be at Its absolute best Saturday night, and that's the 
way we've got to prepare. To dwell on the Southern 
Miss game last year would be a waste of our time." 

Bowden said that Lewis would probably tell his 
team not to beat themselves, and not to give FSU 
anything cheap. He also said the Pirates are "very 
sound," and they force opponents to make mistakes.. 

FSU starts the season with a new quarterback, and 
a make-shift defense. 

Johnson is confident the Seminoles will be ready 
this time 

"I'm excited to play," he said. "This is something 
that I have worked hard for for a long time, and I'm 
going to go ahead and take advantage of this 
opportunity.". 

Johnson, a junior, considers himself more of a role 
player than a featured player. 

"We have incredible talent on the team, and it is 
my job to get the ball into their hands and let them 
do all the work," Johnson said. "I don't need to make 
any special kind of play". 

Injuries on the defensive line to Deondri Clark and 
Henry Ostazewski, have forced coaches to move lour 
linebackers to new positions. Sterling Palmer, who 
was an inside linebacker, now plays outside 
linebacker. Reggie Freeman and John Nance have 
both been switched from linebacker to the defensive 
line. 

In idditi-in. defensive tackle Oliver Strickland is

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Trade Commission sues ABC and CFA 



UNITKD PRESS INTERNATIONAL 

WASHINGTON-The Federal Trade Commission sued 
ABC television and the College Football Association 
Thursday for allegedly violating antitrust laws in a deal to 
televise dozens of Saturday football games. 

ABC Sports and the CFA disputed the FTC charges, calling 
them completely without merit. 

The FTC charged the CFA broke the law by forming a 
cartel of the nation's best college football teams, including 
such powerhouse as Miami. Texas, Oklahoma, Alabama and 
Nebraska and 58 other schools. ABC brought the exclusive 
rights to telecast CFA games on Saturday afternoons and 
evenings from 1991 to 1995 for a reported $175 million over 
four years. 



"Every major football team in the nation except Notre 
Dame has signed up,"" said Steven Newborn of the FTC's 
Bureau of Competition. Notre Dame signed an exclusive 
contract with NBC for a reported $40 million to broadcast 
its home games over the same period. 

The FTC also charged that Capital Cities/ ABC Inc., the 
corporate parent of ABC, was party to the violation by 
signing the contract with the CFA. 

During the key Saturday afternoon and evening viewing 
time for college football games, even local stations, syndicatfs 
and cable television operators would not be allowed to 
broadcast CFA games. Outside that time period, individual 
CFA schools are free to make their own deals with 
broadcasters.

The government contends that the CFA-ABC agreement 
deprives viewers of choices between televised games that 
would result from a more competitive environment. 

In a statement, ABC Sports said its agreement witli the 
CFA "is designed to offer a broad st^lection of collegi' football 
games to the widest possibh' audu>nce. The number and 
quality of games available to viewers will benel"it viewers, 
advertisers and college football." ABC said. 

CFA executive director Charles Neinas said he expected 
the FTC move. 

"We are disappointed that the FTC has devided to file a 
complaint against the CFA," he said in a statement.

The U.S. has pledi^^t d $13 million in food aid in response, but it's 
clearl\ imt enough. Because of bureaucratic bungling and a 
shortage ol donations, fo<xi remains in short supply. Worse, the wait 
for transport home is crawling at a snail's pace because the 
evacuees' home countries simply lack the means.

create.

StMiaio hearu\^> on the nomination of David 
Souter to the I' S Supreme Court will begin in 
mid September, yet the national media is treating 
Souter as if he were a stealth nominee guaranteed 
to fly through the confirmation process.

The question is not whether David Souter is 
another Robert Bork or Ed Meese. While 
portravinu Souter as a quiet, reclusive nature 
lover, the nu'dia has tailed to ask if this particular 
nominee is qualified to take Justice Brennan s 
place on the «)untry"s highest court. 

Let's l(X)k at &)uter*s record (based on research 
by the Supreme Court Watch project of the Nation 
Institute' 

1 Judge Souter has ne%'er directly ruled on an 
abortion case. He wrote an opinion, however, on 
a wrongful birth claim in w hich the mother alleged 
that during he pregnancy, the doctor ftiiled to 
inform her of genetic testing procedures designed 
to detect possible total defects. The child was born 
with several physical impairments, and the mother 
claims! that had she been informed rf the possible 
birth defects and the availability of genetic testing, 
she would have considered the option of 
terminating her pregnancy by abortion. Judge 
Souter uTote that dix-tors opposing abortion should 
be able to avoid malpractice liability by timely 
referring patients to other doctors for the testing 
that could lead patient^; to decide to have an 
abortion. This view suggests a possible solicitude 
for doctors with anti-abortion views. Souter made

2. Regarding criminal procedure. Soutor's 
judicial record reflects a dangerous perspective it 
you weren't guilty of something, you wouldn't have 
been arrested in the tlrst place. Judge &)uter has 
worked to limit the effect of Miranda warnings on 
the refusal of defendants to talk to police prior to 
arrest and before receipt of the Miranda warnings. 
In one cast\ a delendent told police before his arrest 
and prior to getting Miranda warnings, if you 
think I m going to confess to you. you're cra/v ' 
Judge Souter ruled that this statement was not a 
declaration of the defendant's rights to remain 
silent but was admissible as evidence of a guilty 
conscience. Judge Souter also wrote an opinion 
upholding a conviction that relied on evidence 
obtained pursuant to an improper search warrant. 
The court rejected the claim that. btH\uise the 
police otTicer's acciimpanying affidavit contained 
several factual misstatements, the evidence should 
have been excluded. In yet another ca.>^e. Souter 
upheld the use of a defendant's incriminating 
statements made to the police and police informers 
without the assistance of an attcwney. These 
positions suggest his lack of commitment to 
maintaining judicial integrity and honoring 
constitutional protections for those most 
vulnerable to the government's power.

4 Judge Souter has a mixed record regarding the rights of gays and 
lesbians. Judge Souter felt that a state could constitutionally prohibit 
gays and lesbians from adopting children or acting as foster parents, 
but a state could not prohibit gays and lesbians from operating day care 

Ju.siice Biennan reasoned that the Bill of Rights and the courts were 
created to check the tyranny of the majority over the rights of the 
minoritx . that speech must be protected no matter how unpopular, and 
that the courts must not denigrate con.stitutionally mandated prtKedures 
because all citizens properly expect judicial adherence to constitutional 



rights. Justice Brennan wrote that when courts disregard the 
Constitution in the name of protecting society tiom law breakers, the 
court itself becomes lawless due to its subversion of those values which 
give meaning to freedom and liberty. 

This is a particularly crucial nomination to the Supreme Court. With 
Reagan's staunchly conservative (and young^ appointments to the Court. 
Brennan's replacement could, in conjunction with Reagan's handiwork, 
have an intluence on jurisprudence well into the next century. As we 
approach the 200th anniversary of the Bill of Rights m 1991. the media, 
and the Senate, have a responsibility to ask David Souter hai'd questions 
about his views on the Constitution. 

Because of his published decisions and the dearth of written opinions 
on other i^ues, it is difficult to find any evidence of his purported great 
intellect or judicial acumen. If his answers bear any resemblance to is 
judicial record, David Souter does not embody the necessary exiwrience 
or distinction to replace Justice Brennan

FSU beats ECU, 45-24

With a 45-24 victory over Fast Carolina. Florida 
State beat both the Pirates and the monkey otT its 
back. The Seminoles. haunted by opening losses the 
last two years, used a strong running attack and a 
short-pacing game for the easy win. 

Amp Lee carried the ball 17 times for 102 yards, and 
Brad Johnson threw 28 times, completing 20 of his 
passes for 187 yards, three touchdo^-ns and no 
interceptions. 

Though his team appeared impressive against an 
obviously lesser opponent. FSU Coach Bobby Bowden 
was far more critical 

"If we can't play better than we did tonight. %ve am t 
gonna make it." said Bowden. who picked up his 196th 
car^r victory. "I never thought we were in control 




Ever\' time I did, they would score." 

It tcx)k the Seminoles. ranked third in the Flambeau 
poll, an entire half before they took command. On 
FSl"s second play of its first posse<<i(m, fullback 
Edgar Bennett fumbled, giving ECU the ball on the 
Seminoles 24-yard line. 

Bennett dissented against the called fumble, which 
came immediately after he caught a pass. 

'it was just a clean shot," Bennett said. "I really 
didn't like the referee's call on that. I feel like I didn't 
have the opportunity to really bring the ball down." 

Six plays and 2:39 later. Pirates quarterback Jeff 
Blake capped off the game's first scoring drive by 
comuleting a I3 ya«l pass to mnning back Cedric Van 
Buren. 

Just three minutes into the game. FSU found itself 
down by a touchdown.

No one could predict ho%v F lorida State's defensive front 
would preform due to a rash of small injuries in the last two 
weeks of fall practice. But most had the line ^Titten off as 
a weakness. 

However, statistics in the Seminoles* 45-24 win Saturday 
over East Carolina show that the line was far underscored. 

East Carolina's longest run from scrimmage was just 14 
yards, and the Pirate.^ managed just 113 total yards on the 
ground Dave Daniels. ECU s best back, had just 46 yards. 

'"We had too many good players and that s why we won," 
FSU Coach Bobby Bowden said. 

Howard Dinkms was credited with a sack and a half, and 
Carl Simpson was given the other half. Simpson had not 
play^ in a gan^ in two years— since high school— but he lead

The sack that he collaborated on with Dinkins got him 
motivated. 

*'It really pumped me up," Simpson said. "I wanted to get 
a sack this first game. The pass rush was better than I 



exf^ted. I think we shut the run down. 

Henry and Joe Ostazewski are the only proven players on 
the line Last year, Henry started along w ith (Jdell Haggins 
and Eric Hayes, and Joe played plenty of backup.

Detmer hit 26 of 35 passes for 289 yards in the first 
half, while Erickson connected on just 6 of 1 1 attempts 
fw 51 ysu^ But Erickson finished tlw game with ^9 
yards, «^mpleting 28 of 52 attempts, in losing the 
showdown between the two Heisman Trophy 
candidates 

Leonard Conley scored Miami's only TD in the 
second half a 5-yard run just 3 12 into the third period 
and giving the Hurricanes their t^inal lead 21-17.

Crimes outside CPA cause concern in gay community

The park directly across the street from the har Club Park 
Avenue is the perfect hiding place. There is no light, with 
the exception of the moon, and plenty of trees and shrubs. 

Recently, there has allegedly been a rash of assaults on 
customers leaving the bar at 115 E. Park Ave. Stories of 
customers. marK' of whom are gay, getting hit by fists, 
ba^ball bats and clubs have become commonplace. 

Some claim it's "gay bashing 

"I know of (Hie guy who was bashed iii the head with .1 hat 
and his head was open We took him to the hospital.'" said 
Taylor Tuten. a student at both Tallahassee Conimunit\ 
College and Florida State University who regularly goes to 
the bar. "Then this one giiy was smashed acrc^ the nose with 
a bottle. It's like mailbox baseball around here." 

According to officials at the Robbery Task Force, a joint 
law enforcement operation between the Tallahassee Police 
Department and the Leon County Sheriffs Office, there have 
only been three report I'd assaults robberies in the area near 
the bar. All three happened within a month. 

County asks Colonial 
to guarantee clean-up 



When filling out crime reports, otTicers don't ask victim's 
sexual orientation and victims usually don't offer the 
information, said Sgt. John Schmidt of the task force. So law 
enforcement dTicers have no information indicating these 
robberies stem from hatred of gays. But Schmidt said the 
three victims all have one thing in common— they were 
robbed after leaving the bar. 

"There is nothing to rouse suspicions that we have a serious 
problem going on." said Schmidt, who's been with the 
shfnfl's otTice for 13 years '"1 don't have any information 
to tie these cases mio gay ba.'^hmg." 

The bar and the robberies 

Club Park Avenue was onci- known as a gay bar, but those 
days are over. According to KeetTee, the bar manager. 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday nights are dubbed 
'"progressive" and the crowd is mostly heterosexual. Keeffee 
started Inner-City DJ night on Thursdays to attract the crowd 
that frequented the now-defunct Kennedy's. But on 
Saturdays and Sundays the bar crowd is predominantly gay;

Nation has amtronted the \oci\\ population by handing 
out pamphlets and Hiers and protesting, 

Harnnirtnn could not say exactly- how many people 
are m the group— it doesn't have rep.ilar meetings or 
elected leaders. But a recent demonstration at the 
Tallahassee nightspot Club Park Avenue brought out 
eight active members and a number of supporters. 

"I've gotten to the point where I'm very angry that 
our rights are controversial and are even debatable." 
said Harrington, who works full time m Tallahassee. 
'"I don't believe any more that our rights are 
something given to us. We"ve had them, but they've 
been denied us." 

Harrington said the demonstration at Club Park 
Avenue was the result of a series of incidents in which 
homosexuals were the victims of "gay-bashing. 
During the demonstration the Queer Nation members 
themselves were verbally abused. 

One woman member of Queer Nation, who wished 
to remain anonymous, stressed the importance of the 
organization's loosely defined agenda. And she 
pointed out that the group has no budget and its 
members -tn-k no pt-rsonal notorietv. 



"It's very spontaneous and very energetic." the 
woman said. "It's like a group of nameless people." 

The members of the local Queer Nation followed in 
the footsteps of the national organization. That group 
w as fin^med m Neu York City in April by a handful 
of members fnmi the more centralized AIDS Ccnilition 
to L'nleash Ptnver m response to increasing hate 
crimes against gays and lesbians. 

The idea behind the project was to form direct 
political actions designed to confront heterosexuals 
in an effort to increase the awareness of homosexuals. 

Besides boycotts, marches and passing out leaflets, 
members of the group wear provocative T shirts and 
practice an awareness-raising tactic called a "Night 
Out ." It works by gathering a large group of gays and 
lesbians to patronize a well known hetemsexual bar 
or re:^taurant, making themselves known by dancing, 
enibracmg and staging "kiss-ins." 

According to Harrington, members of the 
Tallahassee Queer Nation admired the militant, 
confrontational tactics of ACT UP. And after some of 
them read articles about Queer Nation, they decided 
to form a local wing. 

"We wanted to do something different to raise our 
visibility.' Harrington said. "Any creative nonviolent

An 8-foot fall from a balcony resulted in serious 
injuries for a 59-year-old woman Sunday afternoon, 
said Tallahassee Police Department spokesperson 
Phil Kiracofe.

Kiracofe said the accident may ha\e been caused 
by drinking. 

"Officers interviewed a resident of the same 
apartment and a relative of Ms. Caldwell who 
provided information which led officers to suspect that 
the incident may be alcohol-related," he said. 

FAMU computers stolen

said FAMU police Investigator Irvmg Mills. 

The theft was discovered at 8 a m by an 
administrat U P assistant to FAMU President 
Frederick Humphries. According to Mills, the crime 
may have been committed by someone who had a key 
to Humphries' office. 

'They attempted to make it look like they came 
through the ceiling, but there was no real breakage." 
Mills said. "We surmise they had a key."

WASHINGTON-The free distribution of the promising AIDS 

drug DDC IS being widened u> hk lude possibly thousands more patients, 
a drug company announced Monday. 

In June, the Food and Drug Administration gave Hoffman-La Roche 
Inc. of Nutley, N.J., permission to provide dideoxycytidine, or DDG, to 
AIDS patients who cannot take the two currently available drugs to 
combat the AIDS virus. Those drugs are AZT, the only fully approved 
AIDS-fighting drug, and DDI, an experimental drug already offered 
through a similar expanded access program. 

About 100 people with AIDS or advanced AIDS-related complex have 
been receiving DDC through that route, and another 1,000 patients are 
taking the drug in the more strictly monitored tests required for 
government drug approval, said Paul Oestreicher, a Hotlmann-La Roche 
spokesman. 

Now, the drug maker is dropping the requirement that a doctor must 
demonstrate that a patient canned take DDI before being allowed to start 
DIX3. That move will likely increase the number of pateints in the 
expanded access program. "It could potentially he thousands more," 
Oestreicher said.

GAINESVILL.E, Fla.— A crime laboratory expert revealed 
Monday that technicians were analyzing blood and semen .sample.^ as 
part of their investigation into the five student killings. 

Until Monday, authorities had refused to say whether any of the 
victims were sexually assaulted. Steve Piatt, with the Florida 
Department of Law Enforcement's laboratory in Jacksonville, 
acknowledged that analysts were doing DNA tests on semen samples 
as well as blood. 

He provided no other detail but said lab experts were processing more 
than 500 pieces of evidence gathered in the three apartments where the 
five victims were found stabbed to death two weeks ago. 

The (}airu'svilU' Sun reported over the weekend that investigators had 
found a knife in a milk carton when they searched the Indialantic home 
suspect Edward Humphrey, 18, a University of Florida freshman. 

Piatt and other authorities on Monday refused to discu.ss the knife 

Authorities have refused to identify Humphrey as their prime suspect, 
saying instead that he is one of eight possible suspects. 

However, he is one of only two suspects whose homes have been 
searched. 

Police Lt Sadie Darnell said .searches ol Humphrev's two homes and 
car were 'promising," \n hile a stnuch of the home of the only other suspect 
in custody.

Since the tank farm proposal was introduced in February, 1989, 
opponents have lashed out at the plan. Not only does the tank farm pose 
fire and safety threats in nearby JeflTerson County, they say, it and the 
pipeline could wreak havoc on environmentally sensitive lands and North 
Florida's drinking water. 

Boh RacklefT. who heads up the Friends of Lloyd— a group that's been 
fighting the tank farm proposal for over a year and a half—said Leon 
County should challenge its neighbor. 

"The fact is that this project is going to have a far greater impact on 
Leon County than Jefferson County," he said. 

Rackleff said the provision in the Jefferson County comp plan may let 
other companies build tank farms on the site.

According to police reports, two of the three reported muggings 
happened on Saturdays and Sundays. The third happened on Thursday 

Schmidt refused to release any of the victims' names. 

• A 21 year-old male was leaving the bar Thursday. July 12, when a 
ihui male, approximately 4 feet 11 inches tall in his early 20s. offered 
him a ride, Schmidt said. The assailant allegedly grabbed the 21-year- 
old, hit him in the face with a beer bottle and robbed him while taking 
him to his car. 

• The second incident, involving two men and a woman, happened 
Saturday, July 21. Schmidt said a male customer leaving the bar was 
approached by a woman known as "Erin." 

"The two began socializing and she said she needed him to walk her 

to her vehicle," Schmidt said. 

The man gave Erin a ride to her car. Schmidt said that when Erin 
entered her car a man presumably waiting for her attacked the other 

man. 

"The guy said he saw a male come out of a shadow and hit him in the 
forehead with a baseball bat," Schmidt said. "He took the victim s jewelry 
and fled the scene in a vehicle with the woman." 

The victim briefly lost consciousness after the attack but called the 
police when he recovered. 

Schmidt said the task force has no leads on the male assailant. Erin 
is described as 5 feet 6 inches tall with long, curly dark brown hair. 
Schmidt said she was seen at the bar earlier that night. 

• The last reported assault happened Sunday, Aug. 12, when a group 
of five or six men junipt^d out of the bushes in the park across the street 
from the bar. Schmidt said a man was walking to his car when he noticed 
a man running toward him. 

"The assailant ran from behind this bush and hit the victim in the 
face with his fist," Schmidt said. "He took his wallet and then five to 
six men began kicking him." 

The task force has made no arrests in any of the cases. 

Taking precautions 

Although two of the three assaults happened on days when the bar's 
crowd is predominantly gay, Keeffee said he doesn't consider the assaults 

to be attacks on gays. 

"There are a lot more hetero.sexuals getting assaulted in the park now 
because that is our clientele." he said. "It's becoming more obvious that 
this town has' a gang and drug problem and that is what this is. We've 
had a crime problem downtown for a long time." 

Keeffee said many vagrants loiter in the Old City Cemetery on Park 
Avenue and the nearby C.K. Steele bus plaza, and they could be the 
perpetrators. 

The downtown area was once patrolled by a TPD officer, according to 
Downtown Improvement Authority Director Marilyn Larson. But the 
patrol was stopped at the beginning of the summer Larson said increased 
problems dowmtown led the association to ask for patrols again, and TPD 
began patrolling the area Monday. 

Larson said the incidents outside Club Park Avenue are not the sole 
reason for reinstating a police officer. She said that when no officer was 
patrolling the area, several businesses were broken into and vandalized. 

"Whether this was happening or not there is a perception that 
downtown is not safe," Larson said. 

After the attacks, the Tallahassee chapter of Queer Nation went to 
the bar to support its patrons and offer protection. 

"We were there because people think if you f k with lesbian and gay 
people they are going to take it." said one person atfiliated with the group 
who wished to remain anonymous. "But they're not. We're not." 

Bruce Harrington, spokesperson for Queer Nation, said the 
organization went to the bar on four occasions dnd handed out pa^jiphlets 
telling people how to protect themselves. Members also escorted some 
of the bar's customers to their cars. 

"We were telling women and men that they were being bashed outside 
this bar and to protect themselves," Harrington said. "We are saying. 
'Yes, we are going to protect ourselves and yes, we are going to do 
whatever is neMSsary to make us safe."' 

Tallahassee reaction 

Club Park Avenue patrons insist a rise in homophobia— for example, 
fliers posted on Florida State University's campus this summer read 
"Faggots back off ' - is the root of the problem 

"There are homophobic groups coming up nationwide. " said Club Park 
Avenue patron Michelle. "The conservative view point the public now 
has makes people feel like this behavior, this homophobia, is acceptable." 

Michelle said the bar s progressive nights may be contributing to the 
perceived onslaught of crimes against gays. She said many heterosexuals 
are "seeing more homosexual activity than they're used to," which w>uld 
be disturbing them. 

Billy Adams, co-owner of Billy's Bar, agrees. 

"When you start mixing the crowds, you're starting problems right 
there," he said 

He said there has been no violence at Billy's Bar, which caters to the 
gay population. He attributed it to the bar's out-of-the-way location on 
Jack.son Bluff Road But he added that many of the patrons are verbally 
abu.sed when leaving the bar. 

"You've got people out there like Jesse Helms that are big anti-gay. 
As long as people endorse these feelings, nothing can change," he said.

He runs the 
water in the sink and then violently scrubs all the 
places that his body was touched hy the infected man. 

Acquired Immune Deficient^ Syndrome has created 
such a hysteria of misinformation in American society 
that it's hard to imagine anyone not doing the .same 

hni^tuTw i'onifxinion starts on the first day that the 
A'ca York Tinws reported a strange "gay cancer." It 
is about a close gi oup ol gay friends who, in the next 
eight years, must (teal with the disease on a personal 
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level, within their ranks, rather than reading about 

it in the newspaper. 

The film, at times, is very touching and 
compassionate. It goes a long way toward dispelling 
the myth that "AIDS will never affect me; it only 
happens to other people." Rene and screenwriter 
Craig Lucas develop the relationshif^ between these 
men (and one woman w ho is heterosexual) and then 
tear them apart with the disease. 

The film is strongest when it deals with the 
relationships between these men.

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Modern Seminoles blend old ways with new

Modern Seminole and Miccosukee tribes try to adapt those 
elements which they think will better their lives. But the 
impact of modern influences is not always good. 

It is important to remember that a culture changes and 
doesn't remain stagnant," said Joe Quetone erf the Governor's 
roiincil on Indian .A-fTairs. 

But to help maintain the Seminole culture and the 
language spoken by the Seminole, it has set up a number 
of programs to help young and old preserve its heritage. 

"Each of the separate reservations~Holl>'VH'ood, Big 
Cypress, Immokaleee, Brighton and Tampa— have activities 
and programs," said Steven Bower of the tribal headquarters 
in Hollywood. "The girls learn to make the traditional 
beadwork patterns of the tribe. The beadwork is used in our 
ceremonial clothing. The boys learn to lead dances and sing 
the traditional songs." 

Not all Seminole and Miccosukee children learn these 
traditions. Andrew Beck, a Miccosukee living m Gainesville, 
IS an example. 

Not livmg on the reservation inhibited Beck a number of 
different ways. Traditionally, it is the place of uncles to teach 
the ways of the tribe. Even though Beck's mother is 
European and divorced— two factors that the Miccosukee 
frown upon— he would have still been able to learn the 
culture. 

"I feel bad, the tribe has always been there for me and I 
haven't taken advantage, " said Beck. "It's a little too late 
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now, because I'm used to a different way of life." 

Many people don't understand the Seminole and 
Miccosukee's lifestyle. The tribes' members have a close knit 
community. The seven reservations with a population of 
2.500 respectively are isolated. 

Ten years ago. some of the reservations didn't have phones. 
Now almost all homes have electricity. Even with modern 
conveniences, many Seminole and Miccosukee still like to 
sleep and spend time in "chickees," the traditional housing 
structure of the tribes. 

"We use the chickees much like many people use a Florida 
room." said Bower. 

Building chickees and other construction projects are 
profitable enterprises for members of the tribes. Quite a few 
Seminoles and Miccosuktvs are employed by their trilx^s. The 
tribes havf governmental structures like many cities. 

These tribal government departments employ as many 
Native-Americans as possible. Water resources, recreation, 
health, utilities, legal offices and the government itself all 
employ many Native- Americans who otherwise would have 
few options on reservations. 

The isolated locations both help and hurt what many 
outsiders perceive as a major Native-American 
problem— alcohol ism . 



"People on the reservation are a lot more aware ol'this as 
a problem," said Quetone. "Families are .^o clo.st- and 
communities so close that if one member is sick, it can't go 
unnoticed." 

But some members of the Native- American community 
don't perceive alcoholism as a problem. 

Many outsiders have the misconception that alcoholism 
affects more Native- Americans than other cultures. Qut tont 
said that rnany perceive Native-Americans as lazy di unks. 

"It is revolting to be told by someone they arr. 'part Indian.' 
because tlu-y can t ihandle tlunr luiuor»" ^:ud "This is a 
misconception even among Native Americans." 

Other misconceptions about Native- American culture arc 
prevalent. Many of them spawned from Hollywood. 
California's movie industry 

■ I don't like it whenever Ib^lly wood p()rtray> Indians on 
TV as women killers and .sciilpmg savages." Beck said. 

Some would also like to see Florida State University more 
sensitive to Native Americans' feelings. 

"What concerns me is the ndei- of Renegade being callfd. 
"Chief Osceola," said Quetone. "This is demeaning to the 
Osceola family. 1 keep hearing talk of tradition. But at the 
University of Oklahoma, where they have a much longer 
football tradition, they got rid of their mascot 'Little Red '

By taking this bent. Lucas has also furthered 'in the minds 
of the ignorant) the assumption that AIDS only strikes the 
"sexual deviants." All of the people who made this film should 
have thought about that. 

It's not that Longtime Companion is a bad film. It is a well- 
made film that should be seen. It features great acting by an 
ensemble cast (Scott's performance is extremely good), a 
screenplay that sets us squarely where we need to be. and solid, 
unobtrusive direction. If you can overlook the small things, you 
will enjoy this film.

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Asbestos removal at 
FSU and FAMU will 
take years to complete

Florida A&M and Florida State universities are fixing up their 
campuses— though it may not be obvious to the naked eye. 

Environmental health and safety workers at the two schools are 
busying themselves with asbestos removal and upgrading buildings so 
they pass fire codes. 

Asbestos was proven to be a carcinogen in 1964. Before that, it was 
widely us^ in buildings because it is an effective fire repellent. 

FSU has more than 100 buildings on campus with asbestos, according 
to John Martin, director of envirommntal health and safety. But he said 
not all those buildings need immediate abatement work. 

Martin said asbestos does not present a health risk unless it is friable, 
which means it could be breathed in 

He said that since asbestos w as so widely used, it will take a long time 
before buildings can be completely abated. 

"It will take another 10, 15 or 20 years to address the asbestos problems 
on campuses," Martin said. 

, In order to combat tbe asbestos and other problems in the nine state 
universities, the state Board of R^nts developed a five-year plan.

Chiles says state government needs to be decentralized

Democratic gubernatorial candidate Lawton 
Chiles said Tuesday that if elected he would cut 
through bureaucratic red-tape to save money and 
prevent state revenue shortfalls. 

"We need to see how we can try to decentralize 
some of the services and offer services in a 
better way," Chiles said at a "get acquainted" 
press conference at his Tallahassee campaign 
headquarters. "You should try to get more bang 
for the dollars that you have." 

Chiles wouldn't talk about any other ways to 
raise money fw the state, saying he didn't want 
to get "overpromised." But he isn't ruling out 
taxes. 

"I haven't set forth a 'Read my lij^' promise or 
anything like that," Chiles said 
He said 'everyone has to share some of the pain" 



when it comes to budget cuts. He did not criticize 
a recent 5 percent across-the-board budget cut 
ordered for all state agencies by Gov. Bob 
Martinez. 

Chiles said he wants to stick to the issues during 
the campaign, and vow^ not to resort to personal 

attacks on Martinez. He said he would focus his 
campaign on comparing his record to Martinez's 
"That's within the realm of fair play," Chiles 
said. 

Martinez has already launched a similar 
strategy. He told reporters at the U.S. Capitol 
Monday that Chiles accomplished litte during his 
18 years in Washington. 

Chiles disputed that claim. 

"Part of that time he was mayor of Tampa and 
a Democrat and I was helping him with some of 
his issues," Chiles said. "Maybe that's a memory 
lapse." 



According to Chiles, abortion won't be a major 
campaign issue and he will "hold to his position." 
He supports public funding of abortions only when 
there's danger to the life of the mother, if rape or 
incest has occured, or if the fetus is deformed. 

"As far as I'm concerned, it's an individual kind 
of issue and I'm not going to harangue that," 
Chiles said. 

Chiles said he will stick to his policy of limiting 
campaign contributions to $100, even though he 
expects to he outspent 3-to-l by Martinez. He said 
he won't hold expensive fundraisers like a recent 
GOP gathering in Tallahassee that reportedly cost 
$5,000 a person. 

"That's a good comparison, a good difference . 

between how they'll campaign md how we ll 
campaign and where their money s coming from," 
he said. 



Mayor: comp plan problems will be resolved before deadline

Tallahassee Mayor Steve Meisburg says he will try and 
resolve disagreements between state and local officials on the 
Tallahassee Leon County Comprehensive Plan before a state- 
imposed deadline. 

In a press conference Tuesday, Meisburg said he was 
confident that negotiations over the plan— which was rejected 
Friday by the stete Department of Community Affairs for 
having major deficiencies— will be successful before an 
administrative hearing to be scheduled sometime early next 
year. 

"It is my full intent between now and 30 days prior to 
that date to come up with a resolution," Meisburg said. "I 
fully intend for that to happen." 

Meisburg said he will meet Friday with DCA Secretary 
Tom Pelham and Leon County Commission Chair Gary 
Yordon to discuss differences over the plan. If local officials 
do not comply with the deadline, grants and money for roads 



and bridges in the county could 
be withheld by the stat^. 

The 1985 state Growth Man- 
agement Act requires all count- 
ies to come up with a compre 
hensive plan mapping their 
growth for the next 20 years 

The DCA maintains that the 
Tallahassee L^n County plan 
falls short in vital areas such as 
financing growth, halting ur- 
ban sprawl and protecting 
natural resources. 

The plan was denied in May 
for the same reasons, and the 
DCA told city and county com 
misioners to revise the document before resubmitting it. 

One of the DCA's main problems with the plan was the 
city's annexation of Welaunee Plantation's 6,140 acres of

undeveloped land Wednesday. Pelham warned that it the 
land was annexed the plan would be rejected. Pelham objected 
to the land being incorporated into the comp plan's "urban 
services" area, which designates land for urban growth 
densities. The city must provide utilities and other 
infrastructure for those areas. 

But if coming to a resolution means taking Welaunee out 
of the urban services area or putting the hind hack outside 
city limits. Meisburg said the city should comply. 

"If they want it out, let s take it out," Meisburg said. '1 m 
ready to bring the lines in." 

But the Welaunee area will inevitably merge with 
Tallahassee as the city grows, whether it remains in the city 
limits or not, Meisburg said. 

"It's not the will of the commission to run out there and 
annex Welaunee," he .said. 

Pelham sent a letter to Meisburg and Yordon Tuesday telling

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Speaker: U.S. government failed to 
protect own citizens from fallout

Radiation victim -Jant't Ciordon says nuclear tests 
conducted by the U.S. government in Nevada in 1953 
cau^ her brother to die and left her and her family 
feeling betrayed by the government. 

"I know about the effects of the nuclear testing 
because of its devastating impact on my family,*' she 
told a group of about 46 people who came to hear her 
speak at Florida State University Monday night. "I 
was there when the sheep began to die, when my 
father's business began to crumble, and when my 
brother Kent lay in the hospital dying from radiation 
exposure." 

In an efTort to raise awareness of the effects of 
nuclear testing, the FSU C.'entei- for Participant 
Education and the Tallahassee Peace Coalition jointly 
sponsored the lecture by Gordon, director of Citizen s 
Call and chair of the National Committee for 
Radiation Victims— two groups concerned with the 
effects of radiation fallout. 

Gordon gave a personal account of her experience 
with nuclear fallout, which originated from above- 
ground nuclear testing near her childhood home on 
the Nevada-Utah border. 

Gordon said the U.S. Atomic Engergy Commission 
neglected to protect the residents of Nevada and Utah 
from fallout. 

"Radiation monitors were placed in towns near the 
testing site," she said. "One day, shortly after a large 
test, the monitor from my town called in to r^>ort a 



dangerous level of radiation. His superiors told him 
to wash his clothes, shower, and get out of town. 

"When he asked if he should report the findings, 
he was told to keep quiet and avoid bad publicity." 

The government hasn't acknowledged or apologized 
for the devastating impact the tests had on the lives 
of people living downw md of the testing sites, .she said 
For 20 years Ciordon has tried to bring the 
government "s negligence to people s attention, but she 
said it wasn't easy. 

"It's not a good idea to take on the government. 
They've got a lot of resources,'* she said."More than 
we've got put together." 

But she's had some success. A federal bill which 
would compensate the victims of the testing is 
currently being worked out in Congress. If pasi^, it 
will award each victim $50,000. 

But she said monetary compensations and apologies 
are not enough. 

"Most of the victims of the testing are already dead. 
And besides, $50,000 is less than the average amount 
awarded to whiplash victims," Gordon nid. "What 
we're looking for is the government to finally take 
responsibility for its actions, and a simple apolog>' to 
the people whose lives were ruined by the A.E.C.'s 
misguided goals." 

Frank Salerno, an FSU student who attended 
Monday night's lecture, said it was educational. 

"It was an eye-opening experience. 1 would have 
expected this sort of thing from the Soviet Union, but 
not the United States," Salerno said. "I guess I've lost 
some trust for our government."

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Kill both birds 

One of the many complicated issues legislators in Washington 
will find has become considerably more twisted since they left for 
summer recess is the 1990 Clean Air Act. 

Indu >t^ y lobbyists have sought to kill the bill— which ideally 
would force polluting industries to control smog, acid rain and 
airborne toxic substances— from the beginning. Indeed, with the 
help of pow t i tul lawmakers like Michigan's John Dingell and West 
N'irginia's Robert Byrd, the bill has already been considerably 
weakened. 

But now lobbyists and their legislative puppets have been handed 
an economics over environment argument excuse which may 
dismantle the bill altogether: resurrected concerns over U.S. 
dependence on foreign oil a la the Iraqi crisis. 

One of the goals of the Clean Air Act is to stimulate mass transit 
and alternative energ\' sources like non petroleum based fuels 
Since automobiles are the nation's single largest source of air 
pollution, provisions in the act call for more efficient cars by the 
end of the decade. Fewer and cleaner automobiles, by keeping the 
air relatively pollution-free and weaning the LVS. off a resource 
it s willing to send troops to die for, would kill two birds with one 
stone. 

Domestic oil companies don't want both birds killed. They like 
the idea of tiettini: l\^rei^n oil (nit nf the energ>' picture so they can 
hoi: the niai-ket. but they don't want themselves out of the picture. 

Since the Middle K!ast crisis be^can a little over a mtmth ago. Big 
Oil has led an intense canipaiirn to force Bush to reconsider his 
decision to temporarily ban drillmt: otT the coasts of Florida and 
California. And if propcisals to deal with the detlcit include gasoline 
taxes. y(Hi can be sure creed-driven Big Oil will resist with all the 
ctnisiderable corporate power it has. 

Tile ("lean Air Act dws not ser\e the oil industry's interests well, 
eitlier And to thwait it. they have resoited to scare tactics, stirrinn 
up tea!-s that it would make fuel, new cars and utility bills much 
more expensive, hence cripplim: the industn . sending an already 
teetering economy (ner ihv edi^e into a recession and leaving 
America as dependent on t'oreign oil as ever. 

Wrote the American Petroleum Institute in a "fact sheet'" it 
issued last week to counter the pollution control measures of the 
act: "Tt would make sense for the government to begin reviewing 
such regulations for their energy impact should the situation in 
the Mideast worsen and an oil shortage develop in the United 
States." 

Weaning .-\nierica".- dependence on foreign oil is a good thing 
Had it been accompli.-hed years ago— as the U.S. was on the road 
to doiim bffort' Rt-agan slashed alternative energn- funding- 
America \M)uld not be on the brink of war today. But giving 
domestic oil ci>mpanies free reign to exploit the environment in 
the name of natu)nal securit\ is ridiculous. 

The Clean Air Act may slightly increase fuel costs and car prices, 
but the benefits to the environment far outweight small cuts in 
Big Oil's profit margins.

PRETORIA. South Africa -African National Congress 
leader Nelson Mandela warned Tuesday that talks aimed at 
ending South Africa's racial conflict are threatened with 
collapse by the government's failure to crush a wave of black 
internecine violence. 

Emerging from more than two hours of talks with President 
Frederik de Klerk. Mandela also said pressure was mounting 
on the ANC to arm its supporters and resume the "armed 
struggle" suspended last month after 29 years. 

De Klerk said in a later statement, apparently aimed at 
reassuring the ANC. that he had told Mandela the 
government was taking steps "to strengthen the maitenance 
ot law and order." The president noted he "reiterated his deep 
concern about the situation. " 

But Mandela's warning came after another night of 
violence left 28 more dead in black townships surrounding 
Johannesburg in the sixth straight week of fighting between 
supporters of the ANC and the rival Zulu movement Inkatha. 

More than 600 have died since the clashes erupted, defying 
appeals for peace hy the warring factions and the 
government's imposition of emergency regulations in the 
hardest hit areas. The ANC has accused security forces 
favoring Inkatha. 

OTTAWA— A handful of Mohawk Indians, women and 
children engaged in a fierce standoff against the Canadian 
arrny Tuesday offered to surrender if the government agreed 
to a joint probe into alleged crimes committed during the 
eight week dispute. 

Mohaw k negotiator Bob Antone said the Indians, who are 
surrounded by armed st:)ldiers on the Kanesatake reserve 
south of Montreal, would lav down their weapons and 
surrender to pjolice if the government accepts their latest offer. 
The Mohawks previously said they wanted to conduct their 
own investigation. 

"We have offered a very flexible position," Antone said. 

There was no immediate respond to the offer from the 
federal or Quebec governments. 

The government suspended negotiations with the Mohawks 
two weeks ago and repeatedly said there would be no 
amnesty for Indians suspected of crimes during the standoff. 



The dispute began July 11 when Quebec police stormed a 
barricade erected by Mohawks on the Kanesatake reserve 
in Oka arcnind land earmarked for a golf course expansion 
that the Indians claimed was an ancient burial ground. A 
police otflcer was killed in the action.

WASHLNGTON-Defense Secretary Dick Cheney told 
Congress Tuesday the U.S. military operation m Saudi 
Arabia will cost about $15 billion in the 1991 budget year, 
but he expects "about half of that" to be offset by other 
nations. 

Members of Congress, however, expressed anger at what 
they call an "appalling. . .insulting" lack of financial or 
military support for Operation Desert Shield from two key 
U.S. allies. West Germany and Japan. 

Cheney and Gen Colin Powell, chairman of tb.e -Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. testil"ied before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee in the first congressional appeiirance since the U.S. 
military operation began Aug. 7. 

Powell, repeating the word "well" for emphasis, disclosed 
that "we have well, well in excess of 100,000" ground and 
naval forces in Saudi Arabia and the surrounding region, 
and that the buildup will continue until the Pentagon is 
satisfied American troops are there m sutTicient numbers to 
face the threat posed by Iraqi forces. 

"We are not there yet . . . We need to continue our buildup 
for some time to come," Powell said, adding that this has 
been "the largest, most complex deployment of U.S. forces 
since World War II." 

Powell said there were about 173,000 Iraqi troops in 
occupied Kuwait, and a Pentagon spokesman said there were 
another 92.000 Iraqi troops in southern Iraq, along with 
2,200 tanks. 

NEW YORK— A man and a woman climbed atop the Times 
Square l ecruiting office for the U.S. armed forces, setting 
fire to an .American fiag after dousing the building with a 
flammabale liquid, authorities said. 

The pair, who claimed to be members of a gioup called, 
"Refuse and Resist," was nabbed and the blaze extinguished 
before flames could engulf the recruiting center at Times 
Square, said Sgt. Fernando McLean, the officer in charge. 

"They're fanatics. They should be sent to Iraq," McLean 



said.

Although Centel has offered voice mail for several 
years, it is new to FSU. According to Eric Naitove. 
senior telecommunications ^rvice specialist for the 
university, there is a desperate need for the new 
.-ystem 

■■\\e s^ere m a p>osition where with the new phone 
system we had installed. tratTic volume had increas*-d. 
and the way the old system wa> designed several 
departments had only five ilnc^ gomg in and out for 
over 2(X) employees." he said. Tt just wasn't at its 
peak performance. Now. with the new system m place, 
people getting busy signals can get a human voice." 

\"oice mail re^mbles a typical answering machine. 
Students can customize their mailboxes' greetings 
and retrieve messages. 

Faculty can forward mail, send voice maii memos 
to other faculty and respond to memos. Faculty 



members have had access to voice mail all summer, 
but the service isn't available to students yet 

'"Something of that magnitude you can't just give 
out without testing. We really gave it a good 
workout. " Naitove said. 

Despite faculty testing, there are still some glitches 
in the system. The pr(^lems have delayed installation 
of the students' voice mail, but it should be ready 
sometime this week. 

'"We've just got a few unexpected bugs left to iron 
out. " said Mildred Richard.son of the university's 
telecommunications department . 

But the flaws and installation delays aren't 
deterring students from signing up for the services. 
Approximately 150 people have signed up for the new 
service so far. and the telecommunications 
department is expecting the system to grow. 

Voice mail is available for $10 to FSU students 
livin^on campus and faculty members. There is 
a So service charge every month. Call 644-4208 
for more information.

Each year, the nine state umver^suies prioritize buildings that need 
abatement and work to upgrade the buildings so they pas>i fire 
inspections. 

The BOR alKxrates money amounte according to each university's 
priorities. Universities either receiN-e installments of the money over a 

five-year period or get one lump sum 

■"The five-year plan rcHiiu-e^ annually." said BOR spokesper^n Pat 
Riordan. "We use whatever funds we t:et until its done " 

Man in said he is pleased the BOR is addressing asbeslc» and fire code 
problems. 

"The Legislature and BOR have recognized a need and 1 think it is 
real pc^itive. " he said. "They are channelling monies that are a 
reasonable amount to spend in a given yeM-. " 

Martin said FSU recieved $2 million this year for abatement work on 
10 build : including Tully Gym. Pisher L^ture Hall and the Central 
Utilities Plant. 

FSU received more than ?1 2 nv.Vion for tu-o ctxie improvements 

NLmin said the univei-^u> net?<is to upgrade cunvnt fire aUu-m systems, 
install required fire exit^. upgrade lighting and exit sign placements and 
install and repair tire do<,">rs 

There are 31 buildings scheduled for fire ccxie improvements this year, 
including the Conr»)i and Carroway buildings and Tully and 
Montgomery gyms. 

But despite the many things that need to be done before university 
buildings can pa^ fire codes. Martin said it is ncrthing compared to the 
abatement %vork 

"We see the light at the end of the tunnel with fire code -tandard<. " 
Martin said "It will take substantially longer tor us to see the light w hen 
It comes to asbestos " 

.•\ccording to Andrew Baiogh. F.-\.Ml"s director of environmental health 
and safety, the university received no money during the last legislative 
session for asbestos abatement. All the abatement money earmarked for 
FAMU in the five-vear plan has already teen received bv the school. 

But Baiogh said the university is working on several abatement 
projects— including ones at the new student union and Lee and Perry 
halls. Bal<^h said the money for the projects is coming from the 
university's renovation funds 

"We've got all the abatenitnt we can handle the next 12 months 
anyway, so it doesn t matter we didn't get any funding for it. ' Baiogh 
said. 

The university's heating p\drA. Jackson Davis Hall. EKson Pharmacy. 
Jones Hall and Howard Hall are all listed as the university's next 
abatement priorities acc(»ding to Baiogh. 

"Some of the asbestos in the^ buildings is friable." he said. "That is 
our reason for wanting to abate them first 

He said the asbestos in these buildings is friable because of the age 
of the buildings, moi^ure damage and accidental damage done by 
ma : n: en ance workers 

FAMl' also has received all the nioney set aside for improving fire code 
standards at the school . 

Baiogh said the university is upaating lire code standards m 12 
dormitories— including the Padds-foote complex. Gibbs Hall eukI Diamond 
Hall 

"We've had long-standing fire code violations due to the basic structure 
of the buildings." he said. "The buildings are old and fire codes change, 
but we're fixing them. Ever\thing will be fixed ^ner or later '

Eaton teaches appreciation of culture

James Eaton has made the Black Archives at 
Florida A&M University one of the largest 
repositories of African-American artifacts in the 
United States. 

**The importance of this archive is that it is one of 
the few controlled by African-Americans." said Eaton, 
the founder and curator of the archives. "Most African 
and African-American artifacts are m European 
countries and museums. These people are going to 
have a much difTerent view and interpretation of 
African history than people of African descent." 

Eaton thinks that knowledge of African-American 
histor\- is the key to better race relations. 

"Once people realize the contributions that African- 
Americans have made, they will have a greater 
resp^t for that African-American culture," said 
Eaton. "Also, when African-Americans themselves 
study these contributions, then they will have a 
greater appreciation of their own culture You can't 
be someone until you know who you are and you can't 
knosv who you are until you know your cultural 
history." 

Eaton has had a long histor> as both an archivist 
and an African -American historian. He credits his 
love of learning to his early education and boyhood. 

Eaton was born in Richmond, Va. in 1930 and 
attended the same Catholic elementary and high 
school as his father and sister. The parochial schools 
instructed him in cla.ssical and medieval histor>' while 
the statues and munument^ of the city instructed him 
m the history of the South. 

After high school. Eaton went to Fisk University 
in Nashville. Tenn.. one of the nations premier 
African-American universities. 

"Dr. Theodore S. Currier, who taught at Fisk. has 
the distinction of training more famous African- 
American than any other man." said Eaton. 

Eatoi^ recieved B.A and M A. degrees from Fisk and 
then studied at Duke for three years 

•'When I was at Duke. I studied the history of poor 
whites m the South." said Eaton. "At that time no 
ont- was studying the influence of poor whites un the 
history of the South. You can't separate their history

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from that of African-Americans." 

After studying at several other m.^titutions, P^aton 
came to Tallahassee to study at F^londa State 
University. He then taught as an adjunct professor. 

"The young Ph.D. candidates had no idea of the 
value of African-American culture," said Eaton. 
■'They never questioned the historical facts and 
materials of European history, but when I lectured 
on African-American histor>*. the material basis of the 
history was questioned This gave me the idea for the 
Black Archives, because 1 didn't have the materials 
and documents necessary to give these students 
proof." 

FAMU hired Eaton in 1958 and he has been there 
ever since. Teaching at a predominantly African- 
American university gave Eaton the chance to fulfill 
that dream. As chairman of the histor>' and geography 
departments, he founded the African-American 
Studies Program in 1970. 

The Black Archives were founded in 1974, in the 
Carnegie Library 

"The library was built m 1907 with a grant from 
Andrew Carnegie." said Eaton. " The grant was 
originally for Leon County, but Carnegie had a rule 
that any building built must be open to iKJth whites 
and blacks. Leon County was unwilling to do that." 

The librar>' was recognized as a National Historic 
Site in 1978 Eaton would like to see the entire old 
section of the FAMU campus designated as a National 
Historic Site. 

With all of his involvement with the archives and 
other historical projects, Eaton says his primary love 
is still teaching. 

"A number of my former students call it 
Eatonizing," he said. "I try and instill a pride and 
knowledge of their heritage." 

Eaton's students over the years have thought 
so highly of him that they have founded the 
James N. Eaton Endowment to help preserve the 
Black .Archives. The endow ment has raised over 
S20.(KK). but needs to raise $80,000 in the next four 
years to receive a matching grant. Those 
interested in donating can contact James Eaton 
at the Black Archives on the FAMU campus.

Not this time around

When Bob Mould was a member of Husker Du, he 
was one of the best alternative puitar players 
around -puttinc hmi m the ranks with the likes of 
t he late D Rtxme cf the Minutemen and Sonic Youth's 
Thurston Moore. 

After Mould released his first solo effort Workbook 
last year, there was a growing suspicion he sold out. 
But he is back this year with a new album that should 
lay those suspicions to rest. 

Black Sheets of Rain is strict power nKk. the kind 
of nuisic Mould i> known for. Workbook seemed an 
e>cape from the Husker Du formula. It concentrated 
nu>re on his eniotional state away from the comfort 
of a band and that uas reflected m his more sensitive 
style of songwnt mg and guitar playing. Husker Du 
fans will be happy to note that Black Sheets of Rain 
marks a definite return to the crunch and grind of 
Mould's earlier days. 

The band is once again a three-piece with Mould on 
guitar. Tony Maimone on bass and Anton Fier, known 
for his work with Golden Paliminos. plaving drums. 
The album is much tighter and strongei- than 
\V<)'-kh(M)k. which relied hea\ il\ on the acoustic guitai" 
and often included the violin. 

But the most important aspect of Black Sheets of 
Rain is that it shows Mould has complete confidence 
in himself musically and lyrically as a solo artist. 
From Husker Du's first release, Landspeed Record, 
to its last. Warehouse: Songs and Stories, Mould 
shared the song^^Titing spotlight with drummer Grant 
Hart. In the end it seemed Nli^uld was just iioing 
through the motions with the band C'reating two solo 
albums with his Fender as the center and writing 
more serious and muture lyrics, it s obvious he'd 
rather be sqJo. 

Mould plays the strongest guitar he's ever played 
in his career. Through rousing tunes like the title 
track, "It's Too Late" (which deals with the state of 
the world's environment), "Stop Your Crying" and

Arounc' the time of Husker Du"s 19Sn rele.ise .\eie 
Day Rising, Mould coinmentt^ that his guitar playing 
was changing from hardcore to a more melodic sound 
and that was angering some die hard fans. Almost 
as a warning to those who accuse him of softening up. 
Mould sings in "Disappointed": "Well I'm sorry you're 
disappointed but times they change and so did I 
Standing still and getting nowhere quicker well it 
seems I didn't have to tr>/But now I've found a rea^n 
to move on." 

Black Sheets of Ram is definitely a triumph for 
Mould, who can safely get the credit as one of the most 
important pervaders of power pop in the '80s. Voted 
one of the best guitar players of all time by Spin 
magazine, he should be carrying the torch for many 
years to come.

The recent subject of a fine biography by Donald 
Spoto and an episode of the PBS series American 
Ma^ter<, filmmaker Preston Sturges is still in the 
public eye over 30 years after his death. Tonight, as 
part of SCE's "Hai-d to See Classics" t'ilm series at 
Moore Auditorium, you can viesv a pair of Sturges' 
best, least-greened works. 

Sturg^ didn't direct The Power and the 

Glory, but the fUm clearly bears his creative stamp. 
A moderately successfiil Broadway playwTight, ] 
Sturges wTott his first screenplay by a>ixM:iden(%. 
Married to socialite Eleanor Post, Sturges was privy 
to the ff>mily"s colorful history. Most famous was the 
cereal tycoon C.W. Post, who committed suicide at the 
height of his success. Having been told about Post 
through random recollections of the family, Sturges 
decided to turn this tragic life-history into a 
fictionaliz^ film. 

The Power and the Ghry was constructed in an 
unprecedented filmic style Sturges dubbed 
"narratage. " In relating the rise and fall of raiht^d 
magnate Tom Garner (played by a young Spencer 
Tracy *.

Well-directed by William K. Howard, this film 
strongly foreshadows Orsen Welles' 1941 masterpiece. 
Citizen Kane. Considered a 1<^ film for decades. 
Pollers rediscoven.' re\%Tites cinema history. Though 
much simpler— and shorter— than Welles' film, it 
creates the same air of tragedy and opportunity 
missed. Garner and Welles' Charles Kane both lead 
doomed lives, destined to lack the things they most 
•sincerely n^d. Stur^s' screenplay ^ows a genuine 
fisdr for drama rarely s^n in his later work.

The success of this film led to years of Hollywood 
toil for Sturges. By 1940. he was directing his own 
scripts. His critical reputation largely rests on the 
several film farces he made for Paramount Studios 
in the 1940s. 

The last of these, 1944's Hail the Conquering Hero. 
^ows Sturgi^ at his best, weavii^ a web of satire and 
(^n^dic chaos. The mousey Eddie Bracken stars as 
a World War II military reject standing in the shadow 
of his famous Marine father. Too ashamed to return 
home, he meets a Marine officer 'William Demarest ' 
who knew his dad. and before he can catch his breath, 
he's stuffed into a medal decorated Manne uniform 
and on the next tram home. 

Sturges' gift for taking a simple situation and 
e^^alating it into a humorous nightmare is evident 
l^re; the film ^ives to continually it^lf, veers 
from slapstick to sober drama and even has a 
character who resembles Psycho's Norman Bates! 
Sturges' comedies are rightfully hailed as among the 
best ever to hit the silver screen

In his third year as a startoi . Bennett considers himself a consistent 
player Coach Bobby Bowden aLTiees 

"He's a very good runner, he's become a very good pass rtxreiver. and 
hi> blocking ha? improved,"" Bowden said. "He s really making himself 
into a real fine fullback. He's got all the tools." 

Bennett's football philosophy has changed a bit since he arrived. 
Thanks mostly to a little coaxing. 

T think I ve come a long way. When I first got here I really didn't 
know how to block. 1 really wasn't thinking about blocking." Bennett 
said with a laueh "But then Coach (Wayne i McDufTie and Coach (Billy i 
Sexton sat me down and said vou don't block, you don" t play." So I said, 
'okay, let's vjet the bkx^kmi: ^uViHg." 

"Coacn .Se.xion has really worked w ith me to teach me how to block. " 
he said. 

Bennett l^lieves that pound-for-pound he is the best blocking back in 
the nation. He has alr^dy been given the team's "de-cleater" award 
for knocking opponents df their feet the most tin^s— he did it five times. 

So what motivates the man who would like to make a career as an 
FBI or Secret Service Agent if his football future should somehow falter ' 

■"My family." said Bennett, a junior majoring in political science. "T 
want to do so much for them, and I can achieve a lot of things by playing 
lootball I want to use fmitball as a stepping stone for life. I don't want 
to have to worry about how I am going to pay this bill or that bill. I don't 
want to sell hub caps for a living."' 

Bennett's father. Edgar Sr., is a basketball coach at Jacksonville's Lee 
High School. And like FSU's football coaches, the elder Eklgar always 
tries to help improve Edgar Jr.'s game.

"When I mme off the field, sometimes my dad 
will say something like *you need to work on 
this and that more,' when others are tellii^ me 
I had a great ^une," Bennett said. "He'll correct 

my game, and then say I had a good game. But 
I appreciate it. He reallv looks out for me " 

If all goes according to his personal gameplan. 
Bennett will join former Seminoles' Sammie 
Smith and Dexter Carter in the National 
Football League. 

Would he take a chance to join the NFL over 
the FBI? 

"Absolutely!" said Bennett, who claimed he 
would gladly hand down his "trusty" Subaru 
XT to his younger brother, Orlando, for a more 

flashy ride. 

However, Orlando would have to get a new- 
license plate for the front of the car. The one 
currently on it is reserved for Bennett's 
nickname; '22-Reasons-Y.' Bennett's jersey 
number is 22, and the reasons why are obvious 
enough when he is carrying or catching the ball. 

Living in the same town that created "Prime 
Time Neon" Deion Sanders, Bennett is a little 
upset that fans don't know his nickname. 

Bennett said along with helping out his 
family, he d also like to help out his old 
neighborhood. 

"I just want to help out people. I wouldn't be

He isn't selfish unless he's playing spades, the 
cani game. Bennett, who said spades was one 
of his favOTite hobbies, plays the game with his 
teammates while traveling on road games. 

Music is another of Bennett's hobbies. He has 
a wide range of musical likes in his CD 
collection. 

"I listen to everything. Reggae, black music, 
white music. It really doesn't matter if it sounds 
good," he said. 

Bennett's most memorable moment in a 
Seminoles' uniform occured during last year's 
Miami game. That's when he threw a block on 
the first play which allowed Carter to run the 
length of the field for a touchdown. 

**I remember looking up and seeing Dexter 
running down the sidelines. I was just 



overwhelmed. It was unbelieveable," he said. 

On the other hand, Bennett considers his 
fumble in la^ week's Ea^ Carolina game as his 
least memorable moment. 

"I couldn't telieve that. I mean this is the 
1990 %ason, the coaches have been stressing 
no turnovers, and something like that 
happened. I learned a lesson from it. but I still 
haven't got it out of my mind," he said. 

Since 1987, Bennett has 615 rushing yards 
and five touchdowns. He has 34 receptions for 
375 yards. His two touchdown catches Saturday 
were the first in his FSU career. 

Although the Semindes need many puzzle 
pieces to fall into the right place if they are 
going to capture the elusive national 
championship, count Edgar Bennett as 
"22-Reasons-Y" they will win it.

LOS ANGELES— The Raiders have agreed to remain in Los Angeles, 
ending a two-year saga that pitted four California cities in an expensive 
bidding \va^- fV.r the NFL franchise. 

Mayor lOni Bradlo\ . m London Tuesday on a trade nnssutn, said in 
a statement that the Raiders signed a long term agreement to remain 
in the city after months of negotiations over upgrading the historic Los 
Angeles Memorial Coliseum. 

"No taxpayer money will be used to support the renovation of the 
Coliseum," Bradley said. "It will be completed entirely through the funds 
generated through ticket sales by the Coliseum managers. The jobs and 
economic activity that professional football team generates is here to 
stay." 

The break in the negotiations to keep the team in Los Angeles came 
attt r the Coliseum Commission voted last Wednesday to drop a §58 
million hreachdf contract suit against the team if it agi'eed by Tuesday 
to renlain m the city. 

Under terms of the deal, Raiders owner Al Davis will be allowed to 
keep an advance the panel gave him in 1984 for stadium improvements 
that has grown to $10 million with interest. 

Tht Coliseum's private manager, Spectacor Management Group, also 
offered the team another $20 million cash and $145 million for the 
stadium improvements to remain in Los Angeles. 

"I'm very pleased at this point." Coliseum President N. Matthew 
(iKisMnan .said Tuesday, several hours beibie the team and Coliseum 
and city officials scheduled a mid-afternoon news conference to formally 
announce the deal. 

Over the years, some have perceived Davis as a greedy team owner, 
leveraging one town against another. But others thought Davis had been 
lied to b\ the Coliseum and had every right to work the best deal he could 
for the franchise.

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City of Tallahassee 
to get green-spaces 
with new initiative

Tallahassee City Commissioners unanimously approved a plan 
Wednesday to purchase fragile lands and other choice green-spaces for 
preservation. 

City Commissioners approved the green-space acquisition program with 
few changes to the plan submitted by the city's environmental services 
staff. City Commissioner Jack McLean was away on other city busmess 
and did not vote on the issue. 

The green-space program was designed to identify and purchase 
aesthetically pleasing undeveloped land as well as lands providing a 
habitat for endangered plant and animal species. The progi am will be 
paid for by a Land Bank Fund which currently holds $1.5 million. New 
budgets for the program will be submitt^ yearly. 

The idea for the land acquisition program was developed last year by 
city planning department officials. But it was put on hold because of the 
referendum on green-spaces that failed in a county-wide vote in May. 

The program will work like this: First, city staff will take 
recommendations for potential green-spaces from private citizens and 
local experts. Then the parcels will be reviewed and judged on several

Former FSU RA cries 
foul over losing job

Two weeks ago. Florida State University Residence Hall Assistant 
Brian Zwolinski"s past came back to haunt him. 

According to Zwolinski, a 25 ♦year -old former RA in Cawthon Hall and 
a recovering alcoholic, the FSU housing office fired him Aug. 31 after 
discovering he had been convicted four times of driving under the 
influence of alcohol 

Zwolinski's last DUl. in Augu.'^t, 1989, involved a near-fatal auto 
accident for himself and a friend. As a result, he spent the next five 
months m the Leon County Jail and is .serving a year of probation. He 
said hasn't had a drink since, and regularly attends Alcoholics 
Anonymous meetings. 

Despite his past DUI convictions, the FSU housing department selected 
Zwolinski to be an RA last summer and once again this fall. Zwolinski 
says his criminal record and probationary status have never been an issue 
with the housing department before. 

"I got the job figuring the school already knew about it and was just

First FSU Faculty Senate meeting addresses budget cuts

The hot topics at Florida State University ^ firs^t faculty 
senate meeting of the academic year were the university's 
bud^t and the future of FSU's independent foottell program. 

"It's not a pretty picture but we must hear it," said Faculty 
Senate President Alan Mabe. before introducing Tom 
McCaleb. FSU's asscx-iate vice president of academic affairs. 

McCaleb spent 25 minutes Wednesday afternoon di.^cussing 
the recent budget cuts and how thev will afTect FSU 

Gov. Bob Martinez and hi.-^ cabinet decided Tuesday to make 
a 5-percent budget cut for all state agencies. Those cuts will 
affect all nine schools in the state university system, 
including FSU. 

McCaleb said spending cuts will be made in areas that 
should not directly afTect the university. He said cuts were 
already made in the university's Panama City branch but 



It shouldn't (ii-turb it> operations. 

"On paper, we've -hut the place down, but teachers going 
there will still gel paid. ' McCaleb said 

McCaleb .said deans and director> of colleges and schools 
will have some decision in where the budget cuts will come 
from. 

"We're giving deans and directors maximum latitude on 
how to handle budget reductions," he said. "We are going 
to give them a percent amount and let them decide how to 
handle the reductions. " 

Mabe said the budget cuts will hurt F'SU 

"We are l>ecoming a national university and we need the 
resources to act like one." he said "It will be a painful year 
if we are held to a 5 percent reduction." 

Bob Goin. FSU's athletic director, was also at the meeting. 
Coin discussed the future of FSU's football program and 
w^hich conference, if any, it would join.

Blitz Souter 



The vSenate Judiciary Committee begins confirmation hearings 
today to decide whether David Souter should replace William 
Brennan and hecome the newest member of the U.S. Supreme 
Court. The big question facing the committee at the moment is 
whether it's appropriate to drill the reclusive New Hampshire man 
on specifics. 

The argument against doing so is compelling. To subject the 
judicial branch to political football between the legislative and 
executive branches belittles the system of checks and balances 
Ideally, appointments should be based on qualifications alone; 
making ideology a factor violates the court's integrity. 

Unfortunately, the integrity of the court has already been 
violated. It was former President Ronald Reagan who looked at 
ideologj' above all else when he made his four conservative 
appointments. They now threaten a majority on the bench and a 
reversal on court positions ranging from affirmative action to 
abortion to due process. 

Brennan's presence was all that stood between rights as we now 
know them and the conservative tide. He provided the crucial fifth 
vote in many important decisions, and it was his experience and 
tact which helped sway others to his position. 

Souter may be the man to replsure him. Indeed, there's no question 
about his competence: a Harvard graduate, a Rhodes scholar, a 
former New Hampshire attorney general and Supreme Court 
justice— he is amply qualified. 

But there are questions about where he stands on ^me of the 
mmt important issues facing the court. 

For the most part, Souter's views are unknown. Unlike Robert 
Bork, the Reagan nominee who was reacted by the Senate because 
of his outspoken conservatism, Souter hasn*t left much of a paper 
trail. But what little evident there is to be interpreted is 
disconcerting. 

For example, Souter once wrote an opinion upholding a 
defendant's conviction despite a failure on the part of the police 
to obtain a proper search warrant. That seems to indicate a lack 
of sensitivity on Souter's part to the importance of due process. 
And Souter once called affirmative-action rules "affirmative 
discrimination"— clearly indicating a failure on Souter's part to 
see such programs as the best solution to racial injustice. 

The Senate needs to ^nfront Souter about those decisions and 
statements. At this crucial juncture in the court's history, his 
positions on due proce^, affirmative action, abortion and freedom 
of expression need to be spelled out loud and clear. 

As far as the political football argument goes, it would be unfair 
to make the Democrat-controlled legislative branch play by the 
rules when the Republican-dominated executive branch clearly 
hasn't. If Souter's commitment to protecting the rights of the 
minority from the tyranny of the migority isn't as strong as 
Brennan's, the Senate should drop him aiMl wait for a better pass.

While we do not 
refer for abortion, we do discuss it as an option in 
a counseling situation and offer post-abortion 
counseling too. It is not our intent to frighten or 
manipulate any woman into making a decision 
about her pregnancy. We are compassionate about 
her situation and provide support and friendship 
regardless of her decision.

TEHRAN— Iran's spiritual leader, dramatically undercutting his 

nation's condemnation of Iraq's annexation of Kuwait, urged Moslems 
Wedne»iay to fight a holy war to force U.S. troops out of the Persian Gulf. 

The call from Ayatolla Ali Khamenei came a day after President Bush, 
in a speech to Congress, renewed his pledge to keep troops in the gulf 
region until Iraqi leader Saddam Hussein withdraws from Kuwait. 

"The struggle against... U.S. plans to get its hands on the Persian Gulf 
will be considered a jihad," Khamenei said. 

"Moslem nations will not permit" American forces to stay in the region, 
said Khameini, the successor to the late Ayatollah RuhoUah Khomeini 
as Iran's leading religious figure. 

A jihad is a Moslem war or struggle fought as a religious duty against 
enemies of Islam. Saddam, in appeals for support to the Arab world since 
his Aug. 2 invasion of Kuwait, has also called for such an uprising. 

Khamenei, who said any Moslem killed in the jihad would be 
considered a martyr, lashed out at Arab states, such as Saudi Arabia 
and Egypt, that have cooperated with Bush and allowed "the U.S. 
aggressor to enter their countries and the region." 

BANGKOK, Thailand—Cambodian rebel and government 
leaders, following up on their breakthrough acceptance of a U.N. peace 
plan, were calling for a voluntary cease-fire and began winding down 
radio propaganda battles Wednesday. 

The i^ace agreement meanwhile was endorsed by both China, which 
has backed the hard-line communist Khmer Rouge rebel faction, and 
Vietnam, which suppcrts the Cambodian government. China also said 
it was ready for the first time to establish contact with the Cambodian 
government. 

Prince Norodom Ranariddh, commander of a second of thrt^' resii^tance 
factions, said. "Even before a formal agreement is reached, all 
Cambodians, if they really want peace, should create a peaceful, safe 
environment for implementation of a peace agreement." 

"I am very favorable for a self restraint cease-fire, " he told reporters. 

Cambodian Prime Minister Hun Sen made a similar call for a 
voluntary cease-fire before leaving Jakarta, Indonesia where the four 
Cambodian groujw— who have wag«l a guerrilla war for more than a 
decade— Monday agreed to accept a U.N. peace plan. 

The breakthrough accord, designed to establish a transition 
administration so that a cea-'je-fire can take effect and free elections can 
be held, sets up a four party Supreme National Council and commits 
the factions to a major United Nations role in the interim government. 

CANBERRA, Australia— Environmental demonstrators chained 
themselves to a wall of the Japanese Embassy Wednesday to protest 
continued driftnet Ashing in the South Pacific by Japanese trawlers. 

Police nK)v^ in and arrested 13 protestors who later appeared in the 
Australian Capital Territory Court charged with offensive behavior and 
were ordered to appear in court in C^rtober, police said. 

The protestors, organized by members of the Greenpeace Foundation, 
also draped fishing nets around the embassy building Six of the 
protestors had to be cut free of their chains, police said. 

Greenpeace coordinator Mollie Olsen requested a meeting with 
Japaneese Ambassador Hiromu Fukada, who declined to receive the 
demonstrators. 

"We wiuited to ask the ambassador when Japan planned to pull out 
of driftnet fishing internationally," Olsen saul. 

Environmentalists say drift nets are ecologically devastating because 
the nylon mesh— almost invisible in the water— stretches out over miles 
of ocean, catching virtually all animal life passing by. The United 
Nations has called for the elimination of drift nets within the next few 
yeaars, but not all fishing nations have agreed to abide by that decision.

The Senate Appropriations Sub- 
committee on Health and Labor 
voted to include no money for 
disaster relief funding to the 16 
cities with the highest concentra- 
tions of peoplo suffering from ac- 
quired immune deficiency 
syndrome. 

The Ryan White AIDS Act 
recently passed by Congress and 
signed by Pr^ident Bush had 
authoriz^ $3(X) million in funds 
to help those cities deal with the 
burden of tr^ting pe^lQ with the 
deadly disease. 

Although no relief money would 
be available in fiscal 1991, Lor- 
raine Voles, press secretary for 
Sen. Tom Harkln, D-Iowa, who 
chairs the subcommittee, said the 
panal did set aside $300 million 
for AIDS disaster relief to the 
cities in fiscal 1992. 

W ASHINGTON-The Senate 
approved a mandatory 
seafood inspection program 

Wednesday, bringing fish and 
shellfish under the same stan- 
dards now applied to beef, pork 
and poultry. 

In a bitter fight, which split bo& 
parties, the Senate voted 59-39 to 
have the Agriculture Department 
carry out the new program, 
despite the vehement protests of 
senators who backed the Com- 
merce Department and Food and 
Drug Administration. 

The bill passed by voice vote and 
sent to the House but Sen. Ted 
Stevens, R- Alaska, said it would 
be vetoed. 

Seafood is a big and growing in- 
du^ry. Americans spent $28.3 
billion on fish and shellfish last 
year and another $2.4 billion 
worth was exported. 




GAINESVILLE-Gov. ' Bob 
Martinez announced Wednes- 
day that 

the Attorney General's Office is 
allocating $941,639 to law en- 
forcement agencies investigating 
the slayings of five Gain^viHe 
students. 

"The investigation into the 
Gainesvi^ murders is at a crucial 
stage and this assistance will give 
authorities the recourse they need 
to complete the investigation and 
fully protect the public," Martinez 
said. 

Meanwhile, about 200 National 
Guardsmen and other military 
people searched wooded areas 
near suspect Edward Hiunphrey's 
Gainesville apartment and In- 
dialantic home. 

The Orlando Sentinel reported 
Wednesday that it had obtained a 
copy of the warrants used to ex- 
ecute those searches and that the 
warrants listed 30 items, in- 
cluding a knife with a blade four 
inches long or longer, body parts, 
women's undergarments, a black 
hood and video or audio tapes of 
the slayings or pictures of the 
vicims.

FSU student assaulted 

A Florida State University female student was 
sexually assaulted at Florida High Tuesday evening. 
FSU police spokesperson Jack Handley said 
Wednesday. 

The 24-year-old woman was walking to her Chapel 
Drive apartment from campus when she entered the 
school, reportedly to take shelter from a rain storm. 
While standing in the hallway, two males approached 
her and one fondled her breast. They then attempted 
to make further advances, said Handley. 

The victim fought back, hitting one of the males 
with her book bag, and was able to get away. 

"FSU police are currently conducting an 
investigation into the attempt^ ^xual battery," 
Handley said. "We haven't develop^ any suspects 
at this time." 

But according to Handley, police don't think any 
Florida High students were responsible. The victim 
was not injured, although her blouse was torn. 

Attempted grocery theft 

A homeless man was arrested after attempting to 
steal several pieces of meat from a Winn Dixie store 
Tuesday, said Tallahassee Police Department 
spokesperson Jack Adkins. 

The suspect, 46-year-old Samuel Johnson, tried to 
leave the store at 111-39 S. Magnolia Dr. with a 
grocery cart fuU of goods. The manager stopped him 
at the door, and Johnson threatened the manager 
with a knife. Several employees detained the suspect 
until police arrived. 

Johnson was charged with grand theft and 
aggravated assault with a deadly weapon. He was 
taken to Leon County Jail where he is being held 
without bond. 



Johnsons cartload of wine and meat was estimated 
to be worth $304.93, said Adkins. 
No one was hurt. 

Attempted home burglary 

An attempted burglary was thwarted by a 
suspicious neighbor Tuesday, .said Adkins. 

The neighbor .saw two males lurking by a residence 
at 2131 Berkshire Dr and called police XMien officers 
arrived they caught the two suspects, who were 13 
and 14 years old, before they entered the house. 

"It appears that due to the neighbor s call and the 
quick response of the officers, the suspects h-^d not 
yet b^n in the house," said Adkins. 

No dama^ was repeated. 

Both suspects were charged with burglary and 
released to relatives. 

Radioactive tool stolen 

A radioactive moisture-density gauge and its steel 
case was stolen from a resiotence at 1630 Balkin Rd. 
sometime Tuesday, said Leon County Sheriffs Office 
spokesperson Dick Simpson. 

The instrument, which is used for testing land 
moistuie, is worth about $6,500 and contains Cesium 
americium, a radioactive substance. It could be 
dangerous if anyone were to come in direct contact 
with it. said Simpson. 

"Used properly, the operator is monitored by a 
gauge (to help prevent contamination), but if the 
burglar doesn't know what it is aiul breaks it or tries 
to take it apart, there could be some concern with 
nuclear radiation," he said. 

If the instrument is broken, Simpion warned people 
to stay at least 25 feet away.

factors so the list can be narrowed. Whether a site 
contains rare, endangoed, and threatened plants and 
animals and whether building city facilities near the 
land can increase its value are among the 

considerations which will be taken into account. 

After a streamlined list of land parcels is decided 
upon, the individual areas will be sent to 
commissioners for approval. 

City Commissioner Dorothy Inman-Crews 
expressed concern that some latfds might be bought 



under the guidelines of the green-space program even 
if they are already protected under environmental 
provisions in the city's comprehensive growth plan. 

"I wmtld like to have more comfort in knowing how 
we would ^lin^te between lands that should be 
purchased in the (green-^>ara program) and lands that 
would have been set aside anyway because of 
restrictive policies in the a»aprehensive plaa," she 
said. 

But City Environmental Engineer John Buss said 
the criteria wiW be made more specific as the program 
gets rolling so there won't be any overlap. 

"We will expand on how that will be decided," Buss 
said.

giving me a chance," he said, adding that his past 

record should not be an issue after he's proven to be 
a success at the position. "I've done a great job this 
summer. I think I've proven myself with what kind 
of job I can do and what kmd of person I am. 

'I admit I've done some bad things in the past, but 
I'm trying to change my life around. A university 
should foster growth and give people the opportunity 
to letter their lives." 

According to Greg Stevens, assistant owrdinator of 
Cawthon Hall, FSU's RA selection process involves 
a succession of fairly intensive int«>views with the 
applicants, 

"It's a selective process because not everyone who 
applies IS hired, " Stevens said. "Certain information 
is checked on to make sure they fulfill basic 
requirements." 

Zwolinski and his lawyer met with housing 
department officials last week to discuss a pc^ible 
lawsuit, but Zwolinski said the department protected 
itself by reassigning him to a "pencil-pushii^" office 
job. 

"They did that so I couldn't sue them for financial 
loss," he said. 'They're trying to make it so I'm not 
losing any money on it. It was basically a political 
move." 

Rita Moser, head of university housing, refused to 
comment on Zwolinski's csm. 

Zwolinski said he contacted the American Civil 
Liberties Union's state office in Miami to handle a 
possible discrimination lawsuit, but was turned away 
because people on probation are not protected under 



discrimination laws. 

A lawyer with the Tallahassee ACLU chapter 
(K)nflrmed that discrimination laws don't apply to 
people on probation. 

Zwolinski discussed the matter with Student Body 
President Trey Traviesa, and is willing to take it as 
far as University President Bernie Sliger. 

According to Traviesa, Zwolinski's past should have 
been considered only when he was applying for the 
job, not after he had the position. 

"From the looks of it liyht now, he's got a pretty 
g(x>d case," Traviesa said, pointing to the student 
support behind Zwolinski. "If he was in fact 
mistreated, it's my duty m student body president to 
provide him equity." 

Leading the student support behind Zwolinski's 
fight is Patrick Burns, a resident on Zwolinski's floor 
last summer. According to Burns, a petition with the 
signatures of over 200 university staff members and 
residents was sent to Traviesa and the housing 
department. 

"I looked up to him a lot this summer," said Bums, 
a graduate student in accounting. "Anybody who 
could overcome scmie^ing like that is definitely a role 

model." 

Burns argued that alcoholism was a problem with 
many residents who lived on his floor this summer, 
and Zwolinski was more capable of dealing with their 
problems than other RAs who had never experienced 
alcoholism fir^and. 

"Brian was able to talk to them, and his experience 
alone was enough to help them," Bums explained. 
"Who do you leara more from— someone who has b^n 
around the block, or someone who doesn't know 
where the block is?" 



Vampire ants bite the little ones

Vampire ants 

There's a species of ant living on the j£^ane% 
islands that's been discovered to have a very {^uliar 
behavior— it sucks blood. 

According to Walter Tschinkel, a biology professor 
at Florida State University, the Japanese ant exhibits 
a specialized form of cannibalism. The queen and 
worker ants were observed biting larval ants and 
drawing on tl^ir blood for food. 

Tschinkel said the iMt>c^ didn't hurt the larva. In 
fact, they recover very quickly, and can be '*ta|q)ed 
into" many times. 

It s like going to hson County blood bank," 
Tschinkel said. 

The queen ant of Leptanilla japonica, as the sj>ecies 
is known by biologists, is believed to depend solely 
on a diet of larva ant blood, Tschinkel said. 

And like their undead counterparts, vampires, 
Japane^ ants cbn't care much for the upper world. 
Tschinkel said the ants spend their whole lives 
underground, searchi^ thrmigh tiunmnds of tunnels 
for food and sucking the blood of their young. 

The Japanese ant has been known to scientists for 
a long time. But only recently was this behavior 
discovered. Tschinkel said this is not unusual 
con.^idering how difTicult it is to obst^rve their behavior 
in a natural underground environment. There may 
be even stranger things ants are doing out of sight 
from reseait:her8. 

"Until they come up with wmething like SCUBA 
gear for r^earch uiuierground, many disrovo-ies will 
remain uncovered," he ^id. 

Finding the fifth force 

There are fcmr known forces in the universe- 
gravity, electromagnetic, weak and rtrong nuclear 
forces— and some scienctists believe there may be 

more. 

Nine groups of researchers across the country are 
currently looking for evidence that would support the 
theory that a fifth force exists, acx;ording to Paul

Cottle, assistant professor of physics at Florida State 
University. 

Cottle said this force is believed to have an area of 
effect somewhere between the known forces. The 
nuclear forces have ranges on the order of 10 to the 
minus- 15 meters; gravity and electromagnetism have 
very large ranges of up to millions of meters. The fifth 
force is thought to have a range of a few hundred 
meters. 

Scientists are searching for evidence to support the 
fifth force by measuring minute differences in the 
effects of gravity on certain elements. Cottle said one 

method uses Galileo's famous experiment of dropping 
two blocks of different elements and determining if 
one hits the ground first— only this experiment is 
conducted within a vacuum. 

The force is believed to be element -dependent, with 
each element being affected by slightly different 
intensities. If the blocks consistently hit the ground 
at different times, Cottle said, this would provide 
evidence for a fifth force. 

Another method designed to measure a possible fifth 
force utilizes a platform which is aUe to turn easily. 
Blocks of different elements, like copper and uranium, 
are placed on the platform and the whole affair is ^t 
up near a massive object such as a mountain. 

Cottle said if the theory is correct and the fiflh force 
"pulls" on elements with varying intensity, then a 
block of one of the elements would have a stronger 
tendency to move toward the mountain. Sensitive 
springs are attach^ to the platform to measure the 
pull. 

So far, the researchers are split <m the results of 
their findings. Cottle said five groups believe they 
have found support for a fifth force and the remaining 

four conclude that it just doesn't exist

T>u' Cook. The Thief Tie Me Up, Tie Me Down and 
Henry: Portrait of a Serial Killer. 

Willi Orvhul and tne soon to be released Rampage 
were cut to MFA.A standards. Henry and June and 
Life Ls Cheap But Toilet Paper t,s- Cheaper have yet 
to be released. 

This has stirred up quite a bit of controversy in the 
film industry because most theaters will not carry an 
X-rated or unrated film. An X can be equated to the 
death penalty for a film.

TPD officer hurt in crash 

A Tallahassee Police 
Department ofTicer and a 22-year- 
old police trainee were hurt in a 
one car crash while chasing a hit 
and run suspect Wednesday 
night. TPD spokesperson Jack 
Adkins said Thursday. 

Officer Steve Lambert was 
eastbound on Putnam Drive when 
he lost control of his car and 
struck a tree. Lanihert and 
Robeito DiCnmzalez. a TPD officer 
in a separate car. were chasing a 
1979 Oldsmobile Delta 88 when 
the accident occurred. 

The driver of the Olds. Cahm 
Thompson, was traveling south on 
Magnolia Drive when he allegedly 
ran a red light at the intersection 
of Apalachee Parkway and hit a 
1986 Mitsubishi pick-up truck, 
driven by 29 year -old Frank L<n%is 
Kalesnik. DiGonzalez was m the 
parking lot ot" the Parkway 
Shopping Center around 10 p.m. 
when he heard the collision and 
saw Thompson, 26, driving away. 

DiGonzalez and Lambert chased 
Thompson, who gave no address, 
several blocks until he stopped on 
Brighton Drive near Putnam 
Drive, where Lambert crashed 
DiGonzalez arrested Thompson 
and charged him wiih leaving the 
scene of an accident, felony 
criminal mischief, fleeing and 
attempting to elude an officer, 
running a red light, driving 
without a driver's license and 
possession of marijuana 

According to Adkins. Thompson 
may have had a seizure after he 
was arrested. 

"When placed in the back of the 
patrol car. he kicked the door out 
from the frame, causing heavy 
damage," Adkins said. "He was 
taken to TMRMC (Tallahassee 
Memorial Regional Medical 
Center) to determine whether or 
not the seizure activity he 
exhibited was authentic " 

Thompson was later taken to 
the Leon County Jail where he 
was released .>n ?3.25n bond 

Lambert and his passenger. 
Enid Heather Malloy, were both 
taken to TMRMC. Malloy suffered 
bruises on her chest and was 
released. Lambert suffered from a 
dislocated finger, a broken 
collarbone, a broken left leg and 
a split left kiu-ecap Lambert is 
still at TMRMC and will undergo 
surgery to repair his leg 
Kalesnik. of 177 Bnttam Dr.. was 
not injured. 

The Olds Thompson was driving 
was registered to Barbara 
Williams and received some front 
end damage, but police had no 
daniaiie estimate. Kalesmk's 
truck received an estimated 
SI. 000 damage and the patrol car

DAMASCUS, Syria-U.S. Secretary of State 
James Baker arrived in Syria Thursday night for 
talks with President Hafez Assad in an apparent 
indication that relations between the two countries 
have thaw^ as the gulf crisis has heated up. 

Damascus and Washington, long at odds with each 
other over Middle East policy, have found themselves 
m the same trench in the tense crisis touched off by 
Iraq's Aug 2 invasion of its oil-rich neighbor Kuwait. 

Baker. f,Teeted at the airport by Syrian Foreign 
Minister Farouk al-Sharaa', was scheduled to hold 
intensive talks with Assad Friday on their common 
response to the Iraqi invasion. 

His visit coincides with an anm^uncement by A^d 
that Sjrria was prepared to dispatch more troo{^ to 
serve in a U.S. led multinational fon^ d^loy^ in the 
gulf region to deter Iraqi aggression. 

Syria. Iraq's main rival in the Arab world because 
the two countries are governed by rival wings of the 
Baath socialist party, has already sent 3.000 troops 
to Saudi Arabia and the United Arab Emriates. 

Assad has also joined the United States in 
condemning the Iraqi invasion Kuwait and 
^manding the immediate withdravml of troc^ from 
the occupied emirate. 

Such cooperation with U.S. policy has made 
Washington take a fresh look at Syria, long on its list 
of countries that support terrorism.

W ASHINGTON-David Souter, trying to prove 



he de.serves a seat on the Supreme Court, told the 
Senate Judiciary Committee Thursday he believes 
Americans have far broader rights than those in the 
Constitution but he ref)eatedly avoided delvmg into 
the specific issue of abortion. 

On the first day of the committee's examination of 
President Bush's choice to replace liberal Justice 
William Brennan, &)uter, a quiet New Hampshire 
jurist, went to great lengths to dispel criticism that 
he may out of touch with the problems of average 
Americans. 

Showing an unexpecte^i hint of emotion, Souter, a 
50-year-old bachelor, stressed his Yankee 
independence and argued that the Constitution is 
grounded in a sense of limited governmental power 
and a l^lief that Americans had many unspecified 
rights, including a right to privacy. 

A right to privacy is one of the underpinnings of the 
court's 1973 Roe vs. Wade decision that women have 
a right to seek an abortion. While Souter said he 
believes in the privacy guarantees, he refused several 
times, under questioning from committee Chairman 
Joe Biden, D-Del., to specifically say vvhether he 
would vote to uphold the abortion ruling. 

TEMPE, Ariz.-McDonald's Corp. said 
Thursday it is moving toward opening its first 
restaurwt Imilt from recycled polystyrene— including 
some of the chain's own foam-molded food packaging. 

The new a)mpany-owmd McDonald's, set to open 
in Tempe in about three weeks, will include exterior 
wall sections built by Rastra Building Systems Inc.

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Combined postal 
printing services 
saves FSU money

Walter Butler's trying to fight inefficiency, bureaucracy and waste at 
Florida State University. 

But k I , dirtx tor of FSU s businefvc; services, oversees the new combined 
university postal and printing services. 

"It's real simple, actually," said Butler, who explained that the 
combination will save the school money. 

Butler said that when the departments were separate, a professor or 
administrator sending out collated mailers could go to either of the two 
departments and have the mailers folded, bound or stapled. 

When all was finished, the mailers would be addressed and taken to 
the post office and stamped full price (25 cents today). 

Since the post ofTice had many of the same machines as the print shop, 
Butler offered to combine the two departments. Because of Butler's ofTer, 
the university— which needed to update its machinery— only had to buy 
one $35,000 "glue-on label" machine, one $7,000 folding machine and 
one $7,000 "peel-off label" machine. 

FSU used to need two sets of machines. According to Butler, the 
combination of the departments also saved the university four labor 
positions. 

In addition to saving money, Butler created a more efficient office by 
getting updated machinery. 

The business office now has an automated forwarding service— which 
forwarded over 280.000 pie:es of mail the first three days of summer. 
Butler said his automated system tackles the job quickly; other university 
and U.S. Post Offices still look up new addresses and label envelopes 
by hand. 

"The U.S. Postal Service wouldn't even attempt it,*' Butler said. 

Cedric Spradley, supervisor of FSU's mail processing center, agrees. 

"We've come a long way from the Dark Ages," ^iradley said. "This 
place is top-notch." 

Now computers weigh and meter all mail. Mailing's ustd to take two 
weeks to process by hand With the new machines, it Dnly takes four days. 

Butler said the new machines do everything so well that the United 
States Postal Service onl; charges th'j university print shop 7.2 cents 
a letter. 

"We've already done all the work for them," said Butler. 

The postal machines are state of the art, with envelope stuffing 
machines running on a vacuum which puffs air to open envelopes. It 
puffs and it stuffs at 4,500 sheets per hour for seven-sheet documents 
and 6,000 sheets per hour for single sheets. 

"It runs so fast, the hardest thing to do is keep it loaded, " said Butler 
of his Pitney-Bowes machinery, which also seals and stamps the 
envelopes. 

Butler said the postal printing .sei-\'ice's main goal is to sen-e students. 
The services offered include facsimile machines, a mail-forwarding 
service and copying. 

But Butler said that while the postal department has all of the latest 
equipment to ensure speedy delivery, the print shop needs updating. 
Many of the machines are old and simply need replacing and others can 
be updated to save time, money and paper. 

"We're hoping to all be under one roof in five to eight years," Butler 
said, adding that plans are underway for a new building to house the 
whole operation.

McDonald's, the nation's largest fast-food chain, announced in April 
that it had established a "McRecycle USA" program, with the goal of 
purchasing $100 million worth of recycled materials for use in 

construction, remodeling and operations of its restaurants. 

NEW YORK-Philip Morris International will 
ship 20 billion cigarettes to the Soviet Union, where nicotine-starved 
smokers have waged riots and strikes to protest a national tobacco 
shortage, the company said Thursday.

on the lake m Innovation Park. Crow said ihv 
building's size and proximity to a power supply make 
it ideal for their needs. 

"TTiis is what keeps me up at night, " Crow said. 
"But I'm hopeful that the BOR will give us the word 
soon." 

The National Science Foundation will provide $66 
million over the next five years to get the ball rolling 
and the state has agreed to contribute an additional 
$58 million. Crow said the state's proposal to foot 
nearly half the bill was crucial in landing the facility 
in Florida. 

Although it will be located at FSU, the new facility 
won't be used exclusively by FSU researchers. 
Moulton said FSU will share it with Los Alamos, UF 
and the international scientific community. 

Fiction meets science 

The goal of the laboratory is to establish a state-of- 
the-art high-energy magnetic facility cajMible of 
supporting research that would advance the field of 
magnetics. 

With current technology, scientists are able to 
produce magnetic fields 35,000 times stronger than 
that of the Earth's. The research at the FSU lab will 
focus on increasing the intensity of the fields even 
further. 

Creating magnetic fields of this magnitude requires 
an enormous amount of energy. Crow ^id the 
electrical usage of the lab will be about 20 
megawatts— about what it takes to power Tallahas^. 

Los Alamos is providing the energy storage system 
needed to keep the powerful magnets going. Crow said 
this super batterv' is enormous, and may he the largest 
piecv: of equipment ever transported across land in the 

U.S. 

Magnets with stronger fields would improve the 
tools used in the medical technology of magnetic 
resonance imaging, or MRI, Cross said. 

MRI is used to produce images of the inside of the 
body. Cross said this allows doctors to do miraculous 
things like spot tumors and abnormalities in the brain 
without op>ening up the patient. It can even be used 
to monitor the development of fetuses, Cross said. 



The magnetic research will also benefit the closely 
related technology used in nuclear magnetic 
resonance spectroscopy. Cross said iMologists and 
chemists use this equipment to study the structure 

and function of molecules. 

"The magnetic fields interact with the components 
of the molecules." Cross said. '"We can learn hcnv the 
atoms are assembled to make a particular molecule. 
And with the new lab, we'll be able to study bigger 
and more complicated molecules than ever before." 

Moulton said researchers at the new facility will 
also focus on developing new materials for use in 
superconductivity This little understood phenomenon 
could be used to revolutionize power transmission, 
communication systems, computers and 
transportation via levitated trains. 

These breakthroughs in technq^ogv- aren't going to 
happen overnight. Cross said it's going to take hard 
work and cooperation on the part of re^archers to 
make it happen. 

"The technology is very sophisticated— everything 
about it is difficult to do." Cross said. "That's why 
it has developed so slowly over the past 10 years. 
Hopefully, the new facility will revitalize research." 

Sore loser 

In competition for the facilities, Florida established 
itself as a rising challenger to cutting-edge research 
in the U.S. The rejection was a hard blow for MIT and 
they have filed an apptnil to the National Science 
Foundation to reconsider the decision. 

MIT already has a fully operational magnetic lab 
and it would have been much easier, and less 
expensive, for them to incorporate the new lab. But 
the National Science Foundation was swayed by the 
state of Florida's support and the enthusiasm of the 
participating universities. Moulton said it doesn't look 
like they're going change their minds. 

"As far as we know we have a contract," Moulton 
said. "There will be no turning back. Were 
proceeding with our plans." 

Crow said the facility should open its doors in about 
18 months to 24 months with a final completion of 
all operations in five ye€U's. 

"This is a tight schedule," Crow said. "But we need 
to work together to make it happen. The National 
Science Foundation took a chance going with the 
potential of Florida. We don't want to let them down."

Same old story: FSU students 
criticize temporary housing

Mike Kurtz has only been at Florida State 
University for three weeks, but he's already had a 
more-than-sufficient dose of the university's 

Tl^ sopiK»iiM)re transfer student from Georgia Tech 
is one of many students who have been lost in the 
shuffle of the overcrowded housing situation and is 
now living in "temporary housing." 

"The housing office gave us two optjons: stay in the 
* temporary housing with some new furniture or move 
off-campus," said Kurtz, who is living in the lounge 
of Smith Hall. "These are perfectly reasonable 
options, but I just don't like the way they handled it." 

Kurtz said the housing office assigned a number to 
each applicant who was unable to get housing on 
campus, based on when they submitt^ their housing 
application. 

"When I applied for housing, my number was 95," 
Kurtz said. "Two weeks later, it was 50. In the middle 
of August they said they'd have a room for me in two 
to three weeks. Then they kept changing that, and 
now they say I won't get a room at all." 

Bonnie Glisson, student affairs coordinator in the 
university's housing department, said the temporary 
housing situation is nothing new. Cunrently there are 
30 men and six women in temporary housing. It 
happens every year because the university doesn't 
know how many students who apply for on-campus 
housing will actually show up. 

Glisson said that at the start of the semester there 
were 240 people in temporary housing. 

"It's a typical situation every year," she said. 

Glisson said all female students in temporary 
housing will eventually get rooms— "with a few 
exceptions." 

"A sonall number of men will also not get permanent 
housing," she said. "We're advising all students in 
temporary rooms about the more-than-adequate 
supply of off-campus housing very near campus." 

For those students who elect to stay in the 
temporary housing, Glisson said they will not recieve 



a fee adjustment because the temporary rooms- 
lounges and study rooms scattered throughout the 
university residence halls— are "as good as or better 
than most student rooms." 

But Nicholas Dix, one of Kurtz's three roommates, 
said that isn't true. 

"It's quite the contrary," said Dix, "This room is 
not conducive to studying. We have no desk and the 
furniture we do have is rickety." 

While this may be a typical situation at FSU, 
Florida A&M University Coordinator of Housing 
Activities T>'ler Combs said the prc^lems there aren't 
as bad. 

"We have no one in any type of temporary housing," 
Combs said. "It's always a very temporary situation 
at the very beginning of the semester." 

Dix and Kurtz Iwth charge that in some instances, 
students were moved out of temporary housing based 
on the low quality of certain temporary rooms rather 
than their jMiority numbers. Glisson (knied those 
charges. 

'Everyone was housed according to priority," 

Glisson said. "In a couple of rare instances, it's 
possible that a student may have been moved ahead 
of time due to lack of a telephone or an air-conditioner 
(in a temporary room), but it was very close to being 
in order." 

Dix was certain he would get housing because he 
was high on the list, but now he'll probably have to 
stay in temporary hou^ng. 

"I was No. 2 on the priority list over the summer, 
but once I got here it was a different story," he said. 

Glisson admits that assigning numl^rs to the 
students may have been a mistake. 

"We used this system because so many students 
wanted to know where they were on the list," she said. 
"Our computer allow^ us to inform each student of 
his or her priority number." Still. Kurtz and Dix 
are angry. 

"I understand mistakes, but I think they needed to 
be a little more honest about everything," Kurtz said. 
"They've been totally unprofessional." 

"They 're ju^ throwing us to the viUtures," Dix said.

Tallahasseans can see Ellis on Florida State 
University's Union Green tonight for free. 

"We haven't played Tallahassee for about six 
months and we're really excited about coming back," 
said Ellis in a phone interview. "We'll be doing 
material from my third album, which is still in the 
demo stage. In fact we're shopping ai-ound for a 
producer now. We're looking at people like Dave 
Edmunds, Don Was and Rodney Mills." 

Ellis first began playing guitar at the age of eight. 
Like most kids of that day, his first experience with 
the blues came through the recycled classics 
performed by such groups as the Animals and the 
Rolling Stones. But unlike other budding musicians. 
Ellis read notes and began investigating the original 
versions of songs by such blues artists as John Lee 
Hooker, 3o Diddley and Willie Dixon. 

In 1979, Ellis joined the band the Alley Cats, but 
in 1982, he left the Alley Cats to form his own band, 
the Heartfixers, named after a tune by Albert King. 
The group, which released several albums, stayed 
together until 1987. 

One of Britain's leading music magazines Juke 
Blues, recently named Ellis one of the top three white 
blues guitarists in America— along with the late 
Stevie Ray Vaughn and Johnny W^inter. 

"I like to work, and anybody who plays in my band 
had better like it just as much," said Ellis. "The 
groups I look up to are bands like the T-Birds, people 
that just keep playing until they finally win over a 
consistent audience for their music. Right now, we're 
playing a lot of places for the first 
time . . . we're building from the ground up, but when 
we're finished we'll have something to be proud of." 

With his first album for Alligator Records, Georgia 
Blue and the follow up, Fanning The Flames, Ellis is 
establishing a sound he calls "southeast blues." 
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Bluesman Tinsley Ellis plays on the Union 
Green tonight. 

"It's got a different sound than Texas or Chicago 
blues, a little more relaxed and a whole lot funkier, " 
he said. "I think it's more fun to listen to, but I may 
be a bit prejudiced about that." 

Ellis also has good news for all of you die-hard vinyl 
customers out there. All of his stuff on Alligator 
Records is still available on that endangered species, 
and it will be— as long as he has anything to say about 
it. 

"Tc me, there's still nothing better than a good old 
45 RPM," said Ellis. "Although I don't have anything 
against CDs, what I do resent is the fact of industry 
cannibalism. It's just people doing what they're told. 
But to me, the ^oof is what goes into the music, not 
what you play it back on. After all, you can't polish 
a turd." 

Tinsley Ellis plays on the Union Gre^'n Friday 
night at 9 as part of CPE's Coalition Day .Smack 
Leveau and Mean Season open up at 7.

"It's basically how reggae got started in Jamaica," said White. "When 
reggae started up it didn't get much air play. It was ghetto music and 
people looked down on it. So DJs put their sound systfem on a truck and 
brought the music to certain areas where it began to make an impact." 

White and Hegen plan to play a lot of new reggae Saturday night- 
like Shabba Rank's "I'm In Love 
With A Man Twice My -Age," and selections from Tiger and Shelley 
Thunder Although the two DJ's have an appreciation for reggae giants 
like Bob Marley and Peter Tosh, they think there are other areas of 
reggae that most Americans have yet to tap into. And they plan on doing 
their bit to help remedy that. 

"We want to show Tallahassee there is a whole other world of reggae 
besides Bob Marley," said Hegan. 

Hegan, who has been instrumental in bringing many reggae acts to 
Tallahassee in the past five years, claims the music stores in town are 
a virtual wasteland for new reggae music. 

"They just keep putting out revamped greatest hits of Boh Marley and 
Peter Tosh. You can't find any of the new stuff," Hegan said. 

This lack of exposure, said the FAMU DJ, contributes to a lot of 
misconceptions about reggae. He claims it's changed its tune greatly 
over the years. 

"The reggae that I play is not political, it's more sexual," said Hegan. 
"The days of being able to change the world by song is over. Dance Hall 
reggae has a ^nse of humor— it's nasty, funny and sings songs about 
life."

At the annual faculty art exhibit, garbage is a 
common m^ium. 

From car bumpers to newspapers and old T-shirts, 
the faculty of Florida State University are 
experimenting with various forms and abandoning 
classical methods. 

Sculptures are painted, murals have velcro stick- 
ons, and other pieces speak. 

Ed Love's sculptures, for example, are radiator pipes 
welded together and dea>rated with paint and grass.

Some works in the exhibit are collections of 
mundane objects that the artists themselves did not 
create. It seems like anyone can assemble objects in 
a refrigerator or paste pictures to cardboard. But it's 
the unique minds of these artists which is expressed 
in these pieces. 

Love, deeply interested in African culture— 
especially African-American— uses current materials 
and methods like chrome and other durable metals. 

One of the advantages to using these materials is 
they can be found in a junkyard. One of the 
disadvantages is that some people do not understand 
exactly hou- it is art. 

While many praise the newfound art movement as 
revolutionary, some critics call it "lost art" because 
the viewer often can't tell what it is and feels lost. 

The only way to decide is to see it.

Petrocky leads 
the life of a true coffee achiever; in addition to his music and studies, 
he hosts V 89's Banana Eskimo Show on Monday nights and works part- 
time as a hired bully at Leon High School. 

Drummer JefT Bryan comes all the way from Tallahassee. It was the 
opportunity to play music and study that beckoned him All The Way 
Here. He used to live outside the city limits. "Home Boy," as his mates 
call him, is the quiet member of the band. It takes a lot of concentration 
to keep up with some of the band's complex time signatures and funky 
beats; Bryan doesn't let them down. 

Alexander is a product of the mid-West. He also spent four years in 
the army, including some time in Central America. Not surprisingly, 
he majors in Latin American and Carribean Studies. Alexander's 
influences on the guitar include the recently departed Stevie Ray 
Vaughn. 

"What a loss! Stevie Ray and Hendrix are definitely my two main 
influences, especially Stevie," exclaimed Alexander. 

These axe-wielding giants are clearly evident in Alexander's playing 
and the band's over all sound. 

Singer Kermeen's pretty much succumbed to the moniker "Lucy" now, 
said band members. And when you s(h> her on stage, she does kind of 
look like a Lucy. She is a most egregious individual. She's really an Air 
Force brat and couldn't exactly remember where she was bom (she's been 
all over the world-literally ), so we settled on Atlanta for the purposes 
of the interview. Her voice is not only soulful, but she has the capacity 
for a haunting sound also. On stage, she appears to be in a trance-like 
state; plying the emotional spectrum for that perfect alloy of vocal and 
spiritual resonance. Whatever the situation calls for, she produces. She 
also works at Wooiworths. 

Right now you're probably all saying, "Well, sure, all that other stufl" 
is neat, sure, but, how do they sound?" 

Well, the band's own assessment that they are "foulnky." is accurate. 
But they also have the very likeable habit of sounding like California's 
own Red Hot Chili Peppers, with a slice of B-52's on the side. Petrocky's 
wild, bass slapping and Bryan's syncopated drumming lend a hellacious 
wall of rythym for "Lucy" and Alexander to work over. The dance floor 
is pretty much swamped with revelers w',en these guys are working the 
stage. 

The band claims not to have a "theme" to the band and swears they're 
not "political." 

"We a-e NOT! I repeat, NOT a Dolitical band! " 

That 's what Bassist Julian Petrocky and drummer Bryan pronounced, 
in unision no less, when I asked them about the political thing. 1 
convinced them that there wasn't anything wrong with being a political 
band and, well, the truth came out. 

Like I had suspected, the band is socially conscious. Take for example 
the band's song "My Daddy is a Cool Dude." This song is an adaptation 
of a black children's book that deals with inner-city life. The book by 
the way, was written by Karama Fufka, circa. 1975. The song itself does 
not come off as heavy or political, but it lets you know this band thinks 
about things other than the tired themes of heavy drmking or taking 
some skin heads bowling or u hatererl 

The band's song "Tina" is somewhat political; the song is about 
Margaret Thatcher. TINA is a parliamentary acronym for, "there is no 
alternative." 

You might have heard the group's original, "I Like My Space," on V-89. 
This is one of those son^ that stealthily defies categorization. It's stellar. 
It's bitchin'. It's boss. It's tripendicular. It's good. 

Dimestore Lucy isn't all serious, though. One of their kooky songs is 
called "As Bill See's it." The song is based on a real life character who 
has been known to utter some mighty peculiar things I was told that 
one time this person saiddn a quirky, high-pitched voice), 'You see that 
rain?. . .that's Rain!" Remarkable. 

The members of Dimestore Lucy watch some dubious television, which 
might contribute to their material. One show that definitely contributed 
was the televangelist Reverend Roosevelt Franklin's TV sermon. The 
band mentioned a certain "emergency prosperity plan"; you send the 
ReverendCive bucks and he tells the Lord about it, who in turn sends 
the payee(you) the winning Lotto numbers for that week. I wonder if 
the Lord accepts collect calls?

Radio program heats up homegrown scene

The scene around college campuses is always 
brimming with artistic talent and Tallahassee is no 
exception. But one of the main problems local artists 
face is finding a solid audience for their music and 
a venue to reach that audience regularly. 

Banana Eskimo, the brain child of Julian Petrocky, 
who has been a disc jockey at V-89 since 19§7, is one 
of Tallahassee's answers to that problem. 

The radio show, aired on Mondays from it) until 
midnight, began in mid-May. Although it emphasizes 
local music, the show also includes poetry and t'Lee 
Harvey's World Of America", a spoof talk show. 

"The phones were ringing and the demand was 
great," said Petrocky, the host of Banana Eskimo.

As 
Petrocky said, it is the only radio show in Tallahassee 
devoted to local music. 

"The objective of the show is not only to help and 
foster those who play in bands, but also to bring those 
bands a new audience," Petrocky said. 

Petrocky has an ambitious vision for Banana 



Eskimo. He is trying to influence more local bands 
to play on the show. Consequently, he said, more 
people should be attracted to live shows by local 

bands. 

Local band members seem to appreciate the show, 
and agree with Petrocky 's goal. 

"I think it's the first step towards a very good music 
scene— a well-developed music scene," said Brad 
Lewis, drummer for the local band Injuns. "It's not 
the final answer, but it is the first step." 

The show features all kinds of local talent. 

"It's always going to lean to alternative music," 
Petrocky said. "But Banana Eskimo has alao featured 
local blues and jazz musicians." 

Securing a spot on the show is pretty easy. Bands 
or musicians need to drop a tape in the Banana 
Eskimo box in Rm. 420 of the Diffenbaugh building 
on the Florida State University campus. In addition, 
they have to include a brief write up of who they are 
and what kind of music they play. 

Local musicians are usually granted airtime unless 
their lyrics are excessively vulgar or if the tape's 
quality is bad. 

Petrocky said he expects some of the tapes to be bad 
quality, but broadcasting it will only make the band

look bad. 

"I feel it's detrimental to the band to put it on," he said. "Once I say 
who the band is, they'd be marked men." 

V-89's pohcy of not broadcasting excessively vulgar lyrics is in keeping 
with Federal Communications Commission guidelines. 

V 89 s strict adherence to tape quality and cool music seem to have 
paid off, 

"I get calls from people saying, This is so cool/" Petrocky said. "In 
most college towns, for bands to get airtime, they have to pull a lot of 
strings." 

The show, according to Petrocky, has not just piqued Tallahasseeans' 
interest in local bands, but has also bolstered the sagging spirit of many 
local musicians. 

"Now what we are doing is getting not only bands which have been 
around and new bands, but also bands which have been defunct for eight 
or nine years like the Slut Boys," he said. "Now that the show exi,-ts. 
It's giving the bands a real reason to record. They are guaranteed at 
least 99 percent air-time." 

Of late, the other one percent of the show has been devoted to poetry 
readings by local poets. 

Mary Jane Ryals, a creative writing doctoral student at FSU who has 
read some of her poetry on the show, is excited about the recent inclusion 
of poetry readings to the show * 

i think it's gi eat," she said, " it takes poetry to some place other than 
a sheet of paper. 

"When we read, not only did we get a lot of callers, but for weeks 
afterward. I'd bump into people who had heard me. . .and they'd say. 
'Hey, I heard you. You were great."' 

But more importantly, Ryals said, poetry reading over the air has 
helped dispel a few myths about pc^ts. 

"It shows that poets are not old men with pipes and beards who sit 
around on their books and fart all night," she said. "They're regular 
people who like to have fun and drink long-necked Buds and hang out 
with their friends" 

Ryals says Banana Eskimo offers a viable alternative to The Grand 
Finale— where local poets hang out and frequently read their poetry. 

"The audience is not in front of you " she said. "To be a radio person, 
you could be very, very shy. If you want to go wild, you could go wild. 
Nobody's going to throw tomatoes at you." 

"The response has been great," said Doug McNamara, who also hosts 
the Eskimo show. "It hasn't even b^n advertised that much. It's been 
just word of mouth. 

"The response has been overwlwlming due to the strength of the 
writing community here." McNamara said. "It's a pretty innovative way 
to bring more exposure to the writing community here." 

The other regular feature of Banana Eskimo is "Lee Harvey's World 
of America." which is kind of a spoof of Paul Harvey's radio show. 

"It's meant to confuse and entertain," said Dave Morris, who does the 
Lee Harvey show. "A lot of episodes have to do with the awkwardness 
of a person that doesn't fit in, that kind of feeling of being really nefdy." 

And how popular has Morris' show been? 

"The response is amazing," he said. "A lot of jjeople don't think it's 
done locally . . . people enjoy having the music taroken up by a little weird 

talking" 

Banana Eskimo can be heard on V-89 Mondays from 10 until 
midnight.

Erk-less Eagles to 
play the Seminoles

Saturday, Florida State plays one of 
the two national champions it has on its 
football schedule. Chances are, the Sem- 
inoles prefer to play the one they meet 
at Doak Campbell this Saturday at 7 p.m. 

Georgia Southern, Division I AA 
champion last year, is no Miami— the 
Division I-A champion that FSU plays 
later. However, the Golden Eagles can't 
be taken lightly. They gave the Semi- 
noles a fight in 1988 when they led 10-7 
entering the fourth quarter before los- 
ing 24-10. 

"They did a great job and were a good 
football team, and came down and just 
took it to us all day long," FSU Coach 
Bobby Bowden said of the last time the 
two teams met. 

Georgia Southern, 1-1, had wen Ih 
straight games until last week's 16 13 
loss to Mi^le Tennessee State. Oddly, 
the Seminoles, 1-0 and ranked third in 
the FUunheau poll, now hoXA the longest 
win streak at 11 games. 

If the Grolden Eagles appear somewhat 
different, it may be due to the retire- 
ment of much-heralded Coach Erk Rus- 
sell. However, Tim Stowers, Russell's replacement, uses essentially the 
same offensive and defensive schemes. 

Offensively, Georgia Southern uses the option-style attack, which 
Bowden believes will be tough to shut down. Bowden said the Golden 
Eagles* offense is run "with precision.'* 

"You can't do what you want to <b all of the tiaw," Bowcbn said. "It's 
just a complicated offense." 

Bowden also said that as the game progresses, the Seminoles' defense 
should do better again^ the option since it will get a feel for the the 
way it works. 

Although the Seminoles are expected to win the game, Bowden said 
that the coaching stafT had to "really watch" the team this week so that 
they would be prepared to play Saturday night. 

"Getting in the right mental frame is a big thing," he said. 

According to Bowden, Georgia Southern may have b^n looking ahead 
to playing FSU, and that may have been a reason why the Eagles lost 
last week. 

"That (loss) will probably bring them back to their senses," Bowden 

said. 

"We better better be on our P's and Q's or we'll be in the same situation 
that Miami is in right now," FSU fullback Edgar Bennett said. 

Bowden believes that the Eagles, along with other teams that the 
Seminoles play, will play with extra mtensity in hopes to record an upset. 

"That's the biggest difference that we are now facing at Florida State 
than we were 10 years ago," Bowden said. "P«^le are after us. We're 
ranked high, and that used to not be the case. It used to be people who 
played Florida State said *so what?' But now th^ are wit to put a feather 
in their cap. They 've got nothing to lose, and we have everything to lose" 

Bowden said that he is going to tell his players that if they don't play 
their best, and Georgia Southern does, they are going to get beat 
Saturday. 

"We've got to manage not to get upset." he said. 

Key Georgia Southern players include quaterbg^k Raymond Gross, and 
running backs Joe Ross and Karl Miller. On defense, the Eagles are 
anchored by defensive end Giff Smith and corner back Rodney Oglesby . 

The Seminoles contini^ to work on their kicking game which gave up 
211 yards on both punt and kicked returns last week against East 
Carolina. 

Also against the Pirates, the Seminoles had a balanced offensive attack 
with 200 yards rushing and 187 yards passing Thev averaged 5.4 yards 
per play. They did have three fumbles, but only lost possession of the 
ball one time early m the game. 

Amp Lee leads Florida State rushers with 102 yards and a six yard 
average per carry. Bennett leads the Seminoles with three touchdowns, 
one rushing and two receiving. Lawrence Dawsey has the only other 
touchdown.

The Rattlers take on 
the Delta Devils at the 
Gator Bowl in Jackson- 
ville at 7 p.m. in the 
13th annual Bold City

FAMU takes the field for the first time since it was 
upset by Tuskegee, 39-34. in its season opener 

The Rattler's defense gave up 475 yaids in total 
offense in the opener, most of that yardage coming 
through the air. In the two weeks since that game. 
FAMU Coach Ken Riley has been working the 
defense— particularly the secondary— overtime. 

Riley was plea^ with the offensive effort in the 
first game. 

"Overall it was a decent performance offensively," 
Riley said. "We played well enough to win, but we 
still can improve. 

The Rattlers were led by running back Amir Rasul. 
He rushed for 166 yards to give him his fifth straight 
100-yard game dating back to last year. 

However, quarterback Tony Ezell continued to be 
a model of inconsistency as he complete 10 pas^s 
in 29 attempts for 141 yards, two touchdowns and two

Ezell's importance hasn't eluded Riley. 
"I've said it before," Riley said. "As Tony goes, so 
goes the team." 
Obviously, Riley was less than thrilled with the 

defensive effort. 

"We have a long way to go as a defonsive unit," 
Riley said. "Wv stunk defensively in the first game " 

Although the Delta Devils have already equait-d 
their win total from last yeai-— one— their defense is 
extremely poiou^. 

In two games this season, in which it won over 
Central Arkansas and lost to Arkansas-Pine Bluff, 
Mississippi Valley has gave up an astronomical 1,049 
total yards. In their loss to Arkansas-Pine Bluff alone, 
Mississippi Valley gave up over 700 total yards, 
including 400 yards on the gi'ound. 

Ciiven the fact that the Delta Devils allowed an 
avtM'age of 335 rushing yards per game, Rasul and the 
fulloacks Pat Reddick and Jonathan Jones expect to 
run the ball often. 

Jones is returning to action aft-er missing the opener 
with back spasms. 

"Jonathan Jones is healthy," Riley said. "Having 
him back gives us more versatility at the fullback 
position." 

Reddick will probably start at fullback due to the 
sprained knee suffered by starter Stacy LeMay m the 

first game. 

In tht' past, Mississippi Valley has been known as 
a program that throws the ball often. In 1984, the 
Delta Devils were led by quarterback Willie Totten, 
and wide receiver Jerry Ri<^, who is now a member 
of world champion San Francisco 49ers.

Tl» ACC currently includes eight schools: Duke. Mar>'land, 
Clemson. North Carolina. Wake F(»«^ Georgia Tech, NcHth 
Carolina State and Virginia. 

FSU's poyverhouse football team plays as an independent, 
but all other sports at the school compete m the Metro 
Conference. 

The athletic department has been wrangling with the 
decision siw» May when the SEC firrt mentioned FSU as 
a po^ible ex|»nsion t^un. The ACC started to woo FSU, and 
officials from both conferences recently visited Tallahass»>e. 

Oti^r ixMl^encbnt universities, including the University 



of Miami, are also considering joining a conference. 

The athletic board met Thursday with Coin to discuss the 
issue But since their meeting was before the ACC 
announcement was made, they couldn't make a final decision 

Goin told the board that if FSU joins the ACC. it will be 
at least 1993 before the Seminole football team plays 
inference schools. But he said every other sport would start 
conference play next fall. 

Several faculty members discus^ what the ACC— with 
teams like Duke and North Carolina— would do fw FSU's 
still-developing basketball team. 

'"We would get the best of both worlds," Goin said. "We 
would have S 1 .5 million of revenue a year if the civic center 
is full for all 16 home games." 

The school still has the option of staying atTiliated with the 
Metro Conference, which doesn't include football But many 
athletic lx»ard members said joining a conference would offer 
«x)nomic stability, becau^ money from bow 1 games is evenly 



split between each school. 

A big chunk of FSU's bowl money goes to academic 
departments, including scholarships. 

Charles Erhardt. athletic boiu d chair, said that while FSU 
has a winning football team right now and is raking in 
millions of dollars from bowl games every year, "what goes 
around comes around." 

"I think the biggest gamble (with staying independent > is 
losing football seasons and no bowl games, ' Erhardt saul 
"I think that's the bi^st reMon, if not the only reason, to 
go to a a>nferen(%." 

Sandon said there are several r^isons FSU should make 
the move to the ACC. The most important, he said, is 
academics 

"We are more academically compatible with institutions 
m the ACC," he said "They are by and large, with a few 
exceptions, the kinds of institutions 1 would like FSU to be 
a&'.jociated with."

Israel concerned 
about military aid 
to Saudi Arabia

JERUSALEM— Israel, long oppossed to large scale 
arms sales to its Arab neighbiirs. considers a proposed 
$20 billion purchase of sophisticated U S weapi^ins by 
Saudi Arabia a security threat and analysts said 
Sunday the deal could spark a Middle East arms race. 

"From our point of view, supplying such weapons 
in the above quantity and quality to countries which 
are still formally at war with the state of Israel most 
certainly does not . contribute to stability," Israel's 
Chief of Staff Dan Shomron said 

1 hope that this situation will be balanced to ensure 
Israel's te<"hnological superiority and deterrence, since 
in my view, a strong and deterrent Israel is a principal 
stabilizing factor m the Middle East, " Shomron told 
reporters. 

But Israel might not protest as loudly to its chief 
Western ally or lobby Congress as hard as in the past 
to halt siKh an arms sale to Saudi Arabia because of 
Iraq's Aug. 2 invasion of Kuwait and the subsequent 
American troop deployment in the region, analysts 
said 

Israel receives $3 billion a year in U S. economic 
and military aid, while also involved in research and 
development with the I'nited States, such as the anti- 
ballistic Arrow missile. 

'i must say if I were in (the Israeli) government I 
wouldn't advise the American government what to 
do," said Zeev Eytan, co-author of The Middle East 
Military Balance, an annual analysis of regional 
strategic issues, it's an An^rican ckcision. Of cmirae 
it's not too pleasant for us " 

While government sources said Israel regarded such 
a dea^ with Saudi Arabia -considered the largest arms 
sale in U.S. history— as a threat to the country's 
security, they emphasized that the United States w as 
aware of Israel's defense needs and would act 
accOTdingly. 

"We are preparing our forces for every possibility 
also in terms of training, also in terms of weaponry 

and also in the logistic field." Shomron said when 
asked about the alertness of the Israeli military to 
developments in the Persian Gulf 

The Saudi prop(->sal to buy highly sophisticated and 
advanced weapons came on the heels of assurances 
from the Bush administration that it would work to 
maintain lasers qualitative edge in the region. 

The Saudi arms purchases would include 385 M-1 
tanks, the main tank us^ by U.S. forces, and an 
uniH^i^i^ number of Apache helicopter gunships, 
the most sophisticated attack helicopter in the U.S, 
arsenal. It would also include between 20 to 28 Patriot 
missiles, which can intercept incommg ballistic 
missiles and aircraft. 

Israel has asked to buy two of the Patriot missiles, 
while the first of 18 Apache helicopters ordered by 
Israel were displayed last week at an Israeli military 
base. 

Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Arens also is in the 
United States this week for talks with Defense 
Secretary Dick Cheney and the latest developments 
are expected to be high on the agenda.

FSU parties ready for senate elections

As of today, students walking through Florida State 
University*s campus can expect to be approached by sign- 
carrying, slogan-shouting candidates running for seats in the 
^hool's student government. 

Campaigning will last until May 26, when students vote for 
64 student senate seats, five positions in the Graduate Student 
Union, eight Union Board seats and three senior class office 
seats. 

According to Elections Commissioner Ray Malloy, the ballots 
will also include slots for students to vote on 10 or 12 
amendments to the Student Body Constitution. 

Though voter participation in last spring's student 
government presidential elections nearly doubled to 4,057 total 
votes, Malloy expressed his dissatisfaction with the low 
percentage of students voting in FSU elections. 

"The problem is that the school's enrollment has been 
growing, so the absolute numbers of people voting has been 
growing But the percentage of students voting has remained 
fairly constant, around 16 17 percent, " Malloy said 

Andrew Arvesen, Archduke of the Monarchy Party, expressed 
disgust at the low percentage of student-participation m the 
elections. 

"I want to get peqale out there to vote, because it's their money 
student government wastes," Arvesen said, pointing out that 
$140 of students" tuition fees go to the Student Government. 
• The problem is students just sit around and whine instead of 
taking 10 minutes to vote " 

The only other party running against the Monarchy Party is 
the Seminole Party, which currently has a majority of the seat.> 
in student senate. Its Campaign Manager, Mat Bahl. said he 
hopes to increase students' interest in the elections by making 
the party's candidates mare accessible to students. 

"We're going to be all over campus listening to students . . . 
and just trying to keep them informed of the issues," Bahl said. 
**€hir record is open to serutiny ." 



But according to Arvesen the Seminole Flirty has avoided 
the issues most important to students in past elections. 

Arvesen said that the Royal Family plans to make an issue 
of tuition hikes, scholarships, recycling and student safety. 

"We're trying to put 'class' back into the ruling class," he said. 
"We're tryii^ to get politicians out of the government, and back 
into used car lots where they belong." 

Arvesen argued the only value the student government holds 
at FSU is that it provides a "soap box" for students' needs to 
be heard 

"The state legislature is only three blocks away 1 don't see 
why ut' re not down there e\t'ry da\ , " he said "Education is 
the future of the stale, and they are really frittering it away 
If we don't get off our duffs and do something about the Board 
of Regents lowering our funds, we're going to be in trouble." 

Bahl said the upcoming electior^ are important to FSU 
stucibnts because student government affects everyone on 
campus. He cited the fare free zone, the newly adopted multi 
cultural compwnent and the new union Grocery Store as 
examples of the Seminole Party's successes 

Bahl pointed to diversity as the one factor that distinguishes 
the Seminole Party from its opponent, the .Monarchy Party 

"We encompass everbody. We're regular students working for 
students," he said. "We are the most representative group on 
this campus." 

Bahl added that the Seminole Party will not sling mud during 
the race. 

"This election shouldn't be about accusations , . , or name 
calling, " Bahl said "We're running a campaign based on the 
issues and students '" 

Arvesen, however, has openly expressed his distaste for the 
Seminole Party. 

"The reason why we formed a year and a half ago is because 
we were disgusted,"' he said. "We want to fill the student 
^vemment with happy, intelligent, creative individuals, rather 
than a large herd of unhappy sheep being pushed around by 
a sick man with a whip."

The sheiks have sought Pentagon hardware for a long time, but 
Congressional supporters of Israel have always insured that the 
deals fell through Iraq's decision to roll through Kuwait provided 
a convenient excuse to change all that. 

Of course. Israel can't complain: it'll get a chestful of new wai- 
toys. tcto. Moshe Arens, Israel's Defense Minister, is scheduled to 
meet with Defense Secretary Dick Cheney today. Israel will need 
weapons, weapons, weapons, he is sure to argue, to maintain the 
military edsie it has over its Arab neighbors. 

The defense industry is licking its chops. Twenty billion dollars 
in cash from Saudi Arabia and another several billion from Israel 
is almost enough to get those gears cranking at the Cold War pace. 

Of cnur-e. the "defense industr>' relief act of 1990 " is not yet a 
done deai—otricially; Cungi*ess has 30 days to reject the agreement. 
However, with the DemcKrais lieatmg the war drum even louder 
than their supposedly more conservative rivals, that seems 
unlikely. 

Who can argue against the merits of big arms sales anyway? A 
b(X)ming defense industry means emplovment for millions of 
American^., a "healthy" economy and a sedated population, entire 
regions of the globe destabilized and ripe for democracy and free 
market exploitation. 

Contrary to what critics of U.S. policy m the Iraqi crisis have 
been arguing on economic grounds. L'.S. intervention in the region 
will pay Occupation expenses will be more than made up with 
arms sales revenue and gold from royal coffers. 

And whether we do the fighting, or let those we are going to arm 
to the teeth do it, that oh-so-vital oil will be oblHted at the price 
we decide is fair. 

Gee, all this for defending Saudi Arabian territorial integrity?

East German revolutionaries have 
had no say on reunification issue

A work displayed recently at the 
Tallahassee Gallery's Mav Dav 
political art exhibition b> artist 
Sharon Gilbert depicts a mass of 
East German citizens piuirini: in- 
to West Germany shortly alter the 
border between the two countries 
opened last November. 

In the photograph, the word 
"want" is superimposed on the 
backs of se%eral of the artist's 
unknowing subjects. 

The picture illustrates the 
understandable desire of many 
East Germans— for years sup- 
pressed under Stalinist 
communism— fcH" better consumer 
goods and the promise of a better 
life in general. 

But while the crowds mobbed 
the border in pursuit of Western 
coods and or residencv m West 
Germany, the organizations 
credited with bringing down the 
oppressive regime of former East 
German leader Erich Honecker 
were being trampled underfoot. 

For (^>position groups like New 
Forum and The Initiative for 
Peace and Democracy Now, the 
revolution to bring about change 
in East Germany within a 
socialist framework ended as the 
expansion of the large, powerful 
big-money West German political 
parties began. 

How o>uld th^e small groups— not even organized 
to the point where they could be caHed political 
parties— compete with reunification-hungry West 
German |»rties, like Chancellor Helmut Kohl's 
Christian Democrats or the Social Democrats, 
taunting commodity -starved East Germans with 
consumerism, freedom and prosperity? 

They couldn't. 

New Forum, consisting largely of East Crerman 
intelligentsia, formed alliances with workers and 
students to demand changes in the Honecker regime. 
The hi^y vocal group is credited with directing the 
early days of the revolution. 

But the oi^anization was suddenly a minmity as

many of its supporters— the majority of whom were 
workers— abandoned the opposition's format for the 
seeming nirvana of a reunified Germany under free- 
market capitalism 

New Forum admirably continued voicing its 
opposition even after the headlong rush into 
reunification became inevitable. The group was 
adamantly opposed to monetary union between the

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Orientation guide 
shows new students 
more than sights

M<^t new students ne^ someone to help them find their bearings and 
deal with the excitement and apprehension of "big-time" college life. 

As an orientation leader this summer, Kurt Ponchak guided many of 
thuse students in making the rocky transition from high school to college. 

But he wasn't a typical counselor. 

Poiu b.ak, a 23 year-old Florida State University senior communication 
studies major, has been blind since birth. He said his disability helped 
during orientation. 

"It sends a positive message about disabled people." Ponchak said, • It 
showed that everyone has a place and can do something. " 

Assistant Dean for Student Affairs Mary Coburn. who worked with 
Ponchak m the FSU orientation center this summer, agreed. 

"We had to make special arrangements so he could receive information 
m a form that was usable to him. but we all developed a special 
appreciation for him." Coburn said A: hrst we we-re unsure about how 
The students would react to him. hut onci they got to know him, everyone 
learned a lot about handling a disability." 

Ponchak said his decision to become an orientation leader was 
originally a whim. 

"It just funded like a good idea," he said. "Later. I figured it would 
give me a chance to use my communication skills and to see if I really 
did like working with people." 

Ponchak said he found the experience rewarding, esj^ially when the 
summer ended. 

'it was nice to come back this fall and have students recognize me 
and tell me how much I'd helped them," he said. "It was really nice 
knowing that I helped someone " 

Ponchak. a persuasive speaker who has traveled with PSl' s forensics 
team, plans to put his speaking talent to use in a law ciueer. 

i like to help people and I'm fascinated with the thinking side of law," 
said Ponchak, who plans to attend FSU s College of Law next year, it's 
a thinking i^r^n's world. Besides, it's a challenge, and I like' a 
challenge." 

Though he does his best to nullify any effect his disability has on his 

life. Ponchak said smne problems just won't go away. 
"Prejudice, of course, goes along with it," he said. The lack of mobility

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IS a problem as well." 

However. Ponchak is not about to let those things stop him. And 
although he plans to continue to meet challenges head-on, he doesn't 
feel he has to prove anything to anyone, himself included. 

"I'd like to educate people rather than prove anything to them," he 
said. *i consider myself an educator of the general population. I want 
to educate people so that they understand that disability doesn't 
necessau-ily mean inability."

Seminoles maul the Eagles 
with a second-string cast

Flniida State football fans may he the greatest 
beneficiaries of the schoors recent move to the 
Atlantic Coast Conference. 

It likely means no more teams like Georgia 
Southern on the same field as the Seminoles. The 
Division I-AA Eagles^ FSU's visiting foe Saturday at 
Campbell Stadium, were even only when they ran out 
of their tunnel before the game 

1 hi' final score was only 48-6 It could have been 
much worst- However, with the ACC's respectable 
teams and FSU's yearly non conference biggees like 
Miami, Florida and now Notre Dame, the Seminoles 
shouldn't be playing anymore ultra-duds. 

But the Eagles did provide FSU Coach Bobby 
Bowden with one luxuiy. He was able to play sec<^- 
and third-stringers a majority of tht game. 

"Our schedule is giviag us what we need," said 
Bowden. who is just three wins away from reach'ng 
the 200 victory plateau. "We did not need any of those 
top threes yet." 

The Seminoles. ranked third in the Flambeau poll, 
improved to 2-0 and extended their nation's longest 
win streak to 12. The Eagles fell to 1-2. 

Freshman Sean Jackson repla^d an ii\jured Amp 
Lee and rushed for 1 12 yards agaii^ a porous Georgia 
Southern defense. But not before Lee, who bursted a 
blood vessel in his hand, scored two touchdowns. Both 
times, Lee went into the end zone untouched, which 
probably means any one of the mothers among the 
62.1 1 1 Parent's Weekend crowd could have put on a 
pair of shoulder pads, and done the same thing. 

Georgia Southern's offense only gained 161 total 
yards. Most of the yardage came in the fourth quarter 
when CMieh Bobby Bowden gave his backup players 
some game time. It wutte worst beating in Georgia 
Southern history. 

Some of that may have had to do with comments 
published during the week by a Georgia Southern 
player. Each Seminoles" locker had on it a quote and 



the picture of Eagles defencter Giff Smith, who had 
lashed out some disparaging remarks against FSU. 

"We were pumped up They made some statements 
referring to us that we are a non-physical team, and 
that a lot of other Division i teams that they play hit 
a lot harder," tackle Kevin Mancini said. "We came 
out to prove something tonight." 

FSU's defense shut wrt Georgia Southern for over 
half of the game, allowing just bookend field goals in 
the first and fourth quarters 

The Seminoles, who gained 446 total yards, took the 
opening kickoff and drove 80 yards in 10 plays. The 
drive was highlighted by two screen passes from 
quarterback Brad John.son to fullback Edgar Bennett 
which gained 17 and 34 yards, respectively. Lee got 
the drive's touchdown on a three-yard run. 

Although he played just a little over one half, 
Johnson threw for 170 yards and cm^whdown. He 
completed 15 of 35 passes, and he threw iw 
interceptions for the second straight week. Johnson 
did get sacked once, and he fumbled. 

Overall, Johnson felt good about his performance, 
but he was a 'ittle critical about some of his mistakes. 

"I'm going to have to get better if we are going to 
be a better team," Johnson said. 

As Bowden predid^ during the week, it took the 
Semii^w* <kfense a little white to i^just to the 
Georgia Southern option attack. The Eagles gain^ 
three of their seven first downs on their second drive, 
which ended up as a 43 yard David Cool field goal. 
But Bowden liked what he saw. 
"Our defense was .strong. " he said. "We played the 
option as well as we could have. I thmk we'll see it 
next week too (against Tulane)." 

Defensive tackle Henry Ostaewski believes hard 
work paid irfT. 

"We worked all wwkon the option, and I thought 
we were pr^ty disciplii^d with it," said. "Tliey 
were saying that we were a finest team, and I think 
tonight we showed that we were a power team."

Florida State's Sean Jackson and Casey Weldon proved Saturday that 
if called upon, they 11 be ready. Both fared well in the Seminoles' 48-6 
win over Georgia Southern. 

The first time that the freshman tailback Jackson rushed, he picked 
up 12 yards. It was only a prelude of things to come. 

When the dust ^ttled and the ^Md numbers were adikd, Js^k^m had 
112 yards on seven ^ffries. His longest run from scrimmage was a 
51-yard pick up which gave FSU a firat-and-goal on the three-yiurd line. 
It was the longest FSU run since 1^8 when Ross went 53 yards 
against Michigan State. 

"Sean Jackson played well. He looked great tmiight," Coach Bobby 
Bowden said. 

Not bad for a guy who played quarterback in his first two high school 
games at New Orleans, La. last year. After Jackson was switched to 
tailback, he rushed for 1,071 yards and 16 touchdowns. He averaged 7.9 
yards per carry, and hB was named a prep AU-AflMrican.

Jackson, a New (Mmm native, said that he forward to playing 
Tulane next week. 

Another Semionole who saw extensive playing time was quaterback 
('asey Weldon, who played a majority of the second half Weldon, coming 
off shoulder surgery-, completed seven of his 13 pass attempts for 46 vards. 
His longest pass play was a 12 yarder to Lawrence Dawsey. He threw 
for one touchdown, and he had one pass picked off. The touchdown pass 
was the eighth of his career. 

We^m has played back-up at ^U fw three years. He played behind 
Danny McManus, CWp Ferguson, and Peter Tim Willis. He said that

in the play of the secondary, ' Riley said. "They did 
a good job with their downfield coverage." 

The game started out as if it was going to be another 
high-scoring affair like the Rattlers" 39-34 opening 
defeat. The Delta Devils took the opening kickoff and 
promptly marched 55 yards. A 16 yard touchdown 
pass from Willie Stewart to Tim Cotton gave the Delta 
Devils a 7-0 lead 3:56 into the contest. 

On its first possesion, FAMU went 62 yards— 53 of 
which came from its running tandem (^Rasui and Pat 
Reddick— to the Mississippi Valley four yard line But 
quarterback Tony Ezell fumbled the ball, and the 
Delta Devils recovered. 

Even though they didn't score on this drive, it was 
evident that the Rattlers would be able to move the 
ball. 

The next time FAMU got the ball, Ezell connected 
with tight end Greg Wynn for a 17-yard touchdown 
completion, tying the game at 7 7. 

After a Carroll interception, FAMU went to work 
again. This time, Rasul scored from 12 yards out to 
give the Rattlers a lead they wouldn't relinquish. 

The Delta Devils then took the ball 70 yai'ds, ending 
with a 13-yard, scrambling touchdown by Stewart. 

But the offensive show^ ended. 

After giving up 11 first downs in the first half, the 
Rattlers* defense clamped down, allowing only four 
more first downs. 

After receiving the ^cond half kickoff, the Rattlers 
took control They put together an 11-play, 69-yard 
drive which ended with a four*yard touchdown run 
by Rasul. 



When senior placekicker Jimmy Vertuno converted 
the point after, he became FAMU's all-time career 
scoring leader among kickers. He has 173 career 
IK)ints, and he needs 32 more to break the coring 

record 

Riley felt that the second half s opening drive was 
the game's turning point 

"That was crucial that we c^me out and scored right 
after half," Riley said. "That put the icing on the 

cake." 

Rasul added his third touchdown later in the third 
quarter to give FAMU the final margin of victory. 

Offensively, the Rattlers were led by Rasul— as 
usual. He gained 135 yai-ds on 24 carries to go with 
his three touchdowns. It is his sixth straight 100-yard 
plus game. 

Reddick continued to impress as he rushed 11 times 
for 65 yards w^hile filling in for the injured Stacy 
LeMay. 

Ezell continued to struggle, completing only 11 of 
his 26 attempts for 98 yards and a touchdown. 
However, he did stay away from interceptions after 
throwing two in the first game. 

"Ezell was eratic, and the passing game sputtered," 
Riley said. "He will have to play better next week." 

As well as the offense played, FAMU's defense was 
the big stoiy. 

"We made some big plays defensively in the second 
half, ' Riley said. 

Riley was also impressed with the composure the 
defense showed. 

"We made some mistakes, but we didn't give up," 
Riley said. "This game was a big confidence-builder 
for the defense." 

FAMU takes on Tennessee State next week at 
Bobby Dodd Stadium in Atlanta, Ga.

Florida A&M Univer 
sity students don't have 
to walk around campus 
alone at night anymore. 
Ycat the first time in the 
school's history, there is 
an Escort StMA'ice. 

Daryl Parks, FAMU 
student government 
president, initiated the 
Escort Service to ensure 
students' safety. Parks 
said it took four weeks 
to get the program, 
which started Monday 
night, off the ground. 

According to Parks, students' safety is just a phone 
call away. 

"This is for students, especially the female 
.students on crimpus." he said Monday. "We want 
our students to be safe and this will help ensure then- 
safety " 

Parks said the service, which is taking a $10,000 
chunk out of student government's budget, will

operate Sunday through Thursday from 7 p.m. until 

12:15 a.m. 

"It's money, money, money that's the reason we 
can t have this seven days a week," he said. "But 
the hours .should be sufficient. Why would anyone 
want the hours to go beyond what they are when 
our library closes at 12?" 

Franklin Turner, director of the Escort Service, 
said there are 40 male volunteers to do the escorting 
and 20 female dispatchers to handle phone calls. 

"My feedback from the young ladies is they 
wouldn't feel too secure with another young lady 
picking them up and escorting them around," said 
19 yearold Turner. "W^e're contemplating maybe 
having men and women work together, but not just 
women out there." 

Chaundra Sullivan, a FAMU student who works 
at the Escort Service, said she originally wondered 
why all the escorts were men. 

"I really questioned that. But then I figured that 
most people would feel more secure with a male over 
a female," she said "And the guys have background 
checks before they start working, so it's safe." 

The majority of the escorts are work study 
students or volunteers, which saves the .student 
government money, Parks said. But before anyone

FSU decision to join ACC brings 
big benefits, athletic and otherwise

Proponents of Florida State University's recent 
decision to join the Atlantic Coast Conference say 
the bottom line is money. 

"The biggest reason for Florida State to go into 
a conference is for long-term financial revenues," 
Charles Ehrhardt, FSU Athletic Board chair, said 
Monday "You can share the good years that some 
other schools have." 

The athletic board voted unanimously Friday to 
join the conference, after the ACC extended an 
official invitation Thursday. The Florida Board of 
Regents also approved the move on Friday, making 
it a done deal. 

FSU is currently independent in football, the 
school's only money-making sport, and competes in 
the Metro Conference for all other sports. 

Besides money from TV contracts, the nationally 
ranked 'Noles have been raking in millions from 
postseason bowl play the past several years. And last 



year more than $500,000 of the school's payoff from 
the Fiesta Bowl went to academic programs. 

But school ofTicials say there's no guarantee FSU 
will play a bowl game every year, and being in a 
conference— where schools divide the money from 
athletic revenues— will provide fmancial security. 

FSU officially becomes a member of the ACC on 
July 1, 1991. After that, any money the athletic 
department makes will be split among the 
conference schools— even though FSU won't play a 
full ACC football schedule until at least 1993 

According to FSU Athletic Director Bob Goin, the 
ACC schools divide all athletic profits like this; the 
first $500,000 goes to the individual university and 
the next $100,000 is divided equally among the 
schools. Half of the remaining money goes to the 
individual university, while the other half is split 
up between the rest of the schools. 

"I think we're going to have a good package," Goin

FSU student says RA firing is justified

When Florida State University student Carol 
Hayes picked up last Thursday's Flambeau, she was 
surprised to discover Brian Zwolinski was still in 
town. 

Zwolinski, a former resident assistant in Cawthon 
Hall, said he was recently fired because the 
university discovered he was convicted of driving 
under the influence of alcohol. He said he was an 
effective RA and that he should have his job back 

"I've done an excellent job, and now they're firing 
me because of my past record," he said. 

But Hayes doesn't think Zwolinski, a recovering 
alcoholic, should be reinstated. 

In August 1989 Zwolinski had a car accident. He 
collided into Hayes' 23 year-old sister Joanne's car 



on the comer of Woodward Avenue and St. Augustine 
Street. 

After the accident, Joanne, an FSU honors 
student, was in a coma for over a month and left with 
head iiyuries that Hayes said will change her sister's 
life forever. 

Joanne was double-majoring in music and geology 
before the near-fatal accident. After getting her 
bachelor of arts degree Joanne intended to further 
her education m hopes of one day becoming a college 

professor, 

"Joanne is no longer the person she was before. ' 
22-year-old Hayes said. "She needs a lot more help. 
She can't think abstractly and has a hard time 
remembering things well." 

But the 1989 accident is not Zwolinski's only brush

AMMAN, Jordan— The Palestine Liberation Organization 
said Monday they felt optimistic about an Arab solution to 
the Persian Gulf crisis because of a positive responi^ from 
• Saudi Arabia and Iraq on the outline of a PLO profKisal. 

Political adviser to PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat Bassam 
Abu Sharif told L'nited Press International that Arafat's 
outline proposal for a political settlement within the Arab 
framework received positive response from Ai-ab leaders, but 
that "details can be worked out." 

"The PLO now feels optimistic that an Arab political 
solution is possible and that the ground for such a solution 
had been drawn as an outline. The response to Arafat's 
proposals from iwveral Arab countries, including Iraq and 
Saudi Arabia, were not negative," Abu Sharif said during 
a short visit to Amman. 

Arafat's proposal included linking the entire Middle East 
problem— the Palestinian-Israeli, Arab-Israeli conflict— with 
the gulf crisis, as well as giving selfl-determination to the 
Kuwaitis.

PORTLAND, Ore.— Members of the civil rights group 
Operation PUSH disrupted the Nike, Inc., annual 
shiu^holders meeting Monday, demanding the shoe company 
hire more blacks and share more wealth with black-owned 

businesses. 

Nike shareholders, meeting in Portland's posh Multnomah 
.Athletic Club, shouted down the 50 demonstrators with cries 
of "extortion." 

They also cheered Nike Chairman Philip Knight, who 
deftly handled the protest, and gave him a standing ovation 
after he announced a record 31 percent increase in quarterly 
pn^ts and a 42 percent jump in future orders for the 
company's fcKrtiwear and athletic cl(Ahing. 

Deration PUSH, a Chicago-based group founded by Jesse 
Jackson, has called for a nationwide boycott of Nike products, 
which are heavily promoted by famous black athletes such 
as Michael Jordan, Bo Jackson and David Robinson. 

PUSH leaders have demanded that Nike hire more blacks 
and other minorities, deposit money in black-owned banks, 
use black-owned advertising agencies and support black- 



owned businesses. 

"The movement for civil rights in the 60s has become the 
silver rights movement in the 90s,'' said Chicago minister 
Tyrone Crider, who led the demonstration. "We have moved 
ft-om courthouse to shareholders meetings." 




MIAMI-Three Cuban refugees were rescued at sea 

ofTthe Florida Keys Monday, bringing the total to 26 Cuban 
refugees since Thursday and 38 so far this month. 

The five day influx was the second-largest since the Coast 
Guard began keeping records, petty officer Carl 'Vitavitch 
said. The only larger group, of 34 refugees, amved during 
one long weekend last November. 

Boaters aboard the pleasure craft Evelyn II spotted the last 
group, three men, about 10 miles east of Alligator Reef Light, 
Vitavitch said. A Coast Guard cutter from Islamorada 
brought them ashore and turned them over to immigration 
authorities. All three were in good condition, Vitavitch said. 

So far this year, the Coast Guard has brought 311 Cuban 
refugees ashore, compared to 272 at this time last year. In 
all of 1989, 391 Cuban refugees arrived by boat.

said. "The important thing is that you're in a conference." 

The eight current ACC schools-Duke, Virginia. Georgia Tech. Wake 
Forest, North Carohna, North Carolina State, Clemson and Maryland— 
also put some athletic money back into academics. 

Duke University Athletic Director Tom Butters said his progi am had 
more than $1 million in extra funds from basketball and football revenues 
last year, and that most of that went back into academics. 

Clemson Athletic Director Bobby Robinson said his school also had 
extra money last year, and has given $1.4 million back to the school for 
academic scholarships over the past four years. 

In addition to the guaranteed yearly revenue from TV deals and 
postseason play, Goin said FSU would also make more monev from its 
basketball program. Having traditional powerhouse basketball schools 
like Duke and North Carolina play in the Tallahassee-Leon County Civic 
Center will sell more tickets and could add as much as $1.5 million to 
annual revenues. 

The ACC also has a competitive baseball program, with four 
teams making it to the NCAA 
regional playoffs last year. 

Although the primary focus of 
the conference move has been 
money, there are other angles to 
<K)n8ider. First of all, some pro- 
ponents of the move say rubbing 
elbows with the academically 
respected ACC schools will push 
FSU into the upper echelons of 
academe. Some say it will change 
the image of the entire school 

But Ehrhardt said the move 
won't really affect the university 
as a whole, especially in 
academics. 

**I don't know that it will have 
a direct tangible benefit in terms 
of that," he said. 

FSU English professor David 
Kirby supports the move to the 

ACC, but agrees with Ehrhardt that non-athletic programs won't see 

any changes. 

"When you look at what's going on with the magnet lab, the score of 
last night's basketball game isn't going to affect that one bit." said Kirby, 
referring to the prestigious National High Magnetic Field Laboratory 
that will soon set up shop in Tallahassee. 

But Kirhy said he's glad the %hool is heading for the ACC rather than 
the Soutl^astern Conference, which was also considering FSU as an 
expansion team but ultimately decided against it. 

"To the public, the SEC takes the form of a man with a bottle of Jack 
Daniels in one hand and five pounds of ribs in the other with his belly 
hanging out, running into the stadium yelling 'Soooeeeeey!"' he said. 

Although there were rumors of SEC teams boycotting future games 
with FSU. Louisiana State University Athletic Director Joe Dean said 
that isn't true. He said LSU's football contract with Florida State runs 
out in two years, and he can't schedule any more games with the Noles 
"because I'm already scheduled through the year 20(M)." 

But Dean said he's disappointed FSU didn't show more interest in 
joining the conference. 

"Whatever makes 'em happy," was his only reaction to the ACC move. 
"I thought we were a better match for them geographically than any 
other league in the country." 

The ACC vote for expansion was 6-2. The two dissenting expansion 
votes came from Duke and Maryland, but otTicials from both schools said 
their votes weren't marks against FSU. 

"I think to change something so cfemonstrably as going from eight to 
nine schools after a tradition of 35 years would require demonstrable 
reasons and that evidence wasn't there," Duke's Butters said. 

The ACC vote to accept FSU. on the other hand, was unanimous. 

"We are delighted," said Robinson, of Clemson. "They have both 
outstanding academic and athletics and will . bring a lot to the 
conference."

The "unprecedented growth" of the past decade, what 
Republicans like to call "the nation's longest peacetime 
expansion." was all bought on credit— over a trillion dollars worth 
of credit. Now the shopping spree's over and it's time to settle the 
debt. 

Who should pay? Those who spent, right? 

It seems so obvious; unfortunately, the spenders are making the 

decision. 

Over the past several months, congressional leaders have been 
wrangling with the big question in trying to come up with a deficit 
reduction plan that would lower ne.xt year's budget deficit by $50 
billion and the total deficit by $500 billion over the next five years. 

The deadline for a .solution is fast approaching. If a plan isn't 
approved by Oct. 1, the Gramm-Rudman law mandates across-the- 
board cuts of more than 40 percent. Nobody wants that: Democrats 
are concerned about social programs. Republicans about defense 
spending. Yet negotiations remain deadlocked. 

Part of the Republican solution, backed by President Bush, is 
to put the entire burden on the poor and the middle class. As part 
of the deficit reduction package, they want a cut in the capital gains 
tax. 

Sixty percent of the direct benefit from such a cut would go to 
the two-tenths of 1 percent of taxpayers with annual incomes above 
$200,000; 80 percent would go to the 1 percent of taxpayers with 
incomes of more than $100,000. Over the first year, those 
Americans making over $200,000 a year would save $7.4 billion. 

Sound unfair? Well. Republicans counter that the indirect benefit 
would be reinvestment of that money, meamng peace, jobs and good 
cheer for all. 

The Democrat's solution is better. In an attempt to compromi.se. 
they offered to trade a capital gains cut for a 20 percent surtax 
on taxpayers with incomes above $500,000 a year. Republicans 
didn't bite. 

Neither plan is a major component of the deficit reduction 
package. Most economists say a break on investment profits would 
only stimulate the economy minimally. And the tax-the-rich plan 
in its present form would only net $25 billion over the next five 
years. But the decision carries heavy symbolic weight. 

The lower and middle class have already paid enough over the 
past decade. The American dream is now only that; home 
ownership and adequate health care are no longer affordable. While 
the rich were getting fat off the savings and loan fiasco, the reality 
for tens of millions became one q£ frustration and despair. 

Regardless of whether a capital gains tax cut is inclined in the 
deficit reduction package, the burden of paying for the biggest 
credit bill in hisUny will fall heavily on those who didn't get any 
of the goods. The other taxes Congressional leaders have called 
for will disproportionately affect the lower and middle classes, as 
will the cuts in bociwX ending that are part the package. 

The least Congre^ could do would be to make a nice symbolic 
gesture. The capital gains propoi^l should be abandoned.

1 have stH'n two articles in the Flambeau this year 
on mountain biking in the Apalachicola National 
Forest. I think it is good that people are becoming 
interested in the forest as a place to explore and 
learn about; however, people should realize the 
forest is not a playground. The forest is a home for 
wild animals that we are obligated to protect. 

Mountain bikers and dirt bikers have the 
responsibility of not destroying the vegetation and 
animal dwellings that they may ride past The 
mutilation of even a patch of wire grass would take 
many years to recover. Our Apalachicola Forest 
includes some of the last remaining example;^ of 
Florida's native vegetation, the long-leaf pine/wire 
grass community can easily maintain itself if left 
alone, but once altered by man, it becomes a Tragile 
and easily altered ecosystem. A humble Sunday bike 
rider may not understand the complexity of the 
plant-animal relationships of the long leaf forest; 
however, a humble Sunday bike rider can impact 
the balance of the forest as quickly and permanently 
as a mmialui e bull dozer running amok among the 
trees. Besides, the tree harvesting practices of the 
U.S. Forest Service has heaped enough insults on 
the forest. 

1 do not want to discourage bikers fi'om riding in 
the forest. My intention is to make them realize the 
importance of staying on the trails or roads rather 
than riding randomly through the woods. There is 
a mountain bike trail through a small section of the 
forest off the St. Marks bike trail, as well as many 
dirt roads through the forest that are numbered on 
a map one can get through a local bookstore or 
through the U.S. Forest Service. The off-road St. 
Marks trail and the other forest roads can provide 
challenge for the thrill-seeker and scenery for the 
Sunday rider. But don't destroy the forest b^ause 
without it mountain bikes would become extinct. 

I should point out that I ricte a mountain bike, but 
I stay on the trails.

IS hired as an escort, they must sign a waiver which allows the 
university's police department to run background checks. 

Brandon Moore, a 17 -year-old freshman who is a volunteer escort, said 
he did not mind the background search. 

"My concern is for my fellow African-Americans," he said "I think 
It's important we all do our part in caring for each other and this is my 
way to do it." 

Turner said the Escort Service does not accommodate all students. Only 
students walking on campus can take advantage of it. 

"We're going to cover every corner of this campus," he said. 

Sullivan said there were approximately 15 phone calls within an hour 
Monday night. She said that is a sign that students are using the much- 
needed service. 

"There are a lot of bad incidents going on in Tallahassee and across 
the state," Sullivan said. "It is very scary walking from point A to point 
B on campus."

with the law for drinking and driving. 

According to Assistant State Attorney Gina Cassidy, Zwolinski's 
charges for the 1989 accident were not contained to driving under the 
influence. 

In a Sept. 14 letter to the Florida Flambeau, Cassidy said Zwolinski 
was convicted and found guilty of driving under the influence causing 
serious bodily injury-a felony punishable by up to five years in prison— 
and driving while license suspended or revoked— a first degree 
misdemeanor punishable by up to one year in jail. 

For the accident, Zwolinski was sentenced to two years of house arrest 
followed by three years probation. 

Before the 1989 accident, Zwolinski was wanted in West Palm Beach 
for a DUI. He also had two DUI convictions and license revocations in 
New Hampshire in 1^ and had fraudulently obtained a Florida license 
in 1987 by denying he ever had his license revoked. 

Zwolinski, who served five months in the Leon County Jail after the 
accident, said his prior convictions have nothing to do with his job 
performance. 

"I wonder how he even got hired as a convicted felon," Hayes said. 
"I understand that having had the experience of recovering from 
alcoholism he would be a good source of information for residents. But 
it still comes down to the ethics of it all." 

But Zwolinski said his past problems with the law were caused by his 
alcohol abuse. 

"When I drank, I would lose my sense of responsibility," he said, 
pointing out that he has not drank for more than a year and is currently 
attending Alcoholic Anonymous meetings. "I realize what my problem 
was— it was drinking. The only way I can ever guarantee that it won't 
happen again is by not drinking." 

Despite the fact he is recovering, Hayes questioned Zwolinski's motives 
behind his change in lifestyle. 

"Everything he is doing is required by the judge," Hayes said. "I have 
no proof that he is changed." 

But Zwolinski claims his attempts to overcome his bout with alcoholism 
are sincere. 

"I don't want to drink anymore, it's as simple as that," he said, adding 
that he plans to C(mtinue attending AA meetings after his community 
control is over. 

Zwolinski pointed out that his community control was reduced from 

three to two years for "good behavior." 

But Hayes said despite the reduction of his sentence, she is not 
convinced he should be put in such a responsible position. 

"I think it is a good idea for a recovering alcoholic to be an RA." she 
said. "But it is up to that person to prove he is recovered. There is also 
a big time factor (in recovering.)" 

Zwolinski took his case last week to Jon Dalton, FSU's vice president 
of student affairs. But aconrding to Zwolinski, Dalton upheld the housing 
office's decision to terminate his job. He said he plans to take his case 
to FSU President Bernard Sliger. 

Hayes is meeting with Dalton today to discuss her family's thoughts 
about Zwolinski's job and future status as an FSU student. 

She said Joanne, who is currently living with her parents in Lakeland, 
recently took classes at a community college, despite a neuropsychologist 
prognosis that it would take her three to five years before being ready 
to go back to school. 

But Hayes said Joanne's academic performance is not the same— her 
grades dropped from straight As to Ds. 

"I can't imagine what it would be like to have a very realistic dream 
taken away from you. Psychologically I don't know how she is dealing 
with it," Hayes said, adding that Joanne knows the accident impaired 
her mental capabilites. 

"She will always be different," Hayes said. "Part of Joanne died m 
the accident. . .those are her words."

HouM Par^l990) - Supposedly groun<nveaking 
comedy written and directed by Reginald Hudlin and 
starring rapiers Kid *n Play has some truly funny 
moments. But unfortunately it winds up being like 
any other bland coming-of-age flick. Most of the gags 
stem from the usual parent/child, boy/girl 
relationships blended with well-meaning but tedious 
musical interludes. 

Hats off to Hudlin for interjecting a few admirable 
topics (condom use, interacial themes). He should 
have dived a bit furthe* though. The comedy irai't 
fresh or strong enough to support a 90 minute film. 

Reveii^e(1990) Mediocre thrilla- from director 
Tony Scott of The Hunger and Top Gun fame is at 
times stylish, sensual and evil. In between the film's 
strong scenes lies so many throwaway themes and 
unanswered questions that it becomes a stuggle to 
watch. 

Kevin Costner plays a retired Air Force pilot who 
visits his rich and powerful Mexican buddy (played 
by Antony Quinn) for an extemted vacation.

TOKYO— The success of a two-year campaign by Atlanta, 
costing alm^t $7 million, will be decided this morning when 
the International Olympic Committ^ votes on the site of the 
1996 Summer Game- 
Atlanta. Toronto. Melbourne and Athens are all strong 
candidates to receive the honor The other two bidders are 
Manchester, England, and Belgrade. Yugoslavia 

The Note IS to take place at 8:30 p m '7 :W a.m EDT 
Tuesday t. To wm. a ciiy must receive 45 of 68 votes. If no 
candidate attains this majority, the city with the fewest votes 
is eliminated and a new vote is taken. 

More than 300 civic leaders and other supporters traveled 
from Atlanta to Tokyo for the vote, and a fa%*orable decision 
would touch off a big celebration in the Georgia capital. It 



is estimated that the Olympics would generate more than 
$3 billion into the Georgia economy. 

Only two U.S. cities have staged Summer Olympics: St. 
Louis (1904) and Los Angeles a932. 1984). 

A videotape message from President Bush will highlight 
Atlanta's formal presentation. 

Tuesday's ritual begins with hour-long presentations by 
each of the six candidates, led by Atlanta. Following are 
Athens. Toronto. Belgrade, Melbourne and Manchester. 

Athens remains the sentimental favorite since 1996 will 
mark the centennial anniversary of the first modern 
Olympics in that city.

P^lorida State University President Bernard Sliger 
announced Tuesday that he is retiring after more than 15 
years of service to the school. 

Sliger has heen president of the university since 1976. and 
served as a teacher and administrator at FSU for 4 years 
before that. His retirement will be effective August 1, 1991. 

After giving his annual "state of the university" address 
at a jam-packed faculty meeting at the Center for Professional 
Development, Sliger sat down and listened as Dean of the 
Faculties Steve Edwards read a written statement from 
Sliger. 

"It has heen my privilege and plea.-;ure to .serve as president 
of Florida State University," the statement si.id. "I have 
enjoyed the friendship and support of the university family 
and its many constituencies. Together we have made 
remarkable accomplishments and I am grateful for having

a part in this era of progress. 

"The office of the president, howe"er, is of necessity a place 
of stress with a taxing schedule. I beheve it's time for someone 
else to have the joy and the responsibility of the office." 

Edwards also read a statement from State University 



System Chancellor Charles Reed, who is out of town but was 
officially notified of Sliger's retirement Monday morning. 

"President Bernard F. Sliger has led Florida State 
l^niversity to a position of international prominence during 
his 14 year tenure," the statement read. "His retuement caps 
a career of dedicated service to higher education, the state 
of Florida and our nation." 

After the meeting, Sliger, 65, told reporters "age coupled 
with stress and the work that goes with being a president" 
were the main factors he retired. 

"Running a university is difficult as you get older," he said, 
wiping away tears "I've been ready for a couple of years to 
do this, hut for one reason or another it didn't seem time" 

Sliger said "things are going as well as they can go" at FSU, 
making now a good time to retire. 

There's been speculation about Sliger's retirement for 
several years. He warned Reed in February that he'd be

million in budget cuts ordered last week by 
Gov. Bob Martinez. 

The announcement came at FAMU's first 
faculty senate meeting of the academic 
year. He said university otTicials were 
making the final touches on the proposal, 
which is being submitted to the state Board 
of Regents today 

'T am pleased to tell you we are not 
cutting anyone who is presently employed."" 
he said, adding thai the university is 
making slashes in its library and traveling 
budgets. 

The cuts come after Martinez's Sept. 10 
announcement that all state agencies will 



have to reduce their budgets by 5 percent 
due to a decrease in the state'< (leneral 
Revi-nue Fund xhv account that pays for 
schools and prisons, among othei 
government programs. 

Humphries said that despite the cui>. 
FAMU can still have a rewarding academic 
year. 

*'What I thought was a very fine year 
with the increased number of enrollment 
has been somewhat dampered. But I hope 
we can go on from here and get the job done 
and lace it wdh as nuu'h cot husiasni as \\e 
can, " he said "We ve rediucd the budget 
and pre.served jobs. I think we've done t hat . 
And it was an extraordinary exerci.se"

Tuesday morning, according to Ir\'ing Mills, FAMU police department 

spokesperson. 

The victim was sitting near the tennis courts on Wahnish Way when 
a FAMU student found her crymc According to Mills, the victim told 
the student she had been sexually assauiied between 1.30 and 2 a.m. 

studait flagged down a police car and the victim gave a description 
of the assailant, who fled from the scene on a 10-q)eed bicycle. Mills 
said. 

^ FAMU police found the suspect, Cornell W Dotson. on his bike at a 
Sing convience store near Lake Bradford Road. Mills said. Dotson. 29, 
w as arrested and charged with kidnapping, ^xual battery and driving 

while under the intluence. 

He was taken to the Leon County Jail and is being held without bond. 

According to Mills. Dotson threatened his victim with a weapon. 

"She wasn't beaten or lettered, but she was threatened with a knife, 
he said. 

The victim was taken to Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical 
Center. 

StNits fired 

Several mal^ were threatei^ by a group of pistol-waving men. 
Tallahassee Police Department spokesper^ns Jack Adkins and Phil 
Kiracofe said Tuesday. 

The men were shooting dice in the 1200 block of Stearns Street at 3:58 
a.m. Monday morning when a group of three to four males approached 
them and told them to get down. Adkins said. One of the men in the 
group allegedly fired a gun once 

"It IS unknown if (the shot was tired' at anyone. " said Adkins, who 
added the assault may have been drug related. 

The victims fled the scene when the group of men allegedly continued 
to fire shots at two unoccupied vehicles. The suspects left in a black and 
tan American mj«ie car. Kiracofe said police have sfoae leads in the case. 

"We don't have a good idea who (the suspects> are." Kiracofe said. 
• Bu^ they may have been involved in a strong-armed robbery earlier 
that night.'" 

According to Kiracofe. The Leon County Sheriff s CHTice is investigating 
the strong-armed robber>'. But sheriffs office spokesperson Dick Simpson 
naa no details when contactt-d Tuesdav. 
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expects up to 600 students to attend.

"We want to 
improve their communication and personal skills . . . and show them 
not only how to attract a j<rf), but to maintain the jc^ and make advances 
in the working world." 

Wright, who counseled teenager- for more than 15 years in inner-city 
New York before coming to F.AMl", said the skills many young black 
males learn to survive on the streets are inappropriate for school. 

■'It s when they come m the schcx)! and it's not permissible to fight 
back and do the kind of things that they ve done that problems arise*."" 
said Wright, a former Harlem Globetrotter Unce they develop the skills 
to survive in the real world, these are the strongest citizens we have." 

Building strong black men and diverting them from prison is the 
bottom line of the center, according to Melvin F, Gadson, dean of FAMU s 
College of Education. 

■'We want to improve their self-e-** - m and be able to feel that there 
is a promising future for them, " Gaa.-cn -^aid Whatever -k;!!- tht y 
bring, we're going to take those strengths and build upon tho>e -trt-ngths 
so they can return to their communities to use those strengths.

After 16 years as a stoeet-organiiing feminist, I can tell 
you that threading a pa^ amid the many grouj^ working 
on women's issues can l» nearly as tricky as mgotiating a 
minefield. Competing interests and egos can eauM v^nnen 
to behave-surprise'— just like men. 

There are differences, to be sure. The majority of feminists 
are interested m working cooperatively, making decisions 
by consensus, and doing all that good stuff that helps people 
feel included. It comes with the territory. 

But the womn's movement is also plagued by that 
recurring problem Rita Mm &t>wtt called "crabs in a 
bucket. " When one crab starts to scale the biKket wall to 
freedom, tl» others haul it back down: Tf I can't win, no 
one else is going to." It's common behavior for oppressed 
groups— which is one reason they remain opp*essed. 

Feminism covers a lot of ground: equity m education and 
employment, support for parents (especially single mothers^ 
reproductive rights, freedom from sexual violence and 
harassment and on and on. That's why we have, and need, 
such a diverse movement. But ^n»times we also need to 
turn out ImtgB numbeis on a single i^ue—abortion, for

Which brings me to tl» National Oi^anization for Women. 

I've nev^ seen fit to join NOW. While I admire much of 
what they've accomplished. I've aim found it very difficult 
to work in coalition with them. 

"Most women activists I know have a very complicated 
relationship with NOW," said Lynn Ro'^enthal. director of 
North Florida Women's Health and Counseling Services. 
"NOW members, on the grassroots level, are incredibly 
skilled and dedicated. These are the women who get up at 



3 a.m. to protect abortion clinics from bl^kaders. 

"On the other hand, we've been frustrated with (NOW's) 
top-down, patriarchal style of leactership. We want feminism 
to be about changing the power structure, not emulating it 

in our own organizations " 

Said Gary Karasik. a local NOW member: "Many people 
ptMceive NOW as an organization dedicated to the lot of white 
professional wonien, rather than one interested in .social 
justice. It's time to change that perception by changing 
NOW's leactership." 

IU>senthal, Karasik and I were among the oi^anizers of the 
pro-choice maitdi/rally for the '89 special sessicm. So were 
local and statewide NOW members. And in my opinion, 
which is based on that experience, the group's agenda is as 
much about its own internal politics— about power and 
control— as it is about creating a successful action 

Yet in the wake of last year's Webster decision, alarmed 
pro-choicers joined NOW' in droves. It is. after all, the group 
whose name everyone knows. It's also the best bet for 
leadership on this i^ue, pos^ssing resources, experien^ and 
structural strengths that no other feminist group d<^s. 

The ranks of Florida NOW have swelled from 6,000 to 
13,000 since Webster. Abortion has the potential to galvanize 
this generation of activists the way Vietnam did the last 

But if that's to happen, NOW is goin^; to have to deal with 
poor women, youn^ women and women of color- 
constituencies with which it hasn't dealt woll m the past.

WASHINGTON— Several groups favoring abortion rights 
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Tuesday urged the Senate to re^ Supreme Court nominee 
David Souter, saying it is likely that Souter would cast the 
decisive vote to overturn the 1973 ruling legalizii^ abortion. 

Souter supporters, also testifying before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, countered that {Mredictions on how 
the New Hampshire federal appeals court judge would decide 
such key issues as abortion are premature because the 
nominee, as the head of the New Hampshire Bar Association 
testified, "simply does not prejudge cases." 

The committee, which considers the nomination of Souter 
before the full Senate votes on confirmation, heard from 
friends and foes of Souter, 51, one day after the nominee 
ended three days of testimony before the panel. 

NEW YORK— Two teens accused of attacking a woman 
jogger in Central Park made an unsuccessful bid for separate 
trials Tuesday, arguing that one acknowledges sexual 
violence took place while the other defendant says there was 
no rape. 

In his efforts to prove there was no rape, Kharey Wuse s 
lawyer, Colin Mcx>re, said he will question the woman jogger 
about her sex life. 

The move could backfure with a jury sympatJietic to the 
jogger, and co-defendant Kevin Richardson, 15, made a last- 
ditch effort to distance him^lf from Wi^, 18, by asking for 
a separate trial. 

Just weeks before jury selection is to begin Oct. 11. 
Richardson "s lawyer. Howard DiUer, claimed there are 
"antagonistic defenses." 

Justice Thomas Galligan refused to sever the trials, the 
second stemming from the "wilding " attack in Central Park 
on April 19, 1^. 

VALLEY FORGE, Pa.-Activist8 turned out in force 
Tuesday to protest a new feieral policy that would deregulate 
low-level radioactive material, possibly leading to its u^ in 
consumer products or disposal in ordinary landfills. 

The so called "below regulatory concern" policy of the 
Nuclear Regulatoiy Commission would remove ccMitrols from 



waste and other materials with low levels of radiation 

Members of the environmental group Greenpeace .staged 
a **die-in" and other activists carried signs reading "BRC 
is murder" at the second of five hearings nationwide on the 
policy. 

The BRC policy does not itself allow any new dumping or 
reuse of radioMtive materials, but allows the federal agency 
to grant exemptions from regulatory controls for some 
materials. 

The policy applies to Uie cleanup of contaminate sites, sale 
of consular products with small amounts of radioactive 
materials, disposal of low-level waste and the recycling or 
reuse of slightly. contaminated equipment and materials. 

Opponents see the policy as an attempt by the NRC to cut 
disposal costs for the nuclear industiy. Some observers 
estimate the policy would allow for the unregulated disposal 
I if up to 30 percent of the low-level radioactive waste now 

generated. 




TALLAHA^EE-The owner of a Yugoslavian freighter 
that ran aground in the Dry Tortugas tentatively agreed 
Tuesday to pay the state $3.3 million in an out-of-court 
settlement, Florida Attorney General Bob Butterworth said. 

The 475 foot cargo ship Mai n, Vetranic last year struck 
a living coral reef within the environmentally .sensitive Fort 
JetTerson National Monument about 70 miles west of Key 
West. 

The Oct. 30 mishap damaged as much as three acres of 
living coral in the park and promoted state officials to file 
a federal lawsuit to r«:over damage from the ship's owner, 
Atlantska Plovibda. 

The suit charges that negligence on the part of the ship's 
second officer. Zvonco Baric, who was in charge of the vessel 
when it collided with the reef, led to the mishap.

commissioners. "The plan we have and the one we 
ask you to approve we think is beneficial to this 
community . . .

A look at W.C. Fields' finest

Continuing its "Hard To-See Classics"' series at 
Moore Auditorium, the SCE film series screens two 
classic comedies tonight staring W.C. Fields. 

In his handful of staxring films, Fields continually 
exploit the same comedic lines. Misanthr<^ic and 
innately dishonest, his screen per^na, usually the 
henpecked head of a small town household, suffered 
the slings and arrows of outrageous misfortune, 
patiently waiting for the fates to deal him a better 
hand. When all else had failed. Fields' characters 
could swindle or sweet-talk their way in or out of any 
situation. 

It's a Gift, made in 1S34, is perhaps Fields' finest 
film. His most acidic look at domestic life and small- 
town America, it's a superb blend of verlal aiMi visual 
comedy— a rarity among tli» static wi»cracking of 

'30s cinema 

Fields plays Harold Bissonette, a small man trying 
to N^Tiggle out of a smaller world Owner of a din^n 
corner grocery and breadwinner for a nagging, 
neanderthal family, Bis.-onette's only dream is to 
move to California and own an orange grove. 

Befure BissoneUf can follow his dream, he 
experiences a purgatorial procession of aggravating 
events. His store is innocently destroyed by a deaf, 
blind, cane-swinging elderly man and a malevolent 
infant. His wife and children constantly hound him 
and flood his life with their trivia. His attempt to take 
a back-porch nap is sabotaged by neighbors and 
strangers— in particular a man insistently seeking a 
certain Mr. Carl LaFong. 

Filled with beautifully paced, understated and well- 
rendered comic set pieces, It's a Gift achieves

humorous perfection in its 67 minutes on the screen. 
Fields' dark observation on family life lend the film 
a grotesque satiric edge. In a horrifyingly funny 
sequence, the Bissonette clan descends on a 
millionaire's manicured lawn, thinking it a public 
park, and have the most destructive picnic in film 
history, leveling statues and thoughtlessly flmgmg 
their sticky garbage to the winds. 

Decades before Married. . . With Children, Fields 
had the number on domestic life. Coming from an era 
in which film families were depicted as honest, well- 
mannered entities, the W.C. Fields version is 
fascinating. 

Also showing tonight is 1933's International House, 
• bizarre musical revue which offers some prime 
h it'ids moments It al^o .^tars a vnung George Burns 
I with his outer space .^idukick Gracie Allen • and Bela 
Lugosi. and features two of the strangest musical 
numbers m Hollywood histoiy— "Reefer Man." by Cab 
Calloway and his orchestra and "My Bluebird > 
Singin' the Blues," by the nightmare-inducing Baby 
Rose Marie (later to co-star on The Lucy Show). The 
film also offers a charming speculation at the then- 
far flung wonders of television and acres of art-deco 
scenery.

High times and wholesale bank fraud in the 1830's

Tallahass^, in the halycon days of Kint, 
Cotton, was a mixture of high-society and wild- 
West style lawlessne^, say Florida State 
University history prdessors. 

"Tallahassee was a rough, tough town. " said 
William Rodgers. a histor\' professor at FSU. 

"But from the beginning, Tallahassee was more 
sophisticated than most frontier communities 
The state capital, though very new. became the 
political and social center of the slate in the 
1830's." 

Tlie members of this social center were 
prominent Virginia planters, brought down by 
the lure of cheap, fertile land and big money. 

"Florida was a public land state and had the 
highest percentage land owned by the state- 
about 80 percent." said Edward Keuchel. 
professor of history at FSU "The Land Act set 
the price at $1.25 per acre, but in Florida land 
sold for as little as 70 cents per acre." 

In Leon County, lands suitable for cotton 
cultivation sold for $10 per acre as opposed to 
$25 per acre for similar lands in the Piedmont 
of Georgia or the Black Belt Alabama. Also 
the discovery that the Leon County area was 
suitable for gro>\ing the supoior long-fiber, Sea- 
Island variety of cotton. 

"The fortunes of the South and Tallahassee 
were tied to Europe." said Rcxigers "The 
technological improvements of tht- cotton-gin 
and iridustrial-revolution ot tht- Kuri'pean

textile factories ina*eased demand fwr Southern 

cotton." 

The cotton-gin allowed mass prc)duction of 
cotton Cotton expt>rts from Leon County 
increased from 383 bales in 1827 to 15,870 bales 
in 1834 to 32.0UU bales in 1840. Nearby 
Gadsden County produced 1.200,000 lbs. of 
tob^xo. Consic^ng the average plantation size 
was between 1500 to 2500 aci%s, the proceeds 
from the sale of these agricultural pit}4ucts 
went to an elite few. 

The planters lived in a princely style. One of 
them. Achille Murat. in fact was a prince As 
the nephew of Napoleon Bonaparte. Murat was 
the Crown FVince of France. Others were close 



relatives of Thomas Jefferson. Grand balls, 
theater events and horse racing were wavs the 
Tallahassee ansUK-racy entertained them.^elves. 

Another entertainment for these noblemen 
was to defend themselves on the field of 
honor by pistol dueling. Prince Murat had his 
little finger on his left hand severed in this 
manner. 

These high-lived times were short lived, 
because over-borrowing, over-production and 
corrupt banking practices led to the collapse of 
all major banks in Tallahassee. 

"The banks wert- chartert-d with a fixed 
capital, then divided into $100 shares." said 
Keuchel. "The state then advanced credit m the 
shape of guaranteed bonds. The bank assumed 
payments on the bonds. The proc^ds from these 
were the means of the bank." 

The shareholders of the bank were primarily 
plantation owners using land and slaves bought 
on credit as collateral for the shares The 
planters could then take loans from the hank 
equal to two-third.^ of their stock. The problem 
came when debtors defaulted on their loans 
This left the banks with over-valued land and 
slaves, but most importantly without cash. The 
banks and then the crops failed. This depressed 
the economy and hamper^ development in 
Tallahassee for many years. 

"The similarities to the present saving> and 
loan mess are quite striking," said Rodgers

Buckley. Florida State's punt returner, says the

Buckley has entered FSU's record books by being 
the first Seminole to return two consecutive punts for 
touchdowns. And with those two returns, he's tied 
with Joe Wessel and Deion Sanders as FSU's career 
touchdown leader via punt returns.

he said. 

Buckley is currently ranked third in the nation 
among punt returners with an average of over 30 
yards per return. 

"He's probably the most exciting player that we've 
cot right now \'t>ry dangerous. He's got tremendous 
balance." Coach Bobby Bowden said. 

Buckley likes people looking at hi- pinit returns as 
the focal point (if his game-day performance, hut he 
says people shouldn't forget lhat he s also a talented 
defensive back. 

Already people have started compai'ing him to 
former FSU standouts LeRoy Butler and Sanders. 
"He's not as physical as LeRoy was, or as fast as 



Deion, but he's got some instinct about hini that 1 
think IS superior to theirs," Bowden said. "And that's 
know ing w here the ball is, and being able to get to it " 
Buckley likes being mentMned with Sanders in the 
same sentence. 

"I've wen a lot of articles, and a lot of people have 
^en telling me that Deion Sanders was probably the 
greatest athlete to come through here. So when they 
say that I am being compaired to the greatest athlete 
to come through here, you've got to like that 1 enjoy 
that comparison on the field because that shows me 
that my hard work is paying off, " he said. 

Not only does General Buck know where the ball 
is on the football field, but like Sanders, he al^ knows 
where it is on the baseball feild. 

He was drafted in the mayor league's 15th round, 
and pi a ns on playing left field for FSU when the 
baseball team starts up in the spring. 

He played both sports over the summer and i^tually 
prefers ba.sehall over football. 

"1 can do more things in baseball Steal a base, 
throw s()melM)dy out at first, make a diving catch, hit 
a home run. and walk with the bases loaded, " he said

Atlanta will face an even^eater problem finding 
money to start construction on major projects in the 

early years. 

"There niav vtTV well be a pei iod where there will 
be a deficit cash How,"' said Jernigan. "We had not 
laid out any detailed cash flow numbers." Jernigan 
said Atlanta will try to pay for the projects without 
government support. 

But if the cosU of hosting the Games exceed the 
revenues or if substantial bridge financing is needed, 
then the state and local governments probably will 
have to step in to help flnan^ the Games, at least 
temporarily. 

"Even if by hosting the Games, Atlanta would only 
break even, you would still have a significant 
economic impact to the community,"' said Michael K. 
Plummer, of KPMG Peat Marwick, co-author of the 
AOC report. Plummer estimated that the Games will 
draw 700,^} vs^nni to Owrpa. 

The direct economic impact of the 19% Games is 
estimated to be $1.^ billion. Once these dollars are 
filtered into the economy— spent and respent— the 
total impact would reach $3.48 billion in 1989 dollars. 
With inflation, the 1996 economic impact likely will 
top $4 billion. 

Also, the city would gain $500 million worth of new 
structures from the Games— technically, at least, at 
no c^t to the city. I^m i«Mlu<to an f^ra-afl* Milium, 
the intended new home of the Atlanta Braves, an 
aquatic center at Georgia Tech and a twin-tower dorm 
at Tech that also would house students from Georgia 
State University and the Atlanta University Center. 

The decision apparently means the Braves, the 
city's National League baseball team, will move into 
the Olympic Stadium, which would be built near the 
aging Atlanta-Fulton Countv Stadium.

Some FSU agencies upset over new act

Florida State University Student Body President Trey Traviesa 
w ill have the final say in choosing the acting director of every 
student government agency on campus under a bill passed last 
week by the student senate. 

Thf Agency (kiidance Act. which will no longer leave the 
selection of agency director up to the agencies, was approved by 
the student senate unanimously. Traviesa will sign it into policy 
within the next two weeks, and it will be sent to \ ice President 
of Student Affairs Jon Dalton for final approval. 

The act requires each agency's board of directors to submit a list 
of three candidates to the student body president. From the list, 
the president makes his choice for s^ency director and sends it to 
the student senate for approval. 

.According to Student Senator Steve Pollen, who sponsored the 
bill, each agency currently has its own method of selecting a 
director. He said some agencies, such as OfT-C'ampus Housing, use 
a selection process similar to the one specified in the .Xgtncy 
Guidance Act and have never expressed a complaint with it 

But the acting director of the Center for Participant Education, 
Kelly Peters, said the bill strips each agency of its autonomy and 
creates another arena for party politics to enter into the picture. 

'The people involved in the agency should be the ones to make 
the decision of who their st€iff will be," Peters said. "How can one 



person understand the sensitive 
needs of each agency?" 

But Traviesa said the bill's 
purpose is to establish unity among 

the 12 agencies. 

"Since the late 1960s, agencies at 
FSU have been created as separate 
islands with different styles and 
formations," he said, adding that 
some agencies' governing boards 
have become inactive. "There needs 
to be a board of directors or else 
long-term continuity is lost. 
Directors go in and out each year, 

but boards remain consistent." -r -r r-r-i i

City okays permitting for clean-coal plant

Tallaha.ssee City Commissioners voted unanimously Wednesday 
to take steps to build an experimental clean-coal facility to keep 
up with the city's rising enerj.j\ demands. 

Commissioners gave the go-ahead to an agreement with the 
federal Department of Energy to build the plant by 1995 at a cost 
of $276 million. The innovative facility incorporates technology to 
burn coal cheaper and cleaner than the traditional coal-burning 
process. 



Acquiring state and nationa* permits to allow the project to begin 
will cost the city $2.8 million. That money will be matched by the 
DOE. After the permitting phase, the city has the option of forgoing 
Its committment to the project 

In approving the deal, commissioners ended a si.x year process 
to lind alternative energy sources to meet the electricity needs of 
a growing city. Similar facilities are located around the U.S., 
including West Virginia and Pennsylvania. But none of the

Summer classes 
are safe despite 
5-percent cuts, 
FSU contends .

Florida State University Provost Gus 
Turnbull said good planning is the reason the 
.school does not have to eliminate summer 
sessions in the wake of Gov. Bob Martinez's 
mandatory 5-percent budget cut announcement. 

Turnbull said Wednesday alttM'iioon that the 
universitN retained some money from previous 
fiscal years. And the amount carried forward 
is saving the university from making drastic 
cuts. 

"We anticipated budget problems this year 
and built up some reserves," he .said. "We let 
t hem build up so we could use them this year" 

Turnbull said the university is hoping to tiirn 
over the money it saved to the BOH ratliei than 
[ia\ ing to cut it from the budget. He said if the 
regents allow the university to fork over tlie 
saved funds, it will cut through a lot of red tape. 

FSU stands to lose $6.8 million because of the 
cutbacks. 

The budget cuts come after Martinez's Sept. 
10 announcement that all state agencies will 
have to reduce their budgets by 5-percent due 
to a d(H"rease in the state's General Revenue 
Fund. That account pays for schools and prisons, 
among other" go\ ciiimerit programs. 

The 5 percent cuts aflect all nine schools in 
the State University System. The schools have 
turned their proposals in to the state BOR, 
which will review the proposed cuts Monday. 
The regents will give Martinez and his Cabinet 
the propo.sals Sept 25 

Where the final cuts come from i> up to 
Marlitu / State University Sv^t' in ('haiKcllor 
Charles Reed said he expects to hear Irom 
Mart me/ Oct. 9. 

Ralph Alvarez, the university budget officer, 
was finalizing the university's 5 percent 
cutback propo.sal Wednesday evening. He said 
the university is intending to cut approximately 
$2.5 million of the $3.7 million it received for 
new enrollment in the last Legislative .session 

"It - inoiu'V that goe- tn the .icidt-mic 
(it parlments,' Alvarez said "The nioiU'\ v^a-- 
toi more clas.ses t(» take care of our increased 
enrollment "' 

Alvarez said the mandatory budget cuts may 
be reduced from 5-percent to 3.3 percent. The 
proposed decrease could save FSU $2.2 million. 
He attributed the percentage decrease to a $90 
million windfall from the state lottery and the 
auction of abandoned property. 

Alvarez said he will begin working on a 
3 3 percent cutback proposal today But if th»' 
5-percent cut stands, the university is proposing 
to ax approximatelv $1 million from its 
libraru > budget, approximately $635,000 from 
its plant operations and maintenance budget 
and approximately $380,000 from its students' 
services budget— which includes financial aid. 

"It's a painful thing to go through," Alvarez 
said. "I'm not particularly thrilled. It's difficult

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NOW conference this weekend 
will address women's issues

Women's issues in government, reproductive rights 
and abortion clinic defense will be among the hot 
topics at the National Organization for Women's 16th 
annual state conference this weekend in Tallahassee. 

Patricia Ireland, national executive vice president 
of NOW, will be the gu^t speaker. Conference 
Coordinator Sandra Silvers said Ireland will speak 
about NOW's political agenda. 

"She'll cover all the different areas where we'll be 
placing emphasis," Silvers said Wednesday. 

In addition to the panels and workshops, NOW will 
be presenting a more symbolic event— the unveiling 
of a mobile monument which has toured the country. 

"It's a memorial dedicated to courageous women 
who died from unsafe illegal abortions because they 
had no choice," Silvers said. "It's a strong visual 
reminder of this important issue." 

Silvers added that a group of volunteers called "The 
Defenders of Choice" will hold a vigil at the 
monument. 

The four panels to be featured by the conference will 
deal with important women's topics. The panels will 
be called Women's Issues In Government, Power 
Brokers: The Power Behind the Scenes, Reproductive 
Rights: Critical Issues in Education, Health, Law and 
Religion and The Power of the Press. 

The panels are designed to eiK^urage questions and 
discussions and will feature Commissioner of 
Education Betty Castor, Tallahassee City 
Commissioner Dorothy Inman-Crews and State 
Representative Elaine Gordon (D-Miami). 

"We'd like to hear from the qualified women who 



are elected officials and get opinions based on their 
experiences," Silvers said of the Women's Issues in 
Government panel. 

Silvers added that the panels would offer a new look 
at the issues. 

"We will bt^ approaching reproductive rights from 
a different perspective instead of rehashing the same 
old thing," she said. 

Besides the panels, 11 workshops will take place 
Saturday and Sunday and cover an even wider range 
of topics. 

"(Speaker) Patricia Ireland has spearheaded the 
movement against Operation Rescue and has worked 
with clinics and groups all over the country, helping 
them to better defend themselves. It's an 
overwhelming threat to everyone involved," Silvers 
said of the "A.bortion Clinic Defense" workshop. 

She said the "Lesbian and Straight Working 
Together" workshop should give a good analysis of 
lesbian issues and their effects on »)ciety. 

However, Silvers said there EU"e more vital issues 
facing women in the immediate future, such as the 
U.S. Supreme Court's recent ruling which gives states 
more power in regulating abortions. She added that 
NOW's political agenda will reflect that. 

"In the past few years, we've seen a tremendous 
influx in membership," she said. "Florida NOW 
membership has grown from 4,000 to 13,000. Most of 
those are younger wonwn. We need to reach out to 
them and tell Uiem how they can become activists and 
help us to keep Roe v. Wade from being overturned." 

The 1-990 Florida NOW Conference will be 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday. All events are 
scheduled at the Ramada Inn North.

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Education woes 

After raising taxes $1.5 billion during the past year, Gov. Bob 
Martinez was forced to eat crow last week and announce a 5-percent 
across-the-board budget cut for all state agencies. 

Hit hardest by the cuts, which are coming from the state's 
General Revenue Fund, will be education. The Department of 
Education was ordered to cut about $302 million from its budget, 
and $50 million of that will come from the nine state universities. 

As a result, university presidents across the state are being forced 
to consider canceling summer school classes, laying off faculty and 
staff members and cutting back on library funding. Even student 
financial aid is threatened. 

Although students looking for a scapegoat may peg the university 
presidents as the bad guys in all this, Martinez is the one who is 
wearing the black hat. 

Half of the new taxes approved last year were earmarked for the 
General Revenue Fund. And Florida residents can probably expect 
even more taxes next year to make up for this year's budget 
s^hortfall. 

Martinez and his staff blame the lack of revenue on the nation's 
slumping economy, in part because of the Persian Gulf crisis. But 
last year the state was forced to cut $100 million from its budget. 
It's a never-ending cycle, year after year. 

Martinez pot lucky last year, though— at least as far as education 
is concerned. A $160 million last-minute lottery windfall saved the 
education budget. But this year he won't be so lucky. Analysts say 
the lottery will only have $38 million in extra funds. 

To be fair, state legislators are also wearing little black hats. 
They promised that the lottery would be used only as icing on the 
cake, not as an integral part of the annual budget. Yet consider 
this: the St. Petersburg Fimes reported last week that in the 
1986-87 fiscal year, 61-percent of the state's General Revenue Fund 
was earmarked for education; this year, only about 55-percent of 
the money is ,t;oing to education. 

P^ach year, the education department's share of state money has 
gone down. And each year, the lottery has been called upon to make 
up for the shortfall. That looks more like a matter of survival than 
icing. 

In the meantime. Martinez proposed a large-scale prison 
expansion plan this week. How absurd. In the first place, there 
isn't enough money in the state budget to fund existing pri.son 
programs, let alone new ones. In the second place— if the state does 
somehow come up with the money— wouldn't it make more sense 
to put it into education and social services programs that would 
help lower-income individuals and prevent crime? 

Martinez's Democratic opponent in the governor's race summed 
up the situation well when he said taking over as leader of the 
state of Florida would be like becoming captain of the ill-fated 
Titanic. 

Martinez needs to sit down and take a good hard look at his check 
book. Then he needs to get his head out of the clouds and come 
up with some real solutions to help save this sinking ship.

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Sierra Club gives Chiles stamp 
of approval, slams Martinez

MIAMI— r3emocrat Lawton Chiles won the Sierra 
Chih's jjubernatorial endorsement Wednesday, his 
efforts to save the Big Cypress outwei^^hing Gov. Bob 
Martinez's attempts to cast himself as Florida's 
environmental protector. 

"The Sierra Club strongly endorses Lawton Chiles 
for governor. The Sierra Club fi^ls Senator Chiles has 
demonstrated the leadership and foresight necessary 
to preserve Florida's fragile environment." said Rod 
Jude, the legislative liaison for the Sierra Club's 
Florida chapter. 

At a Miami news conference, rlude cited Chiles' 
efforts as a senator to set aside 574,000 acres to 
establish the Big Cypress National Preserve as an 
example of his "commitment to the protection of 
environmentally-sensitive lands." 

Martinez, who was campaigning and not 
immediately available for comment, has presented 
himself as a governor with great concern for the 
environment, going so far to snorkel in the bli'e 
waters of the Atlantic to inspect damage to coral reefs 
from freighter groundings and quarreling with 
Maryland ofl'icials over the capture of dolphins bound 
for a Baltimore aquarium. 



Those efforts, however, did not outweigh the impact 
of his appointments to onvironmental boards with the 
21,000 member Sierra Club 

'"Governor Martine/'s appointments to the 
Environmental Regulatory Commission, the 
Department of Environmental Regulation and the 
Water Management District Governing Bosu'ds have 
generally been a disaster," Jude said. "The governor 
has failed to provide the environmental leadership 
needed to lead us into the 21st century." 

Martinez also was faulted for the weakening of the 
state's wetlands mitigation rule, which requires 
developers who destroy natural wetlands to create 
new ones elsewhere. 

That criticism came on the same day a state auditor 
general's report accused water managers in 
Southwest Florida of failing to adequately protect 
environmentally sensitive wetlands despite the 
wetland mitigation policy. 

Chiles said he and his running mate. Buddy 
MacKay. would make better appointments. 

"We feel our campaign's policy of limiting 
contributions enables us to appoint people (once 
elected' ba.'^ed on their merits." Chiles said

selection process of agency directors go thi ough three 
stages. 

"These agencies function year-round, and you know 
how it takes the student senate weeks, and sometimes 
months, to pass anything," Peters said. "Agencies 
can't afford for that long of a time period to go by." 

Peters also said she was never notified of the student 
senate's intention of passing the bill last week. 

" I never received any olFicial notice from the student 
senatf. The only information I've ever received about 
the bill was the result of my own inquiry," .said Peters. 
"If each of the directors is against this, including the 
boards of directors, then obviously the only 
communication about the bill has been b^ween Steve 
Pollen and Trey Traviesa." 

But Traviesa disagreed. 

"This was all done very openly, asking for the 
cooperation of all agencies." he said, adding that the 
bill includes amendments from some of the agencies. 



F'ollen said the passage of the bill was necessary 
because m the ptist the student body president has 
had to take the rap for mistakes made by agency 
directors, even though he or she had nothing to do 
with their selection for the position. 

"In the past he's been held responsible for all their 
actions and received the brunt of bad press," he said. 

But Pollen added that although the ex«:utive 
branch makes the final selection, the agencies have 
control over who is selected as their director. 

"The ball is in their park. The student body 
president can t pick a name they don't give him," 
Pollen said "They don't have to have anyone they 
don't want in there." 

But Acting Director of the Women's Center Ujar 
Horn is also wary of allowing the student body 
president to appoint the future direct(»% of her agency. 

"There's political favoritism. He tan appoint 
someone he owes a favor to," Horn said. "The agencies 
shouldn't be put under the whim of whatever the 
political preference of the president happens to be at 
the lime."

facilities are as large as the proposed Tallahassee project. 

City electric and energ>' department officials— who predicted 199-5 as 
the year Tallahassee would bogin to need additional energy resources-- 
recommended that commissioners approve funding for the clean coal 
project. 

"We're convinced the project does make gmd business sense," said City 
Electric Department Director Pete Wait. 

DOE w ill loan tlu c ity $75 million to build the plant, known as a 
Circulating Fluidizt d Bed Boiler. The city's current Arvah B. Hopkins 
F.nergy Plant will be converted to the new system at a cost of $276 
million. Of that amount. Tallahas.^ee will pay $240 million. 

The city will have to pay back up to $10 million of the DOE money, 
and 27 percent of any net revenue the city gels from the project in its 
first 20 years will go toward the debt. The main company responsible 
for constructing the unit— the Foster Wheeler corporation— will pay the 
rest. 

The Foster Wheeler company will benefit most from the project, said 
Gary Lockman, a private consulant from Washington D.C. If the 
Tallahassee project is successful, the company should be able to find more 
clients for its clean-coal facilities. 

Citv Commissioner Bob Hightower expressed concerned that if 
commissioners approved the agreement with the DOE, Congi"ess could 
later take away the energy department's funding for the city's loan, 
leaving the city with the bill. 

But Gary Brinkworth, a city electric department official, said if that 
happens, the city would have legal leverage b^ause the IcMin would ,be 
in the form of a contract with DOE. 

"Money for this loan was already appropriated," Brinkworth said. "If 
Congress takes back the money in the middle of instruction, for example, 
they would have to tell DOE to break the contract." 

Citizens' utility bills would increase whether the city chos^- the clean 
coal project or opted for a traditional coal plant— the next cheapest energy- 
option, said Wait. The average Tallahassee resident currently pay.s 
approximately $75 per month.'If the traditional coal plant was adopted, 
by the year 2010, the average customer would pay $239. With the clean- 
coal project the same person would pay only $11 dollars less. 

"Under either «:enario, rates are going to increase," he said.

giving up $6.8 million. It's quite an opportunity loss." 

Alvarez said the university tried divvying up the areas where 
the cuts had to come from. He said the university attempted to 
reduce the budget while preserving academics and faculty positions 

Although Turnbull said the university is not eliminating any 
summer school sessions, he said there will be a decrease in the 
amount of classes offered during those terms. The reduction in 
summer classes means there won't be as great a need for professors. 

Alvarez estimated that toth classes and faculty will decrease by 
10 percent over the summer. 
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Cars burglarized at FSU 

A rash of auto burglaries have plagued car owners at Florida State 
University. FSU police spokesperson Jack Handley said Wi-diiesday. 

Fourteen cars, which were all parked in the campus lots near Doak 
Campbell Stadium and the FSU circus grounds, have been burglarized 
since Sept. 1. In each case, a car window was smashed by a brick or a 
rock, said Handley, and most of the burglaries happened between 3 p.m. 
and 9 p.m. The total damage for the 14 cars is estimated at $2,0(K). 

*'We are asking people who park in that vicinity to observe what's going 
on in the lot and if you see people loitering in the parking lot, give (FSU 
police) a call," Handley said. 

The police spokesperson also suggested that people lock their valuables 
in the trunk of their cars. 

Handley said he thinks the same person or people are responsible for 
the thefts, but police have no suspects. 

Man shot in chest 

A 26-year-old Deville, Louisiana man was shot in the upper right chest 
Tuesday, probably while quarreling over a girlfriend, Leon County 
Sheriffs Office spokesperson Dick Simp^n said Wednesday. 

The victim, Raymond A. Knight, and some ofhis friends were arguing 
with Richard L. Chambliss outside his residence around 7 p.m. The 
argument reportedly turned into a fight and Knight allegedly began 
hitting Chambliss, 26. with a metal bar. During the fight, Chambliss 
crawled back into his trailer otTGum Road, at Rt. 14 Box 347-29, grabbed 
his rifle and fired a wa^-ning shot, Simpson said. Chambliss then allegedly 
shot Knight in the upper right chest. 

"We think the altercation was about a woman maybe both had been 
seeing," Simpson said. 

Knight was taken to Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical Center 
where he is in stable condition. 

According to Simp^n, the investigation is still continuing and no 
charges have been fil^.

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Famous dancer recalls touring 
with exclusively male dance co.

It's easy to foigot what times were like for a 
professional male dancer half a century ago, 

"All across the country, we would get young men 
commg nervously backstage, asking how to become 
a dancer, and saying that their parents would rather 
kill them than let them become a dancer," recalled 
Barton Mumaw. "And they meant it too— such was 
the prejudice at the time " 

Mumaw, sponsored by the Florida State University 
Department of Dance, spoke at FSU Tuesday night. 
He talked about the times in the eai'ly 1930s when 
he was touring the country with the first dance 
company in America devoted exclusively to male 
dancers. The company was formed by Ted Shawn, who 
was one of the major contribut(Mrs to the birth and 
development of modem American dance. 

"We have some of the costumes that were in the 
1931 company," said Sharyn Heiland of the FSU 
dance department."Because of that connection we 
have with him. it really made tonight's evening kind 
of special. The costumes have become rather fragile 
over the years, so we can't use them anymore. We 
hope we can make reproductions of them someday." 

Mumaw (pronounced "Moo-maw") participated in 
the final performances of Ruth St. Denis, Ted Shawn 



and the Denishawn Company in 1931 

"They were the superstars of American dance at the 
time" said Mumaw. "1 was in high school when I first 
saw the Ted Shawn dancers. I had always liked 
dancing myself, and I knew of his dance company, but 
actually seeing their performance really threw me for 
a loop." 

Mumaw said the performance was so strong, it was 
almost spiritual. 

"I was motivated for the rest of my life." he said. 
"So much that I was dancing with the Shawn 
company myself soon after." 

Shawn, who died in 1972 at the age of 81. had 
originally planned to be a minister when he was 
stricken with diptheria. Part of the cure in those days 
involved physical therapy and Shawn chose to study 
dance. He then made it his chosen vocation, and later 
married Ruth St. Denis, one of the premiere female 
dancers of the early 20th century. Their original 
company, Denishawn, was formed in 1915. 

"It was a stormy marriage," said Mumaw. "The 
cla.ssic case of two egos each fighting for center .stage." 

The mar/iage and the dance troupe both dissolved 
in 1931 with the deepening Depression. Shawn then 
decided to form something completely different: a 
dance company formed exclusively of male dancers.

"it wa? .-omethmp of a chantre ■ 
from dance at the time." said 
Heiland "Previously, most danc- 
ing; tor male dancers was limited 
to classical ballet, and even there, 
the male dancers usually were 
limited to supporting roles." 

Heiland said the Shawn com- 
pany did much more athletic types 
of dancing, using Eastern or tradi- 
tional Native American dances as 
their primarv inspiration. 

"They wouldn't copy them ex- 
actly, but interpret them and try 
to capture their flavor," said 
Heiland. 

Shawn and his dancers moved to 
a small farm in rural 
Massachusetts, which was 
christened with the odd name of 
Jacob's Pillow. There they 
developed new experimental typ>es 
of dance, such as "Labor Sym- 
phony," which contained intricate 
clockwork-like movements 
reminia»nt <^ the film Metropolis. 

The Shawn «>mpany supported 
themselves with a hectic tour 
schedule that would put many of 
today's traveling rock stars to the 
test. An average tour was com- 
prised of some 150 performances, 
many of them being three shows 
a day, in three different states. 
When they weren't touring, they 
were back at Jacob's Pillow, tid- 
ing out new danc^ and working 
the land. 

Mumaw became the first soloist 
with the Shawn company and con- 
tinued to dance with them until 
1940 He then continued his dan- 
cing career as a recitalist, teacher 
and performer, with frequent ap- 
pearances on Broadway, in such 
shows as Annie Get Your Gun^ 
Oklahoma and My Fair Lady. 

Mumaw has fond memories of 
the first time he appeared at FSU 
with the Shawn companv 

"in those days. Florida State 
was still a girl's-only school." said 
Mumaw. "So when they saw all of 
these half- naked men on stage, 
with our unique style of d&x»dng, 
they would react kind of like they 
do for stars today." 

There was a documentary film 
done on the Shawn a)mpany, en- 
titled The Men Who Danced, 
originally shown on the Bravo 
cable network, which was shown 
at Mumaw's presentation. 
Mumaw said he is proud to be able 
to show this film. 

'Each generation has to be the 
guardian of what came before," 
Mumaw said.

One problem with this movie is that Sheen and 
Estevez don't tu the roles of garbagemen, and they 
sure as hell don't kx^k like surfers Stvondly, they are 
stuck in a terrible plot that is somehow trying to 
convey an environmental message. Go figure. 

This film is filled with unrealistic and irrelevant 
situatioi^ which cau^ ^veral scenes to be drawn out.

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Jimmy Holton: not your ordinary civil service worker?

Postal employee has 
a stamp of originality

Jimmy Hoiton's long hair, huge grin and pink "The 
Simpsons" hat catch many customei^ by surprise as 
they buy stamps and mail letters at the post office 
©n Woodward Avenue. 

Customers like to stop and chat with the 42-year- 
old postal employee; his outgoing personality and 
fnt-ndly demeanor is a nice change from the usual 
biireacralic sterile atmosphere of post offices 

Holton has been a postal employee since 1970. 
Although he only started out at $3.51 per hour, that 
wage level was a definite increa^ over the whopping 
$1.75 per hour he was previously pulling down as a 
landscaper. Holton now makes a lot more money but 
prefers to live a simple life; his intere^ iiM:lu<k the 
environment, bee k^ping and snakes. 

■'Human beings are sh — ing in their nest," said 
Holton. a Valdosta, Ga.. native "We're messing up 
where we live and w e're not smart enough to realize 
it. We re using up our natural resources. And I realize 
that we re polluting ourselves to the point that we're 
getting sicker and sicker and f— ing ourselves up.'" 

Holton s Iwuse is an old wood frame structure built 
sometime in the '30s or '40s that (tees not have air 
conditioning. He heats his home in the winter with 
firewood, recycles his garbage and drives to work in 
his prized 1967 blue Chevy pickup 

Holton en^ys the various benefits he receives from 
hi>job. but has a problem with the movement toward 
more automation within the postal svstem 

"I think the postal service does a good job with the 
amount of mail we move considering the small 
number of errors and complaints we have," Holton 
said. "But with automation moving in, they re 
eliminating j<*s. Since la^r is one of the largest co^, 
the less people you have, the less paychecks and 
money they have to put out. 

"Like mo^ corporations, the profit motive is pretty 
strong, or to break even in this case, " Holton added. 

Though Holton has never felt .<omeone*>^ wrath 
because of a post office .screw-up. he does remember 
how his beekeepmg experience came in handy for the 
IK)stal system. 

"There was a time that a guy's car came into the 
Leon station at Northwood Mall and several boxes of 
bees that were being mailed had broken open," said 
Holton, who worked at the Northwood Mall post office 
for nii^ years. '*My firrt wife and I went cbwn and

retrieved all the bees and got stung a few times. The 
whole back porch was like a cloud." 

In addition to raising bees for their honey, the 
uniqueness of snakes and their habits is another 
hobby for Holton He found a 5-f(X}t rat snake coiled 
up on the highway a few months ago and brought him 
home as a pet. The Tallahassee Democrat ran a 
picture of Holton and the snake m its newspaper at 
that time 

"He's loose in my house but 1 don't know where he's 
at," Holton said. "1 let him go m my bedroom and I 
haven't seen him since." 

Many people would be freaking out knowing a 
snake was loose in their dwelling, but Holton said it 
doesn't bother him. He said he's taught his three 
children— an 18 year-old daughter and a 15 year-old 
son from his first marriape and an 8-year-old daughter 
from his second marriage— not to fear animals and 
reptiles 

*'Asyou get older and deal with children more, you 
get to know more about children and more about 
your^lf," he ^d. "I think my children have taught 
me as much as I've taught them " 

Because he is such an <^n person, it is not 
surprising that Holton likes to spend tin^ in the buif. 

"When I'm in an area where I can be nude without 
offending anyone. I enjoy it," he said. "It's natural 
and everybody seems to have been born naked." 

Holton said nudity is a refreshing experience. 

"Nudism IS not a sexual thing. It simply feels good 
to be outdoors in the nude," he said. Tn a lot of 
Eun^iean ccxmtries, it's pretty much accepted . . . but 
in this country, where it's suppose to be so free, you 
can't do ^mething as basic as being naked outside 
without br^ing the law."

Some FSU agencies upset over new act

Florida State University Student Body President Trey Traviesa 
will have the final say in choosing the acting director of every 
student government agency on campus under a bill passed last 
week by the student senate. 

The Agency Guidance Act, which will no longer leave the 
selection of agency director up to the agencies, was approved by 
the student senate unanimimsly. Traviesii will sign it into policv 
withm the next two weeks, and it will be sent to Vice President 
of Student Affairs Jon Dalton for final approval. 

The act requires each agency 's board of directors to submit a list 
of three candidates to the student body president. From the list, 
the president makes his choice for agency director and sends it to 
the student senate for s^proval. 

According to Student Senator Steve Pollen, who sponsored the 
bill, each agency currently has its own method of selecting a 
director. He said some agencies, such as Off-Campus H<iu-ing. use 
a select icn process similar to the one specified in the Agency 
Guidance Act and have never expressed a complaint with it 

But the. acting director of the Center for Participant Education. 
Kt'L> Peters, said the bill strips each agency of its autonomy and 
creates another arena for party politics to enter into the picture. 

'The people involved in the agency should be the ones to make 
the decision of who their staff will be," Peters said. "How can one 



person understand the sensitive 
needs of each agency?" 

But Traviesa said the bill s 
purpose is to establish unity among 
the 12 agencies. 

"Since the late 1960s, agencies at 
FSU have been created as separate 
islands with different styles and 
formations,"' he said, adding that 
some agencies" governing boards 
have become inactive. "There needs 
to be a board of directors or else 
long term continuity is lost. 
Directors go in and out each year, 

but boards remain consistent." ^ -j- ^-f^.. 

Traviesa said the AgeiKy Guidance I rey I raviesa, hbU 

Act will allow the agencies' boards Student body president 
to act as mediators among the student senate, executive branch 

and agency directors. 

Although Peters ap-eed there is a need for better relations 
between the agencies and student government, she said this bill 
alienates the two even more She also pointed out that the bill will 
put agencies in a time crunch each year becau.se it requires the

City okays permitting for clean-coal plant

Tallahassee City Commissioners voted unanimously Wednesday 
to take steps to build an experimental clean-coal facility to keep 
up with the city's rising energ>- demands. 

Comimissioners gave the go-ahead to an agreement with the 
federal Department of Energy to build the plant by 1995 at a cost 
of $276 million. "Hie innovative facility incorporates technology to 
bum &ia\ cheaper and cleans than the tmditicmal ooal-buming 
proems. 



Acquiring state and national permits to allow the project to begin 
will cost the city $2.8 million. That money will be matched by the 
DOE. After the permitting phase, the city has the option of forgoing 
its committment to the project. 

In approving the deal, commissioners ended a six-year process 
to find alternative energ>- sources to meet the electricity needs 
a growing city Similar facilities are located around the US. 
including West Virginia and Pennsylvania. But none of the

Summer classes 
are safe despite 
5-percent cuts, 
FSU contends .

Florida State University Provost Gus 
Turnbull said good planning is the reason the 
school does not have to eliminate summer 
sessions in the wake of Gov. Bob Martinez's 

nuuidatory 5-percenl budget cut announcement. 

Turnbull said Wednesday afternoon that the 
university retained some money from previous 
fiscal \ears. And tlie iinioiuit carried forwai'd 
IS saving the university from making drastic 
cuts. 

"We anticipated budget problems this year 
and built up some reserves," he said. "We let 
t hem build up so we could use them this year." 

Turnbull said the university is hopin^^ to turn 
over the money it saved to the HOH rather than 
haviniz to cut it from the budget He said if the 
f(^i:ents allow the university to fork ovoi- the 
<aved funds, it will cut through a lot ot red tape. 

FSU stands to lose $6.8 million btx:ause of the 
cutbacks. 

The budget cuts come after Martinez's Sept. 
10 announcement that all state agencies will 
have to reduce their budgets by 5-percent due 
to a decrease in the state's General Revenue 
Fund. That account pays for schools and prisons, 
amon^: other government programs. 

The .':> percent cuts affect all nine schools in 
the State Univei'sity System. The schools have 
turned their proposals in to the state BOR, 
which will review the proposed cuts Monday. 
The regents will give Martinez and his Cabinet 
the proposals Sept. 25. 

Where the final cuts come from is up to 
Martinez State University System Chancellor 
Charles Heed said he expects to hear from 
Martinez Oct. 9. 

Ralph .AK ai ez, the university budget orficer. 
was finalizing the university's percent 
cutback prop(jsal Wednesday evening. He ^aid 
the university is intending to cut approximately 
$2.5 million of the $3.7 million it received for 
new enrollment in the last Legislative session. 

"It's money that goes to the academic 
departments," Alvarez said. "The money was 
for more classes to take care of our increased 
enrollment 

.'Mvarez --aid the mandatory hud^^'ft ( ut> ina\' 
he roduci'd irom 5 perceiu to .'i .5 percent The 
proposed decrea.se could .^ave FSU $2.2 million. 
He attributed the percentage decrease to a $90 
million windfall from the state lottery and the 
auction of abandoned property. 

Alvarez said he will begin working on a 
3.3-percent cutback proposal today But if the 
5-percent cut stands, the university is proposmg 
tf> ax approximately $1 million from its 
libraries" budget, approximatelv $635, U(H) trom 
it.'- plant operations and maintenance budget 
and approximately $380,000 from its students' 
services budget— which includes financial aid. 

"It's a painful thing to go through," Alvarez 
said. "I'm not particularly thrilled. It's difficult

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Education woes 

After raising taxes $15 billion during the past year, (iov Bob 
Martinez was forced to eat crow last week and announce a 5-percent 
across-the-board budget cut for all state agencies. 

Hit hardest by the cuts, which are coming from the state's 
General Revenue Fund, will be education. The Department of 
Education was ordered to cut about $302 million from its budget, 
and $50 million of that will come from the nine state universities. 

As a result, university presidents across the state are being forced 
to consider canceling summer school classes, laying otT faculty and 
stafT members and cutting back on library funding. Even student 
financial aid is threatened. 

Although students looking for a scapegoat may peg the uni\ ersity 
presidents as the bad guys in all this, Martinez is the one who is 
wearing the black hat. 

Half of the new taxes approved last year were earmarked for the 
General Revenue Fund. Awl Florida residents can probably expect 
even more taxes next year to make up for this year s budget 
Shortfall. 

Martinez and his staff blame the lack of revenue on the nation's 
slumping economy, in part l^ause of the Persian Gulf crisis. But 
last year tl» state was forced to cut $1W million from its budget. 
It's a never-ending cycle, year after year. 

Martinez gcrt lucky last year, though— at least as far as education 
is concerned. A $160 million last-minute lottery wimtfall saved the 
education budget. But this year he w<m*t be so lucky. Analysts say 
the lottery will only have $88 million in extra funds. 

To be fair» state legislators are also wearing little black hats. 
They promised that the lottery would be used only as icing on the 
cake, not as an integral part of the annual budget. Yet consider 
this: the St. Petersburg Times reported last week that in the 
1986-87 fiscal year, 61-percent of the state's General Revenue Fund 
was earmarked for education; this year, only about 66-percent of 
the money is going to education. 

Each year, the education department's share of state money has 
gone down And each year, the lottery has hmn called upon to make 
for the shortfall. That looks more like a matter of s^ival than 
icing. 

In the meantime, Martinez proposed a large-scale prison 
expansion plan this week. How absurd. In the first place, there 
isn't enough money in state budget to fund existing prison 
programs, let alone new ones. In the ^ond place— if the state does 
somehow come up with the money— wouldn't it make more sense 
to put it into education and social services programs that would 
help lower income individwaiis and prevent crime? 

Martinez's Democratic opponent in the governor's race summed 
up the situation well when he said taking over as leader of the 
state of Florida would be like becoming oiptain of the ill-fated 
Titanic. 

Martinez needs to sit down and take a good hard look at his check 
book. Then he needs to get his head out of the clouds and come 
up with some real solutions to help save this sinking ship.

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Sierra Club gives Chiles stamp 
of approval, slams Martinez 



I MTFO PRUSS IM KRN ATlONAl 

MIAMI— Democrat Lawion Chiles won the Sierra 
Club's gubernatorial endorsement Wednesday, his 
efTorts to save the Big Cv^jress outweighing Gov. Bob 
Martinez's attempts to cast him^lf as Florida's 
environmental protector. 

"The Sierra Club strongly endorses Lawton Chiles 
for governor. The Sierra Club feels Senator Chiles has 
demonstrated the leadership and foresight necessary 
to preserve ?^lorida"s fragile environment." said Rod 
Jude. the legislative liaison for the Sierra Clu^ ; 
Florida chapter. 

At a Miami news conference. Jude cited C'hiles* 
efforts as a senator to set aside 574,000 acres to 
establish the Big Cypress National Preserve as an 
example of his "commitment to the protection of 
en \ i l onmentally -sensitive lands.'' 

Martinez, who was campaigning and not 
immediately available for comment, has presented 
himself as a governor with p-eat concern for the 
environment, going so far to snorkel m the hlue 
waters of the .-Xtlantic to inspect damage to coral reets 
from freighter groundings and quaneling with 
Maryland officials over the capture of dolphins bound 
for a Baltimore aquarium. 



Those etToils. however, did not outweigh the impact 
of his appointments to tMivironmenial boards with the 
21.000 member Sierra Club. 

"Governor Martinez's appointments to the 
Environmental Regulatory Commission, the 
Department of Environmental ^gulation and the 
Wat«r Management District Governing Boards have 
generally been a disaster," Jude said. "The governor 
has failed to provide the environmental leadership 
needed to lead us into the 21st century " 

Martinez also w as faulted tor the weakening of the 
state's wetlands mitigation rule, which requires 
developers who destroy natural wetlands to create 
new ones elsewhere. 

That criticism came on the same day a state auditor 
general's report accused water managers in 
Southwest Florida of failing to adequately protect 
environmentally sensitive wetlands despite the 
wetland mitigation policy. 

t'hiles said he and his running mate. Buddy 
MacKay. would make better appointments. 

"We feel our campaign's policy of limiting 
contributions enables us to appoint people (once 
elected) based on their merits," Chiles said.

selection process a€ agency directors go through three 
stages. 

"These agencies function y^u"-round, and you know- 
how it takes the ^udent senate weeks, and sometimes 
months, to pass anything. " Peters said. "Agencies 
can't afford for that long of a time period to go by " 

Peters also said she wiis never notified of the student 
.senate's intention of passing the bill last week. 

"I never received any otTiciai notice from the student 
senate. The only information I've ever received about 
the bill was the r^ult of my own inquiry. " said Inters, 
'if each of the directors is against this, including the 
lK>ards of directors, then obviously the only 
communication about the bill has been b^w^n Steve 
Pollen and Trey Traviesa." 

But Traviesa disagreed 

"This was all done very openly, asking for the 
cooperation of all agencies. he said, adding that the 
bill includes amendments from some of the agencies. 



Pollen said the passage of the bill was necessary 
becau.se in the past the student body presid»>nt has 
had to take the rap for mistakes made by agency 
directors even though he or she had nothing to do 
with their selection for the position. 

'in the past he's been held responsible for all their 
actions and received the brunt of bad pr^s," he said. 

But Pollen added that although the executive 
branch makes the final selection, the agencies have 
control over who is selected as their director 

"The ball is in their park. The student body 
president can't pick a name they don't give him." 
Pollen said. 'They don't have to have anyone they 
don't want in there." 

But Acting Director of the Women's Center Djar 
Horn is al^ wary of allowing tl^ student body 
president lo appoint the fiiture dir^rtCH^ of ho* agency. 

"There's political favoritism. He can appoint 
someone he owes a favor to." Horn said. "The agencies 
shouldn't be put under the whim of whatever the 
political preference of the president happens to be at 
the time. "

facilities are as large as the propo.sed Tallahassee project. 

City electric and energ>- department olTicials- who predicted 1995 as 
the year Tallahassee would begin t^i need additional energy re.sources^^ 
recommended that commissioners approve funding tor the clean coal 
project. 

"We're convinced the project does make good business sense," said City 
Electric Depaitment Director Pete Wait. 

DOE will loan tht city $75 million to build the plant, known as a 
Circulating FUiidized Bed Boiler. The city's current Arvah B. Hopkins 

Knergy Plant w ill be converted to the new system at a cost of $276 
million Of that amount. TallahasstH' will pay $240 million. 

The cit\ will have to pay back up to $10 million of the DOK money, 
and 27 percent of any net revenue the city gets from the project in its 
first 20 years will go toward the debt. The main company responsible 
for constructing the unit— the Foster Wheeler corporation— will pay the 
rest. 

The Foster Wheeler company will benefit most from the project, said 
Gary Lockman, a private consulant from Washington D.C. If the 
Tallahassee project is successful, the company should be able to find more 
clients for its cleaivcoal facilities. 

C^ity Conmnssioner Bob Hightower expres.sed concerned that if 
commissioners approved the agreement with the DOE, Congress could 
later take away the energy department's funding for the city's loan, 
leaving the city with the bill. 

But Gary Brinkworth, a city electric department official, said if that 
happens, the city would have legal leverage because the loan WAuld be 
in the form of a contract with DOE. 

"Money for this loan was already appropriated," Brinkworth said. "If 
Conp ess takes back the money in the middle of construction, for example, 
they would have to tell DOF to break the contract." 

Citizens" utility bills would increase^ whether the city cho.se the clean 
coal project or opted for a traditional coal plant— the next cheapest energy- 
option, said Wait The average Tallahassee resident currently pays 
approximately $75 per month. If the traditional coal plant was adopted, 
by the year 2010, the average customer would pay $239. With the clean- 
coal project the same person would pay only $11 dollars less. 

"Under either ^enario, rates are going to increase/' he said.

giving up $6.8 million. It's quite an opportunity loss." 

Alvarez said the university tried divvying up the areas where 
the cuts had to come from. He said the university attempted to 
reduce the budget while preserving academics and faculty positions. 

Although Turnbull said the university is not eliminating any 
summer school sessions, he said there will be a decrease in the 
amount of classes offered during those terms. The reduction in 
summer classes means there won't be as great a need for profes^irs. 

Alvarez estimated that both classes and faculty will decrea^ by 
10 f»rcent over the summer.

It's easy to forget "l^at times were like for a 
pn^wional male dancer half a century ago. 

"All across the country, we would get young men 
coming i^^ously backstage, asking how to become 
a dancer, and saying that their parents would rather 
kill them than let them become a dancer, " recalled 
Barton Mumaw. "And they meant it too— such was 
the prejudice at the time." 

Mumaw, sponsored by the Florida State University 
Department of Dance, ^ke at FSU Tuesday night. 
He talked dbout the times in the early 1930s when 
he was touring tlM mmtty with the first dance 
cora^kBy in America devoted exclusively to male 
dancei^. The company was formed by Ted Shawn, who 
was one of the major contributors to the birth and 
development of modern American dance. 

"We have some of the costumes that were in the 
1931 company." said Sharyn Heiland of the FSU 
dance department. "Because of that connection we 
have with him, it really made tonight's evening kind 
of special. The c^raMS have become rather fragile 
over years, so we can't use than anymore. We 
hope we can make reproductions of them someday." 

Mumaw (pronounced "Moo-maw") participated in 
the final performances <tf Ruth St. Denis, Ted Shawn 



and the Denishawn Company in 1931. 

*They wwe tl« superstars of American dance at the 
time" said Mumaw. "I wm m high school when I first 
saw the Ted Siawn dancers. I had always liked 
dancing myself, and I knew (tf his dance company, but 
actually Miix^ ^eir performance really thiw me for 
a loop." 

Mumaw said the performauice was so strong, it was 
almost spiritual. 

"1 was motivated for the rest of my life," he said. 
"So much so, that 1 was dancing with the Shawn 
company myself soon after," 

Shawn, who died in 1972 at the age 81, had 
originally planned to be a minister when he was 
stricken with diptheria. Part of the cure in those days 
involved physical therapy and Shawn chose to study 
dance. He then made it his chosen vocation, and later 
married Ruth St. Denis, one of the premiere female 
dancers of the early 20th century. Their original 
company, Denishawn, was formed in 1915. 

"It was a stormy marriage," said Mumaw. "The 
clas»c esM <tf^ two egos each fighting for center stage." 

The marriage and the dmncm troupe both dissolved 
in 1931 with the deepening Depression. Shawn then 
decided to form something completely different: a 
dance company formed exclusively of male dancers.

"It was something' of a change 
from dance at the tinie, " said 
Heiland. "FVeviously. most danc- 
ing for male dancers was limited 
to classical toilet, and even there, 
the male dancers usually were 
limited to supporting roles." 

Heiland said the Shawn com- 
pany did much more athletic types 
of dancing, using Eastern or tradi- 
tional Native American dances as 
their primary inspiration. 

"They wouldn't copy them ex- 
actly, but interpret them and try 
to capture their flavOT," said 
Heiland. 

Shawn and his dancers moved to 
a small farm in rural 
Massachusetts, which was 
christened with the odd name of 
Jacob's Pillow. There they 
developed new experimental types 
of dance, such as "Labor Sym- 
phony," which omtained intricate 
clockwork-like movements 
reminiscent of the film Metropolis. 

The Shawn company supported 
themselves with a hectic tour 
schedule that would put many of 
today's traveling rock stars to the 
test. An average tour was com- 
prised of some 150 performances, 
many of them being three shows 
a day, in three different states. 
W^n they weren't touring, they 
were back at Jacob's Pillow, try- 
ing out new dances and working 
the land. 

Mumaw became the first soloist 
with the Shawn company and con- 
tinued to dance with them until 
1940. He then continued his dan- 
cing career as a recitalist, teacher 
and performer, with frequent ap- 
pearance on Broadway, in such 
shows as Annie Get Your Gun, 
Oklahoma and My Fair Lady. 

Mumaw has fond memories of 
the first time he appeared at FSU 
with the Shawn company. 

"In those days, Florida State 
was still a girl's-only school," said 
Mumaw. "So when they saw all of 
these half-naked men cm stage, 
with our unique ^yle of danci^, 
they would react kind of like they 
do fcnr pop stars today." 

TTiere was a documentary film 
done on the Shawn company, en- 
titled The Men Who Danced, 
originally shown on the Bravo 
cable network, which was shown 
at Mumaw's presentation. 
Mumaw said he is proud to be able 
to show this film. 

"Each generatiim has to be the 
guardian of what came before," 
Mumaw said.

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Jimmy Holton: not your ordinary civil service worker?

Postal employee has 
a stamp of originality

Jimmy Helton's long hair, huge grin and pink "The 
Simpsons" hat catch many customers by surprise as 
they buy stamps and mail letters at the post office 

en Woodward Avenue. 

Customers like to stop and chat with the 42 year 
old postal employee; his outgoing personality and 
friendly demeanor is a nice change from the usual 
bureacratic sterile atmosphere of post offices. 

Holton has been a postal employee since 1970. 
Although he only started out at $3.51 per hour, that 
wage level was a definite increase over the whopping 
$1.75 per hour he was previously pulling down as a 
landscaper. Holton now makes a lot more money but 
prefers to live a simple life; his interests include the 
environment, bee keeping and snakes. 

"Human beings are sh--ing in their nest," said 
Holton, a Valdosia, Cia., native. "We're messing up 
where we live and we're not smart enough to realize 
it. We're using up our natural resources. And I realize 
that we're polluting ourselves to the point that we re 
getting sicker and sicker and f— ing ourselves up." 

Helton's house is an old wood frame structure built 
sometime in the '30s or '40s that does not have air 
conditioning. He heats his home in the winter with 
firewood, recycles his garbage and drives to work in 
his prized 1967 blue Chevy pickup. 

Holton enjoys the various benefits he receives from 
his job, hut has a problem with the movement toward 
more automation within ihv postal svstem. 

"I think the postal service does a good job with the 
amount of mail we move considering the small 
number of errors and complaints we have," Holton 
said. "But with automation moving in, they're 
eliminating jobs. Since labor is one of the largest 
the less people you have, the less paychecks and 
money they have to put out. 

"Like most corporations, the profit motive is pretty 
strong, or to break even in this case," Holton added. 

Though Holton has never felt someone's wrath 
because of a post otTice screw-up, he does remember 
how his beekeeping experience came in handy for the 
postal system. 

"There was a time that a guy's car came into the 
Leon station at Northwood Mall and several boxes of 
bees that were being mailed had broken open," said 
Holton, who worked at the Northwood Mall post ofTice 
for nine years. "My first wife and I went down and

retrieved all the bees and got stung a few times. The 
whole back porch was like a cloud." 

In addition to raising bees for their honey, the 
uniqueness of snakes and their habits is another 
hobby for Holton. He found a 5-foot rat snake coiled 
up on the highway a few months ago and brought him 
home as a pet. The Tallnh asse^ Democrat ran a 
picture of Holton and the snake in its newspaper at 
that time 

"He's loose in my house but I don't know where he's 
at," Holton said. "I let him go in my bedroom and I 
haven't seen him since." 

Many people would be freaking out knowing a 
snake was loose in their dwelling, but Holton said it 
doesn't bother him. He .said he's taught his three 
children-an 18-year-old daughter and a 15 year-old 
son from his first marriage and an 8-yearold daughter 
from his second marriage-not to fear animals and 
reptiles. 

"As you get older and deal with children more, you 
get to know more about children and more about 
yourself," he said. "I think my children have taught 
me as much as I've taught them." 

Because he is such an open person, it is not 
surprising that Holton likes to spend time in the buff. 

"When I'm in an area where I can be nude without 
offending anyone, I enjoy it," he said. "It's natural 
and everybody seems to have been born naked." 

Holion said nudity is a refreshing experience. 

"Nudism is not a sexual thing. It simply feels good 
to be outdoors in the nude," he said. "In a lot of 
European countries, it's pretty much accepted ... but 
in this country, where it's suppose to be so free, you 
can't do something as basic as being naked outside 
without breaking the law."

Smaller impacts from Florida 
State Univer>iiy"s recent joint 
with the Atlantic Coast Con- 
ference will eventually come to the 
forefront.

ACC, the club learn has revived its effort, 

"E\eryone is getting excited again now ," said Doug Robison. a member 
of FSU's soccer club. "Now that we're in the ACC. we could stand a 
chance of getting an incredible program going here." 

Oddly, there's no Division I-A soccer team in either Florida or Georgia. 
And Florida is considered a hotbed for prep soc<«r recruits. Tallahassee 
may have the state's biggest crop of top soccer players, considering Leon 
High School has won the state 4A championship the last two years. 

The lack of a state viu-sity college team creates a dilemma for prep 
soccer talents who wish to remain m Florida. 

"Florida players are among the best m the nation, and thev consistently 
move out of Florida to play since no Division I school in Florida has a 
sports program including men's soccer," FSU soccer club team member 
Mike Marshall said. "These players would like to stay in state." 

Many talented players end up at FSU anj'U'ay. After considering 
proximity and finances, they decide to pin their hopes on FSU starting 
a team while they're at the school. 

Rohi.-ion IS a case in point. He declined a scholarship in 1986 to play 
at Appalachian State m North Cirolina and came to FSl', 

"T thought FSU would have a Division I team soon." Robison said. 
"There's a huge interest in soccer here. There's enough talent on campus 
to start a varsity team." 

The ACC would be a competitive league to jump into. ACC members 
Duke, Clemson and North Carolina St. have consistently been among 
the nation's top college teams. 

For now, the club team compete- m the semi-pro Florida Intra-City 
League The University of Florida and FSU are the only college club 
teams in the league, the rest being residents of the repre^nted city. The 
team also competes in many pick up scrimmages 

in 1986, FSL"s club team w ent 22 1, beating a number of Division I-A 
teams.

Ciov. Boh Mai tmez's decision to 
cut state univtTsity funds is a had 
move, said F'lorida State Univer 
sity English Professor Bill 
Lhamon— particularly so since his 
department is already hurting for 
professors and classroom space. 

"Any budget news that inhibits 
our growth is bad news indeed," 
Lhamon said Thursday "If they 
don't give us more money, we 
essentially feel cut." 

Lhamon, like other ad 
ministrators and students from 
FSU and Florida A&M Universi 
ty, expressed disappointment at 
Martinez's Sept. 10 announce- 
ment that all state agencies will 
have to reduce their budgets by 5 
percent 

Martinez made the decision in order to deal with a decrease in the 
.state's General Revenue Fund - the account that pays primarily for 
schools, social services and prisons. 

The reductions will affect all of Florida's nme state universities The 
schools have turned in outlines for proposed cuts to the state Board of 
Regents, which will review them on Monday. 

As a result of the cuts, FAMU President Frederick Humphries 
announced Tuesday that the university intends to cut $400,000 by 
eliminating one of its summer sessions. 

But FAMU A.ssistanl Professor Dubravko Kakarigi suggested the 
school get rid of some of" its admmistrators to save money rather than 
eliminate any school .session.s 

"Our students are losing," Kakangi said. "We've had a lot of students

After a five-year hiatus, the Florida State 
University college chapter of the NAACP has 

returned. 

The campus chapter of the National Association for 
the Advancenirnt <if (^)l()red People has been revived 
to ht'lp hrin^ the bhick student population together 
at FSU, according to Robert Malone, who led the effort 
to restart the student group. 

"We want to focus on the lack of unity among black 
students on campus," said Malone, a former NAACP 
college cha]^r president at the University of Florida. 
"We need to biing the greek and n<Mfi-greek black 
students together as one." 

Through workshops. Malone hopes to unite the 
students by giving them an opportunity to rap and 
network about various problems that fare African 
American students— including racism and educational 
needs. 

'The workshq>s will help them to deal with the 
problems on this campus and the society around us," 
Malone said. "We want them to not feel alienated in 
their classes and to be able to raise their hands and 
ask questions." 

Malone said the newly formed branch has yet to 
have an official meeting, but more than 50 people 
have expressed interest. 

The group is not trying to compete with the 22-year- 
old FSU Black ^udent Union, according to Malone. 

"Our intentioi^ are not to duplicate the BSU," ssdd 
Malone, a senior criminal justice mcgw. "We want to 
work with them to help all the black students here." 

BSU President Ben Crump is ecstatic that the FSU 
NAACP college chapter has reformed. 

"I welcome it entirely." Crump said. "We can do 
things with the NAACP to discourage 
institutionalized racism. I'm looking forward to 
combatting that racism with the NAACP." 

The addition of the NAACP college chapter will 
provide African-American students with more 
ammunition to face adversity, .Crump said.

at FAMU in the summer, a lot are interns that catch up in the summer. 
Four hundred thousand dollars is about four or five administrators." 

Although FSU Provost Gus Turnbull told the Flambeau Wednesday 
that the school will not have to cut any of its summer sessions, he said 
there will be a deo-eaae in the amount of classy offered. 

But FSU*8 English deiMutment, among others, is already facing a 
severe overpo|Nilation crunch. (tepartment needs more classes, 
Lhamon said, not fewer. 

"We've been telling (FSU administrators) that this is a crisis situation/' 
Lhamon said. "I would prefer if we make a dramatic staten^nt and cut 
a summer program. We feel like we're being gummed to death by this 
nickel and dime stuff." FSU officials have also pointed to the school's 
libraries, plant operations, maintenance budget and student services as 
areas in which to make cutbacks. 

Faculty Senate President Alan Mabe saki he doesn't like the idea 
of univ^-sty mmey being cut. But now that education has been targeted, 
taking some of tbe <k>Uar8 from the mimn^r program is fair. 

"Given that you have to make them, it seems there's a balance Uiere,** 
Mabe said. "Having cuts is not great. But core dqMurtn^nt activiti^ 
won't be eaten into all that much." 

Other state universities may have to cut all or some of their summer 
terms as a result of the budget decreases, and some might be laying off 
professors. 

Jim Wilson, president of the United Faculty </ Florida— the union that 
represents the state's university professors— said a large number of 
fi^ulty rely <m summo' xhool teaching fin* estarti iiM»ine (m their 
famili^. Aiid cuttii^ summer terms will Iwve a devastati^ impact on 
stucbnts w1m> need those claagos to graduate. 

think the fundamental feeling of faculty around the state is that 
this really points out the need to do something with the tax system and 
the fact that we have a general revenue that is affected by the «»iMjmy," 
Wilson said. "There are a lot of different ways they could go " 

But if there's going to be cuts, they shouldn't come from education, 
said FSU religion and philosophy student Paul Dombrowski 

"A lot of people are dependent on the summer semester, ' he said. "I 
like it because there are \em people." 

Dombrowski was upset because Martina promised to do some taxing 
when he came to c^ce but then bodied off. If 1% had done so, the Gei^ral 
Revenue Fund would not be in such bad shape, he said. 

"As far as a ^udent's por^ective, I'm plenty upset about it," he said.

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Give him the chance 

Should a university be allowed to fire staff members who suffer from 
diseases such as cancer, cystic fibrosis or AIDS? Or should a person 
be fired because of a criminal record, even if they are making an effort 
to become rehabilitated? 

Most people would probably say no. So where does Florida State 
University get off firing resident assistant Brian Zwolinski? 

Could it be that good 'ole FSU doesn't consider alcoholism a disease, 
even though the American Medical Association does That's what the 
firing of Zwolinski— who has been convicted of four DUIs» at least one 
of which was a felony charge— suggests. 

If Zwolinski was still drinking, the university would have ever>' 
excuse to fire him because alcoholics have no control over their lives; 
liquor controls them. 

No alcoholic could be an effective RA. But the point is Zwolinski 
is a recovering alcoholic and hasn't touched booze for more than a 
year. And as long as he's on the wagon, his job should be secure. 

Alcoholism is a disease that afflicts millions of Americans and the 
road to recover^' is not an easy one. But when an alcoholic decides 
to recover, they take it "one day at a lime" and make the most of 
it. It appears that's what Zwolinski was trying to do. But the 
university obviously thought that wasn't enough. 

Discriminating against a convicted felon is also narrow-minded. 
How is a person expected to become a productive citizen if no one gives 
them a chance? The ACLU wouldn't even take Zwolinski's case 
because people on probation aren't protected by anti-discrimination 
laws. What kind of justice is that? 

Zwobnski was an RA at Cawthon Hall over the summer, and 
according to students who lived on his floor, he was damn good. But 
w hen his skeletons came out of the closet, the university axed him 
and gave him a pencil-pushing job. 

Zwolinski was in a position where he could actually do some good. 
The joke many freshmen and sophomores— who make up the majority 
of dorm residents— hear at college is that they 're going to "learn how 
to drmk." 

Zwolinski could have taught dorm residents about the risk of 
drinking and driving and the risk of alcoholism. As a recovering 
alcoholic, he could help prevent people from making the same 
mistakes he made. 

There's no doubt he made plenty. Zwolinski was involved in an 
accident in 1989 that almost killed Joanne Hayes, a 23-year-old FSU 
honors student who was aspiring to be a university professor. Hayes 
will never be the same due to Zwoliniski's carelessness and he knows 
that. 

At the time of his accident, Zwolinski was wanted in West Palm 
Beach for a DUI, had two DUI convictions and license revocations 
in New Hampshire and had fraudulently obtained a Florida license 
by denying he ever had his license revoked. 

He's no angel. But let's face it, drinking and driving w ill be a 
problem as long as alcohol is legal and there are cars on roads There 
will always be the people who drive drunk and there will always be 
innocent victims like Joanne Hayes. The best way to prevent such 
heinous acts is to educate people. And students could have learned 
from Zwolinski. The university slM)uld have given him the chance 
to teach his painful lesson.

In response to the 1990 Seminoles party platfcHnu, 
I would like to clarify a few statements concerning 
graduate students, i.e. Graduate Students United 
(GSU). The Seminole platform claims responsibility 
for the establishment of GSU. GSU, a subsidiary of 
the National Association of Graduate-Professional 
Students (NAGPS). was founded two-and-a-half 
years ago by a group of graduate students who 
wished to address the issues and needs erf" graduate 
students at FSU. The group endured numerous 
setbacks over the next two years, but this summer 
Allen Josephs revitalized the organization. He sent 
fliers to all graduate departments announcing a 
meeting in May, Forty graduate students attended 
the meeting or contacted Mr. Josephs. Thus, GSU 
was actively re-estabhshed and re-organ ized by the 
graduate stiKlents, not the Seminole party. 

Granted, the Seminole-controll^ student senate 
has ftindad GSU for |28(X) this acacbmic year, but 
this is actually a fraction of the twenty percent 
gradute students contribute to the $3.5 million 
Student Government Association (SGA) budget. 
Although GSU is an SGA affiliated project, this does 
not ensure office space. GSU has lobbied 
consistently, with the recommendations of the vice- 
president and president of SGA, for office space. It 
has yet to be formally granted. 

GSU is an umbrella organization which deals 
strictly with graduate rtudents' needs and issues. 
The Seminole party, which is currently dominated 
by undergraduates, has little knowledge of the 
difficulties graduate students face. It is 
unscrupulous to regard GSU as an extension of the 
Seminole party. GSU, due to iu affliation with 



NAGPS, could only be co-ganized and established by 
graduate students. Possibly if the Seminole party 
had researched GrSU, it would not have wrongfully 
claimed the founding accomplishments and efforts 
of the organization.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua— Sandinista crowds 
disrupted a national dialogue staged Thursday hy the 
government, chanting slogans and damaging the cars 
of several foreign diplomats. 

The talks, ain^ at reducing the divisions that have 
split Nicaragua's social sectors, have been boycotted 
by the Sandinista Front, whose leadei^ have said 
widespread unemployment, high inflation and other 
factors have created a climate not conducive to such 
a dialogue. 

In a speech opening the session. Chamorro said the 
dialogue was the only way for the people to ensure 
that the impact of her economic austerity measures 
would be felt as little as possible. 

"Sadly, we have not been able to discover 
mechanisms that permit us to eliminate inflation and 
restructure the economy without causing 
unemployment and a decrease in production," 
Chamorro said. 

"Many of the means that we have to adopt will be 
painful in the short run." she added. 

While Chamorrc* was speaking, between 200 and 
3l>0 Sandinisia workers pushed through police to the 
windows outside the convention center, chanting 
slogans and throwing rocks. 

Meanwhile, Finance Minister Emilio Pereira 
confirmed plans to fire more workers and cut salaries 
to reduce the government's filial deficit. He said 
inefficient and uncompetitive state companies will be 
sold to private investors. 

"We can either have an elimination of jobs, a 
reduction of salaries or both," he said, addmg that 
the plan w as to put "emphasis on production and not 
on subsidies." 

The di^alogue was first proposed by the government 
in July as part of an agreement that ended a 
nationwide strike by Sandinista workers. The strike 



erupted into violence between Sandinista workers and 
Chamorro supjwrters. 

Labor demonstrations have occurred almost daily 
during the past week, and tensions have risen amid 
threats by the Sandinistas of more social unrest in 
early October.

LOS ANGELES~The Boy Scouts of America's 
refusal to allow a former Eagle Scout to be a troop 
leader becau^ he is a homosexual is an affront to the 
organization's image of diversity and violates the 

man's rights, his attorneys charged Thursday 

The Boy Scouts "is a large, highly structured public 
institution, which reaches out to the entire 
community which it serves." attorney Jon Davidson 
said in opening .statements in the trial of the 
discrimination case of Timothy Curran, 28. 

Despite its outreach to all walks of the community, 
the Boy Scouts unfairly denied Curran a "scouter, ' 
or troop leader petition nearly 10 years ago in 
Berkeley, Calif., because he was an avowed 
homosexual, said Davidson, an attorney with the 
•American Civil Liberties Union. 

In a lawsuit filed in 1981, Curran, a freelance news 
videotape editor now residing in Hollywood, .seeks an 
injunction allowing him to become a Boy Scouts troop 
leader. 

In his opening statement, an attorney for the Boy 
Scout said the organization can deny a troop leader 
position to whomever it pleases pind maintained it is 
not subject to the anti-discrimination laws which 
govern businesses. 

Furthemore. Curran'- moral values conflict w^th 
those implicit in .scouting. Boy Scouts attorney George 
A. Davidson said. 

"The evidence will show the purpose of scouting is 
to transmit the moral values to young people, " said 
Davidson said.

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Little correlation between drugs 
and other crime, FSU study says

According to a recent Florida State University 
study, people who are jailed for drug-related crimes 
are no mere likely to commit a violent crime or 
property crime e^t&r being released. 

FSU professors David Rasmussen and Bruce Benacm 
conducted the study for the Florida Legislature and 
other state agencies in an effort to suggest ways to 
alleviate the state's prison overcrowding. 

"Most people in prison abuse alcohol and drugs, but 
our evidence shows that many ptniple who use drugs 
don't commit crimes against persons," said 
Rasmussen, who teaches economics and policy 
sciences. 

Hie 1990 ^dy shows that drug offenses accounted 
for more than one-third of all prison admissions in the 
1989-1990 fiscal year while forecasts predict that drug 
offenses will account for nearly one-half of all prison 
admissions by the 1994 1995 fiscal year. 

The increase of inc;.uTerations for drug-related 
crimes coupled with the increasing overall crime rate 
has pressured the state lo find alternatives. 

Rasmussen's study analyzes factors affecting 
recidivism, or habitual relajMie to criminal behavun*, 
among drug offenders. He reviewed thouscmds of 
prisoners' r^^rds who were arrested in 1987 and 
found Aat 76-percent h&d no history of violent felony 
arrests, and that most people arrested for sale or 
possesskm of drugs had no prior arrests for property 
crimes. 

In his study. Rasmussen said criminally inclined 
people are more apt to he drug abusers but substance

Neighborhood assault

"A lot of drugs are sold in the area," spoke^rson 
Phil Kiracofe said. "We have had drug pn^lems in 
the area," 

The man was not ii^ured and no damage was 



abuse does not necessarily induce criminal behavior 
"Lawmakers should make sure that people w ho get 
longer prison sentences are those who have long 
criminal records or who have commiited non drug 
related crimes," he said. 

Mark Gertz, a criminology professor at FSU, said 
people want to see all criminals jailed for longer 
periods, regardless of the crime. 

'*Pe<^le like to see all types offenders receive 
longer sentences because it makes them feel better," 
he said. 

But Rasmussen said longer prison sei^iicee for 
drug offenders aren't effective. 
"Longer sentences don't help," Rasmussen said. "If 

druc offenders get longer sentences, someone else 
must be released from Florida's currently 

overcrowded prison system." 

Dick Simpson, Leon County Sheriff s Office 
spokesperson, disagrees with Rasmussen's claims. 

"Many people, when arrested (for drug crimes I have 
large amounts of money but no job," Simpson said, 
adding that the department has no statistics on the 
relaticmship between the crimes. "It seems that most 
people arrested for drugs have been involved in a 
(pr<^)erty) crime." 

The FSU study was given to city police departments, 
the state Department of Corrections and other state 
agencies. But Rasmussen said the study alone won't 
cause any action to be taken. 

"This study is consistent with other information and 
may help the weight of evidence to shift, " Rasmussen 
said. "But there are no revelations."

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Film depicts blacl^listed writers of IVIcCarthy Era

A historically based, comedy-drama dealing with the blacklisting of 
alleged communists in the entertainment industry during the '50s will 
*tH' sh^wn at Moore Auditorium tonight. 

The Center for Participant Education will show the motion picture The 
Front as a prelude to their upcoming free speech rally m October, 
according to CPE Director Kelly Peters 

The tllm focuses on the moral dilemma of its fictional protagonist. 
Howard Prmce. played m an uncharacteristic straight style by Woody 
Allen. Prince gi%-es up his dead-end job to "front" blackl-sted television 
writers by signing his name to their work m order to get it on the air 
He ends up being brought before a committee, forced to either give the 
"red baiters" his support or give up his newlv found source of income. 

The movie's weak plot b^omes s^ondary to its indictment of the men 
and institutions involved in f)ersecuting individuals for suspected 
political beliefs. Director Martin Ritt and screenwTiter Walter Berstein 
were b<:^th blacklisted in the '50s. as was the film's co-star Zero Mostel, 
and they ?eem to w ant to show how the unfounded accusations of a few- 
people ruined many careers and lives. 

Though the film focuses on only the blacklistings, it is the implications 
of the subject matter that is the must mieresting thing about this motion 
picture. 

Through intimidation tactics, a minority of z^lots were able to use 





public opinion to keep powerful corporations frtmi hiring able workers 
possibly affiliated with a particular political movement. Television, as 
a grow ing influence on the nation, was seen as a possible threat in its 

potential a5 a propaganda machine Ooups, using the government's anti- 
c. n - mwt sentlmen^^. hrowl^^at the entertainment industry heads into 
cumpi>.ng with their standards. The industry was not to hire individuals 
listed as subversives in the right wm^ publication. Counterattack, and 
would have to OK poj,.-ible employe e.-, with the ardent anu-communist 
American Business Consultants firm. 

The anti-communist groups used their power to destroy individuals 
because of liberal political views that had very little to do with 
communism. They were accused of being communists because they had 
opposed fascism in Europe before America enwted WWII, «■ they had 
sent relief to war refugees, or fought agair^t racism or want^ better 
USKussian relation- Worst of all. some had opposed the House

But the main characteristic that separates Ultimate from cAher sports 
is that the players are their own referees. 

Some players atrree that sometimes it is hard for you to ref your own 
games, especially because of the incre;ised level of compxn it ion But rarely 
do problems arise When disputes occur in games of great importance, 
there are ' observers"— a pseudo referet? — who aids in "calling the lines." 
That means determining whether the disk was in- («■ out-of-bounds, etc. 

"Refe aren't needed b^au^ the game is ba^ on the spirit of games- 
sportsmanship," said Chris Aguilar, active president for the club's 
1990-91 s^soQ. 

Aguilar also said that mo^ of the time the playo^ are competing within 

themselves, and not against each other. 

The Ultimate Players Association, in its 1990 January quarterly 
publication, listed 25 countries in the world that have Ultimate teams. 
They range from Poland with a single t^am and 12 players, to Zaire with 
35 teams and 400 players, to the U.S. with 450 teams and 6.100 players. 

In all. there are 742 registered t^uns, with over 10,650 players.

Gators are put on probation 



UNTTED PRE^ INTERNATIONAL 

(JAINESVILLE-While avoiding the NCAA's 
version of death row Thursday, the University of 
Florida expressed major disappointment with the 
decision Ui bar the football program from 1990 post- 
sea s<in play 

Endmi^ a summer of sptK-ulation. the NCAA levelled 
a two year probation on Florida's football and 
basketball programs, prohibiting the school from 
appearing in a bowl game this year and ordering the 
return of $287,000 earned in the 1988 NCAA 
basketball tournament. 

Four months after charging the university w ith 10 
rules violations, the gov«Tiing body for intercollegiate 
athletics issued sanctions against Florida's major 
athletic prop-ams in a decision, hand delivered to l^F 
President John Lombardi Becau.se of sanctions 
ordered against the ftxHball program in 1984, the 
NCAA had the authority to impc^ the "death 
penalty. " and shut down both the foc^ball and 
basketl^ll pr(^p^ms. 



"Our university is having some diflficulty accepting 
the penalty that impacts our current football 
program," said Lombardi. "It impacts the innocent 
for the sins of a prior generations. We cannot accept 
as appropriate this punishment" 

The Gator basketball program, now under th* 
guidanct' of new coach Lon Kruger, was stripped ot 
two scholarships in 1991 92 and one scholarship in 
1992 93. The NCAA Committee on Infraction 
ordered the recfx^ €^an unidentified player and the 
team's performance in the '88 NCAA Tournament 
deleted due to the player's ineligible status. 

Published reports have identified the ineligibU' 
player as Vernon Maxwell, a third year guard with 
the NBA s Houston Rockets and FlcH'ida's career 
scoring leader with 2.450 points 

The Gators have 15 days to appeal the NCAA > 
ruling and Lombard] will discu.ss any possible actions 
with Athletic Director Bill Arnsparger, who stood b> 
the university president's side Thursday.

Graduate students claim Seminole Party takes too much credit

Members of the F'lorida Slate University Graduate 
Students United think the Seminole Party is taking credit 
where it isn't due. 

On lis platform, the party claims it has "'delivered the 
establishment and revision of Graduate Students United." 
But members rf the graduate group are peeved by the written 
platform statement printed less than a week before FSU 
Student Senate elections. 

"It's not true because GSU was actively re-established by 
graduate students," Elaine C a * v, a GSU board member, said 
Sunday night "Our bi^ problem is ihey said thev are 
responsible for the establishment . . . they claimed full credit 



and did not give us any. Granted they did the politicking, 
but we did all the activism that was responsible for the 

group." 

Trey Traviesa. student government president and member 
of the Seminole Pariy, said the controversy stems over 
semantics 

Traviesa said graduate sruUini.- t-.-iablished" the 
legislation that put GSU on the books, but he said without 
adequate funding from the Seminole-dominated senate the 
group would not have been as successful. 

He said this year's senate adequately funded the 
organization. 

' For over a year this group sat defunct at the political whim 
of those involved before us," Traviesa said. "The bill started

GSU as a credible organization at FSU." 

The FSU chapter of Graduate Students United was formed 
in Febi uan.' 1989 after then senator David Stem co-wrote a 
hill chartenn^^ the oiganizalion ,is part oi student 
government. It was started by a group of graduate student.s 
who wanted to improve working and studying conditions at 
the university. 

Tracy Newman, senate president pro tem and a member 
of the Seminole Party, is accused in a letter to the editor in 
today's Florida Flambeau of claiming to co-sponsor the 1989 
bill.

Being dishonest 

Editor: 

I was utterly shocked upon reading a flier presently being 
distributed by the Seminole Party. The Seminole Party 
claims to be responsible for the creation of Graduate Students 
I nited. I would like to make it known that the Seminole 
Pai ty was never involved in the creation of the organization. 
In other words, the Seminole Party is being dishonest! 

GSU was started by a group of graduate students who 
desired to improve working and studying conditions at FSU. 
I subsequently wrote a bill chartering GSU as an affiliated 
project of student government. With assistance of another 
student senator, who was a member of the Action Party, I 
was able to convince nearly the entire senate to support its 
creation. The bill was pas^ without dissent. 

I have already confronted the leadership of the l^minole 
Party over the false claim; they replied with a series of 
rationalizations. 

Tracy Newman, a Seminole Party candidate, claims to have 
been a co-sponsor of the bill. That is possible considering that 
nearly a dozen student senators asked to have their names 
added to the bill the day the bill was approved by the 
judiciary committee and the day prior to it being voted upon 
the entire senate. It is common practice in senate to have 
a large number of co-sponsors as a courtesy. By the same 
token my name was placed on many bills out of courtesy. 
Do I feel responsible for all of those bills? Absolutely not! 

Sen. Newman also claims to have spoken in senate in favor 
of the bill. That cannot be proven true or false, considering 
no record is kept of who participates in the debates. 
Considering the bill pas.sed without opposition, I sincerely 
doubt she would have had an opportunity to speak on the 
bill. Regardless, making an incidental speech does not make 
anyone responsible for the bill's passage. I seriously doubt 
a single senate meeting passed in which I did not make at 
least one incidental speech on a measure before the body. 
Am I responsible for each of those measure'!' No! 

The third rationalization is that the student body president 
at that time, Tricia Haistens, used to be a member of the 
seminole party While President Haistens did not exercise 
her veto }X)wer on this particular bill, it is beyond me how 
that constitutes Seminole Party responsibility for the passage 
of the bill. The bill was not vetoed because there was not any 
reason to ve%i it. 

The final rationalization was that I once supported Sean 
Pittman as a candidate for student body president. That 
basically means that because I supported a Seminole Party 
nominee, I was a member of the party.

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan-Deposed Prime 
Minister Benazir Bhutto was told Sunday to appear 
before a special disqualification court in Lahore to 
defend herself against charges of Oxisconduct m a land 
deal while in office. 

The appearance could keep Bhutto out of the Oct. 
24 general elections, and she has charged the 
president with trying to obstruct her re-election plans 
with tpump^-up corruption and incompetence 
charges. 

Bhutto, the first elected prime minister of a Muslim 
country, was sacked Aug. 6 by President Ghulam 
Ishaq Khan, who said her 20-month-old government 
was corrupt. He set up special disqualification courts 
to prosecute her and her cabinet colleagues.

South Africa and even to expand them unless Pretoria 
ends what he described as assassination squads and 
drops assault and kidnapping charges against Winnie 
Mandela, wife of black South Africa leader Nelson 
Mandela. 

WASHTNGTON-Secretary of State James 
Baker, scoffing at "twenty-twenty hindsight," 
Sunday denounced as "absolutely ludicrous" 
suggestions the U.S. government contributed to Iraqi 
agression against Kuwait by failing to forewarn 
Saddam Hussein not to cross the border. 

Baker responded to the release of a transcript by 
the Iraqi Embassy to the ABC network on a July 25 
meeting in Baghdad Ixnween Saddam and U.S. 
Ambassador April Glaspie that centered on Iraq's 
military buildup on the Kuwaiti border. 

The transcript, published Sunday in The New York 
Times and iH>t confirmed by Baker, showed Glaspie 
telling Saddam the United States was concerned by 
the buildup but was not taking si<fes in the dispute. 

Two days before that meeting, State Department 
spokeswoman Margaret Tutwiler was asked whether 
the United States had a commitment to defend 
Kuwait. She said. "We do not have any defense 
treaties with Kuwait, and there is no special defense 
or security commitments to Kuwait." 

Glaspie told Saddam "we have no opinion on Arab 
Arab conflicts and on your border disagreement with 
Kuwait." 

WASHINGTON-Treasury Secretary Nicholas 

Brady urged International Monetary Fund leaders 
Sunday to "meet the economic challenges" of the 
Persian Gulf crisis by mobilizing to sup|K>rt the 
hardest-hit nations. 

Bradv's comments to the IMF's police-setting

Traviesa, who lohhied hist year with the Fh)rida 
Student Association, said he wants to see more 
students lobbying for funding to meet the school's 
growing enrollment. 

"Students can no longer be squeezed out of classes 
they need. I was an English major and a victim when 
I could not get the classes I needed in order to 
graduate," Ti-aviesa said. "It's a dollars and cents 
issue. The university needs more money for 
errollment." 

Newman, who also spent time lobhyin^^ at h\st 
year's legislative session, said she plans to push for 
an increase in the amount of time and energ> students 
put into lobbying. 

"This last year, we had a Icu-ge group of students 
go up to the Capitol," Newman said, adding that she 
hopes to have a lobbying force of several hundred at 
next year's legislative session. 

Traviesa's toughest criticism has been in response 
to his support for the Florida Student Association's 
proposed 8-percent tuition increase for in-state 
students and 18-percent increase for out-of-st,'Ue 
students. But Traviesa said there was no way around 
a tuition hike. 

"Most of the students who thought rationally about 
the issue understand what we did," he said. "There 
is no possible way Florida can maintain its quality 
of education with zero percent tuition raises." 

The Florida Legislature ultimately approved a 10- 



and 20-percent hike, but Newman said the student 
senate still supports Traviesa's stance on tuition 

increases. 

"With the shortfalls that the state is facing now. 
we would he in a much more serious crisis if tuition 
had not been raised," Newman said. 

Another issue at the top of the Seminole Party's 
platform is campus safety. 

"I believe that due to the recent crisis in Gainesville, 
students are very aware of safety on campus," 
Newman said. 

She added that the student government responded 
to the recent slay ings of five Gainesville students by 
providing FSU students with rides to and from 
campus less than 48 hours after the news hit. 

"It shows that we're on top of things, and when a 
crisis hits, we can react strongly," said Traviesa. "The 
most important thing was giving students a feeling 
inside that they were safe. " 

Newman said the Seminole Party plans to research 
an indoor safety system to make dorms safer and 
increase the services of the student escort service. 

Newman said the Seminole Party's image as 
"yuppies ■ or elitists" was a falsehood cooked up by 
the Monarchy Party. 

"I believe it s a picture our opponents have painted 
of us. Th° truth is that it's just not true," she said. 

Newman believes the Seminole Paity's slate is more 
diverse than its opponent's. 

"We include greeks, independents, homosexuals, 
blacks, Asians, Latins and people from all different 
political ideologies," said Newman. "We have never 
closed our door to any student who wants to get 
involved."

Lammers said he is disgusted that Student Body 
President Trey Traviesa chose Bruce Hornsby over 
Bob Dylan as the guest singer for this year's 
homecoming. 

"We need to work for a real homecoming," said 
Lammers, who believes homecoming should be an all- 
day, multicultural event. "I feel that in the past two 
years, the homecomings have shown a real lack of 
vision and excitement on the part of the student 
government." 

"Ghengis " Greg Cohen, who is a Monarchy .senator 
from the College of Arts and Sciences and is running 
for re-election, said the Monarchy Party would try to 
motivate more students to vote in city elections. He 
added that with students' votes, the school could 
pressure the Tallahas^e City Commission into 
building better parking around campus. 

"I don't think you'll see a change in the actual daily 
passage of bills. Routine maintenance would just 
happen," Cohen said. "I mean, you wouldn't see us 
suddenly spending $10,000 on flammgoes to plant 



around campus to chart the migration of lawn 
flamingoes." 

Cohen added that having a student senate run by 
political parties is "silly." 

"Student government is not meant to be a 
simulation of political partisanship in the national 
government. You don't :,erve the students' needs that 
way," he said. "Actually, that was why the Monarchy 
Party was formed." 

In response to the Seminole Party's claim that it 
has accomplished 90 percent of its platform goals over 
the past two years, Cohen said that "what the party 
has done, it should have done." 

"The Seminole Party proudly pouts that it has given 
so much money to so many organizations . . . but it's 
the senate's job to give them that money," Cohen said. 
"It'*^ not supposed to be a privilege to receive that 
money." 

Cohen's primary concern is making student 
government more accessible to students. He said that 
during the past year the Monarchy Party has had a 
table set up in the FSU Student Union every 
Wednesday and has published its own monthly 
newspaper. The King's English. 

"We strive to keep people informed. " said Cohen. 
"When do you hear from the Seminole Party, except 
during elections?"

John Wesley Shipp plays police scientist Barry 
.Alien, a hard-working, clean-cut midwestern type of 
. uy He comes from a famil\ with a long tradition of 
police service. His older brother Jay is also a cop as 
well as his father, Henry, who retired after pounding 
the beat for 30 years. 

Jay. portrayed by Tim Thomerson, has just been 
promoted to head a new motorcycle task force, formed 
to combat a gang of biker thugs who are making life 
hell for the decent people in Central City. 

The bikers always seem to be one step ahead of the 
cops. Well, there's an easy answer for that. The gang 
IS lead by a super creep named Pike (Michael Nader), 
a former cop who was kicked off the force and arrested 
by brother Jay. for running a burglary ring in his 
spare time. Of course he wasn't arrested until after 
a nasty chase which ended with Pike being thrown 
to the pavement and getting his brains scrambled. 

Barry is working late into the night after getting 
a few soil samples from the latest biker raid. A severe 



storm front has been building for the last several 
hours, when suddenly, a bolt of lightning crashes 
through the window onto Bariy's lab bench as he's 

working in front of it. 

Enter the mysterious I'nknown Force. Instead of 
being turned into a pile of charred goo. the scientist's 
body is instead charged with energy He's not even 
scratched. In fact, he checks himself out of the hospital 
and goes back to work the next day. Now the tun 
starts. 

Barry's car gets a flat tire. So naturally he starts 
running for a nearby bus— and running and running 
and running, faster and faster. In about 15 seconds, 
he's made it to the beach, about 40 miles away. 

To make a long story shoit. he finds himself at the 
S.T.A.R. labs, a big time government project where 
he finds him.-clf under the careful eye ol' Dr. Tina 
McGee (Amanda Pays), in what promises to be the 
show's token love- interest. 

Barry gets outfitted with a prototj-pe suit designed 
to help control his metabolism and save money on his 
wardrobe. It seems that every time he runs at super 
speed, his clothes get torn to shreds. He's going to 
need every spare dime he can get too, because when 
he uses his power he burns up so much energv' he has 
to eat— and eat and eat etc. etc. No wonder his dog 
looks worried every time he sees Barry use his new 
found abilities. 

The Flash, if a retains the hard edges it .started out 
with and keeps the soap-opera sub-polts to a 
minimum, should be around for awhile. If you're 
living in the right areas of town, and have the right 
kind of video hardware, you can even catch it in 
stereo. There's some excellent music for the series 
written by Danny Elfman who seems to be scoring 
every other fantasy related movie and TV show these 
d a> s

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FSU radio expands to another slot

After five years of cutting through legal and 
regulatory red tape WFSU radio station has found a 
way to strengthen its signal and acquire a second slot 
on the FM radio dial. 

The new addition to WFSU, at 88.9 on the dial, will 
offer special news programming around the clock, 
while the current station— at 91.5— will continue its 
unique progi-amming including classical, jazz, big 
band and opera music along with drama 
programmmg, 

"We're running two stations for the price of one," 
said Madison Hodges, director of WFSU TV and ri^o. 
'The interesting thing is we have more time to do 
things not done before." 

By acquiring the new slot and renting tower space 
from WCTV-Channel 6, the station was able to 
increase its wattage from 50.000 watts to 95,000 
watts. Several different grants will offset the cost. 

"Right up front I want to say that no university 
mcney will be used for the project," Hodges said. 



As a charter member of National Public Radio, the 
station will receive a $185,000 grant from the 
National Telecommunications Information Agency. 
Additional ftinds will come from community service 
grants, public broadcasting grants, and from private 
suppoi-ters of public radio. Hodges said he hoi^s the 
strengthen^ signal will reach new listeners and gain 
ne'w sup{M>rt. 

The new station will feature news programming 
from the British Broadcasting System, the Canada 
Broadcasting System and the Christian Science 
Monitor. On t he weekends it will play acoustic, ethnic 
and local music 

A new antenna was erected on the 15th of this 
month, but because of federal guidelines, Hodges 
doesn't know when the new station will come on the 

air. 

Caroline Austin, radio station director at WFSU, 
predicted the station would be broadcasting soon. 

"We'll probably begin programming around the 
second week of October," she said. 



Forget the beef, Where's the hotdogs?

When the Daughters of the Amerkan Revolution, 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars, or any other patriotic 
group goes on a bus trip and needs to stop some place 
for fast food, they probably go to Dairy Queen or 
Wendy's. Only at these two fast food places can a 
person order a hot dog.

language seemed to reveal a beef bias. "Being a bit 
of a "tube steak" fan myself, I've asked our product 
development folks to evaluate such a menu option." 
Then he quickly tried to bribe me with a free Whopper 
coupon. "Might not be a "tube steak , but what the 
h^k... *Sometin»8 You've Gotta Break the Rules'!" 
Apparently, his secretary did. That cmipon never 
made it into my envelope. 

Wendy's who began offering hot dogs in Tallahassee 
the day after I wrote to them, said they had tried 
selling hot dc^. Yet ^xording to Coi^umer Relations

Specialist Laura Biundo, hot dogs just didn't sell well 
enough to keep the weenies on the menu. Wendy's 
did send me one coupon for a free '-ingle hambr' ^er, 
but the letter indicated I would get two coupons. I 
wonder what these secretaries eat for lunch? 

McDonald's, seeing the importance of my letter, 
referred it to Shari Petty in Customer and 
Community Relations. According to Petty, many 
people have asked McDonald's to serve hot (k)^. "Our 
Product Development staff has tested and evaluated 
offering hot dogs with a variety of toppings," wrote 
Petty. Evidently, the development staff likes hot dogs, 
because they're still testing them. But Petty gives us 
reason to hope: "It's possible that a number of new 
items may be on our menu in the future," she said. 
Those other items probably included steaks, lobster 
claws, and cheese cake that the staff has been growing 
fat on for years. McIX)nald's not only promised, but 
did send me $2 worth of gift certificates, which 
c(mvinced me that they are testing New York prime 
strip, since the secretaries won't stoop to eat Big Macs. 

Even Oscar Mayer, the company that always brags 
about its wieners, hasn't made any attempts to 
encourage the fast food industry tc rarry hot dogs. 
"Oscar Mayer Food Corporation does not have any 
influence on the selection of food products the fast food 
industry will carry," wrote Thomas Ruble, the 
Consumer Re^nse Manager with Oscar Mayer. 

So until more places offer hot dogs, the only way 
to ei\joy them might be over ymir own grill. Just don't 
let them turn black and explode at the ends. Someone 
in Washington might get you for burning a national 
symbol.

NEW ORLEANS-Winnmg in 
the state of Louisiana has become 
second nature to Florida State.

The Seminoles' 31-13 victory 
over Tulane doesn't exactly 
qualify as a nail-biter, but it 
wasn't the FSU offensive show 
that was expected. 

FSU. 8-0 against the Green 
Wave and 5-1 against Louisiana 
St.. may have even appeared bormg 
for its first time in a great while. 

The Seminoles u^d a short passing and a strong 
running attack to methodically pick apart the Green 
Wave defend. 

It started out as if it would be a repeat of last year's 
59-9 FSU victory. On their first possession, the 
Seminoles drove 55 yards in 3:24 seconds capped by 
a one-yard touchdown run by Amp Lee. 

The key play on that series was a fourth and-one 
call on the Tulane 29-yard line. Fullback Edgar 
Bennett broke through the line for a 28 yard gam 
before being tackled from behind on the Green Wave 
one-yard line. 
One play later, Lee went over for the ^ore. 
Tulane then took the ball and showed that they 
were not going to make it easy for the Seminoles. 

Using a surprisingly effective running game, 
Tulane controlled the ball for over six minutes, 
driving to the FSU 14-yard line. 

Sophomore fullback Chance Miller carried Tulane's 
running attack, rushing eight times for 44 yards on 
the drive. 

Bowden was impressed with the Green Wave's 
game plan.

"That was the biggest play of the game," Bowden 
said. "If Buckley doesn't intercept that, it could be 
7-7. And then we could have been in trouble." 

On FSU's first di ive of the second quarter, Casey 
W^eldon took over for starting quarterback Brad 
Johnson, and he looked impressive. 

After missing on his first attempt, W^^ldon 
completed seven straight passes for 61 yards in a dj-ive 
that ended in a 24-yard field goal by Richie Andrews. 
The Seminoles led, 10-0. 

Bowden continued to showcase the short passing 
game, rotating the two quarterbacks. 

"We've gone more to the underneath this year." 
Bowden said "Brad is more suited to the short game." 

Even though Weldon entered the game much earlier 
than usual, there's no quarterback controversN 
brewing. 

"W'e decided before the game to play Ca.sey for a 
series early in the game," Bowden said. "I wanted to 
see how he performs under fire." 

Johnson understood the situation, and he was even 
complimentive. 

"Casey did "a good job while he was in there,' 
eJohnson said. "It gives me a chance to watch the 
defense and how they react when Casey is in there." 
In the third quarter, the Seminoles put the game

The Fighting In-h remained only two points ahead 
of No 2 Florida State in the latest balloting by the 
Ul^I Board of Coaches, despite holding a wide 
advantai^e m first -place votes 

Notre Dame received 34 of 54 first plitce votes cast 
by the 59-member Board of Coaches and finished with 
746 points. The Seminoles, meanwhile, were at the 
top of 13 ballots and wound up with 744 points. 

it was clo^? That amazes me," Florida State 
Coach Bobby Bowden said. "It's funny. It just goes 
to show that if you win. you'll come out all right." 

Notre Dame, picked second before the sea^n, moved 
into the No. 1 position without playin'g a game after 
preseason favorite Miami lost to Bngham Young.

Tulane's shutout foil 
is nothing unusual

NFW ORLEANS— Many of the Seminoles' fans that left to get an early 
start on Bourbon Street were surprised to hear that the final score 
Saturday was Florida State 31. Tulane 13. 

For 57 minutes and 46 .seconds. Tulane had zip in the scoring column 

It appeared Tulane would snap its .streak of 142 con.secutive games 
without being shutout— the sixth longest in the nation. 

It seemed an obvious shutout after FSU stopped the Green Wave on 
four strai^t plays from the Seminoles 10-yard line with less than three 
minutes left. 

But on the very next play, FSU quarterback Casey Weldon threw an 
interception on the Seminoles' 20-yard line. 

Once again. FSU defenders had their backs against their goal line. 

FSL Coach Bobby Bowden did some second-guessing after the game 
on his choice to call a passing play. Perhaps the run, mm-e apt at 
dwindling the clock, would have been wiser. 

"It was a stupid call," Bowden said. "Our defense deserved to get the 
shutout tonight." 

The game didn't start out like it was going to be a stellar effort from 
the defend. 

Tulane was effective running the ball, consi^ring sophomore fullback

FbU, with possession and less 
thaw three minutes remaining, ap 
peared primed for the shutout. 
Especially after its defen.se had 
just held Tulane from inside the 
FSU 10-yard line. 




FSU quarterback Brad

Saturday for 170 yards 
and no interceptions. 



However, Weldon's interception 
quickly forced the Seminoles' 
defense back on the field. 

Tulane, starting from FSU's 
20-yard line, finally reached the 
endzone when quarterback Deron 
Smith hit running back Terrence 
Strickland for a tour-yard 
touchdown pass with 2:14 
remaining.

Reed said the HOR is recommending 
tliat th* •! \ tTsities have flexibility of where the cuts come 
tViini. hoU( \ t'r. final (^t'cision is up to Martinez. The BOR is 
expecting his reccmimeiidation Oct 9. 

Tht presidents of the nine state universities. Education 
( ' ~-:(nu'r Betty Castor. Reed and the regents discussed 



the proposals for approximately 15 minutes before okaying 
them. 

Each of the mno state uni\ ci'sities submitted two proposals 
last week to the BOR outlining w here the mandatory budget 
cuts would come from. 

Martinez announced the mandatory cuts Sept 10. The cuts 
are necessary because of a decrease in the state s General 
Revenue Fund— the account that pays for schools and other 
state programs. 

Tlif first scenario was a 5-percent cut that wuuld cost the 
State University System $49.1 million. The second proposal, 
a M percent budget cut. would take a $,33.8 million chunk from 
the s> stem's budget 

"It IS really very difficult for the university system to face

Florida State implements new programs to improve student life

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Speakers describe life under 
Salvadoran government tonight

One day early in 1988, a young man named Manuel 
w alked through the countiyside near San Salvador, 
El Salvador, carrying a load of medical supplies to 
poor citizens desperately in need of them. 

But sdmeone nearby saw Manuel and others 
cai"!"> iiig tht' supplies. Local government troops were 
lipped olT. And shortly afterward, soldiers surrounded 
the 21 year old and shot him dead. 

The incident is not an isolated one, according to 
Nelson Laze, Manuel's cousin. Lazo, '^n El Salvadoran 
citizen seeking political asylum in the United States, 
said the litany of atrocities and injustices committed 
against Salvadoran citizens by a long line of U.S.- 
hacked governments is considerable. 

Lazo pointed to the brutal killing of six Jesuit 
priests, then- housekeeper and her daughter last fall 
shortly after the U.S. -supported Nationalist 
Republican Alliance, known as ARENA, took power 
under President Alfredo Cristiani, as an example. 

And there is no question who is responsible for the 
crime, he said. 

"They sent trooi^ to search houses an the university 
because they said the Jesuits support the FMLN 
Fanbundo Marti National Liberation Front)," he 
said. 

Lazo and Edwin Martinez, another Salvadoran 
political refugee in Tallahassee, will lell their story 
at the Floricla State University Union Tuesday in a 
lecture sponsored by the FSU Center for Participant 
Education.

the ARENA government, according to Lazo. The 
regime— which Lazo called an oligarchic military 
dictatorship as opposed to a democracy-nioes not 
toWate the disperaal of economic aid such as food and 
medical supplies to its citizens, he said. 

Lazo said the governnwnt assumes the largely poo' . 
agi icultural population is supportive of the FMLN, 
the militant revolutionary (q)position group begun in 
1980. 

They don't want the international community to 
see what the (government's) military does to the 
people, like bombing the civilian population," Lazo 
«said. 

Martinez said he will appeal to U.S. citizens to put 
pi^ssure on the Bush admini^ration to not send 
military and economic support to the Cristiani 

government. 

Martinez will also ask for economic and moral 
support for the Popular Movement — a popular 
organization consisting of church members, workers 
and students who oppose Cristiani. 

"I'm going to talk about why we are fighting the 
injustices and human rights abuses of the current 
government," Martinez said. "The military is 
responsible for these crimes." Students particularly 
should be aware of the huge amounts of U.S. tax 
dollars being funneled into the ARENA government, 
said CPE Director Kelly Peters. 

"Students should be outraged that $5 million is 
bemg cut from our education when something so 
immoral and outrageous is being funded," she said.

Law professors debate private 
property rights at FSU tonight

Whether a govemnKnt should be allowed to take 
private property and sell it to someone el^ will be 
the focus of a debate tonight at the Florida State 

University law school 

FSl law Professor Steven Gey and Professor 
Richard Epstein of the I'niversity of Chicajjo law 
school will discuss if property rights should he 
approached in the same way as rights to free speech, 
religion and assembly. 

Gey and E^i^in will discuss boUi sides of the 
pditical issi^ tonight. 

Epstein thinks the i»xKedure is uiM»nstitutional. 
The principal concept behind private property 
rights calls for the voluntary exchange of what you 
own." Epstein said Monday in a phone inteniew from 
Chicago. "Welfare economics is neither a sound 
principle, nor is it constitutional The aim here is to 
rwUstribute income so that some people are better off 
and no em is worse cff. lyings just don't work that 
way." 

But Gey sem things differently. He claims 
regulation is the only way to ensure pet^le's rights. 

The state has the right to ensure everyone's 
private property rights and that is why regulation is 



essential." Cit^y said Monday "With ro^ards to 
property rights, the government should do what is 
best for the people." 

The (tebate is being sponsored by FSU's Institute 
for Conservative Studies, FSU's policy scieni»s 
department and the Federalist Society. 

"WTiat we'll be discussing is if there should be equal 
dignity for private property under the constitution," 
Gey said. 

The two speakers will discuss many key 
constitutional phrases that complicate the issue such 
as what qualifies 'just compensation " 

"You have to look with very sharp glasses to see 
the amendment clearly," Gey said. 

Gey said that while the ctebate has business, 
economic, philosophical and political effects, it is 
geared toward law students and scholars. 

" Our dehalf relates mort' to the thewetical asp^ts 
of constitutional law." he said. 

Gey said that while he and Epstein are polarized 
on the issues, he respects his counterpart. 

"I'm really interested in what he has to say. Gey 
Mid. "My position will be to respond to whatever he 
says."

U.S. support of El Salvador's right-wing government over the 
past decade has been undeniably senseless, hypocritical and 
unjustified. 

Citing non-existent national security concerns, i.e. the threat of 
a another communist regime in "our backyard," and a likewise 
fabricated commitnoent to democratic ideals, the U.S. has made 
one disastrous move after another in stealing with its tiny ^uthem 
neighbor. 

Currently, more than a million dollars a day are fimneled from 
Washingt<m to a fraudently elected government that iieeps a 
discontent populace in line with death squads. 

Congress, again this year, can put an end to the repression. 
Spurred on by the still ofTicially unresolved munters rfsix Jesuit 
priests last fall by the Salvadoran military, it*s at least headed 
in the right direction. 

The House recently passed a bill which would cut the Bush 
administration's request for $385 million in military aid to El 
Sah ador in 1991 by half. The Senate is considering the same. 

But debate is far from over. 

Some intense lobbying on Capitol Hill is being undertaken by 
Salvadoran President Alfredo Cristiani. that country's current 
puppet. And he has the support of President Bush. 

Under pressure from the country's militar\- establishment and 
its tiny ruling elite. Cristiani is making his best arguments against 
a cut in aid. Said one high-ranking Salvadoran Army official, 
"Pi-esident Cristiani knows a cut in aid might be inevitable, but 
he wants them to know what they are doing. And maybe then they 
won't do it." 

What would Congi-ess be doing'' Two things, the Salvadoran 
government argues. First, even the appearance of a decline in 
commitment to ihe regime, they say, would give the FMLX— the 
rebel group that has been t'lghting the government for a d^:ade— 
an excuse to drop negotiations currently underway. 

Second, the Salvadoran government would have to find money 
el.-^e vhere— meaning, drastic cuts would ha%'e to be made m social 
services. 

The arguments are scare tactics made m desperation. The 
government, judging by its past record, clearly has no intention 
of meeting any of the reasonable rebel demands for democratization 
and land reform XSTiy should it? As long as the money from 
Washington keeps flowing, the government can negotiate on its 
terms. 

.^s far as social services are concerned, they are already meager. 
Surely, huge cuts would hurt the campesmrjs. but the government 
would be slashing its o%^"n wrists in doing so, .After a decade of bitter 
civil war, the rebels are still strong and still have widespread 
popular backing, as evidenced by last year's major offensive. 
Subjecting the Salvadoran people to more hardships would only 
further justify the rebel cause. 

The only thing keeping El Salvador's illegitimate, brutal 
government in power is American aid. Without it, justice is sure 
to prevail. 

The Salvadoran people have suffered long enough by misguided 
U.S. policy. Congress should not be swayed by Cristiani's plea. In 
fact, they should admit that U.S. policy has been misguided and 
cut ofT El Salvador's supply of blood money completely.

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U.S., South African presidents 
meet, discuss economic sanctions

WASHINGTON- 
President Bush and 

South African Presi- 
dent F.W. de Klerk pro- 
claimed racial reform in 
South Africa to be "ir- 
reversible" Monday, 
but Bush noted he can 
not yet move to lift 
economic sanctions 
against it. 

Bush, following a two- 
hour meeting with de 
Klerk— the first South 
African president to 
visit the I'nited States 
in a half centurv—said specific conditions must still 
be met. like freeing political prisoners 

"You can count on us. We will not turn back, said 
de Klerk, who has cut away at his nation's racial 
segregation system of apartheid since beaming head 
of the white minority-ruled government last year. 

Last winter, in his boldest move, de Klerk freed 
black leader Nelson Mandela, a political prisoner for 
27 years, and legal i/od Mandela's African National 
Congress In recent months, de Klerk opened talks 
with the .\N'C on a new constitution that would 
guarantee equal opportunity for all.

Until all the political prisoners are released, 
however, U.S. trade sanctions against South Africa, 
imposed in 1986 as punishment for apartheid, will 
remain. 

Assistant Secretary of State for African Affairs 
Herman Cohen told reporters that de Klerk indicated 
steps are in proj^ress to release remaining prisoners 
and the White House read this to mean it would take 
a tew months. 

It is unclear, however, when another kc\ 
requirement to end the sanctions would be met— the 
lifting of a state of emergency. It remains in effect 
in the province of Natal, which has been rocked by 
black-on-black violence in recent nK)nths. 

Under the law, Bush may ask Congress to lift or 
mcxlify the trade sanctions if sdl political prisoners are 
freed and if any three <rf four remaining conditions 
are met. 

Cohen said if four of the five conditions are met. 
Bush "would move to consult with Congress with the 
view toward modifying or suspending the sanctions. ' 

In addition to ending the state of emergency, only 
one other condition has not yet been satisfied- 
repealing the Population Registration Act, which 
won t happen until a new South African constitution 
is adopted.

No jurors were seated and none were dismissed in the first day of 
jury selection in the trial of the Contempr :*ary Arts Center and its 
director. Dennis Barrie. 

Both were indicted in April for showing a traveling exhibit of 
photop'aphs by tlie late Robert Mapplet horpt> If convicted on chargt^s 
of pandering obscenity and using children m nudity orientt^d matiM ial, 
the gallery could be fined $5,000 on each count and Barne could be 
jailed six months and fined $1,000 on each. 

Outside the courthouse, homosexual activists marched, chanted and 
briefly blocked traffic during the noon recess by lying in the street 
for a "sex-in" in which they simulated sex acts "for everybody's 
enjoyment and outrage," said Scott MacLarty, a member of the Gay 
and Lesbian March Activists.

The independent biweekly said contracts on further arms 
sales are pending with several other countries, including a 
$300 million contract to sell 300 tanks to Iran. 

BANGKOK, Thailaad^A collMion between a pickup 
truck and a Uinker carrying liquefied natural gas touched 
off a fiery explosion in downtown Bangkok Monday that 
killed at least 30 people and seriously injured many others, 
witnesses and officials said 

"It was like a huge fireball across six lanes of traffic," said 
Richard Rothhaas. an .American who saw the fire. 

"I saw one man come crawling out, his clothes blasted off, 
his body burned white," Rothhaas said. "He just lay there 
saying "Let me die, let me die."

Judiciary Committee said Monday they will vote for the 
nomination of David Souter to the Supreme Court, a "Strong 
indication he will be quickly coniirmed despite some 
opposition. 




Sens. Howell Heflin, D Ala., and Dennis DeConcini, D- 
Ariz., two moderates who sometimes side with the 
Republicans, strongly endorsed Souter, a conservative New 
Hampshire jurist nominated by President Bush to succeed 
retired Justice William Brennan, the court's leading liberal. 

Heflin said Souter will not 
■'bring a scorched-earth policy" 
to the Supreme Court and De- 
Concini said Souter does not 
have a "hidden agenda"" and 
"he was not chosen to turn 
back the clock on the great con- 
stitutional principles of our day . " 

The votes of Heflin and 
DeConcini, along with the pan 
el s Republicans, assure Souter 
of mmmittee approval when 
It meets Thursday. The Senate 
could act Friday, enabling 
Souter to take his seat on the DaVld SOUter 
court when the new term begins Monday, but the final vote 
might be put off until next week. 

WASHINGTON-Tl^ United States on Monday 
banned an official Iraqi government aircraft carrying the 
foreign minister to a United Nations session, and Iraq said 
it would boycott the General Assembly session as a result. 

The decision by both governments ap|>eared to dash hopes 
that there could he any encounter, planned or by chance, that 
could lead to a diplomatic resolution of the Persian Gulf 
crisis. 

WASHINGTON-The Senate voted overwhelmingly 
Monday to extend additional rights to millions of older 
workers, passing a compromise bill to bar age discrimination 
in employee benefit plans. 

The bill passed 94-1— with Sen James McClure, R-Idaho, 
the only "no" vote— after Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, 
and Orrin Hatch. R I'tah. announced a technical compromise 
intended to allay (iOP fears that the measure would threaten 
voluntary early retirement plans and unfairly burden 
employers. 

PORTLAND, Ore.— A farm labor union Monday asked 



a federal judge to strike down an Oregon state law that 
prohibits picketing by migrant workers in the field during 
harvest time. 

The Oregon Justice Department argued, however, that the 
law is needed, since crops must be harvested quickly and 
cannot wait for the resolution of a labor dispute. 




ORLANDO— The Florida Pepper Commission on 
A^ng warned Monday of an impending nursing home 
funding crisis and called for a quick revamping of the state's 
long-term care system for the elderly. 

In the first of a two-part study, the commission warned that 
by the end of the decade, the 60-plus population in Florida 
was expected to grow by 800,000 to nearly 3 9 million. 

"The sheer size of this population. . calls for immediate 
action and response by the entire Flonda community Florida 
must quickly research and develop timely strategies to 
manage available resources differently than we do today," 
the study said. 

The state budget for nursing home care is $8.37 million, 
and despite the concentration of elderly in Florida, the state 
has the lowest nursing home bed ratio of any state: 27 per 
1,000 people over age 65.

" At Florida State all of us— stiMients, faculty and staff 
alike— view racial, ethnic or sexual harassment of any kind 
as serious violations of the standards of behavior expected 
of members of the uniN ersity community " 

Alont: with the letter, the student atTairs otTice has 
published its values statement, which decries discrimination 
of any kind. 

"The statement of values has become a sort of benchmark 
for us to measure our new programs," Muhlenfeld said. 

A campus co.nmittee on racism is being form^, in the 
hopes that ^udent leaders can set the pace for the student 
body as a w hole. 

Th\ ria Greene, who oversees FSU s minority aflairs office, 
said about 30 student leaders will be trained as "chanije 
agents' to work with the student body as a w hole to promote 
racial tolerance. 



"We're trying to reduce prejudicial feelings that the 
average student, just any student, has," she said. 

Greene said there will be a cultural diversity workshop Oct. 
13, the day after the training seminars for the student 

leaders. 

No further plans ha\e been fmalu'ed. but Crreene said the

The task force recommended thai steps be ta.ken to insure 
that racist or sexist literature or graffiti isn't displayed on 
campus. Dalton said student groups can post anything they 
want in c-impus buildings, as long as they have the approval 
of the building director and the name of the organization 
.1 Pilars on the flier 

But he said anonymous posters or graffiti will be removed 
immediately. 

"There is concern that we. on the one hand, don't want to 
b« restricting information. " he said. ' I think the intent of 
that recommendation is to make sure that racial or ethnic 
slurs and graffiti are removed." 

Students aren't the only ones being taught to be more 
aware of (rther cultures. On Oct. 4, the FSU police will 
undergo an interpersonal communications seminar design^ 
to help them understand and deal with racial issues. 

The shape M FSU s student orientation program is also 
changing. According to Dalton, the sessions include 



discussions on acquaintance rape and ethics, and students 
are introduced to the values statement. 

The concept of a "campus community" was explored by the 
task force. The report made several recommendations 
regarding the dorms and the "ex{»rience of community 
among new students." 

In order to develop that, a faculty associates program has 
l>een established on a trial basis. A certain number of faculty 
advisers— one for each floor— have been assigned to two FSl' 
dorms, Kellum Hall and Salley Hall. 

According to Mark Zeigler, assistant director of Kellum 
Hall, the program got into full swing last week. 

"It gives (the students') a faculty viewpoint in the 
t^ducational process that they don't iv-'ly have when (he\ re 
sitting there m a Kxnure hall," he said "it's jusi . o the faculty 
are not seen ;'S someone up there talking down to me . . 
that they're more of a fnend. someone 1 could talk to" 

Zeigler said the faculty members may do anything from 
give seminars to sit in the dorm block at a Seminole football 
game. 

Muhlenfeld said the program might encourage people who 
aren't 'nvolved in c^her activities to stand up and take notice. 

"This is a huge university," she said. "No single set ol 
regulations or single group of progi-ams or single kind ol 
activity is going to help each and every student establish 
relationships with faculty members."

But no professors currently cm the university's staff will 
get the ax The p<.isiiions. made possible by money from an 
increase m enrollment funding given to the university m the 
last state Legislative st^ssion, were never tilled The postions 
were going to be used to increase the amount of classes the 
university offers, hoping to alleviate some of the 
overcrowding problems. 

"Technically, we didn't even have the petitions yet, they 
weren't established because we just get the money," said 
Steve Edw ards. dean of the faculties at FSU. "I think its good 
we didn t ha% e to get rid of faculty we have now, but I think 
It s bad because this reduction isn't helping us move 
for\s ard." 

Under the 3 percent budget cut propctsal, the umversity will 
.stand to lose 15 vacant faculty postions. 

Faculty cuts are in addition to cuts in the university's 
library, maintenance and plant operation and student 



services funds. 

Under the 5-percent cut the university will reduce its 
student services fund— which incliKles financial aid— by 

$380,972 

W'^ will not reach in :\nd cut financial aid for students, 
but if you have fewer ptH)ple cutting the checks, it slows the 
system down," Riordan said. 

If the 3-percent cut is adopted, FSU will lose more than $4 
million. 

FSU President Bernard Sliger said that if Martinez adopts 
the 3-percent reduction, the university will fare well. 

"In a sense we're not as Iwd as other universities," Sliger 
said, referrii^ to the University of Florida which is standing 
to lose more than $8 milUon under the 5-percent cut and more 
than $5 million under the 3 percent cut. "Either reduction 
is a very unhappy situation though." 

Sliger added that he was happy with the way the university 
cut Its budget. 

"God, I came m cutting the budget and I'm leaving cutting 
the budget," said Sliger, who recently annouiKed he will 



retire next year. "Fortunately, there were some years there 
we didn't have to do it, but we did OK."

In its 5 percent proposal, FAMU reduced its instinct ion and 
research budget 'oy $1.5 million, its libraries' budgt>t by 
$369,736, its plant operations budget by $453,171 and its 
students services' budget by $349,366. 

Attempts to get in touch with FAMU President Frt>denck 
Humphries Monday were unsucce^ful, and a breakdown of 
what departments or programs the cuts would affect wasn't 
available. 

But last Tuesday Humphries announced the university 
would have to eliminate its sumn^ s^ion A program to 
meet the cuts.

Some kids want to be Henry Hill wanted to be 
a member of the mob 

S<.i Hill, the real lite niafioso porinutxi m Martin 
Scorsese ^ uUt-si iilm Good fr Has went out and got a 
vb at the ta\i stand across the street from where he 
hved The taxi stand also happened to be the center 
of operations fa* the local mob. 

Scorsese's film shows us early how being a member 
of " The Family" pays off. Young Henry has been 
skipping a lot of school to work for his new friends. 
The school sends a letter home to his parents and his 
dad beats him up. 

Rather than quitting his job and going back to 
school, his buddies kidnap the mailman w ho delivered 
the letter and warn him. very impolitely, never to do 
that again. It's no wonder Hill iRay Liotta* wanted 
to be a meml^ of this exclusive club. 

Gtx>dfellas, based on the best sellii^ true stoty 
U'lstrffwy by Nicholas Pileggi (who cowrote the 
screenplay with Scorsese^ is a hard-hitting demolition 
oall that knocks down Hollywood's current 
romanticired view of the mafia It opens at a fast pace 
and picks up from there, beating the viewer into 
submission until numbness overcomes the body. 

But when you leave, as with all of Scorsese's films, 
you have to think about the terrible violence and 
wonder how people can Uve like this and do the thmgs 
that these people do. However, Sc^M^se has some 
insi(k informaticn: he kiKJWs tlMt tt^se wiseguys are 
all animals. He also knows southing else— ^pory Isst 
mian. woman and child is an animal. 

That 's part of the attraction to the mafia— what Hill 
saw in these deceptively simple people. These people 
love their mothers, are Icyal to their relations and 
have a huge network of friends and family; there's 
nothing weird about that. But the only thing that 
keeps them from being fine, upstanduig citizens is the 
fact that they will do anything nec^sary to stay on 
top. 

In one »ene. Hill, Tommy DeVito (Joe Pesci) and 
Jimmy Conway (Robst DeNiro) have beaten up 
another gangst» in a bar. Tlunking he's dead, they 
go to EkVito's mother's house to get a shovel. His 
mother stops them and they sit down for a meal of 
pasta at 3 a m Devito borrows a huge butcher knife 
from his mother, which he later uses to finish off the 
guy they thought was dead. 

Oddly enough, through all of the violence and 
te^<^eroM cm tl^ ao-een, (^todfellas is a tmiching 
portrayal ci relationships. The powerful bonds that 
make and ctestroy friei^^ips aiMl marriages have 
nev^ b^n portrayed in An^ican film. 



Scorsese $how*s us how these people, whether 
thrown together from the Old Country or members 
of the same neighborhood, come together and form a 
large family, honor-bound to one another against all 
w ho would knock them off of their pedestal. 

Hill IS the epitome of the wiseguy. He's smart, 
hungry and wants eventhmg he can cheat or beat 
out of life. Liotta takes his character and gives us 
exactly what we need. There's no Hash here, just a 
young, hungry actor ptirt raying a young, hungry 
mafwm. The surprising thing is Liotta di>es more than 
just keep his l»ad above ^^ter in the company of 
Scorse^, DeNiro and Pe^i; 1» swims and does it well. 
With this film. Liotta has moved away from the small 
parts he played in Something Wild and Field of 
Dreams. He's up there with the heavy hitters now— 
to stay 

Hill is trying to get up to the top of the pile too. but 
a little mistake on his part landed him m jail where 
he breaks ihe two rules that Conway told him when 
he was just a little gangster: "never rat on a t riend 
and "always keep your mouth shut. " Hill winds up 
in the government's witne^ protection program. In 
H ill s ow n w or^: "I get to live the rest rfmy life like 
a schnook." 

Gixnifellas is easily the best film Scorsese has made 
since Raging Bull in 1980. The film delves into the 
same material as Raging Rull~ihe internal forces 
that shape and drive the lives of the desperate 
animals who inhabit our w orld. There's a little bit of 
Henry Hill or Jake LaMotta in all of us; we just don t 
realize it until we can see it in front of us. 

As with all Scor%»/1>eNiro matchups, the acting 
in the film is U^notch. DeNiro turns in his best 
performance since Raging Bull as Conway, the 
hitman who would actually rather steal. 

Pesci (who was DeNiro's little brother in Raging 
Bul^ plays DeVito. the guy who likes to kill This is 
by far Pesci"s best performance. He melds the wit of 
a comic into the body of a beast who's just off-center 
as far as sanity goes. 

n^se characters make up the core of this film, but 
they aren't the only hard-hitters. The fact is, there 
aren't any weak performances in this film (check out 
Lorraine Bracco as Henry's Jewish wife Karen and 
Paul Sorvino as the don. "Paulie " Cicero). 

But the people in Gondf'riios only make up part of 
this film. The real virtuoso performer is Scorsese's 
camera. The director showed the true possibilities of 
his technique in the short film "Life Lessons" in the 
tril<^- New Y'ork Stories, but here he pulls out all the 
stops.

The show was a tribute to Duke Ellington, the 
gi'eat jazz comp<^.ser Unlike jazz shows m the United 
States, vvhere musicians play to small audiences, the 
band played tht- largest stadiums m the country. 

"We were playing to audiences of anywhere from 
25.000 to 60.000 people," said Kennedy 'We were 
met at the airpwt and our hotels with handfuls of 
albums to autograph. 'Rie fans were knowledgeable 
about the history of the music, our awn careers and 
material in the shows. Most o€the fans were under 
^0. The Japanese are v&y in tune with the current 
trends in jazz." 

The widespread knowledge and popularity of jazz 
among the young m Japan is m stark contrast to the 
lack of support m the music's birthplace, the United 
States. But that is changing. Jazz is enjoying a 
resurgence in this «>untiy , with a younger geners^on 
of jazz musicians returning to the original values of 
the music. 

T m not sure whether this is a trend or a real 
interest." said Kennedy. "People in Europe and Japan 



are highly interested. But here, the jaaa community 
gets mix^ signals. The public likes Kenny G. and 
Najee, yet aren't consumers of tradition." 

Jazz enthusiasts and others interested can see 
Kennedy and other members of the various FSl' lazz 
ensembles at many kKal perfbrmance> and recital>.

Prince's latest, Graffiti 
Bridge, just doesn't burn

Get up dT your knees, your prayers have bt?en answered. 

Two of the most jamming mastermind funkateers. Prince and George 
Clinton, have banded together on a cut of the Purple One's latest release 
GrafJIti Bridge. But before you stai-t spt^aking in toncues. be warned: 
the LP and song " We Can Funk"' doesn't quite set the house on tire. 

Though Prince and Clinton both have a long history of booty moving 
jams, the cvA on which they join forces doesn't deliver the knockdow n 
wall<^> that these two giant groove makers are capable of. ' We Can 
Funk" gets you on the dance floor, \mt tapers off when the two musical 
geniuses get too caught up in their own seething funk. 

But don't start heading for the Good Book yet. there are several bright 
spots on the motion picture soundtrack— like ""Can't Stop This Feeling 
I Crot" which opens side one with a happy, giiit a'- -layered thrust 
reminiscent of Prmce s "" Delirious, ' and the defunct Vanitv- 6 s "Drive 
Me Wild."

No justice 



Seminole Circuit Judge Kenneth Leffler gave a new definition 
to "hanging judge" last Friday when he allowed an admitted rapist 
tc, walk out of a Seminole County courthouse a free man. 

Instead of hanging 36-year-old Mark Edward McCulloch, Leffler 
hung the victim. 

In July. McCulloch pleaded guilty to sexual battery, false 
imprisonment and battery. Leffler sentenced him to two years 
probation, although a plea agreement had called for him to serve 
four-and-a-half years m state prison and 10 years probation. 

Leffler s sentence was nothing more than a slap on the wrist and 
it reinforces the mindset that men can rape without paying the 
price. 

"I just have a hard time laying all the blame on him,'* Leffler 
said during the sentencing. **I don't see how he could take up with 
her. She was such a pitiful woman." 

The 40-year-old-victim rented McCulloch a room in her house. 
McCulloch claims to be in love with the victim and says he's sorry. 

With his myopic decision, Leffler placed the brunt of the blame 
on victims' shoulders instead of where it belongs. And in one fell 
swoop he killed relentless efforts by grouj^ such as the National 
Organization for Women and the American Civil Liberties Union 
to shine li^t on the brutalizing, demwalizing crime and to tell 
victims it's not their fault. 

Sadly enough, Leffler's decision shows how misunderstood rape 
still is, reminding us we have a long, long way to go. And when 
judges— the backlx)ne of a judicial system that keeps America "the 
home of the free and the brave"— call rape victims pitiful it 
indicates that the crime still iai't taken seriously. 

But the crime is very serious, and it's not going away. An 
estimated one-fourth of American a)llege women are raped by the 
time they graduate. 

If we were to telieve LeflFler's philosophy, there are a lot of 
"pitiful" women out there. 

If it wasn't bad enough that LefQer called the victim pitiful, he 
told McCulloch, who sheriffs investigators describe as 
"dangerous," to be more careful in chocking women. 

Leffler explained he would not follow state sentencing guidelines 
in dealing with McCulloch because he was familiar with the victim 
from a divorce case, in which he had sided with her. several years 
ago. He said McCulloch, like the woman's former husband, had 
been victimized by her. 

"I think it would have been a miscarriage of justice to sentence 
that man the way (prosecutors) wanted him to be sentenced," 
Leffler told the Orlando Sentinel after the sentencing. "Anyone 
who could be so stupid to take up with this woman deserves 
consideration." 

It's stereotypical, unisolated sexist remarks such as that which 

underlie every rape. 
Friday. Gov. Bob Iviartinez called on 62-year-oId Leffler to resign 
Leffler, who has been a judge since 1975. announced earlier this 

year he would resign in December But that's not soon enough. 

The type of justice"' LefHer believes in dishing out is an injustice 

to the people of Florida.

Fix the system 

Editor: 

I thought that this was a paper that concerned 
itself with issues important to students. The most 
important issue on my mind when 1 picked up your 
Sept. 19 issue was the atrocious handling of the 
ticket sales for the Miami FSU football game. I 
flipped pages. . .searching. . .and found nothing! 
People need to know what went on in oitier to 
prevent the FSU athletic office and Tallahassee 
Police from failing so baKily again. 

My friends and I got in line at 5 on Monday 
afternoon, we were the second group in Une. For the 
next fifteen hours (until 8 a.m.'. there was a festival 
atmosphere, with kids dancing, radios blaring and 
even Nintendo. Gradually through the night, the 
line gi-ew about 200 yards long, mostly in good 
spirits. But, by 8:30, trouble began. At that time, 
the ticket agents arrived ai^ the crowd got anxious. 
The line shrank to about 50 feet long and 20 feet 
wide. There are conflicting reports as to when the 
IK>Uce officers showed up: some say they appeared 
when the crowd started to mass in front of the ticket 
office, while other s say they appeared after tickets 
started selling, li doesn't matter when they actually 
arrived: the fact is that they didn't attempt to 
"control" the crowd until it was far too late. After 
the windows opened ai y:uO, people would stop at 
nothing to push and shove their way to the front, 
including numerous people who hadn't arrived until 
8:30 that morning. No effort was made at this point 
by anyone of authority to prevent this crush from 
happening. Those near the windows were literally 
pinned against the ticket office or between other 
student.-^: it got .so bad that the ticket windows were 
closed m vain hope that the crf)wd would hack up. 
No such luck. Ax this time, the police were asked 
by a ticket agent to tr\' to organize the crowd, so they 
promptly asked the impatient crowd to form single- 
file lines. Dream on, folks— it was far too Httle and 
far too late. In vpite of the uselessness of this plea, 
the ticket windows re-opened and tickets sold 
quickly, but my friends and I, after our 16-hour wait, 
bought tickets after a number of classy guys who 
showed up a little before 9:00. 

There is no talk of rem.edying the situation by 
establishing a lottery to prevent a re-occurence 
before the Auburn game My hope is that the lottery- 
won t happen becau.se it takes a way the opportunity 
for the fans dedicated enough to stay up all night 
to try to obtain good tickets. In any case, a repeat 
of this fiasco is simply unallowable. Th.e waiting- 
in-line system can work, but it requires that the 
authorities put in a helping hand to make it work. 
The police could number-stamp hands overnight or 
enforce an (^c^ list. The point is, an effort of those 



in chai^ oi ticket sales could prevent an even worse 
scenario from occuring. No one want.^^ to see people 
get trampled or break limbs in an angn x mob.

Dispel the myth 

Editor: 

Dear President Sliger. 

The recent murders of four women and one man 
in Gainesville have led me to think of how 
something like this can be prevented in the future. 
It seems that there is an unnerving regularity to 
mass or serial muniers. Just recently some men 
have committed mass murders against multi-ethnic 
children in California, against factory employees in 
Kentucky, and at a Canadian university where only 
women wove killed. These are just recent examples, 
but there are many to be sure. Although we find it 
shocking when something like this happens, it is 
always treated as an isolated deranged individual. 
However, the fact that it occurs with such regularity 
demons^ates that it is not just isolated individuals 
but a systeyi^ic problem in our society. 

Emphasis is always placed on the Iwid apple. In 
Gainesville, for example, information has already 
been disseminated that the 18-year-old who is a 
likelv >;uspect has had a head injury which changed 
his personality. If a person such as this was 
convicted they would certainly not be justified but 
exonerated nonetheless Is the Gainesville murderer 
just another bad apple? The problem is not a bad 
apple which falls from the tree of sanity and spoils 
the few surrounding apples. This problem gc«s to 
the very roots of society. Many (rf these mass 
murderers are men who have directed hate toward 
women. We at FSU are painfully aware of the 
problem of violence and hatred against women 
because of the Pike rape case. Children are al'^o 
frequent objects of brutality Virulence is a problem 
m the home, the workplace and on the streets. These 
are not isolated incidents. 

As president of FSU, you have the power to place 
this university in the vanguard of a movement to 
stop domestic violence through education and 
research of this crisis. Domestic violence, along with 
other systematic societal problems such as drug 
abuse and homelessness, are examples of our 
society's inability to cope with those who are 
marginalized from mainstream society. There needs 
to be a comprehensive approach to these problems, 
and FSU can take the lead in educational research 
and promotion to stop domestic violeiMje.

reached for comment Tuesday night 

But he said last week that the biggest problem 
student government elections face is getting students 
to vote. Though voter participation in last spring's 
student government presidential elections nearly 
doubled to 4,057 total votes, Malloy said the 
percentage of students voting has not significantly 
increased. 

He said that even though enrollment is grcnving, 
only about 16 pt^rcent of the student body votes. 

FSU Sophomore Cassandra Cooper said Tuesday 
she d<«s not plan to vote in today's elections. 

Cooper said she was turned oflTby last year's student 
government elections because the candidates 
campaigned intensely for two weeks, but then 
disappeared. 

"They only come out when it's election time." said 
Cooper, a math education major. "All they want is 
your vote, and after they get your vote, you don t know 
what they are doing. If they're not going to do 
anything for me, why should I give them my vote?" 

But Air Force ROTC student Pat Floyd said he will 
vote t<xiay. 

"I vote basically because my whole family is in the 
military, and they've fought and died to give me the 
1 ight to vote. I'm not going to turn my back on my 
family members," said Floyd. 

Floyd added that his primary concern is that 



student government funds be put to work for the 
students. 

"I'd like to see a swimming pool in every dorm. I'd 
also like for them to save enough money to buy the 
air force ROTC program an F-15 E Eagle," he said 
only half jokingly. 

Freshman John Gordon, who plans to vote in the 
eU'cuon^. said he wants to get his money's worth from 
the student government. 

"I've given student government a lot of money, and 
I want to put my money to work," Gordon said in 
reference to the activities and services fee added to 
students' tuition bills. 

.■\fter a debate Monday between candidates from the 
Sennnole and Monarchy parties. Gordor said he 
thought this campaign was marred by too much 
mud-slingmg. 

"It's sort of a turnofT, but I guess it's necessary," 
Gordon said. 

Junior Molly Jones said she would like student 
government to show more of an interest in recycling. 

"I think they need to do a lot with improving 
recycling around campus," said Jones, a transfer 
student majoring m English. "I don t think they're 
doing everything they can do. When I was here for 
orientation this summer. I spent the whole day 
walking around with an empty Coke can looking for 
a place to throw it away." 

Jones added that she plans to vote in today's senate 
elections. 

"I've alw ays voted," she said. "I think it would be 
kind of a shame to have the opportunity to vote and 
not do it."

have taken ^veral months. 

"We have a very heavy burden to prove," he said. 

Opponents of Yordon's proposal also said they 
wanted a contingency plan, but they thought it could 
be worked out without a long and expensive legal 
battle. 

The deadline to file a challenge with the 
Department of Community Affairs is Friday. 

Vause said he voted against the proposal for several 
reasons, but his main concern was that it would be 
hypocritical for Leon County to challenge someone 
else's comp plan when it's own was rejected by the 
DCA. 

"I'm a little confused that w e are here with a plan 
that isn't in compliance challenging one of the only 
plans in this end of the state that has been approved 
and in fact has been called a model."" he said. 

Leon County Commissioners said they would still 
meet with Jefferson County Commi.ssioners to ensure 
that Leon County would be protected from the effects 
of a spill or leak. 

"I spoke with the Jefferson County Commission 




chair," Yordon said. "They were very interested in 
doing that." 

Commission notes 

In other business, the commission voted 6-1 for a 
50-percent surcharge on top of the state boat 
registration fee. The first $1 of the extra revenues, 
which vary depending on the size of the boat, will go 
to a manatee protection fund. 

The rest of the money will probably be used to build 
new boat d(x:ks. 

The lone dissenting vote came from Price. 

"I think we've imposed enough (fees) and what little 

bit of recreation we still have people should be able 

to enjoy," he said after the meeting.

The commission decided unanimously to delay 
indefinitely an appeal of the stop-work order issued 
on a Tallahassee Community College parking lot last

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Top jazz pianist comes tiome to play

Tallahassee is home to the No. 1 jazz recording star. 

Wt diiesday night, jazz great and Florida State 
alumnus Mai'cus Roberts brings competitions from his 
chart topping albums The Truth is Spoken Here and 
Beep in the Shed to an intimate Tallahassee club— 
Dooley's Down Under. 

Rol^rts, after studying classical piano nine years 
in his hometown Jacksonville, continued his 
development on piano with the famed Leonidus 
Lipovetsky in Tallahassee. In a recent radio 
interview, Roberts termed Lipovet^y the "greatest 
pianist in this country." 

"Lipovetsky has such a powerful spirit and 
technique on the piano," said Rol^erts. "He is the 
reason that I came to Tallahassee." 

While in Tallahassee, Roberts played three years 
with the FSU jazz band under the direction of 
saxophonist Bill Kennedy. 

"Marcus was self motivated," said Kennedy. "He 
had made a commitment to his art." 

At this time Roberts began his relationship with 
jazz-trumpeter Wynton Marsalis after meeting him 
at a music education convention in Chicago. 

"The first year I was at FSU. I heard Wynton play," 
said Roberts. "I started talking to him on the phone. 
He didn't think I was serious about my commitment 
to jaizz. But he helped me and gave me advice." 

After the breakup of Marsalis's first band, Roberts 
got the call to replace Kenny Kirkland on the piano. 
To the surpri^ of all including Marsalis, Roberts had 
learned all of the band's music before he arriv^ in 
New York for rehearsals. 

"He heard and learned everything to perfection emd 
knew it better than I did," said Marsalis in an 
interview with Stephanie Stein. 

Mai'salis has called Roberts the "the most important 
and soulful jazz pianist of our generation." 

Roberts credits M€U^tti%ith helping him develop 
to his current musical level. 

'*Pla3ring with Wynton has been very influential to 
my current situation," said Roberts in a written 
statement. "When I first joined the group, he was very 
understanding of the limited experience that I had. 
It helped me immensely to see the clear-cut 
philosophy of intelligence and integrity that he uses 
to forge ahead in life." 

Roberts also credits Marsalis with interesting him 
in the dedicated practice and study of jazz masters 
that has shown in recordings with Marsalis and first 
two solo albums. This practice led to him winning

Jacksonville's piano competition in 1986 and the 
prestigious Thelonius Monk international piano 
competion in 1987. 

"Even before I joined the band," said Roberts. "He 
would always tell me to listen to Monk and he sent 
me several of Monk's records, all of which are 
masterpi«:es." 

On The Truth i$ Spoken Here, Roberts includes the 
popular Monk composition "Blue Monk" as well as 
a rendition of Duke Ellington's "Single Petal of a 
Rose" for solo piano. Elvin Jones (who played with 
the legendary John Coltrane Quartet) and the late 
Charlie Rou.se (who played with the master Monk) 
appear on that album. 

This attention to the past has earned Roberts labels 
from jazz critics such as "neo-classic" and 
"traditionalist." Roberts doein't like his music being 
labeled and doesn't feel the critics are qualified to 
criticize his music. 

"Marketing terms have no place in music," said 
Roberts. "I have heard critics say that I am influenced 
by this musician or that one, but they never refer to 
specific records. Criticism should be based on music 
not on personal opinion. The criticism of classical 
music is clear. If they make a statement, they back 
it up with musical analysis. I would like to see more

Scotty Barnhart, an acclaimed 
trumpeter, became interested in 
jazz after hearing a Count Basie 
recording at the age of 12. 

' Tho reaction was immediate," 
recent interview. "I had never heard .sounds like that 
from a trumpet. Thou^^h I didn't realize it at the time, 
from that moment I wanted to play )az.z." 

Barnhart, a native of Atlanta, studied with some 
renowned trumpeters in high-school. While in London 
with Jazz Abroad, Barnhart met Wynton Marsalis. 

"It didn't really hit me what I wanted to do until 
I saw Wynton when I was 17," said Barnhart. "He 
was on his first Euroj^an tour. He gave me his phone 
number. Wynton was very supportive and gave me 
a lot of technical information." 

Marsalis gave Barnhart more than just advice. 
When Marcus Roberts was about to tour Europe, 
Barnhart needed a trumpet. Marsalis gave him one 
of his own. 

"I was talking to Wynton on the phone and he said 
T hear you need another horn,'" said Barnhart. "I said 
that mine was just not doing what I wanted. Two days 
later a handmade trumpet arrived by Federal 

Express." 

Barnhart credits Marsalis with inspiring him to 
play jazz as a career. 

"Wvnton is the sole reason I am playing jazz today," 
;>aiu Barnhart. 

It hasn't been all smooth sailing for Barnhart. When 
he was a junior at FAMU, it was discovered that 
Barnhart had suffered nearly 85 percent bone loss 
around his upper and lower teeth. Barnhart could not 
play the trumpet for nine months. 

"I nearly lost my mind." said Barnhart. "I listened 
constantly to the recordings of ClifTord Brown. Freddie 
Hubbard. Count Basie, Duke Ellington, Miles Davis, 
Wynton Mai^salis and many others." 

Barnhart has since been fitted with a temporary 
brace and splints. He had to relearn how to play. He

did so with a greater know ledge of harmony due to 
his studies of the piano under Sarjeant. 

Currently Barnhart is finishing his music education 
degree at FAMU For the last year he has been 
touring and recording with Roberts. 

Saxophonist Herb Harris is a native of Washington 
D.C. He played clarinet in high school until 10th 
grade, when he switched to tenor saxophone. Harris 
changed to his present alto saxophone in 12th grade. 

His talent showed early. As a senior he made the 
McDonald's High School All-America Jazz Band. That 
year Sarjeant was director. 

After coming to FAMU, Harris decided that he 
would rather play jazz than march in FAMU's 
Marching 100. It was then that he started practicing 
eight hours a day. 

"I would talk to Marcus on the phone and he would 
tell me to learn solos," said Harris. "He wanted me 
to work on the songs on the John Coltrane album 
Blues for Elvin. I started on the first, a slow piece, 
and busted my lip on the first note. But I kept working 
on the solos." 

Roberts arranged for Harris to play with the 
Wynton Mansalis group. But unfortunately, it was on 
an unaccustomed instrument, the baritone saxophone. 

"Those were the worst two weeks of my life," said 
Harris. "Wynton tore my head off from the time I got 
there, even when others made mistakes." 

According to Harris, the next step is for Roberts' 
gi oup to refine their sound. 

"We want to sound like a true working group," said 
Harris This means developing musical interactions 
on as many levels as possible "

One of the silent cinema's most magnetic, distinct 

personalities, actress Louise Brooks was also one of 
the earliest casualties of the Hollywood studio system. 
Tnni^'ht, as part ofStudent Campus Entertainment's 
Hard to See Classics'" series, you can stn^ Brooks in 
one of her gi-eatest loles (and rarest films) and learn 
about her tumultuous career. 

A chorus girl from Kansas, Brooks made an 
impression in a flurry of film roles in the mid-to-late 
1920s. Hollywood was unable to give Brooks decent 
films to work in, but her personality, augmented by 
her outspoken attitude and abandon in real life, made 
her something of a celebrity. 

German director G.W. Pabst. impressed by Brooks 
presence on the screen, persuaded her to come to 
Germany and star in two films. Both were silent 
features made on the eve of the film industry's 
permanent switch to sound. Both also far exceeded 
the boundaries of American moral tolerance. 

The first Pabst/Brooks film, 1928's Pandora's Box, 
was briefly shown here, in edited form. Its followup, 
1929's Diary of a Lost Girl, was not. Having two 
strikes against it for being a silent film, its bizarre, 
grim and explicit atmosphere condemned it to remain 
unshown in America until the mid-1980s when it was 
restored and reissued. 

While not as explicit as Pandora's Box, nor as 
epochal, Diary of a Lost Girl is a more emotionally 
involving and humane film. It's also a superb example 
of how adroit the silent cinema had became in its final 
days; of how much it could say— and insinuate- 
without a single spoken word. 

Diary of a Lost Girl is an innocent's voyage through 
human hell. Cast into an uncaring, abject world. 
Brooks' Thymaine Henning survives her tribulations 
and strives to prevent others from experiencing her 
former fate. 

The daughter of a phai-niacist, lliymaine is abandoned 
by her family when her father's leering assistant 
rapes and impregnates her. She refuses to marry the 
man when the baby is bom. Her h3T)ocritical relatives 
sell her child and send her to a private correctional 
school. 

Menaced by a domineering headmistresses (who is 
obviously sexually attracted to hen, Thymaine 
manages to escape her confines through the aid of a 
family friend and fellow outcast. Count OsdortT. A 
layabout disinherited by his exasperated uncle, the 
Count cannot provide for Thymaine; she has nowhere

Only through his death and the death of her 
estranged father does Thymaine transcend her 
luxurious yet poisonous trap of a life; an innocent 
numbed then seduced by a life of decadence, she is 
jolted back into the "respectable" world of her 
insincere family, wise beyond her years and deeply 
concerned that no one else repeat her woeful 
existence. 

Both of the films Brooks made with Pabst can be 
considered potent forerunners of the film noir 
movement of the 1940s. The world of these films is 
joyless and helpless, and its inhabitants are left to 
sink or swim. Their few rewards are so tinged with 
bitter irony they can barely be accepted; only the will 
to live impels them to continue. 

Despite the indifferent quality of its existing print. 
Diary of a Lost Girl is a visually impressive film 
Director Pabst frames the chunky, alluring Brooks 
in an unceasing variety of soft focus and deep-focus 
compositions. Though many of the film's sequences 
have the ponderousness that characterizes German 
cinema, Pabst contrasts the gloom with scenes of 
pastoral, dwumentary beauty. He treats his cast with 
uncommon dignity, allowing much of the film's drama 
to be told entirely through the subtle changes of 
expression on their faces. Like David Lynch. Pabst 
is fascinated with the human gi-otosque: Rsooks 
radiance is constantlv contrasted \sitli the 
misshapen, corpulent and peculiar countenances of 
the uncertain world around her.

city league football," Baker said. "There was an opening son 
the team I and the only place was center, and they put me 
there. Ever since then, I've played center." 

In his first season as a starter with the Seminoles, Baker 
takes pride in lining up over the ball with his helmet inches 
away from a defender. He looks the defender in the eyes and 
then drives his 6-foot-3 and 240-pounds full force into his 
opponent after the snap. 

Baker, dubbed "boots" by his teammates, says that he has 
k nocked opposing linemen on their butts seven times, but 
he has yet to take a seat due to an opponent. 

Although offensive plays are usually signaled or sent in 
through other players, it's the center's job to look over the 
defense and call the blocks out to the rest of the otTensive 
linemen. 



Baker said that the key to calling the line sets is looking 
at where the defensive tackles and linebackers are before 

the play begins. 

When away from football, Baker enjoys hunting deer and 
birds in Arcadia; saltwater fishing off the coast of his 
hometown. Ft. Myers; and freshwater fishing while in 
Tallahassee. He also likes to watch old movies on the TN T 
cable network. 

A sophomore majoring in criminology, Baker would like 
to work as a parole officer or with the youth. 

Baker said he has improved with every week. 

"My first game was my first start so I was a little spastic 
out there. ' Baker said. "I've calmed down a lot more and 
gotten a little confidant. I'm better ffKiised on what I'm 
supposed to do and the blocks I'm supposed to make. I hope 
to keep improving. I could put more size on."

The Seminole Party, which current !> holds a 
majority in the student senate, slated 57 
candidates for senate seats. Its opponent, the 
Monarchy Party, slated 47 senate candidates 

Malloy refused to predict which party would 
come out on top. 

FSL' senior Jim Wilson, a poll worker in front 
of the Diffenbaugh building, said more students 
definitely voted in this year'- elections 

■"I've been surprised by hou man\ peopK- arc- 
voting." Wil.son said midway thrnugh the day 
"T haven't seen that many people go by and not 
vote." 

Wilson said the only complaint he received 
from voters had to do N^ith their confusion over 
voting for an amendment to the FSU Student 
Body Constitution The amendment proposed 
that all students holding a major student 
government office maintain a cumulative grade 
point average of 2.0 

Wilson said students were given no other 
information about the bill and did not know 
whether there is currently another GPA 
requirement for student government members. 

The ballots also included a slot for students 
to express their stance on abortion and identify 
their choice between Lawton Chiles and 
incumbent Gov. Bob Martmez for Florida's next 
governor 

"It's just an informal poll that can be used as 
an indicator for local p<jliticians to see what 
students think." Malloy said, adding that he 
thinks the governor's race and abortion 
controversy are the state's two leading issues 
right now.

City approves new 
concurrency rules

a set of policy procedures Wednesday- including a 
controversial up-front impact fee for would-be builders- 
that will go into effect Monday as part of the city's 
concurrency management ordinance. 

Comnii.ssioners passed the item after a nunibcM of 
speakers ijuestioned various Ivviilding pixx'edures in the pdan 
>uch as permitting, impact fees and stormwater 
nianageinent. Thf plan also piov i(ir> tor the (h-nsitv and 
intensity of land use. drinking \saler, solid waste, parks 
and transportation. 

Florida's gi'owth management law mandates that every 
city adopt a concurrency plan. The rule says that 
development may not take place without infrastructure 
such as sewers, utilities and roads already in place. 

City Commissioner Di'hhic Liglitsey said the 
reijuirenients of the plan will lead to more controlled 
development

1 think the type of development that comes out the otlier 
end will be the type of development this community wants 
to see. "

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FSU prof discovers ''extinct" species

Hanging in there 

AncitMit crustaceans, once believtxi extinct, have 
Uhmi recently 're discovered by a Florida Slate 
I" n ! \' e r s 1 1 > re se vi r c h e r 

The shrimp like creatures, called Kemepedia. were 
found hanging on to existence in remote underwater 
cas es in North Florida by Biolog>' Department Chair 
Lam' Abele. 

Abele said getting to the specimens wasn't easy. 
They were tound in salt water trapped beneath the 
fresh water of inland springs. He passed out pictures 
of the crustaceans to cave divers so they could keep 
an eye out tor them. 

"I had to take a cave-diving coui-se." Abele said. 
■'They were found to live below the freshwater lens 
at a depth of 90 feet. They seem to like total darkness 
and were located deep in the cave, about 300 feet back. 
Once you get down there, though, it's easy to catch 
them." 

Remepedia are one-and-a-half inches to two inches 
long and live on the bottom ot' the cave. Abele said 
they teed on dead animals that tloat down from above 
and are washed back into the cave. 

Without sunlight, eyes are useless, and Remepedia 
have done away with theirs. They find their f(x>i by 
usmg their enhanced senses of touch and smell. 

Retreating to the isolated environment of the caves 
was probably how they managed to survive this long. 
Abele said they used to range in oceans around the 
world and the caves may be their last environmental 
niche. 

Abele raid no one knows just how old the ^pecle^ 
IS. but estimates put it m the range of about 500 
million years old. That makes them e.xamples of some 
of the earli^ forms of crustaceans. Studying them 
(Muld reveal how modem forms evolv«i and how they 
are related. 

•"I'm interested in their genes for sequencing." 
Abele said. "It U be interesting to find out how far

According to E-d Kimball, a ph> sics researcher at 
FSl', Mars will be in proximity to other heavenly 
bodies this week in a way that spells disa^r for those 
who believe in s^trology. 

Mars will pa^ through the constellation Taurus. 
Its path will make it af^ar elc^ to the giant star 
Aldebaran— the red eye of the angry bull— making it 
appear as though the starry beast has two red eyes, 
Kimball said. 

"This doesn't happen very often and since Mars is 
close right now it will make it appear even brighter." 
Kimball said. "This might be a symbolic event 
concerning what is going on the Middle East. That 
is, if you l^lieve in this crap." 

More on Mars 

Around Thanksgiving, Mars will be the closest it 
will be to the Esarth until the year 2(KK). Kimball said 
this should iat)vide excellent viewing of the red planet 
for amateur astronomers. With a good telescoi», they 
should be able to spot the planet's ice caps and maybe 
some surface features. 

Tlie possible exploration of Mars for signs of life will 
be a hot topic at FSU next month. The university will 
be sponsoring an mte- naiional symposium on the rt-d 
planet. Guest speakers from around the world, 
including Soviet re^suxrhers, are expected to converge 
in Tallahassee for a three-day exchange of 
information.

A shortage of miwMities in iwwa^m jwsitions and the ^arcity erf 
minority joui nalisin teachers has prompted Florida A&M University to 
propo!?e a master's depw pr^^am in journaliignt «*h^ul^ to tegin 
spring of 1992 

"Our obiecti%e is twofold." said Robert Ruggles. dean of FAMl' s 
College of Journalism. Media and Graphic Arts "First, to tr%- to increase 
the number of minorities m newsroom positions and to increase their 
chances for advanroircnt; and Mojnd, to try to increase t}» number of 
minority joumalian teachers at the ^condan' and post^»i«lar>' levels." 

Ru^le^ ^d the pif^^uoa is mill in the planninf stafes, a^ the the 
curriculum hasn't been decided. 

"The next stage is to develop courts, and then it's back to the Board 
of Regents for approval." he said. 

He added that the journalism faculty will be meeting Monday to 
determine core courses. 

Gale Workman, advisor to the F.\MU student newspaper The Famuan. 
said the program will have ^me effects on the paper. 

' It should provide additional students to write for The Famuan, and 
at the sa^ ti«e it ^mli ^viile an i^ipwtunity fm rtudente to write 
and publish and collect clips," she said. 

Workman said she expects two ty^s of students to enroll in the 
program students with bachelcjr's dep-eo- in non-journalism fields and 
no journalism experience, as well as experienced journalists who want 
to teach. She said the paper should benefit from both types, but the 
students with experience will be especially helpful. 

"Of course, the two years or so of experience in the professionad world 
that these students would bring will help The Famuan,'' she said. 

S$mm Ibwkias, « FAMU ^MxnuilMi pn^^ar, tbi^s ^ program 
is toth necessary and worthwhile. 

*i think a pn^am structured to meet the needs of prc^pective students 
and to consiiier the demands of the workplace will be useful," he said.

He began teaching at the University of 
Tennes.see at Nashville, and came to FSU in 1970 He served as Director 
of Graduate S;udies from 1973 until 1974. when he left to become Director 
of Academic Programs at the Folg^ Shakesj^ai^ Library. 

He remain^ at Folgin- until 19S4, when he went on to do various projects, 
including lecturing across the nation and in England and Japan. 

Questions will follow the lectu; as will a reception. The lecture 
is jointly presented by the Friends of the Library and the FSU 
English Department. There will also be a workshop Thursday 
afternoon from 1:30 until 2:30 in 124E Williams Building.

TCC sports getting closer; 
Gillespie to head basketball

Tallahassee Community College got its basketball 
program off and rolling Wednesday when it named 
Mike Gillespie as its head coach. 

Gillespie and former Florida A&M women's 
basketball coach Mickey Clayton were the two 
finalists for the job. 

However. Clayton withdrew his name as a 
candidate on Monday. 

Gillespie isn't awed at the thought of taking over 
TCC's program, which has been dormant since 1968. 

"No doubt about it, it's going to be a challenge, " 
Gillespie said from his Joliet, 111. home. "But I'm 
looking forward to coming down there and getting 
started." 

Gillespie, born and raised in Chicago, has been 
successful both as a player and a coach. 

He was and all-state prep player in Illinois and was 
captain of the DePaul University team. As a coach, 



he's led five Illinois high school teams to regional 
championships. He coached the Illinois All-Star team 
m 1987, 

In addition, Gillespie conducted l basketball camp 
for Beligium's 1984 national team. 

In 1984, Gillespie was named head coach at St. Leo 
College, located just outside of Tampa. 

In his first year, he led St. Leo to a 15-12 record. 
It was the school's firat winning sea»)n in four years. 

In his second campaign. St. Leo fell to 11-16, a 
deceiving record according to Gillespie. 

"We were 10-3 at the Christmas break. " Gillespie 
said. "Unfortunately we lostoui* point guard (dechii ed 
academically ineligible) who was averaging 20 points 
and 8 assists a game and fell apart the ^ond half."

Seminole Party wins 
student elections; 
Monarchy closes gap

Caii(ii(iates running for seats in the Florida State UniviM-sity Student 
(iovernment sat on edge for nearl\ 20 hours after the polls closed 
Wednesday to hear the final results the election. 

Elections Commissioner Ray Malloy walked into the student governnirnt 
ofTice late Thursday afternoon with the tinal count t>n the 64 student .senate 
seats, five Graduate Student Union 
positions, eight Union Board Seats and four 
senior class ofTicers. 

The Seminole Party, which holds a 
majority in the student senate, beat out the 
rival Monarchy F^arty and swept .seats m 
evfi-y school except arts and scu nces and fine 
arts. The group, which slated B9 candidates 
for the \anour- student government seats, 
also captured every seat on the Union Board 
and in the senior class. 

"I'm very, very pleased," said Student 
F^odv President Trey Traviesa, a member of 
the Seminole Party. "A lot of .students got 
out there and voted. That's the most 
important thing " 

According to Malloy. 5.491 students voted 
m the elections Wednesday —approximately 
20 percent of the student body. He said that 
was a 4-percent increase over last spring's 
turnout for the student body presidential 
elections and may have set a .state university 
record for the percentage of voter turnout for 
a student government election. 

Seminole Party Chair Tracy Newman said 
thi' lai'ge \-(>ter turnout favored the partv 

"Students an- -.ft'ing something they like 
being dont m student government and are 
coming out to endor.se the group that's 
making it happen," Newman said, adding 
that the party focused on bringing "non- 
traditional" groups, such as graduate 
.students and African- American students, to the polls. 

De.spite his group's loss to the Seminole Party, "Archduke" Andrew 
Arvesen of the Monarchv Party said he was encouraged by the results 

"This was not a crushing defeat. /K lot of the seats \\v lost, we lost !>> 
a close margin, ' said Arvesen, who won a student senate seat in arts and 
sciences.

"It teaches them male responsibility and how to 
build self-esteem," she said. 

For the first Operation BEATS program, members 
of the fighting rival gangs from Holton Street and 
Basin Street areas got together to wTite and produce 
a rap song They also shot a video which will premiere 
at 4 p ni during the rally. 

Although the program was originally targeted for 
boys in gangs, the Urban League is looking to expand 
BEATS to all boys in high-risk gang areas. The nine 
members currently enrolled in BEATS, who are 
between 17 and 21, are encouraging the younger kids 
to come forward and join them. 

"I'd like to tell them to come and join us. Before, 
we were doing some of the things they're doing and 
now we stopped."

New school promotes geography

You may think the Berlin Wall was demolished late 
last year, but another one has been erected and it's 
right here in Tallahabbee. 

The difference between the two is that this new 
"wall" is actually a chain-link fence that bisects the 
campus of Deer Lake Middle School in Killearn. 

The Berlin Wall, the Amazon River and many other 
well-known spots can all be found on the newest 
middle school campus in Leon County. Deer Lake, 
whicK opened this fall, is taking a new approach to 
teaching its students geography 

"All our buildings are named after continents and 
major land masses," said Mar^e Sasse, principal of 
Dvi'v Lake. "We have fla^s from countries all around 
the world, and all our activities are centered around 
the geographical areas." 

While the students do learn the names of far-away 
places, Sasse said they don't go into any real detail 
of the cultural aspects of the places. 

"Our main emphasis is geography rather than 
culture," she said. 

Sasse said the school was built to help accommodate 
Tallahassee's rapid growth. The Leon County School 
Board saw an opportunity arise out of need and took 
advantage of it by implementing the new approach. 

Teachers were siphoned from ail over Leon County, 
with students coming from Cobb and various other 
elementary schools. The student body is percent 
white, but Sasse said the geography experiment is not 
an attempt at multicultural education. 

"Eventually we'll be 65 percent white and 35 
percent minority," she said, noting that that 
breakdown is the norm for Leon County schools.

Dart: To Secretary of Transportation Samuel Skinner and Secretary of 
Energy James Watkins. The pair lobbied heavily and successfully to kill an 
important provision in the Clean Air Act of 1990 that would have required 
automaker3 to manufacture cars averaging 40 miles to the gallon by the end 
of the decade. 

The provision was intended originally to cut down on air pollution, but in 
light of events in the Mi(^le East it took on an important conservation 

dimension. 

The American auto industry lobhied afjainst it. however, on gi'ounds that 
it would impose too ^Teat an economic burden, and that highway safety would 
be compromised by the lighter cars that would result. 

Wrote Skinner and Watkins for the auto industry and the Bush 
administration in a letter to Senate Majority Leader George Mitchell: "We 
do not believe that recent events in Kuwait should cause us to rush ahead 
with. ill-considered |K)licies." 

The response of a top Sierra Club official is more appropriate: "Today the 
gas guzzlers won and they're popping the champagne corks in Saddam 
Hussein's palace." 

Dart. To Republican Senators. They killed a provision of a bill this week 
that would have allowed family planning clinics that receive federal money 
to otTer their patients abortion counseling. 

The provision would have overturned a ban on such information put into 
place in 1988 by the Reagan administration. Supported by Bush, the 
predominantly Republican, anti-abortion senators argued that counseling 
patients on abortion as an alternative would encourage that option. They 
managed to kill the provision by threatening to draw out debate on it when 
other pressing federal issues were at hand. 

That was a dirty move, and an unfortunate one for many women. Banning 
such information places an unfair burden on the low-income women who make 
up a considerable percentage of the clientele of federal clinics. It prevents 
them from having the same information and options offered to women who 
can afford their own doctors. 

But hey, since when have Republicans been concerned about the poor 
anyway?

Supporters of former 
FSU RA need more 
evidence than his word

Does an alcoholic need to provp he is rehabilitated to be hired, or 
maint ain, a job? This is a question that no one seems to want to ask 
when n comes to Brian Zwolinski. 

After all, the Fiumbeau and many students who wrote in letters 
to the editor simply assumed that Zwolinski had recovered, and, of 
course, supported him in his attempts to get back his RA position. 
The Flambeau even wrote, "But the point is Zwolinski is a recovering 
alcoholic..." (their italics). 

The Flambeau assumes that Zwolinski is recovering. What pr<K>f 
do they have? Or isn't that an important question? The only proof 
Zwolinski has provided us with is his word. He says that he is 
recovering. He also says he regularly attends AA meetings and has 

not had a 

drink since 
the 

accident— 
but these 

are two conditions required as part of his sentence. If Zwolinski slips 
up on either condition, his five-year sentence starts all over again. 
How can we know if he is fulfilling these parts of his sentence 
willingly and not because it is required? Again, we are left with his 
word as an answer. 

Let's deal with the issue of Zwolinski's word. In the first two 
articles where Zwolinski is interviewed and quoted, there are seveml 
lies. Those lies minimize the seriousness of what he has done, and 
what his rehabilitation must include. 

In the first article Zwolinski claims his sentence is one yeax of 
community control (it api^ars as probation in the article, but that 
is a misprint*. In the second article, Zv/olinski changes his story to 
a sentence of three-years community control reduced to two years 
for "gCKid behavior." 

Both statements are false. There can be no reductions for "good 
behavior." The only way Zwolinski's .sentence can he lightened is 
by written agi'eement of the State Attorney's ofTice or if another full 
hearing is called. His actual sentence has always been, and remains, 
two years of community (X)ntrol, followed by three years of probation. 
This sentence was read at Zwolinski's plea-hearing in January, in 
front of Zwolinski, so he should know it. Why then is he lying? 

That Zwolinski is lying casts some .serious doubts as to whether 
or not we should accept his word. It also raises some doubts as to 
what -and how much— Zwolinski has told his "supporters." 

In his letter to the editor on Sept. 21. Zwolinski states, "But when 
It comes right down to it, I don't have to prove anything to anyone

but myself." I have to disagree. 

The burden of proof of rehabilitation lies with him. 
Zwolinski says in his letter that the issue at hand is 
that the university has taken away his opportunity 
to improve his future and the benefits the students 
on his floor could receive from his experience. I say 
that the issue at hand is whether or not he is a 
recovering alcoholic. I s^r^ that a recovered alcoholic 
could do a good job as an RA. But if Zwolinski is not 
rehabilitated, he is a walking time bomb waiting to 
destroy someone else. If he is not i^habilitated, he 
should not be in a position of influence and authority 
on campus. Even the Flambeau agrees with this, 
saying m their Sept. 21 editorial, "No alcoholic could 
be an effective RA." 

Another statement in Friday's editorial from, the 
Flambeau board concerns me. The sentence reads, 
"(Joanne) Hayes will never be the same due to 
Zwolinski's carelessness..." There was no carelessness 
involved. Zwolinski made deliberate choices, many 
times, not only to drink and drive, but to obtain a 



fraudulent driver's license and to skip bail on his third 
DUX charge. That is why the judge convict^ 
Zwolinski c€ a felony. 

Zwolinski may think he is facing his problems and 
dealing with them, but a recovering alcoholic doesn't 
lie about his past, and a recovering alcoholic doesn't 
try to manipulate people as Zwolinski has tried to 
manipulate FSU's student body opinion. 

I don't know what an exact definition of "proof of 
rehabilitation is. That's not an easy question. But the 
requirements, I believe, should include honesty about 
problems or the past. I also think there should be 
enough time allowed for the person to really work 
through their problems. I don't know how long that 
is; it probably varies from person to person. Zwolinski 
has been out of prison for nine months. He obviously 
still has problems to work through. Deciding what 
constitutes "proof of rehabilitation is a decision that 
someone somewhere wdll have to make. 

The important thing is that people think to ask for 
that proof.

Brennan, who was nominated to the court in 1956 by 
President Dwight D. Ei^nhower, was known for his 
liberal views and his ability to persuade others to his 
view point. 

Although Souter's nomination breezed through the 

judiciary committee, special interest groups such as 
the National Organization for Women are hoping he 
won't have it as easy on the Senate floor. The Senate 
is expt'Cted to vote on Souter s nomination next week. 

NOW fstablished a "Stop Souter" hotlint in hopes 
ot making his nomination to the court more difficult. 

"We are certainly urging people to call this hotline," 
said Sandra Silvers, president of the Tallahassee 
chapter of NOW. "We will continue to press for 
members of the Senate not to confirm &>uter to the 
Supreme Court." 

During the Senate committee hearings, Souter 
avoided answering how he would vote on abortion 
cases. Knowing Souter was nominated by Bush, who 
is staunchly anti abortion, Souter's elusiveness 
angered women's groups. They fear that the 1973 Roe 
vs. Wade ruling— which gave women the choice to 
terminate a pregnancy but has l^n chipped away by 
recent Supreme Court decisions— will be overturn^. 



"It is unfortunate he was nominated. This is the nail 
in the coffin." said Linda Miklowitz. president 
emeritus of the Tallaha.s.^e chapter of NOW. "He said 
he vNouldn't discuss Roe v Wade but it is going to 
come up again iii the Supreme Couil. He will have 
to make a decision." 

Not prejudging how he would vote on possible 
uiKoming Supreme Court cases keeps the integrity 
of an "open-minded " judge, said John Cooper, 
executive director of the James Madison Institute for 
Public Policy Study, a Tallahas.see think tank. 

"He took the correct stand, Demwrat or Republican, 
conservative or liberal. No judge m these kind of 
hearings can make promises in advance on how he'd 
rule on the issues before hearing the cases," he said. 

Sen. Patrick Leahy, of Vermont, ami Herbert Kohl, 
of Wisconsin, were two the eight EtemtKirats on the 
committee who gave Souter the nod. They both said 
they would have liked to hear Souter's views on 
abortion but added the New Hampshire judge's 
intellect outweighed their concerns of his views on 
abortion. 

"I believe the right to choose is a fundamental one 
and 1 w ould like to have heard Judge Souter say so. 
But at least we didn't hear him say that a woman does 
not have that right," Kohl said.

Benefit to support Native Americans

For ^i'Ticrations, traditional Navajo have buried the 
umbilical cords of the neu ly born beneath the sheep 
corrals, signifying the place to which the children 
would always return. They make prayers and offerings 
to strengthen each person's ties with the earth, 

—from Cry, Sctcred Ground, an oral history of the 
Navajo and Hopi people recorded by Anita Parlow. 

Although it hasn't been in the news lately, the land 
disputes and relocation problems the Hopi and Navajo 
Native Am'^ricans are facing at Big Mountain in 
northern Arizona are far from being settled. 

Worried about the escalating conflict and further 
decay of Native American lifestyle that the current 
federal policy at Big Mountain— forced relocation if 
n^e^ary— might bring, locad activists have plann^ 
an event to rai% awareness and funds for the people 
of Big Mountain. 

"We need to educate people so they start calling 
Congress and raising this as an issue," said Ed Green, 
secretary for the Tallahassee chapter of Veterans for 
Peace, one of the sponsors of the event. 

The Big Mountain benefit will take place Saturday 
from 3 p.m. to 1 a.m. at the Miccouskee Land Co-op. 
Besides musical guests The Casual T's, l ao Jones, 
Moonlight Drifters w/ Jon Copps, Children of the 
World and The Flying Hot Mullets, the day's 
festivities will include swimming, veggie rtir fry mmA 
burritos, drinks and a sunset circle. 

Vicki Simmons, a recent Florida State University 
graduate and member of the Southeast Regional 
Rainbow Family of Living Life, who is also sponsoring 
the event along with Earth First! and Vets for Peace, 
said the proc^ds will go to The Weaving Project 
Women in I^^i^ance — a Native American group 
form«^ in 19^ to, amox^ other things, "^ucate and 
inform the American public of the genocide that is 
taking place in this country." 

"One of the reasons the Rainbow Family is involved 
in this issue is out of shared respect." said Simmons. 
"We respect land and try to mold our lives out of 
respect for the land just like Native Americans." 

The disputed lands in the Black Mesa area were 
once common property of the Navajo and Hopi 
peoples. In the late 19th century the government 
divide the 1.8 million acres in the Black Mesa area 
of northern Arii^na into ^bal r^erves, ^tting the 
stage for later a>nflict betw^n Hopi and Navajo 
governments. 




In 1972 the Federal Court of Phoenix ruled that the 
1.8 million acres in the region were jointly held by 
the tribes. But the Hopi government did not accept 
the decision and successfully lobbied Congress to 
partition the land. The result was the 1974 Navajo- 
Hopi Relocation Act, which ordered the expulsion of 
thousands of Navajo and 100 Hopi who lived on the 
wrong side of the federally imposed tribal boundaries. 

"All relocation was supposed to have been 
completed in 1986." said Robert Walker, a 
spokesperson for the U.S. Department of Interior, m 
a phone interview W^esday from Washington, D.C. 
"But there were many obstacles. It has been a damn- 
you-do, danm-you-don't situation." 

Relocation is supposed to be completed by 1995. 

"But with the budget cuts coming who knows if 
we'll get the necessary funds," said Mike McAlister, 
deputy director of the Office of Navajo/Hopi 
Relocation, from his ofTice in Phoenix, Ariz. 

Complaints of harassment by the government's 
relocation cx)mmittee are currently being brought 
forth by the Big Mountain Legal Offensive/Defensive 
committee. That organization was created 12 years

Following on the heels of the Off-Street Players's 
stirring season opener, (re)Beckett burns with the 
unsettling intensity of a stick of dynamite that ha? 

a slow—too slow— fuse 

This collection of four perturbing short plays by 
Samuel Beckett will open tonight at the Young Actors 
Theater 

Largely in the traditions of the Theater of the 
Absurd, three of these minimalist pieces are directed 
by Dr. Stan Gontarski. "What Where," "Footfalls," 
and "That Time." Gontarski, a world-renowned 
Beckett scholar who directed a multi-award-winning 
production of Beckett's Company at the Los Angeles 
Actors Theatre in 1985, will be working with Off- 
Street for the first time. 

"What Where" will be presented on a video 
originally produced by Gontarski at the Magic 
Theatre in San Francisco in 1986. It consists of four 
spectral characters who bob in and out of sight, 
challenging one another in a relentless paranoiac 
cycle. Their names, "Bim," "Bam," "Bem" and 
"Bom." and their neo-slapstick dialogue, contrast 
with the austerity of the scene to produce an eerily 
humorous humorlessness. The piece reads like a 
Dostoevskian refashioning of .^hhott and C(»stello's 
"Who's on First'.'" routine: Bam says to Bom, "He said 
it to you. ('(mless he said it to you. You'll be given 
the works until you confess." Then Bim takes Bom 
away, gives him the works, and returns. Bam asks 
if Bom confessed. Bim says no. So Bam accuses him, 
"It's a lie. He said where to you. Confess he said where 
to you. You'll be given the works until you confess." 
Bem appears, takes Bom away, gives him the works, 
returns. And so on . . 

These Beckett plavs are highly self conscious, 
probing pieces that operate almost in a vacuum .or 
what (iontarski calls an "undefined space where they 
explore the question of whether or not man can control 
a work of art." 

The Off-Street production crew does a commendable 
job in arranging these "undefined spaces," which 
involve a lot of intricate lighting and technical 
improvisation. In "Footfalls," the script calls for a 
lamp illuminating only the character's feet. And in 
"That Time," the .stage is entirely blacked out except 
for an old face with flaring white hair hovering 10 
feet over center stage. 

Gone are the conventions that once made the stage 
look like a kitchen, or a parlour or any familiar place. 
For this production, it is as if existence has been 
stripped to the bare bon^, bereft of any semblance of 
humanity other than vague memories. 

"I tell people that these are ghost stories," said 
Pamela Gordon Vaught, co-founder of OfT-Street. 

These are cerebral pieces of theater craft that 
dramatize the fragmented u cltanschauun^ of po.st 
modernism. In 'Footfalls. " all we see is one single

character, May, pacing back and forth across the 
stage. Her narrative is as tattered and harrowing as 
her appearance. Speaking to her invisible mother, she 
tries to piece memories together. But they cannot 
agree upon the past. 'I heard you respond. 1 heard 
you say Amen. How could you have responded if you 
were not there?" 

Similarly, in "That Time," the head of a single 
listener is illuminated above the stage, and his lips 
move, sometimes synchronized with reminiscences of 
three voices that somehow weave a single narrative 
out of three different threads. 

"The plays are very verbal, not visual," said a 
woman who prefers to remain anonymous. "1 closed 
my eyes and had a sort of hee^d-set with visuals of my 
own." 

The language is rich, and that is entirely possible. 

In "Catastrophe," directed by Roger Casey, the 
scene is a bare stage during a final rehearsal. A figure 
in a black cloak and hat stands on a plinth at center 
stage. The director enters, dressed in a fur coat. He 
orders his timorous assistant to adjust the makt up 
and costume of the silent figure. After many 
exactions, he leaves the stage and orders the light-^ 
to be lowered. The figure remains alone on the stage, 
the only light illuminating his head. 

"'^^e did this play two years ago next to Lucy Ho's 
in the mall, " Casey said. "The people who were seeing 
their first play were laughing their heads off while 
all the intellectuals were pretty serious." 

The four pieces feature some of Off-Street's most 
popular actors: Robyn AUers, seen in la.st year's hit. 
Educatum Rita, and in The Real Thinfi: Rick 
Dominguez. who portrayed Brother Lawrence in The 
Illuminati and wa.>^ seen m Other Places and Some 
Men Need Help: Pamela Gordon Vaught. last .seen in 
Baby and Other Places; and Jim McMurtry, who 
starred in Lone Star. 

Off-Street Players will present (re)Beckett at 8 
p.m. this Friday and Saturday, and Thursday 
through Saturday, Oct. 4, 5 and 6 at the Young 
Actors Theater, 609 Glenview Dr. Tickets are $6 
for general admission and $5 for students and 
senior citizens. Special rates are available for 

groups of 10 or more. Call (904) 893-4137 for 

reservations. 
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"It needed to be away from the regular world, sort of, and be a kind of 
hair-of-the-dream spot, and it needed a woods that had a wind of mystery 
blowing through it," Lynch said. 

Sounds like the kind of place where you can expect a lot of inbreeding. 
By creating such a self-contained little world, Lv-nch and Frost can make 
or break their own rules as they go along. Has anyone noticed that 
whenever the Twin Peaks charact(^rs are seen watching thoir TV screens, 
they're always watching some other strange little soap opera which seems 
to mirror the events of their lives with ahirniing regularity? 

When Leo got shot, not 10 seconds later, on his TV, a soap bad guys * 
got shot. When crazy Nadine, the one-eyed wife of Ed Hurley, was 
preparing to overdose on Secanols she did it to the tune of a shattered 
romance on that same soap. Pointy-headed left-wing critics who write for 
serious rags out of New Yawk love stuff like that. 

And it's very easy to let yourself get distracted by this sort of thing. 
However, you can't take a show like Twin Peaks all that seriously, simply 
because it doesn't itself. But as long as they keep up this level of extreme 
-cleverness, the show will be worth watching. In fact, the rest of the world 
probably can't wait to get their hooks into it, too. 

The season premiere of Twin Peaks can be seen in a special two- 
hour premiere Sunday night at 9. Afterward the series moves to its 
new time slot Saturday at 10 p.m.

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Henry gives insight to 
motives of a serial killer

In ;i conversation early in Henry: Portrait of a Serial 
Killer we get a hint at why some people arc driven 
to kill without remorse or feeling. 

Henry (Michael Rooker) sits at the kitchen table 
talking with Becky (Tracy Arnold). She asks him if 
!t was true that he killed his mother. He replies: 
" Yeah, I killed my mama. She was a whore." 

And ever since then Henry has been killing when 
the mood strikes him or someone makes him angry. 

•John Mt'Nau^^hton's Henry is a dark, disturbing, yet 
amazing low-budget, independent film based loosely 
on the life of a real serial killer named Henry Lee 
Lucas. 

The film was made back in 1986, but never gained 
wide release because of an X-rating received for 
graphic violence. Henry is a very violent film, but it 
. uldn't have been made any other way. The blood 
and pain shows the viewer a little bit of what goes 
i n in Henry's mind. 

He IS a remorseless killer. No horrible act, from 
cutting a btxiy into little pieces to breaking the neck 
of a child, is missing from his repetoire of violence. 
Henry is the type of person who enjoys killing— he's 
good at it. 

In one afforementioned scene we get an idea of why 
Henry is the way he is. His mother beat him as a 
child, made him wear dresses and had him watch 

uhile she had sex with a number of men. 
.McNaughton and co-screen\^Titer Richard Fire seem 
lit he asking questions that are hard to answer. Is 
Hcm v really responsible for w hat he is doing'.' If he 
had a normal childhood would he still be a killer? 

The film can't answer these questions and doesn't 
try. What it does is give a very good look at what a 
serial killer is like. 

In early ^uences, we see a l^autifully shot but 
incredibly disturbing montage sequence of some of 
Henry's work as a psychopath— bodies (mostly of 
women) mutilated and bloodied sometimes beyond 
recognition, but always grotesque. 

Henry .seems to soften a bit later. He's falling for 
Becky But as w ith all true killers, it doesn't last long. 
He goes on another killing spree, this time with 



Henry is a very violent film, 
but it couldn't have been 
done any other way. 
blood and pain show the 
viewer a little bit of what 
goes on in Henry's mind, 
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Becky's brother, Otis (Tom Towles), who seems to be 
cut from the same material as Henry. 

Heniy is by no means a conventionally smart man. 
He is illiterate and can't hold down a real job. But 
he is intelligent in his own way. He knows how to get 
around the law and which people are "safe" to kill, 
to kill. 

In one scene, Henry and Otis sit in a park w atching 
impassively as a man is beaten and robbed. Henry 
starts to fill his friend in on the details of killing. He 
warns never to kill any two people in the same way. 
"It's like a fingerprint," he says. Then later he adds, 
"The most important thing is to keep moving. That 
way they can't find you." 

In that scene, Rooker's (Sea of Love and Eight Men 
Out) portrayal of Henry really chines through. Rooker 
is showing us the mner-workmgs of a totally 
reprehensible person, but he never glamorizes Henry. 
Henry isn't some Old West villian riding through the 
desert waiting for some sheriff to pick him off. He's 
one of us, one of the billions of pe<^le who roam the 
planet. 

The most terrifying thing about Henry isn't the 
violence. It's realizing the fact that someone like 
Henry could be your next-door neighbor or a 
workmate, or maybe even your friend.

ago to help the Native Americans who wished to resist relocation from 
their ancestral lands. But the spokesperson for the U.S. Department of 
Interior maintains that ro one has been coerced off their land. 

*'There has never to my knowledge been any forced relocation." said 
Walker. "The whole etlect of the program has been to relocate the Navajo 
to better conditions." 

But, according to Walker, when faced with more opposition from the 
remaining Navajos who don't want to move off their sacred land, the 
government will have no choice. 

"What it comes down to is do we enforce the law^s or don't we?" said 
Walker "Wlten you stop not enforcing court decisions you've got a real 
problem m this country." 

Many activists who sympathize with the plight of the Navajo claim the 
only reason the government is interested m Big Mountain is lor the 
region's resources— oil, gas and possibly uranium. They claim the 
government wants to give the area to a private company, namely the 
Peabody Coal Company, which has been mining in the Big Mesa area since 
1969. The activists' claims even go as far to say that "in order to fufill 
contracts with the Ja'7?nese, Peabody has designated a site at Big 
Mountain to remove an estimated 350-500 million tons of coal." 

i see the government role at Big Mountain as working in conjunction 
with the Peabody Coal company " said Green "What is going on is an 
efTort to give Big Mountain to the Peabods coal company " 

But Irene Crawford, attorney for the Peabody Coal compimy, which is 
owned by Hanson Industries and currently employs over 900 Native 
Americans in the Big Mesa area at salaries ranging from $30,000 to 
$40,000 a year, claimed there is no connection between the company and 
Big Mountain. 

■ I'm not sure why we keep getting linked to Big Mountain," she said 
m a telephone interview from the Peabody's main office in Flagstaff. Ariz. 
■\Vi' mine miles away from there and we don't have any plans— never 

had— to mine there 

T;illahasst»e resident Doug Alderson, who spent some time at Big 
Mountain when on an awarenes- raising trek from W.Lshmgtnn to 
Caliturnia m 1984. >aid that F'eabody might not be revealing its plans. 

it is believed by many involved that the coal company has interest in 
Big Mountam." said Alderson. "But I would imagine they wouldn't admit 
that in public. 

Green, who said the Veterans For Peace recently ^nt a convoy of supplies 
to Big Mountain, agi'eed with Alderson 

■ Peabody might say they are not involved, but it's just a guise." -aid 
Cit et-n "The government doesn't have the interest of any ol thesf groups 
m mind. In fact, thev play people against each other. Always have, always 
will." 

Currently, a bill pending before Congress sponsored by Sen. Alan 
Cranston D Cal. calls for an 18-month moratorium on further relocation 
of thr ptMiple from Big Mountain and benefits to refugees. The bill also 
calls for the traditional Hopi and Navajo people to meet with tribal council 
leaders, who act as liasons. and propose alternatives. 

But McAlister said the bill probably won't pass. 

"Thi> happens periodically." he said "Sen. Cran>ton tloatsa bill which, 
quite frankly, contains things that just aren"t workable '" 

There IS obviously not much that is black and white with the issues at 
Big Mountain— even among the -anic tribes there are ditTenng vu-wpmnt- 
ot'what .-should be dure The traditionalists argui' that the tnba. CMuntii-. 
which have done nio.-^t ut the negotiating with the government and the 
coal company, have become economical!} nopendent on the payments from 
the coal industry and are neglecting alternative methods of economic 
development. 

"It i> n<n the Navajos and Hopis fighting each other on the Black Mesa." 
said Hopi Thomas Banyacva m ('r%. Sacred Ground "It is the tribal 
councils, controlled bv Washington, who want us to live like the White 
Man" 

But Walker of the interior department -ee.- it another way 
"This i> a cla-h betwt^en two tribes. The t'ederal government i> caught 
m ihi nuddlt'. Walker said. "We're twisting and turning and doing 
everything wt- can." 

What IS most important to the traditionalists in both tribes is the idea 
of sacred land For the traditional Navajo, land is the center of their life 
and religion. The traditionalists say that the deportations from the Big 
Mountain are destroying the basis of the traditional Navajo and Hopi 
religions. 

What the Na\aj<)-- are no\^ calling for is the tederal relocation law to 
tv amniended to clarity that there will be no forced relocation of traditional 
Navaio> Tht'\ alsr< wish that the tederal government will commit itself 
to a pt-aceful humane and just .settlement of the Hopi-Navajo land." 

The activists of Tallahassee and concerned individuals want the same. 
They are asking Tallahasseans to come out to have a good time and support 
the cau.se Saturday. 

"It IS an opportunity for people to get together and share information 
and raise consciousness about the different is-vk- affecting the Native 
Americans." said Steve Fendell. one of the orjanizt-rs of the benefit

Saltwater fish are 
hitting in Tallahassee; 
October is best time

For the avid fisherman, cood saltwater fishing is this weekends best bet 

Aic . rding to John Mobley of Krvm's Guns and Sporting Goods, the 
wet Kcnd - "r>est bets are speckled trout and redfish. which are biting around 
the mouths of rivers like the St. Marks. Ochlockonee. and AuciUa. 

Early morning hours when the water is calm is the best time to catch 
these fish. Topwater mirrolures should be used to attract your catch 

For boaters out in the late morning and afternoon, Surecatch Jigs will 
probably be best suited. Mobley recommends firetail jigs with red, hot pink, 
or silver heads, and white or chartreuse tails. 

October is one of the better times of the year for saltwater fishing. 

Mobley said 72 degrees is the ideal salt water temperature, but it can 
vary 

'it seems like every time I tell someone that, I catch a lot offish when 
I'm not supposed to." he said. 

Mobley"s other best bets are the Spanish mackeral and the cobia. The 
mackeral are around shoals near Dog Island and Ochlcxikonee Mobley 
says to use tinsel to catch the mack. Cobia swim around buoys and right 
now can be caught with hairless jigs or live pinfish. 
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For those tlshermen who prefer freshw ater fishing or are unable to get 
to the coast. Lake Talquin is the only worthwhile spot. 

Bass are schooling right now. Black bass are hitting blue-chrome 
rattletrap-^ and white bass are biting New mmi-traps. 

In^ am s Marina on the lake rents johnboats for $4 a day, and it has 
a complete bait shop. 

Although freshwater fishing is slow in most area lakes in the warmer 
months, look for it to pick up through Oct<^r when the water temperature 
approaches 70 degrees. Fish tend to get more active when the water nears 
its ideal temperature. 

This weekend's worst bet, according to Mobley. is Lake Miccosukee 
because it's drv. 



Lake Talquin also provides other activities. 

From water skiing to picnicking and camping, the outdoor forest and 
lake setting of this state park provide something for everyone. 

Picnic and campsites can be found at Ingram's. 

It costs $10 to park a mobile home on an Ingram's lot and $5 to put up 
an average-size tent. 

The temperatures this weekend shmild range ftt)m 81 to 55 degrees with 
scattered showers and plenty of sunshine. 

The lake's water temj^rature is over 70 degrees for those who wish to 
swim or ski.

appealing to women becau^ they do what they say 
they're going to do." 

DU was started by a group of male duck hunters 
in the northeastern U.S. during the 1930s after a 
major drought destroyed many parts of the region's 
wetlands The organization focuses on marshland;- 
and swampy fringe lands, which are vital areas for 
nourishment and shelter. 

Everything from ducks to deer depend on the^ 
habitats, which are easily destroyed when the 
water table is low. 

DU does most of its work through satellite systems 
and computer networks, including studying water » 
tables md tracking the migratory patterns of ducks 
and otht-r birds 

Of every dollar donated to DU. 82 cents goes directly 
to projects like habita; restoration, according to Jim 
Richardson, a former state chairman of DU. 

"We're very happy with our track record and with 
what we do for the environment." he said. 

Richardson mid DU has a ojBunitn^nt to match one 
dollar of its own for everv' dollar the state puts forth 
for habitat preservation. 

Individual DU chapters have auctions and other 
' ;r iraisers m which items are either bought or 
uunated to the organization. Richardson said women 
are significant m handling the fundraismg drives. He 
said women chapters typically have the best income 
to-cost ratio. 

"The ladies always lead the pack becau^ they ^t 
everything donated," he said. "No one ever turns 
them down '.' 

DU IS basically a volunteer organization except for 
a few appointed administrative positions. 
When surveying habitats, members often spend 



their own money on expenses such as travel, room and 
board. DU credits this stiit of dedication for its success. 

"Having worked with them 20 years, it's 
heartwarming to see the anwunt of work these people 
have done for our wetlands," said Hackendale, who 
lives m Jacksonville. 

Through environmental surveys. DU recommends 
to governments where land should be set aside and 
how hunting quotas should be set. 

Since DU is the government's primary source for 
such information, the penalty for a member violating 
huntuig regulations is expulsion— something DU feels 
strongly about. 

"One of the hardbound rules of DU is that if you 
violate the game commi^ion. you're through." 
Richardson said. 

But Richardson said that Dl^'s immediate goal is 
to see that this winter's ducks who migi-ate to Florida 
have adequate food and shelter 

Three million of the 100 milluMi ducks that come 
S<.)uth go directly to DL' habitats 

How w ell the ducks eat this winter and how difficult 
their flight home is next spring determines how many 
new ducks will hatch. 

On DU'S habitat near Lake Okeechobee, rice 
farmers will leave an entire second crop in the fields 
for wildlife to eat. Sugar yields the most profit m this 
region, but the crop is ecologically useless. 

.-\ccnrding tt* Richardson, many of the poorer rice 
larmer^ w ere allowed to lease state-owned land after 
DU's studies showed producing rice was ecologically 
helpful. 

Along with looking out for ducks while they're at 
the habitats, DU is concerned with the animals' trip 
back north. Ducks stop along various DU projects 
during their grueling journey home. 

"Long nights are difficult, so we have to look out 
for the ducks so thev can mate, " Richardson said.

Hunting accident only slows Jones

Ont' popular adage sa> .-^ that when you fall off your horse, the 
best thing io do is climb right baek on. 

David Jones, who was tragically <hot in the head m a hunting 
accident in April 1989, took that advce to heart. And new that 
he's recovered, he encourages others to do the same. 

Jones, who's once again a passionate outdoorsman. was not 
expected to survive the eight shotgun pellets that lodged into his 
head. 

He woke up after nine day in intensive care and surgery, in 
which some of the pellets from his head were removed. However, 
the left side of his body was paralyzed. 

He also had double vision, and the doctor said he would never 
walk again. 

But Jones wouldn't allow what held his body to hold his spirit, 
and he underwent extensive therapy. 

Not only is he able to walk, but he also hunts, boats and fishes 
with equal passion as before the accident. 

Instead of confining his life to stereotypical roles associated with 
disabled people. Jones lives everything to the fullest and hopes 
to teach others the same. 

"There u/e certain things that handicapped people cannot do. 
but we can sure do a lot." he said. 

Jones mnv hunts with a smaller shotgun and tlshes with a 
battery-powered reel, and is pursuing a marketing degree at 
Florida State University. 

"i do ever> thing I used to do. but now it's just a little slower," 
he said. 

After his accident, Jones was surprised there weren't more

organizations to help di.sabled people experience nature. 

So he started his own— the Florida Disabled Outdoors 
Association. 

The goals of the FDOA are to promote the availability of natural 
resources to the disabled and assist and educate the disabled to 
overcome their barriors. 

Clint Cunningham, vice president of FDOA and a pliysical 
therapist, said too many disabled people look for substitute 
acli cities to replace their old loves. 

"So many people look to things like arts and crafts to replace 
their physical activities when they really don i need to," 
Cunningham said. 

Jones hopes to encourage companies to produce outdoor 
equipment designed to allow* disabled pe(^le access to a wide range 
of activities. 

Jones said it's important to lead a full life and not be afraid to 
get outdoors into the wilderness, and Ix'ing around nature has 
helped him to recover and has given him a reason to strive to meet 
his goals 

"From my own experience, 1 know what a positive effect my 
participation in outdoor activities has had on me and my successful 
return to a normal life," he said.
